An  ACT  to  erect  Part  of  this  State  into  a  County,  by  the  Name  of 

the  County  of  St.  Lawrence, 

Paffed  March  3d,  1805. 

I.       E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represent- 

JLj  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  all  that  tract  of  land,  be-  [ 
ginning  in  the  line  in  the  river  St.  Lawrence  which  divides  the 
United  States  from  the  dominions  of  the  Icing  of  Great-Britain, 
where  the  fame  is  interfe&ed  by  a  continuation  of  the  divifion 
line  of  great  lots  number  three  and  four  of  Macomb's  purchafc  ; 
thence  running  foutheafterly  along  the  faid  line  until  it  comes 
oppofite  to  the  wefterly  corner  of  the  townlhip  of  Cambray  ; 
then  in  a  flraight  line  to  the  laid  corner  of  Cambray  ;  then  along 
the  rear  lines  of  the  faid  townfhip  of  Cambray  and  the  townlhips 
of  D'&alb,  Canton,  Poifdam  and  Stockholm,  diltinguiihed  on  a 
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map  of  the  Paid  townfhip  and  filed  in  the  fecretary's  office,  by 
the  furveyor-general  ;  then  by  a  line  to  be  continued  in  a  direct 
courfe  from  the  line  of  the  faid  townfhip  of  Stockholm  until  the 
fame  interfects  the  divifion  line  of  the  great  lots  number  one  and 
two  in  Macomb's  purchafe  ;  thence  northerly  along  the  fame  to 
the  lands  relerved  by  the  St.  Regis  Indians ;  then  wefterly  along 
the  bounds  thereof  to  the  dominions  of  the  king  of  Great-Bri- 
tain ;  thence  along  the  fame  to  the  place  of  beginning,  (hall  be 
and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  feparate  county,  and  (hall  be  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  St.  Lawrence. 

2  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  that  part  of  the  faid 
county  lying  weftward  of  the  boundary  lines  of  the  townfhips  of 
Lifbon  and  Canton,  as  diftinguifhed  on  the  map  aforefaid,  (hall 
be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  town  by  the  name  of  Ofwegatchie  ; 
and  the  firft  town  meeting  in  the  faid  town  (hall  be  held  at  the 

3  houfe  of  Nathan  Ford  ;  and  the  faid  townfhips  of  Lifbon  and  Can- 
ton fhall  continue  and  remain  one  town  by  the  name  of  Lifbon  : 

A  And  that  all  that  part  of  the  faid  county,  known  and  diftinguifhed  on 
the  map  aforefaid,  by  the  townfhips  of  Madrid  and  Polfdam, 
fhall  be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  town  by  the  name  of  Madrid  ; 
and  the  firft  town  meeting  in  the  faid  town  fhall  be  held  at  the 

5  houfe  of  Jofeph  Edfell :  And  that  all  the  remaining  part  of  the 
faid  county  fhall  be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  town  by  the 
name  of  MafTena  ;  and  that  the  firft  town  meeting  in  the  faid 
town  fhall  be  held  at  the  houfe  of  Amos  Lay. 

6  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  freeholders  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  feveral  towns  erected  or  continued  by  this  act,  fhall 
be  and  hereby  are  empowered  to  hold  town  meetings,  and  elect 
fuch  town  officers  as  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  any  town 
in  this  ftate  may  do  by  law  ;  and  that  the  freeholders  and  inhabi- 
tants of  the  faid  feveial  towns,  and  the  town  officers  to  be  by  them 
elected  refpectively,  fhall  have  the  like  powers  and  privileges  as 
the  freeholders,  inhabitants  and  town  officers  of  any  other  town 
in  this  ftate. 

7  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  there  fhall  be  held  in  and 
for  the  faid  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  a  court  of  common  plea3 
and  general  fcflions  of  the  peace,  and  that  there  fhall  be  two 
terms  of  the  fame  courts  in  every  year,  to  commence  and  end 

2  as  follows,  that  is  to  fay  :  The  firft  term  of  the  faid  court  fhall 
begin  on  the  firft  Tuefday  of  June  in  every  year,  and  may  con- 
tinue to  be  held  until  the  Saturday  following,  inclulive  ;  and  the 
fecond  term  of  the  faid  court  fhall  begin  on  the  fecond  Tuefday 
of  November  in  every  year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held  until 
the  Saturday  following,  incluiivc  ;  And  the  faid  courts  of  com- 
mon pleas  and  general  leflions  of  the  peace  fhall  have  the  fame 
jurifdiction,  powers  and  authorities  if  the  fame  county,  as  the 
courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  feflions  of  the  peace  in 
the  other  counties  of  this  ftate  have  in  their  refpective  counties  ; 
Provided  alviajs9  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  fhall  be  con- 
ftrued  to  affect  any  fuit  or  action  already  commenced,  or  that 
lhall  be  commenced  before  the  fu  ll  Tuefday  in  June  next,  fo  a* 
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*>  "work  a  wrong  or  prejudice  to  any  of  the  parties  therein,  or  to 
affect  any  criminal  or  other  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  people 
of  this  itate,  but  all  fuch  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  {ball  and 
may  be  profecuted  to  trial,  judgment  and  execution  as  if  this 
act  had  never  been  pafled- 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  until  legislative  provifion  $ 
be  made  in  the  premifes,  the  faid  courts  of  common  pleas  and 
general  feffions  of  the  peace  fhall  be  held  in  the  old  barracks, 

fo  called  in  the  faid  town  of  Ofwegatchie,  which  fhall  be  deemed 
in  law  the  court  houfe  and  gaol  of  the  faid  county  of  St.  Lawrence* 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  freeholders  and  inhabi-  lo 
tants  of  the  faid  county,  fhall  have  and  enjoy  within  the  fame, 
all  and  every  the  faid  rights,  powers  and  privileges,  as  the  free- 
holders and  inhabitants  of  any  other  county  in  this  ftate  are  by 
law  entitled  to  have  and  enjoy. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  not  be  the  duty  of  j| 
the  juftices  of  the  fupreme  court  to  hold  a  circuit  court  in  every 
year  in  the  laid  county,  unlefs  in  their  judgment  they  fhall  deem 

it  proper  and  ncceflary,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  laid  county  of  St.  Law-  . 
rence  (ball  be  confidered  as  part  of  the  weflern  diftricV  of  this 
ftate. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  en  at  ted,  That  all  the  reiki  ue  of  the  tract 
of  land  lying  between  the  divifion  lines  aforefaid  of  great  lots 
number  three  and  four,  and  of  great  lots  number  one  and  two, 
in  Macomb's  purchafe  and  the  north  bounds  of  Totton  and 
Crosfield's  purchafe,  mail  until  further  lcgiQative  provifion  in 
the  premifes,  be  confidered  as. part  of  the  town  of  Maffena,  in 
the  faid  county  of  St.  Lawrence  :  And  all  that  part  of  Macomb's 
purchafe,  included  in  great  divifion  number  one,  and  the  In-  l* 
dian  refervation  at  the  St.  Regis  village,  mall  be  annexed  to  and 
form  part  of  the  town  of  Chateaugay,  in  the  county  of  Clinton. 

X.  .  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  county  of  St.  Law- 
rence fliall  be  annexed  to  and  become  part  of  the  diltrict  now 
compofed  of  the  counties  of  Herkimer,  Otfego,  Oneida  and  Che- 
nango, as  it  refpects  all  proceedings  under  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  relative  to  diltrict  attornies." 

JCL.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  until  other  provifion  be 
made  by  law,  the  infpectors  of  election  in  the  fuveral  towns  in  l<* 
the  faid  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  fhall  return  the  votes  taken  at 
any  election  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  fenators,  mem- 
bers of  alfembly  and  members  of  congrefs,  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Ontida,  to  be  by  him  eflimated  as  a  part  of  the  aggre- 
gate number  of  votes  given  at  fuch  election  in  the  county  of 
Oneida.

An  ACT  to  erect  Tart  of  the  County  of  Ontario  into  a  separate  Coun~ 

ty  by  the  Name  of  Genesee, 

Paffed  March  30th,  1802. 

I.       E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor i,  repre- 

1  1  J  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  part  of  the 
flate  of  New-York  fituated  weft  of  the  main  flream  of  the  Gene- 
fee-river  and  a  meridian  line  drawn  from  the  great  forks  of  faid 
river  to  the  Pennfylvania  line,  (faid  meridian  being  the  weftem 
boundary,  of  the  county  of  Steuben)  fhall  be,  and  hereby  is  erect- 
ed into  a  feparate  county,  and  fhall  be  called  and  known  by  the 

2  name  of  Genefce  ;  Provided  nevertheless,  That  the  appointment 
and  commiflioning  of  the  civil  officers  for  faid  county,  and  the 
excrcife  of  the  other  incidental  powers  of  a  county,  (hall  be  and 
are  hereby  fufpended  forgone  year  from  and  after  the  pafling  of 
this  a£l,  and  until  Lemuel  Chipman,  John  Thomfon  and  Richard 
M.  Stoddard,  or  any  two  of  them,  fhall  certify  under  their  hands 
and  feals  to  the  per  Ion  adminiflering  the  government  of  this  ftate, 

3  that  certain  proprietors  of  lands  in  the  faid  county,  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Holland  Land  Company,  have  at  their  fole  expence 
e reeled  a  fufficient  and  fuitable  building  or  buildings  for  a  gaol 
and  court  houfe  for  faid  county,  and  legally  conveyed  not  lefs 
than  one  acre  of  land  whereon  the  fame  are  erected,  together 
with  the  fame  buildings  for  the  ufe  of  faid  county. 

4  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  the  patting  of  this  act,  and  from  and  after 
the  comnViffioning  and  appointing  of  the  faid  officers  of  faid 
county  as  aforefaid,  there  fhall  be  held  in  and  for  the  faid  county 
of  Genefee,  a  court  of  common  pleas  and  general  feffions  of  the 

.  peace,  and  that  there  fliall  be  two  terms  of  the  faid  courts  in 
every  year,  to  commence  and  end  as  follows,  that  is  to  fay  : 
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The  firft  term  of  the  faid  court  fhall  begin  on  the  fecond  Tuef-  5 
day  of  June  in  every  year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held  until 
the  Saturday  following,  inclufive  ?  and  the  fecond  term  of  faid 
court  fhall  begin  on  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  November  in  every 
year,  and  may  continue  to  be  held  u-nlil  the  Saturday  following) 
inclufive  ;  Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained 
fhall  be  conftrued  to  affect  any  fuit  or  action  already  commenced 
or  that  fhall  be  commenced  in  any  court  of  common  pleas,  or 
before  any  juftice  of  the  peace,  before  the  holding  of  the  firft 
term  of  the  fuid  courts  of  common  pleas  and  general  feflions  of 
the  peace  in  the  county  hereby  erected,  fo  as  to  work  a  wrong  or 
prejudice  to  any  of  the  parties  therein,  or  to  affect  any  criminal 
or  other  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  flate  ;  but 
all  fuch  civil  or  criminal  proceedings  fhall  and  may  be  profecuted 
to  trial,  judgment  and  execution  as  if  this  act  had  never  been 
paffed. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  court  houfe  and  6 
gaol  fhall  be  erected  at  or  near  the  great  bend  of  the  Tonnawon- 
ta-creek,  at  the  village  called  Batavia,  and  that  the  faid  courts  7 
of  common  pleas  and  general  feflions  of  the  peace  fhall  be  held 
therein  at  the  firft  court  to  be  held  in  the  county  of  Genefee,  af- 
ter the  appointing  and  commiflioning  the  civil  officers  of  faid 
county  ;  which  faid  court  houfe  and  gaol,*  when  erected,  fhall 
be  deemed  in  law  the  court  houfe  and  gaol  of  the  faid  county  of 
Genefee. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  circuit  court  or  courts  8 
of  oyer  and  terminer  and  general  gaol  delivery  fhall  be  held  in 
and  for  faid  county  until  the  fame  fhall  in  the  opinion  of  the  juf- 
tices  of  the  fupreme  court  become  neceffary. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  county  of  Genefee  9

the  county  of  Ontario. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  county  of  Genefee,  1 1 
fhall  be  annexed  to  and  become  part  of  the  diftrict  now  com- 
pofed  of  the  counties  of  Onondaga,  Cayuga,  Tioga,  Steuben  and 
Ontario,  as  it  refpecls  all  proceedings  under  the  act,  entitled 

"  An  act  relative  to  diftrict  attornies." 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  taxes  heretofore  af-  12 
feffed  in  the  county  of  Genefee,  fhall  be  recovered  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  this  act  had  never  been  paffed  ;  and  that  the  fupervifors  13 
of  the  county  of  Ontario,  in  conjunction  with  the  fupervifor  or

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  I 
Monday  in  March  next,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Weftmore- 
land  bounded  northwefterly  and  wefterly  by  the  bounds  of  the  faid 
town,  eafterly  by  the  original  line  of  the  Oneida  refervation,  and 
Toutherly  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  foutheall  corner  of  lot  num- 
ber two  hundred  and  five,  to  the  fouthweft  corner  of  lot  number 
one  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  in  the  late  Oneida  refervation,  and 
thence  continued  to  the  junction  of  Schenondehois  with  the  Onei- 
<1a-creek,  ftiall  be  and  hereby  is  erected  into  a  feparate  town  by 
the  name  of  Verona ;  and  all  the  refidue  of  the  faid  town  of  2 
Weftmoreland,  fituatc  wefterly  of  the  faid  original  line  of  the  re- 
fervation with  that  part  of  the  town  of  Augufta,  fituate  northerly 
of  a  line  drawn  from  the  foutheall  corner  of  lot  number  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-fix,  to  the  fouthweft  corner  of  lot  number  two  hun- 
dred and  thirty-nine,  and  thence  continued  in  the  fame  direction 
to  the  faid  Oneida-creek,  fhall  be,  from  and  after  the  faid  firft, 
Monday  in  March  next,  erected  into  a  feparate  town  by  the  name 
of  Vernon  ;  which  faid  towns  fo  erected,  (hall  have  the  like  pow- 
ers and  privileges  as  other  towns  in  the  ftate  by  law  poflefs  and 
enjoy  ;  and  the  firft  town  meeting  in  the  faid  town  of  Verona 
(hall  be  holden  at  the  houfe  of  Martin  Langdon  ;  and  the  firft 
town  meeting  in  the  faid  town  of  Vernon,  (hall  be  holden  at  the 
houfe  of  David  Tuttle.

Paffed  February  20th,  1802. 

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 

JO  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  1 
Monday  of  March  next,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Sodus,  in  the 
county  of  Ontario,  comprehended  within  tfce  townthips  number 
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thirteen  and  fourteen  in  the  fecond  range,  and  townfhips  number 
thirteen  and  fourteen  in  the  third  range  of  townftiips,  be  and  here- 
by is  erected  into  afeparate  town  by  the  name  of  Williamfon  ;  and 
that  the  firft  town  meeting -be  held  at  the  dwelling  houfe  of 
Timothy  Smith,  in  faid  town.

I.  TJE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  represent^ 

jLJ  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  the  \ 
mayor  of  the  city  of  Schenectady,  together  with  the  aldermen 
and  aflillants  of  the  firft  and  fecond  wards  of  the  faid  city,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  from  time  to  time  to  convene  in  common 
council,  and  make  and  eftablilh  ordinances  and  regulations  for 
pitching,  levelling  and  paving  or  gravelling  the  ftreets,  and  the 
cutting  in  to  any  drain  or  fewer  ;  and  the  altering,  amending,  j 
cleanfing  and  fcouring  of  any  ftreet,  vault,  fink  or  common  fewer, 
■within  the  fame  wards,  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  houfes  and 
lots  intcnted  to  be  benefited  thereby  ;   and  to  appoint  one  or  3 
more  difcreet  and  fkilful  perfons  to  fuperintend  and  prefcribe  the 
manner  in  which  the  afore  faid  work  mail  be  performed ;  and  to  4 
apportion  the  fum  which  (hall  or  may  be  agreed  to  be  paid  to  the 
faid  fuperintendant,  in  proportion  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  ad- 
vantages which  each  owner  or  occupant  fliall  be  deemed  to  ac- 
quire ;  and  that  the  fums  impofed  on  the  faid  owners  and  occu-  5 
pants  refpectively,  by  fuch  appoi4fcnment,  mail  be  recoverable  of 
them  in  the  name  of  the  faid  fuperintendants,  before  any  juftice 
of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  county  of  Albany  ;  And  further,  That  5 
the  faid  fuperintendants  (hall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execu- 
tion of  their  offices,  feve rally  take  and  fubferibe  before  the  mayor 
of  the  faid  city  an  oath,  well  and  truly  to  execute  the  duties  of 
their  offices  without  fear,  favour  or  partiality,  according  to  the 
ordinances  and  regulations  to  be  made  and  cftablilhcd  by  the 
faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  affi Hants,  and  (hall  file  certificates 
thereof  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  faid  city. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  f 
mayor,  aldermen  and  afliftants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to 
make  bye  laws,  and  inflici  penalties,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars,  for  every  neglect,  or  to  enforce  obedience  to  fuch  ordi- 
nances and  regulations  as  they  fliall  or  may  make,  touching  the 
aforefaid  premifes  ;  which  penalties  (hall  be  recoverable  in  the 
name  of  the  Ueafurer  of  the  faid  city,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  city, 
with  cods  of  luit,  in  any  court  of  record  within  this  flate. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  any  lots  in  front  8 
whereof  the  ftreets  Ihall  be  directed  to  be  pitched,  levelled  and 
paved  or  gravelled,  or  that  lhall  be  intended  to  be  benefited  by 
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cutting  in  to  any  drains  and  fewers,  or  by  altering;,  amending  or 
cleanfing  the  fame,  fhatl  be  vacant)  and  the  faid  mayor,  alder- 
men and  afliftants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  lb  all  make  any- 
general  regulations  in  any  part  of  the  faid  firft  and  fecond  wards, 
for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  mayor, 

9  aldermen  and  afliftants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  cafe  fuch 
regulations  (hall  not  be  complied  with,,  to  caufe  an  eftimate  of 
the  whole  expence  of  conforming  to  fuch  regulations  with  rcfpecTt, 
to  each  lot,  which  the  owner  thereof  (hall  refufe  or  neglect  to 
put  in  the  order  thereby  required  to  be  made,  afleffed  and  certi- 
fied by  three  a(Teflbrs,  to  be  appointed  by  the  faid  mayor,  alder* 
men  and  afliftants,  and  the  fame  being  approved  of  by  the  (aid 
mayor,  aldermen  and  afliftants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  thejr 
•  (hall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  advertifed  in  one*  of  the  public  news- 
papers printed  in  the  faid  city,  and  in  one  of  the  public  newfpa- 
pers  printed  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  fix  months,  thereby  re- 
quiring the  owners  of  fuch  lots  refpecYively  to  pay  the  fum  of 
fums  at  which  the  faid  lots  fhall  be  aflefled  to  the  treafurer  of 
the  faid  city,  and  that  if  default  (hall  be  made  in  fuch  payment, 
fuch  lot  will  be  fold  at  public  auction,  at  a  day  and  place  therein 
to  be  fpecified,  for  the  lowed  term  of  years  at  which  any  perfon 
(hall  offer  to  take  the  fame,  in  confideration  of  advancing  the  fum 

|0  or  fums  aflefled  on  the  fame  for  the  expence  aforefaid  ;  and  if 
notwithftanding  fuch  notice  and  demand,  the  owner  or  owners 
(hall  refufe  or  neglect  to  pay  fuch  affeflment  with  the  cods  and 
charges  thereof,  and  of  the  advertifement,  then  it  (hall  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  afliftants  to  caufe  the  faid  lot 
to  be  fold  at  public  auction  for  a  term  of  years,  for  the  purpofes 
and  in  the  manner  ex  pre  fled  in  the  faid  advertifement,  and  to  give 
a  declaration  of  fuch  fale  tojdie  purchafer  thereof,  under  the 
common  feal  of  the  faid  city  ;  imd  fuch  purchafer,  his  executors, 
adminiftrators  and  afligns  (hall  by  virtue  thereof,  and  by  this  act, 
lawfully  hold  and  enjoy  the  fame,  for  his  and  their  own  proper 
ufe,  againft  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  and  all  claiming  under 
him  or  them,  until  his  term  therein  (hall  be  fully  complete  and 
ended,  being  at  liberty  to  remove  all  the  buildings  and  materials 
which  he  or  they  (hall  erect  or  place  thereon,  but  leaving  the 
ground  in  fuftkient  fence,  and  with  the  ftrect  or  ftreets  fronting 
the  fame  in  the  order  required  by  the  faid  regulations  ;  Provided 
always,  That  if  after  defraying  the  a6\ual  expence  of  conforming 
any  lot  fo  to  be  fold  for  a  term  of  years  to  the  regulations  afore- 
faid, and  deducting  all  reafonable  charges  attending  the  fame,  a 
furplus  of  the  purchafe  money  (hall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
treafurer  of  the  faid  city,  the  fame  (hall  forthwith  be  rendered  to 
the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  lot  or  lots  refpecVively,  or  his  or  their 
legal  reprefentatives. 

11  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  upon  the  completion  of 
any  fuch  regulation,  it  (hall  appear  to  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen 
and  afliftants,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  that  a  greater  fum  of 
money  hath  been  bona  fide  expended  in  conforming  any  lot  ox  lots 
to  fuch  regulations,  than  the  fum  or  fums  eflimated  and  collected 
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as  aforefaid,  it  fliaTI  then  be  lawful  for  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen 
•ml  amltants>  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  caufe  a  further  alVeff- 
rticnt,  equal  to  fnch  excefs  to  be  made  and  collected  in  manner 
afore  faid  ;  And  furtfier,  Thaljn.  cafe  the  fum  or  funis  actually  ex- 
pended mail  be  lefs  than  the  fum  or  fums  expreifed  in  fuch  efli- 
mate,  and  collected  as  aforefaid,  the  furplus  fhall  be  forthwith  re- 
turned to  the  peribns  from  whom  the  fame  were  collected,  or 
their  legal  representative*. 

V.  AndSe  it  further  enacted,  That  the  amount  of  every  eftimate  12 
and  afTefiment  to  be  made  as  afocelaid,  (hall  he'and  remain  a  lien 
on  the  lot  or  lots  fo  eltimated,  from  the  time  of  the  completion 
and  return  of  fuch  edimate  iu  manner  aforefaid,  until  paid  or 

c, the t  wife  fatisfied  ^  and  that  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  laid  mayor,  13 
aldermen  and  afliftants,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  inftead  of  the 
remedy  herein  above  provided,  if  they  mall  fee  fit,  in  cafe  anv 
owjier  or  occupant  of  any  lot  within  the  faid  city,  fhall  neglect 
or  rcfufe  to  conform  his  lot  to  fuch  regulations  as  aforefaid,  to 
conform  the  fame  to  fuch  regulations  at  their  own  expence,  and 
to  fide  for  and  recover  the  amount  of  that  expence,  from  the  ow- 
ners of  fuch  lots  ot  their  legal  reprefentatives,  with  intereft  and 
colts,  in  any  court  within  this  Aate  having  cognizance  thereof* 
fn  an  action  on  the  cafe,  in  the  name  of  the  treafurer  of  the  faid 
city,  for  lb  much  money  by  them  paid,  laid  out  and  expended  for 
fuch  owners  ;  and  the  faid  edimate  or  aflfeffmcnt,  with  the  proof 
of  the  amount  and  payment  of  the  faid  expence,  (hull  be  conclu- 
fivc  evidence  for  the  plaintiff  in  every  fuch  action. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  aa  (halt  U 
affect  any  agreement  between  any  landlord  arid  tenant,  refpect- 
ilig  the  payment  of  any  fuch  charges,  but  they  lhall  be  anfwcrable 
to. each  other  in  the  fame  manne^ps^if  this  aft  had  never  been 
made  ;  And  further,  That  if  an^rooney,  fo  to  be  aifeited,  thall  15 
be  paid  by  any  perfon,  when  by  agrejiinen#or  by  law  the  fame 
ought  to  have  been  borne  and  paid  byrome  other  perfon,  then  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  the  perfon  paying  the  fame  to  fue  for  and  re- 
cover the  fame,  with  intereft  and  colls  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  as  fo  much  money  paid  for  the  ufe  of  the 
perfon  who  ought  to  have  paid  the  lame  ;  and  the  atVeilmeiu 
aforefaid,  with  proof  of  paymeut,  lhall  be  conclulive  evidence  for 
the  plaintiff  in  fuch  fuit. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  pamng  l  & 
of  this  act,  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  afliftants  of  the  faid  two 
wards,  fhall,  within  the  faid  wards,  be  inverted  with  all  the  powers 
veiled  in  the  commiflioners  of  highways,  for  the  feveral  towns 
within  this  date.

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always.  That  nothing  herein  contained  (hall  be  conftrued  Ur 
abridge  the  powers  of  the  mayor  of  the  faid  city  of  Scheneftady, 
relative  to  granting  permits  for  retailing  fpiritous  liquors,  and 
keeping  inns  and  taverns  within  the  faid  city.

WHEREAS  the  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  commonal- 
ty of  the  city .  of  Hudfon,  have  by  petition  reprefented 
to  the  legiflature,  that  certain  acts,  and  parts  of  acts,  making 
provifion  for  r airing  by  tax,  certain  fums  of  money  within  the 
laid  city,  are  about  expiring ;  and  alfo,  that  a  new  market  houfe. 
hath  been  lately  erected  in  the  faid  city,  by  order  of  the  common 
council  thereof  ;  for  the  erection  of  which  individuals  have  con- 
tributed, by  way  of  loan,  nearly  eight  hundred  dollars,  and  pray- 
ing for  relief  in  the  premifes  :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People^  the  State  of  Nexo-Tork,  represent- 

1  ed  in  Senate  and  Ass<gibfy,  That  it  (halt  be  lawful  for  the  mayor, 
recorder,  aldermen- and  qpmmonalty  of  the  city  of  Hudfon,  to 
order  the  railing  for  five  years  to  come,  annually,  a  fum  not  ex- 
ceeding in  any  one  year  five  hundred  dollars,  by  tax  on  the  real 
and  perfonal  cftates  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid 
city,  for  defraying  the  incidental  expences  in  the  management 

2  of  the  police  :  And  alfo  to  raife  in  like  manner,  a  fum  not  exceed- 
ing eight  hundred  dollars,  to  re-imburfe  the  expence  of  building 
the  market  houfe  above  mentioned.

Paffed  March  16th,  1802. 

I.  TIE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York ,  represent* 

JD  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  it  ftiall  be  the  duty  of  the  I 
agent  of  the  (late  prifon,  to  attend  daily  at  the  faid  prifon,  to 
view  and  fuperintend  all  the  bufinefs  thereof,  and  to  examine  if 
the  keepers  have  been  watchful  and  vigilant ;  and  to  enquire  ge- 
nerally into  the  (lata  of  the  prifon,  and  the  health,  conduct  and 
fafe  keeping  of  the  prifoners  ;  and  to  employ  them  at  ufeful  work 
in  fuch  manner  as  will  be  mod  beneficial  to  the  public,  and  fuit- 
able  to  their  various  capacities  ;  to  purchafe  tfeeir  proviflon  and 
articles  for  their  clothing,  and  the  provifion  for  the  keepers  ;  and 
alfo  to  purchafe  all  the  raw  materials  to  be  manufactured  ;  and 
to  render  to  the  vifiting  infpectors,  for  their  examination,  a  week- 
ly account  thereof;  and  it  (hall  alfo  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  agent,  3 
to  fuperintend  all  manufacturing  and  mechanic  bufinefs,  that  is 
carried  on  within  the  faid  prifon,  and  to  receive  all  the  articles 
manufactured,  and  to  render  to  the  faid  vifiting  infpectors  for 
their  examination  a  weekly  account  thereof,  fpecifying  each  arti- 
cle manufactured,  and  the  whole  amount  of  the  value  thereof ;  and  the  3

X3  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  infpectors  of  the  (late  1 
prifon,  or  any  two  of  them,  (hall  and  may  from  time  to  time,  by 
contract,  caufe  the  faid  guard  to  be  fupplied  with  provifions,  and 
fuch  oiher  nexeffarics  as  they  the  faid  infpectors,  or  any  two  of 
them,  may  deem  proper  ;  the  amount  and  expence  whereof  lhall  2 
be  monthly  deducted  from  the  pay  of  the  faid  guard  ;  and  that  no  3 
non-commiffioncd  officer,  drummer,  fifer  or  private,  belonging  to 
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the  fu'ul  guard,  fhall  board  and  lodge  at  any  other  place  than  the 
barrack,  erected  for  fuch  pnrpofe. 

4  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New-

WHEREAS  the  rm  prifon  me  nt  of  perfons  conviaed  of  petit 
larceny,  and  other  inferior  offences,  in  the  city  prifon  of 
the  city  of  New-York,  has  not  been  attended  with  the  beneficial 
confequences  of  reforming  the  convicts,  and  of  preventing  crimes  ; 
and  as  the  confinement  of  fuch  offenders  promifcuoufly  in  the 
ftate  prifon,  would  be  productive  of  public  inconvenience  :  There- 
fore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  mw-Tork,  represent- 
ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com-  I

ihttli|be  appropriated  cxclufively  for  the  reception  of  convicts  who 
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may  be  fentenced  to  punifhment  therein,  as  herein  after  dir*€l-

WHEREAS  by  virtue  of  an  art  of  the  legiflature,  entitled 
"  An  ac\  for  fettling  the  difputes  and  coniroverfies  be- 
tween the  perfons  claiming  to  be  proprietors  of  the  patent  culled 
Mawtghnunck,  and  the  polTeffors  of  the  lands  in  the  town  of  Ca- 
naan/' a  majority  of  the  coinmiflioners  under  this  faid  a£t,  did 
award  certain  Aims  to  be  due  to  the  claimants  of  the  (aid  patent 
by  each  of  the  refpective  poflfeflbrs  thereof  mentioned  in  the  faid 
act,  as  appears  of  record  in  the  fecretary's  office  of  this  ftate  ;  And 
whereas,  By  virtue  of  the  faid  acl,  the  lands  of  the  (aid  polTeffors, 
£>  found  chargeable,  are  refpeclively  bound  and  holden  fubject

I.  "O  E  *'  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor  A,  represent- 
j  JD  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  in  addition  to  the  duties 
now  required  by  law  of  the  adjutant-general  of  this  Hate,  it  lhall 
be  the  duly  of  the  faid  adjutant-general,  to  furniih  at  the  expence 
of  the  ftate,  the  commandants  of  regiments  and  companies, 
through  the  brigadier-generals,  the  militia  law  of  this  ftate,  and 
for  that  purpofe  the  fecretary  of  this  ftate  is  hereby  required  to 
have  printed,  under  his  direction,  as  many  copies  as  may  be  ne- 
ceflary  of  the  faid  law,  and  deliver  them  to  the  faid  adjutant-gen- 
eral, as  foon  as  may  be,  after  the  puffing  of  this  a6t  ;  and  that 
the  faid  adjutant-general,  may  in  his  difcrction  attend  as  hereto* 
fore,  the  review  and  infpection  of  any  regiment  or  corps,  any 
thing  in  this  act  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wife 
notwithftanding. 
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II.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  faid  adjutant-general  2

Kenflelaer  and  John  Tayler,  the  6rft  truftees  of  the  faid  compa- 
ny, to  remain  in  oflocc  until  the  firft  Tuefday  of  June  next. 
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\\*  Anci  be  U  further  enacted,  That  the  truftees  (hall  be  authorifed  12 
in  their  dtfcretion  to  appoint  a  clerk,  a  fuperintendent,  and  fuch

of  Albany  or  town  of  Waterviiet  ;  and  in  cafe  of  difagreement  it 
with  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  lands  or  tenements,  as  to  the 
compenfation  to  be  made  for  the  injury  committed  by  fuch  ope- 
rations, or  if  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  be  out  of  the  ftate, 
feme  coverts,  under  age  or  infane,  that  then,  and  in  every  fuch  18 
cafe,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  any  juflice  of  the  peace  of  the  city  or 
county  of  Albany,  upon  the  application  of  the  faid  truftees,  to 
appoint  three  indifferent  perfons,  being  freeholders,  to  appraile 
fuch  damages,  and  they  or  any  two  of  them,  fhall,  with  all  con- 
venient fpeed,  make  fuch  appraifement,  and  report  the  fame  to  19 
the  juflice  who  fhall  have  made  fuch  appointment,  in  writing,

An  ACT  fir  incorporating  an  Aqueduct  Association  in  the  Village 

of  Catskill,  in  the  County  of  Greene, 

PalTed  March  26th,  1802. 

WHEREAS  James  Bogardus,  together  with  fundry  other  citi- 
zens, have  aflbciated  for  the  purpofe  of  fupplying  the  vil- 
lage of  Catfkill  with  pure  and  wholefome  water,  for  the  ufe  of  fuch 
inhabitants  thereof  and  other*,  as  may  be  inclined  to  take  the 
fame. 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  James  Bogardus,  John  Bogardus, 
Peter  Bogardus,  Thomas  Thomfon,  John  V.  D.  S.  Scott,  and 
Garrit  Abcel,  and  fuch  other  perfons  as  may  become  interefled 
in  the  affociation  or  company,  formed  for  fupplying  the  village  of 
Catfkill  in  the  county  of  Greene  with  water,  by  means  of  conduits 
or  aqueducts,  (hall  be,  and  hereby  are  created  a  body  politic  and 
1  corporate,  in  fa6t  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Aqueduct 
Affociation  in  the  village  of  Catfkill,"  and  by  that  name  thai!  be 
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ca\>able  in  law  to  fuc  and  be  fued,  plead  and  be.  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  record,  but  (ball  not  be  capable  of  holding  any  real  eftate, 
excepting  fuch  as  may  be  ncceffary  for  fuch  conduits  op  aque- 
ducts, in  any  other  place  than  within  the  faid  village*  or  any  real  or 
pcrfonal  eftate  exceeding  the  annual  value  in  the  whole  of  three 
thoufand  dollars  exclusive  of  the  profits  or  income  of  fuch  con- 
duits or  aqueducts. 

*  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  2 
for  any  three  of  the  faid  perfons,  fo  affociated,  or  to  be  affociated, 
by  a  notice  to  be  given  in  writing  at  two  of  the  moll  public  places 
in  the  faid  village*  or  in  the  public  paper  printed  in  the  faid  vil- 
lage, five  days  at  leaft  previous  to  any  meeting,  to  convene  the  faid 
company  or  affociation  at  the  mod  convenient  and  public  place  in 
the  faid  village ;  and  fuch  of  the  members  of  the  faid  affociation,  3 
being  at  leaft  a  majority  of  the  whole  number,  as  (hall  fo  convene, 
lhall  and  are  hereby  authorifed,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  prefent,  to 
elect  and  appoint  a  treafurer,  clerk  and  collector  of  fuch  affociation, 
and  fuch  other  agents  as  may  be  ncceffary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  the  affociation  ;  to  make  and  ordain  ail  fuch  bye  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the  faid  conduits  or  aqueducts 
as  they  may  deem  proper  and  necedary,  for  the  fuperintendance, 
regulations  and  management  of  the  fame,  anil  of  fuch  as  may  be 
added  thereto,  and  for  Hie  alteration,  preservation  and  reparation 
thereof,  or  for  the  equal  affeffmcnt  and  collection,  amongft  the 
proprietors  of  the  fame  aqueducts,  in  refpect  to  their  refpectt-ve 
right*  or  lhares,  of  all  cofts  and  expences  arifmg  in  the  execution* 
of  all  fuch  bye  laws,  rules  and  regulations  aforefaid  ;  and  to  im-  4 
pofe  penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  faid  bye  laws  and  regula- 
tions ;  and  further  to  in  ft  i  tut  e  fuch  fuits  in  the  name  of  fuch  com- 
pany or  affociation  as  may  be  ncceffary  to  recover  damages  that) 
may  be  done  to  the  faid  aqueducts,  or  for  any  penalty  impofed  as 
aforefaici,  with  .cofts  of  fuit  ;  Provided,  That  no  penalty  to  be  im-  5 
pofed  by  virtue  of  any  fuch  bye  laws  or  regulations  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  (late,  or  exceed  twenty-five 
dollars  for  any  one  offence. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  6 
faid  company,  and  any  pcrfon  or  perfons  employed  by  them,  or 
acting  under  their  authority,  to  enter  into- and  upon,  and  freely 
to  make  ufe  of  any  land  which  they  (hall  deem  ncceffary  for  the 
purpofe  of  conducting^  a #plcntiful  fupply  of  pure  and  wholefomc 
water  to  and  through  the  faid  village  of  Catlkill  ;  and  to  erect  7 
any  dams  or  works  acrofsor  uptm  any  (We am. or  dreams  of  water* 
or  any  other  place  or  places  where  they  lhall  judge  proper  for 
the  raifing  fuch  ftream  or  ftrcams  of  water,  or  turning  the  courfe 
thereof,  or  of  making  ufe  of  fuch  ftreams  or  places  for  con- 
ftructing  or  working  of  any  neceffary  engines  ;  and  to  conftruet, 
dig,  or  caufe  to  be  dug*  any  canal  or  trenches  whatfocver,  for 
the  conducting  of  fuch  fprings,  ftreams  or  any  other  quantity 
of  water  from  any  fource  or  fources  that  they  may  fee  fit  ;  and 
to  raile  and  conftruct  fuch  dikes,  mounds  and  rcfervoirs  as  they 
may  jud^c  proper  for  fecuring  and  conveying  fuch  fupply  oC 
water  as  aforefaid  to  and  through  the  faid  village  ;  and  to  fur* 
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vey  and  lay  out  all  fuch  flrearns  as  they  may  think  proper,  in 
order  to  afceriain  the  bed  mode  of  furnilhing  fuch  fupply  ;  ami 
to  lay  and  conduct  any  number  of  pipes,  conduits  or  aqueducts 
through  or  over  any  of  the  faid  lands,  as  they  may  fee  J5t,  ta 
or  towards  the  faid  village,  and  in  any  and  every  part  of  the 

8  faid  village  ;  and  to  agree  with  any  owner  or  owners  of  any 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  that  may  be  damaged  or  af- 
fected by  any  of  the  faid  operations,  for  and  about  a  reafonable 
compenfation  to  be  made  to  him,  her  or  them  for  fuch  lands,  tene- 
ments or  hereditaments,  or  the  ufe  thereof,  as  may  be  ufed  or 
occupied  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  or  any  of  them,  or  for  any 
damage  which  he,  fhe  or  they  may  fuftain,  in  ufing  any  fuch 
lands,  or  the  conducting,  digging,  laying,  raifing  or  making  any 
fuch  refervoirs,  aqueducts,  canals,  trenches,  pipes,  conduits,  dikes 

Q  or  mounds  as  afore  faid  ;  but  in  cafe  of  difagreement,  to  be  fet- 
tled and  determined  by  any  three  difcreet  reputable  freeholders 
of  the  town  of  Catfkill,  to  be  chofen  and  agreed  upon  by  the  par- 
lies i  and  in  cafes  of  refufal  or  neglect  by  either  party  to  nominate 
and  appoint  them,  then  to  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  any 
judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Greene  not 
interefled  in  the  premifes,  at  the  requcft  of  either  party,  and  up- 
on their  determining  the  fame,  the  faid  company  fhall  pay  to  the 
faid  owners  refpec\ively,  the  fum  reported,  under  their  bauds  and 
fcals,  in  full  compenfation  for  the  fame* 

10  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  fhall  receive 
and  pay  out  all  monies  collected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  agree- 
able to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  aflbciation  j  and  the  faid 
clerk  fhall  enter  in  writing  all  the  proceedings  of  the  fame  aflb^ 
ciation  or  company,  when  convened  as  aforefaid  under  this  act ; 
and  the  faid  collector  fhall  levy  and  collect  all  fuch  taxes  and  fums 
of  money  fo  as  aforefaid  to  be  voted  in  purfuance  of  this  act, 
agreeable  to  fuch  tax-lids  or  afleflment-rolls  as  fhall  be  made  out 
and  delivered  him  by  the  faid  clerk,  the  fame  being  firfl  by  him 
certified  and  fubferibed,  and  mail  pay  the  fame  monies  over  to  the 
treafurer  of  the  faid  aflbciation  ;  and  the  faid  collector  fhall  have 
the  like  powers,  and  proceed  in  the  like  manner  in  the  faid  col-? 
lection  as  is  by  law  prefcribed  to  the  collector  of  any  town  in 
the  collection  of  the  contingent  charges  of  the  county.

and  fuch  other  perfons  as  mall  aflbciate  with  them  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  building  a  bridge  over  the  creek  commonly  known  by  the 
name  of  Murderer's  creek,  in  the  town  of  New-Windfor,  in  the 
county  of  Orange,  in  the  mod  convenient  place  nearly  oppofite 
the  dwelling  houfc  of  John  D.  Nicoll,  in  faid  town,  (hall  be  and 
hereby  are  made  a  corporation  in  fa6t  and  in  deed,  by  the  name 
of  The  directors  and  company  of  the  Murderer's  creek  bridge  2 
company,  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  fucceflbrs  fhall  and 
may  have  fucceflion,  and  lhall  be  perfons  in  law  capable  of  fuing 
and  being  fued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  anfwering  and  be- 
ing anfwered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatfoever,  in  all  manner  of  fuils,  actions  and  caufes  what-

every  one  horfe  cart,  three  cents  \  every  one  horfe  fled,  three  cents ; 
every  man  and  horfe,  three  cents  ;  every  foot  pafienger,  one  cent;

cattle,  an  half  cent ;  every  fcore  of  (heep  or  hogs,  five  cents,  and

WHEREAS  the  time  limited  by  law,  for  building  a  certain 
toll-bridge  over  the  Hudfon's  river,  expired  on  the  firfl 
day  of  January  laft  :  And  whertas,  Warren  Ferrris,  by  his  peti- 
tion to  the  legislature,  hath  prayed  leave  to  build  a  toll-bridge  over 
Hudfon's  river,  at  the  place  called  Glen's  FalSs  :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  ffevv-Tork,  represent' 
<d  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  i 
Warren  Ferris,  his  executors,  adminiflrators  or  aftigns,  to  build 

a  toll-bridge  over  the  faid  Hudfon's  river  at  Glen's  Falls  :  Provid- 
ed always,  That  the  faid  bridge  (hall  not  be  lefs  than  lixteen  2 
feet  wide,  with  a  flrong  railing  on  each  fide  thereof,  and  (hall  be 
built  in  fo  fubftantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  as  that  laden 
carriages  may  (afely  travel  thereon  ;  and  ihe  faid  bridge  (hall  be 
completed  on  or  before  the  firfl  day  of  January,  one  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  three,  and  if  not  fo  and  then  completed  the 
liberty  hereby  granted  then  fhall  ceafe  and  determine. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  3 
perfon  and  perfons  authorifed  to  ereel  the  faid  bridge,  as  foon  as  the 
fame  Iball  be  completed,  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  commif-

deliver  the  fame  to  the  perfon  or  perfons  authorifed  to  build  the 
faid  bridge. 

III.  -And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  4 
for  the  faid  Warren  Ferris,  his  executors,  adminiflrators  and 
afligns,  from  and  after  the  receipt  of  fuch  certificate  as  aforefaid, 
to  conftruCl  and  ereft  a  gate  or  turnpike  at  either  end  of  the 
faid  bridge,  and  adjacent  thereto  to  erect  a  toll-houfe,  and  fhall 
from  thenceforth,  and  for  and  during  the  term  of  twenty  one  ' 
years,  to  be  computed  from  the  firfl  day  of  January  laft  pall, 
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be  and  they  are  hereby  authorifed  to  take  toll  from  every  perfon 
cro fling  the  faid  bridge,  at  the  following  rates,  and  no  more,  to 
wit  :  For  a  perfon  and  horfe,  fix  cents  ;  for  every  head  of  neat 
cattle,  two  cents  ;  for  every  horfe  or  mare  and  colt,  two  cents ; 
for  every  (heep  and  hog  at  and  after  the  rate  of  per  fcore,  ten 
cents  ;  for  every  carriage  drawn  by  one  horfe,  eight  cents  ;  for 
every  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horfes  or  cattle,  ten  cents,  and 
foreyery  additional  horfe  or  ox,  two  cents. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  at  any  time  during  the 
term  aforefaid,  the  faid  bridge  (hall  be  carried  away,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  by  floods  or  otherwife,  or  (hall  become  fo  out  of  repair, 
as  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  pair- 
ing thereon  with  carriages  (hall  be  unfafe,  then  and  in  every 
fuch  cafe,  the  perfon  or  perfons  entitled  to  take  fuch  toll  at 
fuch  bridge,  (hall  rebuild  or  repair  the  fame  within  twelve  months 
from  the  time  when  the  fame  was  carried  away,  or  deemed  by 
the  majority  of  the  faid  commiflioners  to  require  repairs  ;  and 
in  default  of  fuch  rebuilding  or  repairing  within  the  time  lad 
aforefuid  the  remains  of  fuch  unrepaired  bridge,  with  the  gate, 
turnpike  and  toll-houfe,  (hall  revert  to  the  people  of  this  ftate, 
any  thing  in  this  aft  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  at  the  expiration  of  the 
faid  term  of  twenty-one  years,  the  faid  bridge,  with  the  gate, 
turnpike  and  toll-houfe,  (hall  revert  to  and  veft  in  the  people  of 
this  ftate,  without  any  compenfation  to  the  builder  thereof,  or 
to  his  executors,  adminiflrators  or  afligns.

JD  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Stephen  Simmons,  Ifaac 
Hardenbergh,  William  Beach,  Medad  Hunt,  Martinus  Laraway 
and  John  Van  Loon,  and  their  prefent  and  future  aflbciates,  and 
their  fucceffors,  (hall  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  by  the  name  of    The  Prefident,  Direaofs  and  i 
Company  of  the  Schoharie-kill  Bridge  Company,"  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  building  a  bridge  acrofs  the  Schoharie-kill,  near  the  houfe 
of  Martinus  Laraway,  in  the  town  of  Windham,  in  the  county  of 
Greene,  and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  condituted  and  declared 
to  be  for  ever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and 
in  name  ;  and  by  that  name,  they  and  their  fucceffors,  (hall  and

An  ACT  supplementary  to  the  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  for  Building 
a  Bridge  over  Flushing  Creek,  constructing  a  Road  and  establish- 
ing a  Turnpike,  between  Flushing  and  Ncv>tovm<r*n  tf\e  County  of 
$ueens>"  Passed  March  21ft,  1801. 

Paffed  March  30th,  1802. 

WHEREAS  the  prefident  and  direftors  of  the  Flufhing  and 
Newtown  turnpike,  bridge  and  road  company,  have  by 
their  petition  among  other  things  fet  forth,  that  the  capital  (lock 
of  the  faid  company  is  inadequate  to  the  purpofes  intended  in  and 
by  the  faid  a6t :  Therefore, 

1  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  capital  ftock  of  the  faid  com- 
pany be  encreafed  one  hundred  (hares,  each  (hare  being  of  the 

2  value  of  twenty-five  dollars  ;  and  that  Samuel  Riker,  Robert 
Moore  and  David  Gardiner,  commiflioners  named  in  the  faid  laft 
mentioned  act,  (hall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commif- 
lioners for  taking  fubfcriptions  ;  and  each  of  the  faid  commif- 
lioners, mall,  on  or  before  the  firft  Tuefday  in  May  next,  provide 
themfelves  with  books,  and  open  the  fame  for  fubfcriptions,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  is  directed  in  and  by  the  faid  laft  mentioned  a£t, 
and  lhall  continue  them  open  from  day  to  day,  until  the  whole 
number  of  one  hundred  (hares  are  fubferibed  for,  in  the  fame 
manner,  and  fubjecl  to  the  fame  terms  and  regulations,  as  are 
directed  and  fet  forth  in  the  faid  laft  above  mentioned  a6l. 

3  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  ftockholclers  in  the 
faid  company,  at  the  time  dated  for  the  election  of  directors  in 
the  faid  laft  above  mentioned  act,  at  fuch  election  may  vote  by 
proxy  ;  Provided,  The  proxy  be  derived  directly  from  fuch  ftock- 
holders,  and  the  vote  be  given  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  Slates, 
being  an  inhabitant  of  this  ftate. 

4  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  pa  fling 
ofthisacl,  any  fubferiber  or  (tockholder  in  the  faid  company, 
neglecting  or  refufmg  to  pay  all  or  any  part  ot  the  feveral  fums 
6f  money  fubferibed  by  them  at  the  refpective  times  when  they 
lhall  become  due  and  payable,  or  if  any  of  the  fubferibers  or  (lock- 
holders  of  the  faid  company  (hall  neglect  or  refufe  to  pay  fuch 
fum  or  fums  of  money  as  became  due  and  payable  to  the  faid 
company,  prior  to  the  pafling  of  this  act,  for  the  fpace  of  four- 
teen days  after  notice  being  publimed  in  two  of  the  public  newf- 
papers  in  the  city  of  New-York,  from  the  prefident  of  the  faid 
company,  that  the  fame  is  due  and  unpaid,  lhall  forfeit  to  the  ufe 
of  the  faid  company,  ail  the  money  prcviouily  paid  on  account  of 
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fuch  (bare  or  {hares  refpectively,  in  payment  whereof  fuch  de- 
fault hath  been  or  fhall  be  made,  together  with  all  right,  title,  in- 
tereft,  emolument,  claim  and  demand  whatfoever,  of,  in  and  to 
the  funds  and  profits  arifing,  or  to  arife  therefrom,  by  reafon  of 
fuch  forfeited  (hare  or  (hares. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  act  or  acts  of  the  com-  5 
miffioners  named  in  the  lad  above  mentioned  aft,  as  they  refpect 
the  opening  of  the  books  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  fubferiptions 
in  the  month  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  one,  be  and  the  fame  are  hereby  confirmed  ;  Pro-  g 
vided,  That  it  (hall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  direc- 
tors, or  any  perfon  employed  by  them,  to  place  in  the  faid  creek 
any  thing  that  may  impede  the  flowing  and  ebbing  of  the  waters 
thereof,  except  fuch  piles  as  may  be  neceffary  to  fupport  the 
faid  bridge.

An  ACT  to  establish  a  Turnpike  Corporation,  for  improving  and  mak- 
ing a  Road  from  $uaker-Hill,  in  Dutchess  County,  at  tlie  Lint  of 
Connecticut,  near  the  House  of  Jeptha  Sabins,  to  or  near  the  House  of 
Peter  Brill,  in  the  Town  of  Beck  man. 

Pafled  March  30th,  1802. 

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ncto-Torky  repre- 
JD  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Jonathan  Akin,  D*- 
niel  Merrit,  Reed  Ferris,  James  Peckham,  William  Akin,  Daniel 
C.  Verplank,  Peter  Bogardus,  Martin  Wiltfie,  jun.  Peter  Loffing, 
Ebenezer  Gary,  Benjamin  Noxen,  Peter  Brill,  and  all  fuch  other* 
as  fhall  affociate  for  the  purpofe  of  making  a  good  and  furacient  road, 
to  run  in  the  neareft  and  mod  direct  route,  as  far  as  circumftan- 
\    ces  will  admit,  from  the  line  of  Connecticut,  near  the  houfe  of 
Jeptha  Sabins,  to  the  foot  of  the  mountain  called  Fiihkill  moun- 
tain, near  where  the  old  road  erodes  ;  from  thence  the  moil  con- 
venient route  to  Peter  Brill's  ;  their  fucceifors  and  afligns,  be,  and 
they  hereby  are  created  and  made,  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 

2  by  the  name  and  flile  of  44  The  Prefident,  Directors  and  Compa- 
ny, of  the  Quaker-hill  turnpike  road,"  and  they  are  hereby  declar- 
ed to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  fucceflfors,  (hall  and  may  have  continual 
fuccemon,  and  ihall  be  perfons  in  law  capable  of  fuing  and  being  fil- 
ed, pleading  and  being  impleaded,  anfwering  and  being  aniVered 

.unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  what- 
foever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  fuits,  complaints,  matters  and  cauf- 
es  whatfoever ;  and  they  and  their  fucceifors,  by  the  fame  name  and 
ftile,  ihall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchafing,  holding  and  conveying 

.  any  eftate,  real  and  perfonal,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  corporation  ; 

3  Provided,'Vh&t  the  amount  of  fuch  real  eftate,  which  the  faid  corpo- 
ration are  hereby  authorifed  to  pure  hale  and  hold,  mail  not  exceed 

■  four  thoufand  dollars  ;  And  provided  further,  That  fuch  eftate  as 
well  real  as  perfonal,  foto  be  purchafed  and  held,  ihall  be  necefla- 
ry  to  fulfil  the  end  and  intent  of  the  faid  corporation,  and  for  do 
other  purpofe  whatfoever.  * 

4  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Daniel  Verplank,  Peter 
Loffing  and  William  Akin,  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed 
commi(Fioners,  to  do  and  perform  the  feveral  duties  herein  after 
mentioned,  that  is  to  fay :  They  ihall  on  dt  before  the  firft  day 
of  May  next,  procure  three  books  and  in  each  of  them  enter  as 
follows  :  44  We  whofe  names  are  hereunto  fubferi bed,  do  for  our- 
felves  and  our  legal  reprefentatives,  promife  to  pay  to  the  preii- 
dent,  directors  and  company  of  the  Quaker-hill  turnpike  road,  the 

5  fum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  every  ihare  of  ftock  in  the  faid  com- 
pany fet  oppofitc  to  our  refpective  names,  in  fuch  manner  and  pro- 
portion and  at  fuch  time  and  place  as  ihall  be  determined  by  the  faid 
prefident,  directors  and  company  ;"  one  of  which  books  ibail  be 
left  with  each  of  the  faid  commimoners,  at  their  refpective  place 
of  abode,  who  ihall  immediately  open  the  fume,  and  keep  the  fame 
open  for  the  purpoie  of  receiving  fubferiptions  j  and  every  fub- 
fcriber  ibail,  at  the  time  of  fubferibing,  pay  unto  either  of  the  laid 
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commiffi  oners,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for  each  {hare  fo  by 
him  fubfcnbed  ;  and  the  faid  commiflioners  (hall,  as  foon  as  two  6 
hundred  fhares  are  fubfcribed,  caufe  an  advertisement  to  be  in- 
ferted  in  one  of  the  public  newfpapers  atPoughkeepfie,  in  Outchefs 
county,  and  one  of  the  public  newfpapers  in  the  town  of  Litch-r 
field,  in  the  (late  of  Connecticut,  giving  at  lead  ten  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  the  faid  fubfcribers  (hall  7 
meet  to  choofe  thirteen  directors,  who  (hall  be  flockholders,  for 
the  purpofe  of  managing  the  concerns  of  the  company  for-one 
year  ;  and  the  faid  directors  (hall  be  chofen  by  ballot  by  the  {lock- 
holders  then  prefent ;  and  the  day  of  choofing  faid  directors,  (hall  8 
for  ever  thereafter  be  the  anniverfary  day  for  choofing  faid  direc- 
tors ;  and  any  feven  of  faid  directors  (hall  be  a  quorum,  and 
capable  of  tranfacting  the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation  ;  and 
every  act  of  the  majority  of  the  directors  fo  met,  (hall  be  binding 
on  the  faid  corporation  ;  and  the  faid  directors  elected  by  a  plu-  9 
rality  of  the  (tockholders  prefent,  (hall  immediately  proceed  to 
elect  by  ballot  one  of  their  number  for  prefident ;  and  the  faid  10 
^  prefident  and  directors  may  meet  from  time  to  time,  at  fuch  pla- 
ces as  they  may  find  expedient  and  direct,  and  they  (hall  have 
power  to  make  fuch  bye  laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not

Ill*  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  of  the  death,  abfenceor  12 
inability  of  the  prefident,  a  quorum  of  the  directors  may  appoint 
a  prefident  pro  tempore,  and  (hall  and  may  proceed  and  t ran  fact 
the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  pre- 
fident was  with  them. 

That  the  faid  prefident  and  de-  U 
rectors,  may  continue  to  receive  fubferiptions  to  the  (lock  of  the 
faid  corporation,  until  there  (hall  have  been  four  hundred  (hares  14 
fubferibed  ;  and  (hall  hate  power  to  appoint  fuch  officers,  agents, 
clerks,  artifts,  workmen  and  others  under  them,  as  (hall  be  ne- 
ceflary  for  executing  the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  turnpike  road,  in-  15 
eluding  the  ditches,  (hall  be  at  lead  four  rods  wide,  and  (hall  ex- 
tend from  the  line  of  the  ftate  o/  Connecticut,  hear  the  houfe  of 
Jeptha  Sabins,  in  the  town  of  New- Fairfield,  to  or  near  the  houfe 
of  Peter  Brill,  in  the  town  of  Beekman  in  the  county  of  Dutchefs.: 
That  the  direction  of  the  faid  turnpike  road,  (hall  be  determin-  16 
ed  and  marked  out  by  three  dilintereded  commiflioners,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  perfon  adminidering  the  government  of  this 
date  ;  and  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  to  lay

18  be  paid  by  the  faid  corporation  ;  That  the  faid  road  (hall  be  made 
by  bedding  at  leaft  the  breadth  of  twenty  feet  with  (lone,  or  other 
hard  fubftance  one  foot  thick,  and  the  fame  (hall  be  covered  at 
lead  iix  inches  with  gravel  or  other  hard  fubftance,  fo  as  to  make 
the  furface  thereof  firm  and  fmooth  ;  and  the  ditches  on  the  fide 
of  the  faid  road,  (hall,  where  it  may  be  practicable,  be  of  a  pro- 
per width  and  fumciently  level  to  form  a  good  road  for  fleighs. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the 
faid  preOdent,  directors  and  company,  after  the  track  of  the  (aid 
road  fhall  have  been  defignated  as  afore  faid,  to  enter  upon  and 
take  poffemon  of  fuch  quantity  of  improved  or  unimproved  land, 
not  exceeding  four  rods  wide,  as  (hall  be  neceifary  for  making 

20  the  faid  road,  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  company  paying  to 
the  owners  of  the  lands,  fuch  value  and  damages  as  (hall  be 
agreed  upon,  or  in  cafe  of  difagreement,  as  (haH  be  afleffed  by 
two  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  by  the  oaths  of  twelve  reputable 
and  diunterefted  freeholders,  who  (hall  be  fummoned  by  the  con- 
itable  of  the  town  in  which  fuch  land  may  be,  by  virtue  of  a 
warrant  to  be  iflued  by  the  faid  juitices  for  that  purpofe  j  And 
in  cafe  of  the  infancy,  coverture,  infanity  or  ab fence  from  the 
ftate  of  any  of  the  owners,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  (aid  prefi- 
dent, directors  and  company,  to  take  pofleffion  of  fuch  land, 
the  value  and  damages  whereof  (hall  be  ascertained  and  aflefied, 
in  the  manner  above  prefcribed,  and  paid  to  the  perfons  entitled 
thereto  on  demand  ;  and  on  the  payment  of  the  value  of  the  faid 
land,  fo  to  be  taken  for  the  faid  road,  the  right  and  title  thereto 
fhall  vefl.  in  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  company* 

21  VII.  And  be  it  further  enaci?d,  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident* 
directors  and  company,  (hall  have  completed,  the  farti  road,  it 
(hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  to  give  notice, 
to  the  governor  of  this  itate,  for  the  time  being,  who  (hail  there- 
upon forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  commiluonera,  to  view 
the  fame  and  report  to  him  in  writing,  whether  ftich  part  of  (aid 
road  is  completed  in  a  workman -like  manner,  according  to  the 

22  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  ;  and  if  the  report  (hall  be  in 
the  affirmative,  then  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to 
whom  they  report,  and  he  is  hereby  requefted,  by  licence  under 
his  hand  and  the  privy  feal  of  this  (late,  to  permit  the  faid  pre- 
fident and  directors,  to  erect  and  fiat  two  gates  and  turnpikes, 
upon  and  acrofs  faid  road„  to  collect  the  duties  and  tolls  herein 
alter  granted  to  the  (aid  corporation,  from  all  perfons  travelling 
or  ufing  the  fame. 

2$  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  (aid  road 
(hall  be  completed,  and  permiffion  fo  as  afore  fa  id  granted  to 
erect  a  gate  or  gate,  upon  and  acrofs  the  fame,  it  (ball  be  lawful 
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for  the  faid  pre Indent  and  directors,  to  appoint  toll-gatherers  to 
Collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons, 
\ifing  the  faid  road,  at  either  of  the  faid  gates,  the  tolls  herein 
•fier  mentioned  and  no  more,  that  is  to  fay  :  For  every  fcore  of  24 
lheep  or  hogs,  eight  cent*  ;  for  everv  fcore  of  cattle,  horfes 
or  mules,  twenty  eents  ;  for  every  horfe  and  rider,  led  or  driren  * 
horfe,  five  cents  ;  for  every  fulkey,  chair  or  chaife  with  one  horfe, 
twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  one  horfe,  fix 
cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five 
cents  ;  for  every  flage  waggon  or  other  four  wheeled  carriage  drawn 
by  two  horfes,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  and  for 
every  additional  horfe  or  ox,  three  cents  ;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled, 
fix  cents  if  drawn  by  two  horfes  or  oxen,  and  in  like  proportion 
if  drawn  by  a  greater  or  lefs  number  of  horfes  or  oxen  :  That  it  25 
fhall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  toll-gatherers,  to  Hop  and  detain  any 
perfon  riding,  leading  or  driving,  any  horfe,  cattle,  fheep  or  hogs, 
fulkey,  phaeton,  chair,  chaife,  cart,  waggon,  fleigh  or  other  car- 
riage of  burthen  or  pleafure,  from  patting  through  the  gates  or 
turnpikes,  until  they  (hall  refpectively  have  paid  the  toll  as  above 
fyecified.  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  fhall  be  conftrued 
to  entitle  the  faid  corporation,  to  demand  toll  of  or  from  any  per* 
foii  palling  to  or  from  public  worfhip,  or  to  or  from  his  common 
bufinefs  on  his  farm,  or  in  going  to  or  from  his  out  lands,  or  to 
or  from  any  mill  to  which  he  may  refort  for  the  grinding  of  grain 
for  his  family's  ufe,  or  perfons  going  to  or  returning  from  a  fu- 
neral, or  going  after  or  returning  with  a  phyftcian  or  midwife. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  corporation  fhall  2S 
caufe  mile  ftones  to  be  erected,  one  for  each  mile  of  the  faid 
road,  and  on  each  flone  fhall  be  fairly  and  legibly  inferibed  or 
marked,  the  diftance  the  faid  (tone  is  from  Fifhkill  landing  ;  and 
fhall  alfo  erect  guide-pods,  at  the  interfection  of  all  public  roads 
leading  into  or  from  the  faid  turnpike,  on  which  fhall  be  inferibed 
the  name  of  the  town  in  which  laid  pod  (lauds,  and  alfo  the  name 

of  the  town  or  towns  to  which  fuch  interfering  road  leads,  in  the 
direction  to  which  the  hand  on  the  fame  points;  and  the  faid  cor-  27 
poration  fhall  caufe  to  be  affixed  at  or  over  each  gale  or  turnpike, 
a  printed  lift  of  the  rates  of  toll  which  may  be  lawfully  demanded. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons,  28 
fhall  break  or  throw  down,  deface  or  injure  any  of  the  mile  ft  ones 

or  guide  ports  fo  to  be  erected,  for  the  information  of  travellers, 
or  fhall  dig  up  and  attempt  to  fpoil  any  part  of  the  faid  road,  or 
fhall  cut,  break  down  or  deftroy  any  part  of  the  gates  or  turnpikes, 
or  other  works  belonging  to  the  faid  road,  which  fhall  be  made  or 
erected  in  purfuance  of  this  act,  or  (hall  forcibly  pafs  any  or  either 
of  the  faid  gates  or  turnpikes,  without  having  paid  the  legal  toll 
at  each  gate  of  turnpike,  fuch  and  every  fuch  perfon  and  perfons*  mail

Paffed  March  3<kh,  1802. 

WHEREAS  Goldlbrow  Banyar,  Abraham  Ten  Eyck,  Abra* 
ham  Ten  Broeck  and  others,  have  entered  into  an  affocia- 
tion  to  form  a  company  for  making  a  turnpike  road  between  the 
cities  of  Albany  and  Schenectady,  and  have  prayed  to  be  incorpo- 
rated for  that  purpofe  :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  oy  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  faid  Goldfbrow  Banyar,  Abra- 
ham Ten  Eyck,  Abraham  Ten  Broeck  and  their  affociates,  are

in  this  aft  (hall  be  conftrued  to  authorife  the  exaction  of  toil  for 
any  carriage  loaded  with  an  ordinary  load  of  fire  wood,  turf,  l'oflil-

itone  aforefaid  ;  fuch  diftances  to  be  meafured  in  the  track  of 
fuch  turnpike  road,  and  if  the  fame  fhaU  not  touch  the  junction  of 
Lodge  and  State-ftreet,  then  meafured  from  the  range  of  the 
eaft  tide  of  Lodge-ftreet,  continued  to  the  faid  track.    And  pro-  26 
vided  further,  That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of

reel  and  appoint,  upon  pain  of  forfeiture  Of  fuch  (hares  and  all  pre^ 
vious  payments,  if  fuch  requifitions  (hall  not  be  complied  with  with* 
in  thirty  days  after  the  times  refpeaively  appointed  for  that  pur- 

g  pofe ;  that  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  fubfcriplions  of  (hares  in  the 
deck  of  the  faid  company,  Ephraim  Morgan,  George  Tibbits  and 
Abraham  Oothoitdt  (hall  on  or  before  tbe  firft  day  of  May  next* 
caufe  to  be  provided  two  books,  one  to  be  kept  by  the-  faid 
Ephraim  Morgan  and  George  Tibbits,  in  the  village  of  Troyj 
the  other  by  the  faid  Abraham  Oothoudt,  in  the  city  of  Sche- 
nectady, and  in  each  of  faid  books  (hall  be  entered  tbe  form 
of  an  engagement  to  be  made  and  fubferibed  by  the  fubferibers 
to  the  faid  Hock,  to  pay  fuch  fums  of  money  on  each  of  their 
(hares,  in  fuch  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  fuch  time  and 
place  as  (hall  or  may  be  determined  by  the  faid  prefident,  direc- 
tors and  company  ;  and  every  fubferiber  (hall,  at  the  time  of  fub- 
fcribing,  pay  unto  the  faid  Ephriam  Morgan,  George  Tibbits 
and  Abraham  Oothoudt,  or  either  of  them,  the  fum  of  two  dol- 

*  lars  and  fifty  cents  on  each  (hare  fubferibed  by  him  :  That  the 
management  of  the  concerns  of  the  laid  company  (hall  be  en- 
trufted  to  nine  directors,  who  (hall  be  ftockholders,  re  fide  nt  in 
the  (late  of  New-York,  and  who  (hall  continue  in  office  one  year 

I  from  the  firft  Tuefday  of  January  in  every  year  :  That  there 
(hall  be  an  election  on  the  Tuefday  preceding  every  fuch  firft 
Tuefday  of  January,  at  fuch  place  in  the  village  of  Troy,  and  at 
fuch  hour,  as  the  prefident  and  directors  (hall  appoint  by  bye*' 
laws  by  them  from  time  to  time  to  be  made  at  any  of  their  dated 
meetings,  or  by  a  notification  by  them  to  be  made  and  publiQied 
in  one  public  newfpaper  piinted  in  the  faid  village  of  Troy,  and 
in  one  public  newfpaper  printed  in  the  city  of  Schenectady,  at  lead 
one  week  before  fuch  election-day  :  That  all  fuch  elections  (hall  be 
by  ballot,  by  the  ftockholders  pre  fen  t  either  in  pcrfon  or  by  proxy, 
fucli  ftockholders  voting  \n  the  following  proportions,  that  is  to  fay  s 
One  vote  for  every  (hare  not  exceeding  twenty  :  Provided,  That  no 
(toilUiolder  lhail  have  more  then  twenty  voles:  And  Provided  also, 
That  no  die  re  (hall  confer  a  right  of  voting  for  directors  at  any  fuch 
election,  which  fhall  not  have  been  held  at  lead  three  calendar 
mont'ib  before  the  clay  of  Inch  election,  by  the  perfon  ottering  to 
vote  thereior  :  That  the  ftockholders  preftnt,  immediately  be- 
fore the  opening-  of  fuch  election,  and  after  the  hour  appointed 
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for  holding  the  feme,  (hall,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  qhoofe  three 
ftockholders,  then  alfo  prefent,   infpeclors  of  fuch  election  : 
That  fuch  infpectors  lhall  receive  the  ballots,  and  immediately  10 
after  the  election  is  clofed,  openly  examine,  count  and  eftimate 
the  votes,  and  (hall  thereupon  make  and  fubferibe  a  certificate  of 
the  refult  of  fucti  election,  fpecifying  the  names  of  the  perfons  fo 
elected  directors,  and  the  names  of  fuch  as  have  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes  for  directors,  if  by  means  of  fuch  equality  of  votes 
the  requifite  number  of  directors  (hall  not  have  been  elected  ; 
That  if  any  two  or  more  perfons  (hall  have,  an  equal  number  of  11 
votes  for  directors,  fo  as  that  nine  directors  fhall  wot  have  been 
elected  at  any  fuch  election,  the  ftockholders  fhall  thereupon  at 
the  fame  place  proceed,  in  manner  aforefaid,  to  elect  of"the  per- 
fons who  fhall  have  had  an  equal  number  of  votes  as  aforefaid, 
by  plurality  of  votes,  fo  many  as  fhall  complete  the  number  of 
nine  directors  :  That  if  fuch  elections  fhall  not  be  held  at  any 
of  the  days  for  that  purpofe  appointed,  it  fhall  be  lawful  to  pro- 
ceed to  fuch  election  on  any  other  day  by  the  directors  to  be  ap- 
pointed in  like  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  if  the  fame  had 
been  held  at  the  time  above  for  that  purpofe  appointed  ;  and  the 
directors  for  the  preceding  year,  lhall  in  that  cafe  be  incapable 
after  fuch  firft  Tuefday  in  January,  of  performing  any  act  as  di- 
rectors, other  than  fuch  as  may  be  necefTary  to  give  fuch  election 
effeft  :  That  the  direaors  fhall  on  the  firft  Tuefday  after  any  12 
fuch  election,  by  plurality  of  votes,  elect  one  of  their  numbeii 
prefident,  who  (ball  in  like  manner  hold  bis  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  the  next  election  :  That  in  cafe  of  the  abfence  of  fuch 
prefident,  the  directors  prefent  at  any  meeting  may  in  like  man- 
ner appoint  a  prefident  for  the  meeting  :  That  the  prefident  (hall 
have  a  cafling  vote  and  no  other  :  That  in  cafe  of  vacancy  in  the  1 3 
office  jf  director,  by  death,  refignatiou  or  otherwife,  other  or 
others  fhall  be  elected  by  the  ftockholders,  in  manner  aforefaid, 
to  fill  fuch  vacancy,  and  for  that  purpofe  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of 
the  prefident  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  ftockholders  at  fuch  time 
and  place,  and  upon  fuch  notice  as  (hall  be  prescribed  by  the  bye. 
laws  of  the  company  :  That  Ephraim  Morgan  fhall  be  the  firfl 
prefident,  and  Creorge  Tibbits,  Abraham   Oothoudt,  Derick 
Lane,  Abraham  Ten  Eyck,  Albert  Pawling,  John  Bird,  Silas 
Coyil  and  I^aniel  Merptt,  fhall  be  the  firft  directors  of  the  faid 
company  ;  and  that  they  fhall  continue  in  office  until  the  firft 
Tuefday  of  January  next. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  ftockholders  of  the  faid  l4 
.  contpany,  may  make  fucR  compenfation  to  the  prefident,  for  any 
extraordinary  attendance,  as  fhall  appear  to  them  reasonable  ; 
7  buV  that  neinier  the  prefident  nor  any  of  the  directors,  fhall  be 
entitled  to  any  emoluments,  but  fuch  as  fhall  have  been  allowed 
at  a  general  meeting  of  the  ftockholders  :  That  the  prefident  15 
and  directors  of  the  faid  company,  (hall  be  authorifed  to  call  a 
general  meeting  of  the  flockhofders,  lor  purpofe*  relative  to  the 
inftitution,  giving  at  lea^  one  week's  notice  thereof,  in  one 
public  newfpaper  printed  in  the  village  of  Troy,  and  in  one  public

16  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  of  the  faid 
company,  bef6re  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  fhall  give 
bond  with  two  fuflkient  fureties,  conditioned  for  the  juft  and 
faithful  execution  of  his  office. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  turnpike  road 
lhall  be  four  rods  in  breadth,  and  (hall  commence  at  or  near 
the  houfe  now  occupied  by  Annanias  Piatt,  oppofite  the  village 
of  Troy,  and  (hall  be  made  in  the  mod  convenient  and  direct 

17  route  to  Union-ftreet,  in  the  city  of  Schenectady  :  That  the  direc- 
tion of  the  faid  turnpike  road,  fliall  be  determined  and  marked 
out  by  three  difinterefted  commiflioners,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
pcrfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  Rate  :  And  it  fliall 
be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  to  lay  out  the  direction  of 
fuch  road  without  favour  or  partiality,  according  to  the  bell  of 
their  judgment,  fo  as  to  anfwer  the  object  of  this  incorporation 
and  fecure  the  public  interefl  ;  and  the  faid  commiflioners,  (hall 
caufe  an  accurate  map  of  the  furvey  of  fuch  road,  defignating 
particularly  the  track  and  breadth  thereof,  to  be  made,  and  filed 

]g  in  the  clerk's  office  o*f  the  city  and  county  of  Albany,  and  the  ex- 
pences  of  furveying  the  laid  road,  and  making  and  recording 
fuch  map,  together  with  an  allowance  to  the  faid  commiflioners* 
at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  their  fervices,  (hall  be 

19  paid  by  the  faid  company  :  That  the  faid  road  (hall  be  made  by 
bedding  at  leaft  the  breadth  of  twenty-fix  feet  with  (tone  or  other 
hard  fubftance,  fo  as  to  make  a  folid  foundation,  and  the  fame 
(hall  be  covered  with  gravel  or  other  hard  fubftance,  lb  as  to 

20  make  the  furface  thereof  firm  and  fmooth  ;  and  the  ditches  on 
the  fides  of  the  faid  road  (hail,  where  it  may  be  practicable,  be 
of  a  proper  width  ana*  fufficiently  level,  to  form  a  good  road  for 
fleighs. 

21  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefldent  and  di- 
rectors, may  contract  and  agree  witfc  the  owners  of  faid  land, 
for  the  purchafe  of  fo  much  thereof,  as  (hall  be  neceflary  for  the 
purpofe  of  making  the  laid  road,  and  for  erecting  and  eftablifh- 
ing  gates,  toll-houfes,  and  all  other  works  to  the  faid  road  be- 

22  longing  ;  and  in  cafe  of  difagreement  between  tbe  faid  parties, 
refpecting  the  damages  to  be  done  to  the  faid  land,  or  if  the 
owner  or  owners  (hall  be  feme  covert,  infane  or  under  age,  or 
out  of  the  county,  then  it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
prefldent  and  directors, \to  apply  to  one  of  the  judges  or  afliftant 
jurtices  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  *in  and  for  the  county  of 
Albany,  not  intereftcd  in  the  faid  road,  who  h  hereby  authorifed 
and  required  to  nominate,  and  by  an  inftrument  inVriting  finn- 
ed by  him,  to  appoint  three  commiflioners,  being  freeholders  of 
the  faid  county,  and  who  (hall  not  be  inhabitants  of  any  of  the  towns 
through  which  the  faid  road  lhall  pafs,  nor  interefted  in  faid  road  ; 
and  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  the  laid  pr? lident  and  directors,  to 
caufe  a  copy  of  fuch  appointment  t^  be  ferved  on  each  of  the 
faid  commiflioners,  who,  or  any  two  of  them,  (hail  thereupon 
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name  a  day  for  meeting  on  the  faid  land,  and  performing  the  du- 
ties required  of  them  by  this  act ;  and  alfo  to  give  notice  in  writ- 
ing, to  the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  land  of  the  faid  appointment, 
and  the  day,  being  at  lead  four  days  from  the  time  of  giving 
fuch  notice,  when  and  where  the  commiflioners  will  meet,  for 
the  purpofe  of  examining  the  lands  and  aflefling  the  damages,  ex- 
cept in  cafe  the  owner  or  owners  fhall  labour  under  any  of  the  difa- 
bilities  aforefaid,  or  be  abfent  ;  in  either  of  which  cafes  a  copy 
of  fuch  notice  may  be  left  at  the  dwelling  houfe  of  the  party,  if 
any,  or  other  notorious  place  on  the  land  through  which  faid 
road  (hall  pafs  :  And  further,  Each  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  be- 
fore he  proceed  to  exercifc  the  truft  repofed  in  him  by  this  act, 
fliall  take  and  fubferibe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  one  of  the 
ju (Vices  of  the  peace,  in  and  for  the  faid  county,  that  he  will  with- 
out favour  or  partiality,  cftimate  and  aflefs  the  damages  which, 
may  be  fudained,  by  the  owner  or  owners,  or  occupants  of  any 
Jands  or  improvements,  which  the  faid  corporation  may  deem  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  faid  road,  and  the  commiflioners  fhall  then  pro- 
ceed to  view  the  premifes,  and  having  determined  the  damages, 
lhall  make  an  inquilition  under  their  hands  and  feals,  or  the  hands 
and  feals  of  any  two  of  them,  dating  particularly  the  quantity  of 
land  belonging  to  each  pei  fon  by  them  appraifed,  and  the  amount 
of  damage,  if  any,  which  each  or  any  of  the  owners  or  occu- 
. pants  of  any  parcel  of  land,  ufed  or  to  be  ufed  for  faid  road,  have 
fudained  or  (hall  fudain,  which  inquifttion  (hall  be  acknowledged 
.by  the  commiflioners  ligning  the  fame,  before  one  of  the  judges 
aforefaid,  and  filed,  together  with  the  affidavit  aforefaid,  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the  faid  county  of  Albany,  who  (hall  at  they 
«xpence,  cods  and  charges  of  the  prefident  and  directors  afore- 
faid, enter  the  fame  of  record  in  the  book  kept  by  him  for  record- 
ing deeds  ;  and  the  faid  corporation,  paying  to  the  faid  feveral  3j 
owners  of  the  faid  land,  on  demand,  the  feveral  fums  awarded  by 
fuch  inquifttion,  fhall  have  and  hold  to  them,  their  fucceflbrs  and 
alftgns  tor  ever,  the  lands  and  tenements  defcribed  therein  j  and 
the  prefident  and  directors  aforefaid,  lhall  pay  to  the  judge  who 
made  the  appointments  of  the  faid  commimbners,  two  dollars 
for  his  fervices,  and  to  each  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  for  every* 
day  neceffarily  attending  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act, 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained,  fhall  be  coultrucd  to  author; fe  the  faid  prefident  and 
directors,  or  any  other  perfon  whatever,  to  enter  upon  fuch  lands 
and  thereupon  make  the  faid  road,  until  they  fhall  have  paid  the 
value  of  fuch  lands,  together  with  fuch  damages  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  or  appraiftd,  according  to  the  provilion  of  this  act. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  faid  turnpike  24 
road  lhall  be  completed,  and  licence  granted  by  the  perfon  admin- 
iftcriog  the  government  oi  this  date;  as  is  herein  alter  prefcribed, 
sJt  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  faid  prefident,  directors 
and  company  to  erc6\  two  gates  on  the  fame,  and  to  cxa6l  at  each 
of  the  faid  gates  the  tolls  herein  after  mentioned,  that  is  to  fay  : 
For  every  fcore  of  ihcep,five  cents  ;  for  every  fcore  of  hogs,  five  25

cents  ;  for  every  fcore  of  cattle,  horfes  or  mules,  twelve  cents,  and 
fo  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  lefs  number  ;  and  for  every  horfe 
and  rider  or  led  horfe,  four  cents  ;  for  every  fulkey,  chair  or 
chaife,  with  one  horfe,  twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  coachee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  ft  age 
•waggon,  or  other  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horfes  or 
oxen,  ten  cents,  and  two  cents  for  every  additional  horfe  or  ox  ; 
for  every  cart,  fleigh  or  fled,  drawn  by  two  oxen  or  horfes,  four 
cents,  and  for  every  additional  horfe  or  ox,  two  cents  ;  Provided, 

26  That  nothing  in  this  act  fhall  be  conftrued  to  authorife  the  exac- 
tion of  toll  for  any  carriage  loaded  with  an  ordinary  load  of  fire- 
wood, turf,  foffil-coal  or  hay,  or  the  horfes,  oxen  or  other  animals 
drawing  the  fame,  or  from  any  perfon  or  perfons  pafling  to  or 
from  public  worfhip,  or  going  to  or  from  his  ordinarf  bufmefs  on 
his  farm  ;  And  provided  further,  That  no  toll-gate  (hall  be  erect- 
ed within  three  miles  from  the  point  of  the  commencement  or  ter- 
mination of  the  faid  road,  as  herein  before  defignated  and  fixed  ; 

27  And  provided  further.  That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  common- 
alty of  the  city  of  Schenectady,  may  whenever  they  (hall  deem  it 
necellary  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  city 
of  Schenectady,  caufe  fuch  part  of  the  turnpike  track  as  (hall 
lay  within  the  limits  of  the  faid  city,  to  be  pitched,  levelled  and 
paved,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  them  lhall  feem  proper,  fo  as  that  the 
faid  prefident,  directors  and  company  be  exempted  from  any  ex- 
pence  incurred  by  means  or  fuch  pitching,  levelling  or  paving, 
or  keeping  fuch  part  thereof  as  may  be  paved  in  repair  ;  and  that 
the  faid  turnpike  company  fhall  not  be  permitted  to  alter  the  level 
fo  eUaDlilhed  by  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty. 

28  Vll.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident,  directors 
and  company,  (hall  always  keep  in  good  order  and  repair  one  or 
mere  turnpikes  for  the  paffage  of  perfons  travelling  on  foot,  at 
each  of  the  faid  gates,  through  which  all  foot  palTengers  (hall  at 
all  times  be  permitted  to  pafs  freely  without  exacting  toll  therefor  ; 

eg  and  that  it  lhall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  laid  prelident 
and  directors,  at  any  lime,  and  for  fuch  time  as  in  their  difcretioii 
they  may  think  proper,  to  diminifh  the  faid  toll,  or  initead  of  two 
gates,  to  exact  toll  at  only  one  gate  ;  Provided,  The  toll  exacted 
at  fuch  one  gate  (hall  not  exceed  in  amount  the  furn  which  they 
are  in  and  by  this  act  authorifed  to  exact  at  the  two  gates. 

30  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors lhall  caufe  a  mile-done  to  be  erected  at  the  termination  of 
each  mile  on  faid  road,  and  the  diftance  from  the  village  of  Troy 

31  to  be  fairly  and  legibly  marked  thereon,  and  fhall  caufe  to  be  affix- 
ed to  each  gate,  and  to  prefervc  the5  fame  in^good  condition,  a 
printed  or  painted  lift  of  the  tolls  which  may  be  lawfully  demand- 

$2  ed  ;  and  that  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  company  may  at  their 
difcretion,  at  any  time  hereafter,  caufe  trees  to  be  planted  On  the 
fides  of  the  faid  road,  at  fuch  diftance  and  fo  difpofed  as-  to  them* 
(hall  fecm  proper  and  convenient.. 

33  IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  at\y  perfon  or  perfon* 
fhall  wilfully  break  or  throw  down  or  deface  any  roile-ttone  or 

« 
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guide-pods  erected  on  the  (aid  road  for  the  information  or  con- 
venience of  the  people  of  this  ftate,  or  trees  planted  or  growing 
thereon,  or  (hall  cut,  break  down  or  otherwife  deftroy  any  of  the 
gates  or  turnpikes  which  mail  be  erected  in  purfuance  of  this  act, 
every  fuch  perfon  mail  be  liable  to  pay  treble  damages  to  the  faid 
prefident,  directors  and  company,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
trefpafs,  with  cods,  by  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  compa- 
ny, in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof  ;  that  if  any  perfon 
fhall  forcibly  pafs  any  of  the  faid  gates  without  having*  paid  tho  % 
legal  toll,  every  fuch  perfon  (hall  pay  to  the  faid  prefident,  direc- 
tors and  company,  the  fum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  them 
in  manner  afore  Paid. 

X.  And  be  it  farther  enacted.  That  if  any  toll-gatherer  (hall  un-  S4 
reafonably  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  paflenger  at  any  of  the 
gates,  or  mail  demand  or  receive  more  toll  than  is  by  this  aft 
cftablifhed,  or  (hall  be  prefcribed  by  the  faid  prefident  and  direc- 
tors, he  (hall  for  every  fuch  offence  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of 
five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  action  of  debt,  by  the  perfon  fo 
unreafonably  delayed,  hindered  or  defrauded,  before  any  juftice 
of  the  peace  of  the  county  in  which  fuch  offence  mall  have 
happened  ;  and  that  if  any  perfon  who  (hall  ufe  the  turnpike  road  35 
{hall  evade  the  payment  of  toll,  by  going  round  the  toll-gate,  he 
fhall  forfeit  and  pay  fourfold  the  amount  of  the  toll  which  he 
would  have  been  liable  to  pay  if  he  had  patted  through  fuch  gate 
with  his  horfe  or  other  animal  or  carriage,  to  be  recovered  in 
like  manner,  with  cods. 

.  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  of  the  toll-gatherers  35 
may  (lop  and  detain  the  horfes,  cattle  or  carriages  parting  on  the 
faid  road,  until  the  perfons  on  horfeback  or  driving  fuch  cattle  or 
carnages  (hall  pay  the  toll  legally  due,  or  may  didrain  fuch  hor- 
fes, cattle  or  carriages,  or  any  thing  therewith  being,  or  thereto 
appertaining,  fuflficient  to  fatisfy  fuch  toll,  which  diftrefs  (hall  be 
kept  by  the  toll-gatherer  for  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  hours,  and 
as  foon  thereafter  as  may  be,  fold  at  public  vendue,  either  in  the 
village  of  Troy  or  city  of  Schenectady,  to  the  bigheft  bidderf 
rendering  the  iurplus  on  demand,  if  any  there  be,  after  fatisfying 
fuch  toll  and  the  cods  of  diftrefs  and  fale,  to  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof. 

\  ^Xll.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident,  directors  37 
*nd  company,  fhall  caufe  regular  books  to  be  kept  of  their  expen- 
ditures in  purchafing  land  over  which  faid  turnpike  road  (hall  be 
laid  out,  in  condructing  and  completing  the  fame,  and  in  repair- 
ing fuch  parts  thereof  as  (hall  have  been  injured  or  impaired, 
and  of  all  cods,  charges  and  expences,  in  any  way  relating  to  the 
fame,  and  (hall  as  foon  as  the  fame  (hall  have  been  completed 
and  infpected,  in  the  manner  herein  after  mentioned,  exhibit  an 
account  thereof  to  the  comptroller  who  (hall  examine  and  liqui- 
date the  fame  ;  that  if  at  any  time  thereafter  the  faid  prefident,  38 
directors  and  company  ftiall  plant  trees  on  either  or  both  (ides  of 
the  faid  road,  within  the  fpace  herein  before  limited  and  allowed 
for  the  breadth  of  the  faid  road,  or  land  to  be  occupied  by  the  laid 
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prefident,  directors  and  company,  as  herein  before  provided,  the 
expence  of  procuring,  planting  and  preferring  the  fame,  ftiall  in 
like  manner  be  liquidated  and  added  to,  fo  as  to  compofe  part  of 

39  the  aggregate  expenditure  of  the  faid  company  j  and  that  when- 

40  ever  fuch  fums,  with  fourteen  per  centum  per  annum  on  the  fame 
fhall  have  been  repaid  to  the  flockholdcrs,  the  corporation  hereby 
created  fhall  ceafe  and  determine. 

41  XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  the  prefident  and  direc- 
tors fhall*keep  a  juft  and  true  account  of  the  product  of  fuch  toll, 
and  of  the  monies  from  time  to  time  expended  in  the  altering  and 
repairing  the  laid  road,  and  in  the  management  of  the  concerns 

42  thereof,  and  that  they  fhall  make  regular  half  yearly  dividends

45  XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  turnpike  road 
ftiall  not  be  completed  in  the  manner  herein  before  prefcribed 
within  five  years  from  the  paffing  of  this  act,  then  this  act  fhall 
ceafe  and  be  void,  and  the  property  acquired,  in  land  and  im- 
provements made  on  fuch  turnpike  road  by  the  faid  prefident, 
directors  and  company,  (hall  veft  in  the  people  of  this  ftate.

An  ACT  for  establishing  a  Turnpike  Corporation  for  improving  and 
making  a  Road  from  a  Place  near  the  House  of  Pile  Miller,  in  the 
Town  of  Livingston,  to  the  City  of  Hudson. 

,  Paffed  April  2d,  1802. 

I.  T>  E  '*  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor k,  represent- 
1_J  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Reuben  Folger,  Alexan- 
der Coffin,  John  Hathaway,  James  Hyatt  and  Thomas  Jenkins, 
and  all  fuch  others  as  (hall  aiTociate  for  the  purpofe  of  making 
a  good  and  fufficient  road,  to  sun  in  the  moft  direct  and  conveni- 
ent route,  as  far  as  circumftances  will  admit,  from  a  place  near 
the  houfe  of  Fite  Miller,  in  the  town  of  Livingilon,  to  the  city 
of  Hudfon,  their  fucceftbrs  and  afligns,  be  and  .thoy  are  hereby  * 
created  and  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 
the  "  Prefident,  Direaors  and  Company  of  the  Hudfon  Branch  1 
Turnpike  Road and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  conftkuted  an*de- 
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clared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic*  in  fa£t  and  in  name,  and 
by  that  name  they  and  their  fucceflbrs  ihall  and  may  have  con- 
tinual fucceflion,  and  (hall  be  perfons  in  law,  capable  of  fuing  and 
being  fued,  pleading;  and  being  impleaded,  aiifwering  and  being 
anfwered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatfocver,  in  all  manner  of  aclions,  fuitsr  complaints, 
matters  and  caufes  whatfoever  ;  and  they  and  their  fuccelfbrs,  by

fhall  be  to  examine  the  faid  bridge,  then,  and  in  fuch  cafe,  the 
fame  lhall  remain  a  free  bridge,  and  fliall  thereafter  be  kept  iii 
repair  by  the  prefident,  directors  and  company  aforefaid. 

21  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  the  faid  road  Jlnill  be  completed,  and  pcrmiflion  fo  as 
aforefaid  granted  to  erect  a  gate  ov  gates  upon  and  acrofs  the 
fame,  it  flrall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prcfident  and  direc- 
tors to  appoint  toll-galherers  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from, 
all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  ufing  the  faid  road,  at  either  of 

k   the  laid  gates,  the  tolls  and  duties  herein  after  mentioned,  and 

22  no  more,  that  is  to* fay  :  Any  number  of  miles  not  lefs  than  ten 
in  length  of  the  faid  road,  the  fallowing;  funis  of  money,  and  fo 
in  proportion  for  any  greater  or  lefs  diftance,  or  for  any  greater  or 
lefs  number  of  fheep,  hogs,  cattle,  horfes  or  mules,  as  follows  : 
For  every  fcore  of  llicep  or  hogs,  eight  cents  ;  for  every  fcore 
of  cattle,  horfes  or  mules,  twenty  cents  i  for  every  horfe  and  ri<- 
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der,  led  or  driven  horfe,  five  cents ;  for  every  fulkey,  chair  or 
chaife  with  one  horfe,  ^twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;  for  every  cart 
drawn  by  one  horfe,  fix  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee 
or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every   ftage  waggon  or 
other  four,  wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horfes,  mules  or  oxen, 
twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional 
horfe,  mule  or  ox  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen,  twelve  and 
an  half  cents,  for  every  additional  horfe  or  ox,  three  cents  ;  for 
every  fleigh  or  (led,  fix  cents,  if  drawn  by  two  horfes  or  oxen,  and 
in  like  proportion  if  drawn  by  greater  or  lefs  number  of  horfes  or 
oxen  :  And  it  mall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  toll-gatherers  to  flop  and  2$ 
detain  any  perfon  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horfe,  cattle,  (beep 
or  hogs,  fulkey,  phaeton,  chair,  chaife,  cart,  waggon,  fleigh  or 
other  carriage  of  burden  or  pleafure,  from  palling  through  the  . 
turnpikes  or  gates,  until  they  mall  refpeclively  have  paid  the 
toll  as  above  fpecified  :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  (hall  24 
be  conftrued  to  entitle  the  faid  corporation  to  demand  toll  of  or 
from  any  perfon  pa/ling  to  or  from  public  worfnip,  going  to  or 
from  a  funeral,  going  to  or  from  a  grift  mill  for  the  grinding  of 
bis  grain  for  his  family's  ufe,  or  to  or  from  his  common  bufineis  .

from  the  commons  of  faid  town  for  the  purpofe  of  drawing 
wood  or  (lone  for  his  own  ufe. 

That  the  faid  corporation  fhall  25 
caufe  raile-ftones  to  be  erected,  one  for  each  mile  of  the  faid  road, 
and  on  each  Hone  lhall  be  fairly  and  legibly  inferibed  or  marked 
the  diftance  the  faid  (lone  is  from  the  faid  ferry  of  Mofes  Can- 
tine,  and  (hall  alfo  erect  guide-polls  at  the  interferon  of  all  pub-

That  if  any  perfon  fliall  break  27 
or  throw  down,  deface  or  injure  any  of  the  mile-doncs  or  guide- 
pods  lb  to  be  creeled  for  the  information  of  travellers,  or  lhall 
dig  up  and  attempt  to  fpoil  any  part  of  faid  road,  or  (hall  cut,  break 
down  or  deftroy  any,  or  any  part,  of  the  gates  or  turnpikes,  or 
other  works  belonging  to  the  faid  road,  which  lhall  be  marie  or 

e  reeled  in  purfuance  of  this  act,  or  (hall  forcibly  pafs  any  or  ci- 
ther of  the  faid  gates  or  turnpikes  without  having  paid  the  le^al 
toll  at  each  gate  or  turnpike,  fuch  perfon  (hall,  for  every  iucx 
ode  nee  or  injury,  forfeit  the  fum  of  twenty- five  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered by  the  treafurer  of  the  faid  corporation,  to  their  ufe,  in 
an  acYion  of  debt,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having  cogni- 
sance of  the  fame;  and  if  any  perfon  lhall  with  his  team,  car- 
riage or  horfe,  turn  out  of  the  laid  road,  to  paf*  any  of  the  sgiie* 
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on  ground  adjacent  thereto,  and  again  enter  on  faid  road,  hav- 
ing puffed  the  faid  gate  to  avoid  the  payment  of  the  toll  due 
by  this  act,  fuch  perfon  ihall  forfeit  the  fum  of  five  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  in  like  manner  by  the  treafurer  of  the  corporation, 
to  their  ufe,  with  coils  of  fuit. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gatherer  (hall 
unreasonably  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  paflenger  at  any

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  represent* 
^  JO  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  company  known  by 
the  name  of  the  41  Prefident,  Directors  and  Firft  Company,  of  the 
Northern  Turnpike  Road,"  fhall  and  hereby  is  authorifed  to 
make  a  good  and  fuflkient  road,  beginning  at  Snyder's  creek* 
where  the  faid  northern  turnpike  fhall  interfect  the  faid  creek, 
and  from  thence  by  Jonathan  Yates's  tavern,  in  Pittftown,  on  a

turnpike  road  to  continue  ihe  turnpike  road  by  them  conftructed, 
from  the  houfe  of  Calvin  Cheefman  to  Snipe-ftreet,  in  the  city  of 
Albany,  with  like  effect  as  if  the  continuation  of  the  faid  turnpike 
road  had  been  in  and  by  the  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  eftablifh  a 
turnpike  corporation  for  improving  the  ftate  road  from  the  houfe  of 
John  Weaver,  in  Watervliet,  to  Cherry-Valley,  and  to  repeal  the 
act  therein  mentioned,"  hereby  intended  to  be  amended,  extended 
eafterly  to  the  faid  Snipe-ftreet ;  Provided  always,  That  no  toll-gates  2 
Ihall  be  erected  by  the  faid  company  within  three  miles  mcafured 
on  the  Caid  turnpike  road,  from  Snipe-ftreet  afore  faid  ;  Provided  3 
also.  That  all  carriages  loaded  only  with  hay,  firewood,  turf  .or 
foflil-coal,  ihall,  while  fo  loaded  with  an  ordinary  load,  be  exempt- 
ed from  toll  in  pafling  the  toll-gate  to  be  eftablifhed  on  the  turn- 
pike road  aforefaid,  within  the  limits  of  the  faid  city  ;  and  that

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  immediately  after  the  faid  \g 
pre  fid  em  and  directors  are  fo  chofen  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  commif- 
fioners  (hall  refpectively  give  up  their  fubfeription  books  before 
mentioned,  to  the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  as  alfo  pay  to 
them  the  advance  or  depofit  money  of  five  dollars  on  each  (hare 
fubferibed  for  on  their  re fpective  books  ;  and  in  cafe  the  faid  full  14 
number  of  two  thoufand  (hares  (hall  not  be  fubferibed  before  the 
election  of  the  faid  directors,  that  then  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors may  continue  to  receive  fubferiptions  on  faid  books,  or 
fome  of  them,  to  the  (lock  of  the  (aid  corporation,  until  there 
(hall  be  the  faid  number  of  two  thoufand  (hares  fubferibed. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  15 
for  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  call  and  demand  from  the  (lock-  ' 
holders  or  fubferibers  refpectively,  all  fuch  fums  of  money  by 
them  fubferibed  or  to  be  fubferibed,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fuch  pro- 
portions as  they  (hall  fee  fit,  by  public  notice  in  all  the  newfp\- 
pers  printed  in  the  county  of  Dutchefs,  at  lead  three  weeks  be- 
fore the  time  when  the  proportion  of  each  (lockholder  is  fo  de- 
manded .and  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  treafurer  of  faid  corpo- 
ration ;  and  if  any  (lockholder  (hall  for  the  fpace  of  ten  days  af- 
ter the  time  expires,  which  (hall  be  fixed  by  the  faid  prefident 
and  directors  for  the  paymenV^f  the  faid  rateable  proportion  fo 
called  for  by  them  from  the  faid  (lockholder s  refpectively,  that 
then  fuch  (lockholder  or  (lockholders  who  (hall  thus  make  default 
in  not  paying  his  or  their  rateable  proportion,  fo  demanded  as 
aforefaid,  (hall  lofe  and  forfeit  his  or  their  (hare  as  a  (lockholder 
or  as  (lockholders,  and  all  previous  payments  thereon  to  the  faid 
commiffioners,  prefident,  directors  and  company,  to  and  for  the 
ufe  of  the  (lockholders  of  faid  Dutchefs  turnpike  company  ;  and 
in  cafe  there  (hall  any  (hare  or  (hares  of  faid  (lock  be  forfeited  in 
the  manner  above  mentioned,  that  then  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors (hall  and  may  at  any  time  thereafter  take  other  fubferip- 
tion or  fubferiptions  to  faid  (lock  on  the  feme  terms  that  the  ori- 
ginal fubferiptions  were  taken,  paying  the  fame  fum  in  advance 
for  depofit  money  which  (hall  at  that  time  have  been  paid  by  the 
original  fubferiber  or  fubferibers,  on  his  or  their  re  fpective  (hare 
or  (hares. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  after  the  amount  of  the  faid  16 
number  of  two  thoufand  (hares,  mentioned  in  and  by  the  fecond 
fetbon  of  this  act,  (hall  have  been  appropriated  by  the  faid  prefi- 
dent, directors  and  company,  for  the  purpofe  of  making  a  good 
and  fufficient  road,  between  the  places  aforefaid  ;  and  the  fum  fo 
appropriated  (hall  be  found  infumcient  to  effect  the  fame,  it  (hall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  in  order  to 
complete  the  faid  road  and  turnpikes,  to  encreafe  or  raife  the 
funds  of  the  faid  corporation,  by  adding  a  fum  not  exceeding  fif- 
teen dollars,  to  each  and  every  (hare  in  the  whole  (lock  ;  which 
fum,  fo  to  be  added,,  (hall  be  an  equal  ratio  upon  each  and  every 
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fhare  to  be  collected  and  paid  in  manner  aforefaid,  fubject  on  de- 
fault of  payment  to  the  pains  and  forfeitures  aforefaid. 

7     VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  application  of  the 
pre  laden  t  of  the  faid  directors,  to"  the  perfoh  adminiftering  the 

'  government  of  this  ftate,  he  (hall  and  may  appoint  three  dllinter- 
efted  and  difcreet  freeholders  of  faid  county,  not  rending  in  any 
town  through  which  any  part  of  the  faid  road  (hall  run,  who,  or  the 
majority  of  them,  {hall  be  commiflioners  for  the  laying  out  the 
faid  road,  purfuant  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act  ; 
and  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  hereby  enjoined  on  them, 
they  fhall  reflectively  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  any  juf- 
tice  of  the.  peace  of  faid  county,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  exe- 
cute the  truft  refpectively  repofed  in  them,  agreeable  to  this  act  ; 
n.id  the  faid  commiflioners  fhall  caufe  an  accurate  map  of  the  fur* 
vey  of  fuch  road,  deiignating  particularly  the  track  thereof,  to  be 
made  and  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Dutchefs,  and 
that  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  (hall  pay  to  each  of  the  faid 
commiflioners,  the  fum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for  every- 
day they  fhall  be  employed  in  executing  the  faid  duties. 

18  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
to  and  for  the  faid  corporation,  by  the  prefident  and  directors  there* 
of,  or  -by  any  furveyors,  agents,  artifls,  or  other  perfons  employed 
by  them,  to  enter  in  and  upon  any  land,  where  they  may  deem  it 
proper  to  conftruct  faid  road,  and  to  lay  out,  furvey  and  labour 
on  fuch  routes  or  parts,  as  (hall  be  mod  eligible  for  a  good  and  fuf- 
ficient  road,  between  the  places  and  on  the  directions  aforefaid, 
and  contract  with  the  owner  or  owners  for  the  purchafe  of  fo 
much  thereof,  as  may  be  neceflary  for  making  faid  road,  and  erect- 
ing and  eftablifhing  gales,  toll-houfcs,  and  all  other  works  to  the 

19  faid  road  belonging  ;  and  in  cafe  of  difagreement  between  the  faid 
parties,  as  to  the  value  of  the  faid  land  or  damages,  all  things 
conlidered,  the  fame  (hall  be  determined  by  an  appraifement  to  be 
made  by  two  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  by  the  oaths  of  fix  reputa- 
ble and  difinterefted  freeholders,  who  fhall  be  fummoned  by  the 
fheriflf  of  the  county  of  Dutchefs,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  be  if- 
fued  by  the  faid  juftices  for  that  purpofe  ;  and  in  cafe  of  the  in- 
fancy, coverture,  infanity  or  abfencc  from  this  ftate,  of  any  of  the 
owners,  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  com- 
pany, to  take  pofleflion  of  l'uch  land,  the  value  and  damages 
whereof,  fhall  be  afcertained  and  aflefled  in  the  manner  above  pre- 
ferred, and  paid  to  the  perfons  entitled  thereto  on  demand,  and 
on  the  payment  of  the  value  of  the  faid  lands,  fo  to  be  taken  for 
the  faid  road,  the  right  and  title  thereto  (hall  veft  in  the  faid  pRefi- 
dent,  directors  and  company  ;  and  the  faid  prefident,  directors 
and  company,  (hall  pay  the  cofts  accrued  in  making  fuch  appraife- 
ment. 

20  IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident,  direo 
tors  and  company,  fhall  caufe  a  road  to  be  laid  out  to  and  from  the 
places  before  mentioned,  at  leaft  four  rods  wide,  except  where  val- 
uable buildings  interfere,  twenty-eight  feet  at  leaft  of  which  (hall 
be  bedded  with  Hone,  gravel  or  other  hard  fubftancc,  at  leaft  one

foot  thick,  fo  as  to  fecure  a  good  and  folid  foundation  to  the  fame  ; 
and  the  faid  road  Ihall  be  faced  with  gravel,  or  (tone  pounded, 
or  other  fmall  hard  fubftance,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  fecure  a  iirm, 
and  as  near  as  the  materials  will  admit,  an  even  furfacc,  riling 
towards  the  middle  by  a  gradual  arch,  and  not  fo  fleep  in  any 
part,  as  that  a  waggon  or  other  carriage,  loaded  with  hay  will  be 
overturned  by  moving  on  any  part  thereof;  and  the  water-ways 
on  each  fide  of  the  faid  arched  wuy  to  be  conllructed,  as  that  in 
times  of  fnow  they  will  form  a  good  path  for  fleds,  and  not  fo 
deep  as  to  endanger  the  overturning  of  fleds  going  off  laid  arch- 
ed way  into  faid  water-ways ;  and  that  they  (hall  during  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  act,  maintain  and  keep  the  fame  in  good  and 
perfect  order. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  the  faid  turnpike 
road  fhall  at  any  time  be  out  of  repair,  fo  as  that  the  travelling 
thereon  fliall  be  incommoded,  and  a  complaint  thefeof  be  made 
to  any  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  laid  county  of 
Dutchefs,  not  being  a  ftockholder  in  fuch  turnpike,  in  writing, 
and  under  the  oaths  of  any  fix  freeholders  of  the  faid  county,  ipe- 
cifying  wherein  fuch  road  is  out  of  repair,  that  then  it  lhall  be 
the  duty  of  fuch  judge  to  appoint,  under  his  hand  and  leal,  three 
reputable  freeholders  not  being  llockholders  in  laid  .turnpike,  to 
view,  examine  and  report  on  the  fame  ;  and  which  faid  perfons, 
fo  to  be  appointed,  fliall  take  and  fubferibe  an  oath,  before  any 
juflice  of  the  peace  of  the  faid  county,  faithfully  to  perform  tiie 
trufl  repofed  in  them  ;  and  which  faid  perfons,  fo  appointed, 
(hall  particularly  report  the  defects  in  the  faid  road  to  fuch  judge, 
who  may,  on  confideration  of  the  circumflances,  either  approve 
or  difapprove  the  fame,  in  cafe  fuch  report  fhall  ftate  t:ie  iYid 
road  to  be  out  of  repair,  and  in  cafe  the  fame  report  lhall  be  up- 
proved  of,  then  fuch  judge  lhall,  by  a  warrant  under  his  hand  and 
leal,  authorife  and  require  fuch  gate  or  gates  thereon,  as  he 
fhall  direct,  to  be  opened,  and  thereafter  fuch  gate  or  gates,  fa 
directed  to  be  opened,  fhall  not  be  fhut,  nor  lhall  any  toll  be  ex- 
acted until  the  faid  road  fhall  be  again  put  in  good  and  fufiieient 
repair,  which  fhall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by  fuch  judge, 
on  proof  to  be  made  to  him,  and  thereupon  it  fliall  be  liwiul  lor 
fuch  judge,  under  his  hand  and  feal,  again  to  permit  fuch  gate 
or  gates  to  be  fhut,  and  toll  to  be  exacted  and  taken  as  thereto- 
fore. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident,  22 
dit  ectors  and  company  fhall  have  perfected  that  part  of  the  faid 
road  between  the  faid  court  houfe  and  Timothy  Beadle's,  they 
lhall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  of  this  Rale,  whole  du- 
ty it  lhall  be  forthwith  to  nominate  and  appoint  three  Ikilful  and 
judicious  perfons  to  view  and  examine  the  fame,  and  report  to 
him  in  writing  whether  the  laid  road  is  executed  in  a  mallerly 
and  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  act,  and  if  they  report  in  the  affirmative,  then  it 
fliall  be  lawful  for  the  governor,  by  licence  under  his  hand  and 
the  privy  leal  of  this  flatc,  to  permit  and  J'uficr  the  faid  pretiilem, 
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directors  and  company  to  erect  and  fix  two  gates  or  turnpikes- 
upon  and  acrofs  the  above  diftri6\  or  part  of  the  faid  road,  for  the 
putpofe  of  collecting  the  tolls  and  duties  herein  after  granted  to 
ihe  faid  corporation,  from  all  pcrfons  travefling  the  fame,  the 
weflcmmoll  gate  to  be  fixed  immediately  below  the  road  front 
Swe^o  w  hich  crofles  the  Wappinger's  creek  near  the  houfe  of 
33  Solomon  Sutherland  with  faid  turnpike  road:  And  further,  When- 
ever the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  company,  fhall  have  com- 
pleted the  whole  of  faid  road  as  is  before  described,  on  giving 
notice  as  aforefaid  to  the  governoi  of  this  flute,  and  on  like  view, 
approbation,  report  and  licence  as  aforefaid,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for 
the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  erect  and  fix  upon  and  acrofs 
that  part  of  faid  road  which  will  be  between  the  houfe  of  the 
faid  Timothy  Beadle  and  the  faid  town  of  Sharon  or  Salilbury 
two  turnpikes  or  gates,  and  on  that  branch  which  will  lead  from, 
the  route  before  mentioned  to-  Dover  road  one  turnpike  or  gate. 

24  Xll.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  as  foon  as  fuch  toad  is  fo- 
perfected,  and  the  fame  being  fo  examined  and  licenfed  as  afore- 
faid, it  fliall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  ppefident,  directors  and 
company  to  appoint  toll-gatherers  to  colle£\  and  receive  from  all 
and  every  perfon  or  perfons  ufing  the  faid  road,  the  tolls  and  du- 

25  ties  herein  after  mentioned,  that  is  to  fay  :  For  any  number  ofT 
miles  not  lets  than  ten,  the  following  fums  of  money,  and  fo  in 
proportion  for  any  greater  or  lefs  diftance,  to  w  it  u  For  every 
icore  of  fhecp  or  hogs,  fix  cents,  and  fo  in  proportion  for  a  great- 
er or  lefs  number  ;  for  every  fcore  ofcatUe,  twelve  and  an  half 
cents,  and  fo  in  proportion  for  a  greater  op  lefs  number  ;  for 
every  horfe  and  rider,  er  led  or  driven  horfe,.  four  cents  ;  for 
every  fulkey,  chair  or  chaife,  with  one  horfe  and  two  wheels, 
twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;.  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee  or- 
phaeton,  twenty -five  cents  ;  for  every  (tag*  waggon,  or  other  four 
wheeled  carriage,  draw  n  by  two  horfes,  and  for  every  cart  or 
waggon,  drawn  by  iwo  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  three 
cents  lor  every  additional  horfe  or  ox  ;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled, 
drawn  by  two  horfts  or  two  oxen,  fix  cents,  and  two  cents  for 
every  additional  horfe  or  ox  ;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled,  drawn  by 
one  horfe,  (commonly  called  a  pung)  four  cents  ;  and  for  every 
tart  drawn  by  one  horfe,  fix  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horfe,. 

26  three  cents  ;  and  it  fliall  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  faid  toll-gath- 
erers to  flop  any  perfon  or  perfons,  riding,  leading  or  driving  any 
horfe,  cattle,  Iheep  or  hogs,  fulkey,  chaife,  phaetort,  chair,  coach, 
waggon,  cart,  fleigh,  fled  or  other  carriage  of  burthen  or  plea- 
lure,  from  patting  through  the  faid  gates  or  turnpikes,  until  they 
fhall  have  reflectively  paid  the  toll  as  above  fpecified  ;  Provided, 

27  That  nothing  in  this  act  fliall  be  fo  conttrued  as  to  entitle  the  faid 
corporation  or  their  toll-gatherers,  appointed  under  this  a&,  to 
atk,  rtceive  or  take  any  toll  from  any  perfon  whaUoever,  for  paus- 
ing faid  gates,  or  either  of  them,  who  are  going  to  or  from  a 
f  uneral,  or  election,  or  who  may  have  occalion  to  pafs  a  gate  for 
the  common,  bu&nefs  of  a  faun,  or  who  may  be  going  to  or  from, 
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public  worfhip  on  a  Sunday,  or  who  may  go  to  or  return  from 
mill,  with  grain  or  flour  for  his  family's  ufe  ;  and  alfo,  that  fuch 
perfons  who  may  in  waggons  or  carts,  the  wheels  of  which  (hall 
be  made  with  felloes  of  the  breadth  of  eight  inches  on  the  face 
or  out  fide  of  them,  (hall  and  may  ufe  faid  road,  and  pafs  faid 
^ates  free  from  any  toll  or  expence  whatfoevcr,  for  five  years  af- 
ter the  gates  are  erected. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  corporation  (hall  28 
caufe  mile-ftones  to  be  erected  or  placed,  one  for  each  and  every 
■mile  on  the  faid  road,  from  the  court  houfe  in  Poughkeeptie-, 

to  the  e after n  extreme  thereof,  and  on  each  (lone  placed  as  afore- 
faid,  (hall  be  fairly  and  legibly  marked  the  diftance  the  faid  Hone 
is  from  the  court  houfe  in  Poughkeepfie,  and  the  faid  corporation  2° 
fhall  alfo  caufe  to  be  fixed  in  a  conipicuous  place  at  each  gate 
or  turnpike,  a  printed  or  painted  lilt  of  the  rates  of  toll  which 
may  be  lawfully  demanded. 

XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  perfons  travelling  in  30 
ileighs,  fleds  or  carriages  of  any  description  on  faid  road,  or  any 
part  thereof,  in  cafe  of  meeting  others  lhall  always  take  the  right 
hand  part  of  the  road,  and  in  cafe  of  flcighs  or  fleds  the  right  ha. id 
water-way.  * 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  pcrfon  or  perfons,  3t 
(hall  break  or  throw  down  or  deface  any  of  the  mile-ftones  fo 
creeled,  for  the  information  of  the  good  people  of  this  (late,  or 
fhall  cut,  break  down  or  deftroy  any  of  the  gates  or  turnpikes, 
which  (hall  be  erected  in  purfuance  of  this  art,  or  (hall  forcibly 
pafs  the  fame  without  having  paid  the  legal  toll  at  fuch  gate  or 
turnpike,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  nor  lefs  than  one  dollar,  to  he  re- 
covered with  cofts  of  fuitby  the  treasurer  of  the  faid  corporation, 

to  their  ufe,  in  an  acl  ion  of  trefpafs  ;  and  if  any  perfon  (hail,  with 
his  team,  carriage  or  horfe,  turn  out  of  faid  road,  to  pafs  the  fuid 
gates  or  turnpikes  or  any  of  them,  on  ground  adjacent  thereto,  to 
avoid  the  Joll  due  by  virtue  of  this  art,  fuel*  perfons  (hall  forfeit 
and  pay  ten  times  as  much  as  the  legal  toll  would  have  been  for 
any  fuch  perfon  pa  fling  through  the  faid  gate  or  turnpike,  with 
cofts  of  fuit,  to  be  recovered  by  the  treafurer  of  the  laid  corpora- 
tion for  the  ufe  thereof,  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  court 
having  jurifdicYion  of  the  fame  ;  and  that  in  any  trial  to  be  had 
re fpe cling  fuch  leaving  faid  road,  and  avoiding  faid  gates  or 
turnpikes,  or  either  of  them,  it  lhall  be  fuffkient  for  laid  corpo- 
ration, to  prove  that  fuch  perfon  did  leave  faid  road,  and  alter 
paffing  further  on  beyond  faid  gates,  or  either  of  them,  did  again 
take  the  public  road,  leading  through  or  from  faid  gates  or  either 
of  them  ;  and  that  the  burthen  of  the  proof,  with  refpert  to  the 
intention  or  defign  of  the  defendant  in  leaving  faid  road,  and 
avoiding  faid  gates  or  either  of  them,  (hall  lay  entirely  on  the 
defendant. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gathcrer  lhall  5- 
onneceflarily  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  palfen^er,  at  either 
of  the  faid  gates,  or  (hall  demand  or  receive  more  toll  than  is 
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by  this  a6l  eftabli(hed,  he  fhall  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and 
pay  the  fum  of  two  dollars,  to  be  profecuted  for  and  recovered, 
together  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  an  aclion  of  debt,  before  any  judice 
ol*  the  peace  of  the  faid  county  of  Dutchefs,  for  the  fole  ufe  of  the 
perfon  fo  unneceffarily  hindered  or  attempted  to  be  defrauded. 

33  XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  (hares  in  the  faid  turn- 
pike road  {hall  be  taken,  deemed  and  contidered  to  be  perfonal 
edate,  and  (hall  and  may  be  transferable,  and  that  the  transfers 
of  the  faid  (hares  (hall  be  made  and  entered  in  the  books  of  the 
faid  prefident,  directors  and  company. 

54  XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  the  prefident  and  direc- 
tors of  the  faid  corporation  fhall  keep  a  juft  and  fair  account  of 

35  all  monies  received  for  toll  on  the  faid  road,  and  (hall  make  and 
declare  a  dividend  of  the  clear  profit  and  income,  (all  contingent 
charges  and  expences  being  fird  deducted)  among  all  the  dock- 
holders  of  the  flock  of  the  faid  corporation  ;  and  lhall  on  the  fe- 
cond  Tucfdays  in  May  and  November  in  every  year,  publilh  the 
half  yearly  dividend,  to  be  made  of  the  faid  clear  profits  among 
the  laid  (lockholders,  and  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the 
fame  will  be  paid,  and  (hall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  paid  accordingly. 

36  XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  corporation, 
(hall  within  fix  months  after  the  gates  or  turnpikes  are  fet  up, 
lodge  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  this  (late,  an  exa£l  ac. 
count  of  the  expences  thereof ;  and  the  faid  corporation  (hall  an- 
nually exhibit  to  the  faid  comptroller,  a  true  account  of  the  divi- 
dends made  and  arifing  from  the  faid  toll,  and  the  annual  dif- 
burfcmenls  on  faid  road. 

XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  comptroller  (hall, 
and  he  is  hereby  required  co  report  to  the  legiftature  of  this  (late, 
whenever  it  (hall  appear  from  the  accounts  fo  to  be  exhibited  to 
him,  that  the  income  arifing  from  the  faid  toll,  (hall  have  fully 
compeniated  the  faid  (lockholders  of  faid  corporation,  for  all  mo* 
nies  they  have  expended  in  purchafes,  making,  repairing,  orna- 

37  menting  and  taking  care  of  faid  road,  together  with  an  intereft 

38  thereon  of  fourteen  per  centum  per  annum,  and  thereupon  the 
faid  corporation  (hall  be  diftolved,  and  the  intereft  and  property 
of  the  faid  road  (hall  be  veiled  in  the  people  of  this  date  ;  Provided, 
That  if  the  faid  corporation  (hall  not  proceed  to  commence  work 
on  the  faid  road,  within  two  years  after  pa  fling  this  acl,  and  (hall 
not  within  fix  years  thereafter  complete  the  faid  road  according 
to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this  a£l,  then  and  in  either  of  thefo 
catcs,  th^s  aft  fhall  ceafc,  he  void  and  of  no  effect 
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SCHOHARIE. 

CHAP.  CXIII.

Pafled  April  5th,  1802. 

I.  ID  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  represented' 

JD  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Ifaac  Northrop,  Thomas  E.  \ 
Barker,  Storm  A.  Becker,  Henry  Wells,  junior,  William  Fra- 
zicr  and  Alexander  Alexander,  and  all  fuch  perfons  as  fliall  aflb- 
ciate,  for  the  purpofe  of  making  a  good  and  fumcient  road,  be- 
ginning at  an  oak  (lump  in  a  north  courfe  from  and  near  the 
houfe  of  Andrew  Movers,  in  the  town  of  Cockfackie,  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Greene,  purfuing  the  mod  practicable  and  convenient  route 
to  Freehold,  continuing  the  fame  to  Middleburgh,  in  the  county 
of  Schoharie,  and  from  thence  by  the  moll  direct  route  to  inter- 
fect  the  great  weftern  turnpike  road,  leading  from  Albany  through 
Cherry-Valley,  in  the  mod  convenient  place  at  or  near  Cherry- 
Valley,  fhall  be  and  hereby  are  created  and  made  a  corporation 
and  body  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  u  The  Pre-  2 
lident,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  bchoharie  Turnpike  Road,*' 
and  by  that  name  fliall  be  capable  in  law  to  purchafe,  have,  hold, 
enjoy  and  retain  to  them  and  their  refpective  fucceflbrs,  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  and  effects  of  every 
kind  whatfoever  :  Provided,  The  lands  fo  to  be  held,  fhall  not  ex-  3 
ceed  in  value  three  thoufand  dollars,  and  the  fame  or  any  part 
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thereof  to  fell,  grant,  demife,  alien  or  difpofe  of,  to  fue  and  be 
fued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  anfwer  and  be  anfwered  unto,  de- 
fend and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  record,  or  in  any  other 
place  whatfoever  :  Provided,  That  fuch  eftate  fo  to  be  purchafed 
and  held,  (hall  be  neceffary  to  fulfil  the  end  and  intent  of  the 
corporation  hereby  created,  and  to  no  other  ufe,  intent  or  pur- 
pofe  whatfoever. 

4  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  Ifaac  Northrop  of  Carikill, 
and  Thomas  £.  Barker  of  Freehold,  in  the'  county  of  Greene, 
Storm  A.  Becker  of  Middleburgh,  and  William  Beekman  of 
Sharon,  be  and  they  hereby  are  appointed  commiflioners,  to  do 
and  perform  the  feveral  duties  herein  after  mentioned,  that  is  to 
fay  :  They  lhall  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  May  next,  procure  four

the  fame  open  for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  fubferiptions  ;  and 
every  fubferiber  (halt  at  the  time  of  fubferibing,  pay  unto  either 
of  the  faid  commiflioners,  the  fum  of  two  dollars  for  each  (hare 

6  fo  fubferibed  ;  and  the  faid  commiflioners,  as  foon  as  five  hun- 
dred (hares  (hall  have  been  fubferibed,  (hall  caufe  an  advertUc- 
ment  in  two  of  the  public  newfpapers  printed  nearefl  to  the  route 
of  faid  road,  giving  at  lead  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  the  faid  fubferibers  (hall  meet  for  the  pur- 

7  pofe  of  choofing  nine  directors,  who  (hall  be  (lockholders,  for 
the  purpofe  of  managing  the  concerns  of  the  faid  company  for 

8  one  year  ;  and  the  day  of  choofing  the  faid  directors  fhall  there- 
after be  the  anniverfary  day  for  choofing  directors  ;  and  any  five 
of  the  faid  directors  (hall  be  a  quorum  and  capable  of  tranfacting 
the  bufinefs  of  faid  corporation,  and  every  act  of  a  majority  of 
the  faid  directors  fo  met,  (hall  be  binding  on  the  faid  corporation  ;

tinuance of  this  act,  maintain  and  keep  the  fame  in  good  order

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  ll 
for  the  directors  of  the  faid  corporation  to  agree  with  any  perfon 
or  perfons  who  may  be  willing  to  undertake  to  complete  any 
part  of  the  faid  road,  and  to  take  payment  therefor  in  turnpike 
Aock. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  as  foon  as  the  faid  prefi-  15 
dent,  directors  and  company  (hall  have  completed  ten  miles  of 
the  faid  road,  in  the  manner  fpecified,  then  it  ihall  be  lawful  for 
the  prefident,  directors  and  company  to  give  notice  to  the  per- 
fon adminiflering  the  government  of  this  (late,  who  Ihall  there- 
upon forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  judicious  perfons  to 
view  the  fame,  and  report  to  him  in  writing  whether  the  faid 
road  is  fo  far  executed  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act ;  and  if  the  report,  or 
that  of  any  two  of  the  faid  perfons,  is  in  the  affirmative^  then 

it  mail  be  lawful  for  the  faid  perfon  adminiftering  the  govern-

every  cart  drawn  by  one  horfe,  four  cents  ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  coachee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents  ;  for  every  other 
four  wheel  carriage  drawn  by  two  horfes,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve 
cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional  horfe,  mule  or  ox ; 
for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen  or  horfes,  fix  cents,  and  three 
cents  for  every  additional  horfe  or  ox  ;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled, 
fix  cents,  if'drawn  by  two  horfes  or  oxen,  and  in  like  proportion 

18  jf  drawn  by  a  greater  or  lefs  number  or  horfes  or  oxen  :  Provided 
that  no  perfon  pafling  to  or  from  public  worfhip  on  Sunday,  go- 
ing to  their  common  labour  on  their  farm  with  their  cattle,  or 
teams,  or  returning  therefrom,  carrying  firewood,  going  to  or 
returning  from  mill,  fliall  pay  any  toll  at  any  gate  fituated  within 

19  the  bounds  of  the  town  in  which  they  are  refident  :  And  it  mail 
be  lawful  for  any  of  the  toll-gatherers  to  flop  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons  driving  any  carriage  or  fled,  riding  or  leading  horfes,  driv- 
ing horfes,  oxen,  ftieep  or  hogs  from  pafling  through  any  of  the 
gates  or  turnpikes,  till  they  have  refpecYively  paid  the  tolls  above

gates  on  ground  adjacent  thereto,  and  again  enter  on  the  faid 
road,  with  intention  of  defrauding  the  faid  company  by  avoiding 
the  payment  of  the  toll  due  by  virtue  of  this  a6\,  fuch  perfon 
fliall  forfeit  the  fum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  aforefaid, 
with  coils. 

22  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gatherer  fliall 
unreafonably  delay  or  hinder  any  perfon  from  pafling  any  of  the 
gates,  and  at  any  time  in  the  day  or  night,  on  tendering  the  legal 
toll,  or  fliall  demand  more  than  is  eftabliflied  by  this  act,  he  fliall 
for  every  fuch  offence  pay  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  before  any  juftice  in  the  county  where  fuch  offence 
fliall  be  committed,  for  the  fole  ufe  of  the  perlimfo  hindered,  de- 
layed or  defrauded,  and  in  his  name,  with  cods. 

23  IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  flock  of  the  faid  com- 
pany ihall  be  taken  and  deemed  pcrfunal  eftate,  and  fliall  and  may 

.  be  transferable,  agreeably  to  fuch  bye  laws,  rules  and  regulations, 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made  therefor  by  the  directors. 

24  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  prcfident  and  directors 
of  the  faid  corporation  fliall  keep  a  juft  and  fair  account  of  all  mo- 
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nies  received  by  the  feveral  collectors  of  toll  on  faid  road,  and  25 
ihal!  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  clear  profits  and  income 
(all  contingent  cods  and  charges  being  firft  deducted)  among  all 
the  flockholders  of  the  faid  corporation,  and  (hall  on  the  firft  clays 
of  January  and  July  in  every  year,  publifh  the  half  yearly  divi- 
dend to  be  made  of  the  faid  clear  profits  among  the  ftockholders, 
and  of  the  times  and  places  when  and  where  the  fame  will  be  paid, 
and  (hall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  paid  accordingly. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  faid  prefident  and  direc-  26 
tors  Lhall  within  fix  months  after  faid  road  is  completed,  lodge 

in  the  comptroller's  office  of  this  (late,  an  account  of  the  expence 
thereof,  and  the  corporation  fhall  annually  exhibit  to  the  comp-  . 
trollcr  a  true  account  or  dividend  of  all  the  income  arifmg  from 
faid  toll,  with  the  annual  difburfements  on  faid  road. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  legiflature  may  dif-  27 
folve  the  faid  corporation  when  the  income  arifing  from  faid  toll 
lhall  have  fully  compenfated  the  faid  corporation  for  all  monies 
they  may  have  expended  in  purchafing,  making,  repairing  and  tak- 
ing care  of  faid  road,  together  with  an  intereft  thereon  of  fourteen  28 
per  centum  per  annum,  and  thereupon  the  right,  intereft  and

WHEREAS  the  prefident,  directors  and  company  of  the  wef- 
ttrn  inland  lock  navigation  of  the  ftate  of  New-York,  have 
by  their  petition,  prayed  further  aid  to  enable  them  to  profecute 
their  operations  :  In  compliance  wherewith, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented 

1  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  perfons  who  have  been  flockhold- 
trs  in  the  laic)  company,  who  have  complied  with  the  requifitions 
of  the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  made  before  the  nineteenth 
day  of  February,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  and 
who  have  at  any  time  lince  neglected,  and  dill  neglect  to  pay  any 
of  the  fums  required  to  be  paid  by  fuch  prefident  and  directors, 
by  any  requiiition  by  them  made,  after  the  faid  nineteenth  day  of 
February,  fhall  be  re-admitted  (lockholders  of  the  faid  company, 
upon  their  paying,  within  fix  months  after  the  patting  of  this  art,

An  ACT  for  incorporating  an  Aqueduct  Association  in  the  Town  of 
Hamilton,  in  the  County  of  Chenango. 

Pafted  April  5th,  1802. 

WHEREAS  Elifha  Payne,  together,  with  fundry  other  ci- 
tizens, have  afiociated  for  the  purpofe  of  fupplying  the 
village  where  courts  are  held  in  the  town  of  Hamilton,  in  the 
county  of  Chenango,  with  pure  and  wholefome  water,  for  the 
ufe  of  fuch  inhabitants  thereof  and  others  as  may  be  inclined  to 
take  the  fame  :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Heiv-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Eliiha  Payne,  Peter  P.  Roots,  1 
Benjamin  Pierce,  Nathaniel  King,  John  Collins,  Thomas  Green- 
ly, John  Williams  and  James  Pettit,  and  fuch  other  perfon s  as  may 
become  interfiled  in  the  alTociation  or  company  formed  for  fup- 
plying the  faid  village  with  water,  by  means  of  conduits  or  aque- 
ducts, (hall  be  and  hereby  are  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
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2  rate,  in  fact  aiul  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Aqueduct  Affoci- 
ation  in  the  town  of  Hamilton, "  and  by  that  name  (hall  be  ca- 
pable in  law  to  fue  and  be  fued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any

ceflbrs,  until  the  firft  day  of  March,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred 
and  fourteen,  (hall  and  may  have  continual  fuccemon,  and  mail

ment of  its  debts,  or  when  fuch  flock  fhall  be  truly  pledged  to  it 
by  way  of  fecurity  for  debts  due  the  faid  corporation  ;  And  fun-  2$ 
thcr,  It  (hall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  corporation  to  iilue  or  emit 
any  notes  or  bills,  or  make  any  contract  for  the  payment 
of  money  only,  except  the  fame  be  under  the  feal  of  the  faid 
corporation,  and  all  fuch  notes,  bills  aud  contracts  fhall  be  con- 
ftrued  and  taken  to  be  fpecialties,  and  fhall  not  poffefs  any  other 
or  greater  power  of  being  affignedor  transferred  than  fpecialties

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time  herein  before  limited,  conftrued  in  all  courts  and  places,  be- 
nignly and  favourably  for  every  beneficial  purpofe  therein  intended. 
36  XV.  And  be  it  further  enacttd.  That  in  refpecl  to  all  debts  con- 
tracted by  the  faid  corporation  before  the  firfl  day  of  March,  which 
will  be  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and

I.  Be  it  er.ail-.d  h  the  People  of  the  State  of  New -York  >  represent- 
ed in  Saute  end  Assembly*  That  all  fuch  perfons  as  now  are,  or  2 
hereaficr  ihall  be,  members  oi"  the  faitl  company,  (hall  be,  and 
herd)}  are  ordained,  commuted  and  declared  to  be,  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the 

"  Wellington  Mutual  Affurance  Company  of  the  city  of  New- 
York  and  that  by  that  name  they  and  their  fucceffors,  (hall 
and  may  have  fucceflion  during  the  continuance  of  this  act ;  and 
ihall  be  perfons  in  law,  capable  of  filing  and  being  fued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  anfwering  and  being  anfwered  unto,  defend- 
ing and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatfoever,  in 
all  manner  of  actions^  fuits,  complaints,  matters  and  caufes  what-

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Poor  Widows 

with  small  Children. 

Paffed  April  2d,  1 802. 

WHEREAS  a  number  of  ladies  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
have  aflbciated  for  the  humane  purpofe  of  relieving  the 
diltrelTes  of  poor  widows  with  fmall  children,  and  by  their  peti- 
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tion,  prefented  to  the  legiflature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated  : 

Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 

in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  fuch  pcrfons  of  the  female  fex,  as  I 
now  are,  or  hereafter  (hall  be  annual  fubferibers  to  the  faid  aflbcia- 
tion,  (hall  be  and  hereby  are  conftituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  "  The  Society  for  the  Relief  of  poor  Widows  with  fmall 
Children  and  by  that  name,  fhall  have  perpetual  fucceffion,  and 
be  in  law  capable  of  fuing  and  being  fued,  defending  and  being  de- 
fended in  all  courts  and  places  whatfoever,  and  in  all  manner  of  ac- 
tions and  caufes  whatfoever  ;  and  may  have  a  common  feal,  and 
change  the  fame  at  their  pleafure  ;  and  fhall  by  that  name  be  ca- 
pable in  law,  of  purchaling,  holding  and  conveying  any  eft  ate,  real 
dr  perfonal,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  corporation  :  Provided,  That  a 
fuch  eftate  fhall  never  exceed  in  value  fifty  thoufand  dollars,  nor 
be  applied  to  any  other  purpofes  than  the  charitable  one  for 
which  this  incorporation  is  formed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  eftate  and  concerns  of  3 
the  faid  corporation  (hall  be  managed  and  difpofed  of  by  a  u  Board 
of  Direction,"  to  be  compofed  of  a  firft  and  fecond  directrefs,  a 
fecretary,  a  treafurer,  and  not  lefs  than  fix,  nor  more  than  twelve 
managers,  (two  thirds  of  whom  fhall  be  a  quorum)  to  be  elected  4 
by  plurality  of  ballots  of  the  members  refident  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  yearly,  on  the  fecond  Wednefday  of  November,  at  fuch  place 

in  the  faid  city,  and  after  fuch  notice  as  the  board  of  direction  may, 
from  time  to  time,  by  ordinance  appoint ;  and  if  any  vacancy  (hall  5 
be  occafioncd  by  the  death,  refignation  or  removal  of  a  directrefe, 
fecretary,  treafurer  or  manager,  the  fame  (hall  be  filled  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  year  by  a  fpecial  election,  by  a  ballot  as  afore  faid, 
to  be  holden  at  fuch  time  and  place  in  the  faid  city,  as  the  board 
of  direction  (hall  appoint;  and  until  the  election  on  the  firft  Wcdnef-  § 
day  of  November  next,  Ifabella  Graham,  ihall  be  firft  directrefs, 
Catharine  Wilkinfon,  fecond  directrefs,  Jane  Harrifon,  fecretary, 
Sarah  Goold,  treafurer,  ami  Sarah  Mills,  Sarah  Hoffman,  Eliza 
Ann  Seton,  Mary  Hofack,  Helden  Rogers,  Suian  Bogert,  Frances 
Burrell,  Ann  Pierce,  Mary  Wyckoff,  Ifabella  Smith,  Mary  Watts 
and  Mary  Murray,  managers. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  the  annual  election  (hall  7 
not  be  made  on  the  dated  day,  the  corporation  (hall  not  thereby  be 
diirolved,  but  the  members  of  the  board  of  direction  (hall  continue 

in  office  till  a  new  election,  which  ihall  be  made  at  fuchfime  and 
place,  and  after  fuch  notice  as  the  board  of  diredion  Ihall  prefcribe.

WHEREAS  it  is  neceffary  that  a  treaty  be  held  with  the 
Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  to  extinguilh  their  claim  to  lands 
eaft  of  Lake-Erie,  to  enable  this  (late  to  cede  their  jurifdiclion 
or  fell  to  the  United  States  a  fufficient  quantity  of  the  faid  land 
at  the  eaftern  extremity  of  Lake-Erie,  at  a  place  called  the  Black- 
Rock,  as  may  be  fufficient  for  the  eilablifhmcnt  of  a  military 
poll :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  2few-York<  represent- 
X    ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  mall  and  may  ba  lawful  for  the 
perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  Hate,  or  his  agent 
or  agents,  to  hold  a  treaty  (on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  flatc) 
with  the  Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  to  extinguilh  their  claim  to 
the  whole  or  fuch  part  of  their  lands  .at  the  ealt  end  of  Lake-Erie, 
of  one  mile  wide,  on  Niagara-river,  from  Buflaloes-crcek  to 
Stedman's  farm,  including  Black-Rock,  with  fo  much  land  ad-

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  comptroller  (hall,  and  5 
he  is  hereby  authorifed  and  required  to  audit  and  allow  the  ac- 
count of  Jolhua  Merfercau,  one  of  the  late  commifltoners  of  tax- 
es for  the  county  of  Tioga,  for  fervices  as  fuch  for  the  year  one 
thoufand  eight  hundred,  and  to  draw  his  warrant  for  fuch  f\wn  as 
he  (hall  find  due  to  the  faid  Jomua  Merfereau,  upon  the  treafu- 
rer, who  is  hereby  requiued  to  pay  the  fame  to  the  faid  Jofhua 
Merfereau* 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  fhall,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  pay  to  the  prefulcnt  of  the  fenate,  the 
fpeakcr  of  the  affembly,  and  the  members  and  attendant  officers  of 
the  fenate  and  affembly,  the  like  fums  rcfpecYively,  for  each  day's 
attendance  and  travelling  at  the  prefent  feflion,  in  addition  to  the 
fums  allowed  to  them  rcfpecYively,  in  and  by  the  a6l,  entitled 
"  An  A61  for  the  fupport  of  government,"  paffed  April  7th,  130i, 
as  was  allowed  to  them  rcfpecYively  at  the  lafl  frfiion  of  the  lc- 
giflaturc,  including  the  like  allowances  to  Henry  1.  nlccckcr, 
aflillant  clerk  of  the  fenale,  as  was  made  laft  year  to  the  aui.lanc 
clerk  of  the  affembly. 
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6  XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  the  firfl  day  of  July 
laft  to  the  firfl  day  of  July  next,  there  (hall  be  allowed  to  the  fc- 
veral  officers  of  government,  in  addition  to  the  annual  falaries 
now  allowed  to  them  and  each  of  them  refpectively,  in  and  by 
the  act,  entitled  "  An  Acl  for  the  fupport  of  government,"  the 
following  fums,  to  wit :  To  the  chancellor,  at  the  rate  of  five  hun-

XXX.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  treafurer  of  this  (late 
fhall,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  pay  to  Anna  Bancker, 
the  fum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  in  compenfation  for  materials 
ufed  by  the  committee  aforefaid  in  fortifying  the  faid  harbour  ; 
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and  alfo  the  further  fum  of  nine  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  it  be- 
ing  for  three  and  an  half  years  rent  due  to  the  faid  Anna  Banc- 
ker,  for  ground  on  which  the  faid  fortifications  were  erected.

An  ACT  directing  the  Treasurer  of  this  State  to  bay  to  the  Treasu- 
rer  of  the  County  of  Ontario,  a  Sum  of  Money  to  which  the  said 
County  is  entitled,  under  the  Act  for  the  Enrouragement  of  Schools. 

Pafted  March  30th,  1802. 

WHEREAS  by  the  aft,  entitled  u  An  act  for  the  encourage- 
nien  of  Schools,"  patted  the  9th  of  April,  1795,  the  county 
of  Ontario  was  authorifed  to  receive  out  of  the  treafury  of  this 
(late,  for  the  purpofes  contemplated  in  faid  aft,  the  fum  of  feven 
hundred  aod  fifty  dollars,  on  the  third  Tuefday  of  March,  1796, 
and  the  like  fum  annually  for  four  years  thereafter  ;  And  whereas* 
It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  comptroller,  made  to  this  legif- 
iaturo  on  the  fourth  day  of  February,  1802,  that  he  fum  of  feven 
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Hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  fell  due  to- the  faid  county  of  On- 
tario, on  the  third  Tuefday  of  March,  17  J6,  has  never  been  paid, 
but  that  the  money  appropriated  to  that  ufe,  ftill  remains  in  the 
treafury  of  this  (late  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nev>-Torky  represented  (n 
Senate  and  Assehtbly,  That  it  mall  and  may  be  law  ful  for  the  trca- 
furer  of  this  ftate  and  he  is  hereby  directed,  to  pay  to  the  trea- 
surer of  the  county  of  Ontario,  or  to  his  order,  the  fum  of  feven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  by  him  diftributed  and  applied  ac- 
cording to  the  directions  of  the  faid  act,  for  the  encouragement  of 
fchools,  for  which  diftribution  and  application  the  faid  treafurer 
lhall  account  to  the  fupervifors  of  the  county.

An  ACT  for  the  Relief  of  Eliza  Livingston. 

Pafled  February  12th,  1802. 

WIEREAS  Schuyler  Livingfton,  and  Eliza,  his  wife,  by 
their  petition  to  the  legiflature,  have  let  forth,  that  Tho- 
mas H.  Barclay,  the  father  of  the  faid  Eliza,  and  whofe  eftate  was 
forfeited  to  the  people  of  this  ftate,  by  virtue  of  an  act  pafled  the 
22d  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1779,  had  agreed  to 
purchafe,  previous  to  the  patting  thereof,  of  the  truftees  of  the 
eftate  of  the  late  Peter  Dubois,  deceafed,  a  certain  farm,  fituate 
in  the  then  county  of  Ulfter,  for  the  fura  of  two  thoufand  feven 
hundred  pounds,  current  money  of  this  ftate  ;  that  the  coniidcra- 
tion  money  aforefaid  had  been  paid  to  the  faid  trullces  or  one  of 
them,  but  no  deed  executed  by  them  or  either  of  them  for  the 
faid  farm  ;  and  that  the  faid  Thomas  H.  Barclay  had  afligned  his 
intereft  in  the  faid  agreement  to  his  faid  daughter,  wherefore

a  large  tract  of  cleared  land,  on  the  eaft  fide  of  faid  river,  adjoin- 
ing the  fort  belonging  to  the  people  of  this  ftate,  which  would  af- 
ford pafture  and  hay  for  the  fupport  of  cattle  and  horfes  neceffa- 
ry  to  carry  on  a  work  fo  laudable  :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-Yorky  represented

The  fecond  ward  fhall  begin  at  the  foutheafterly  corner  of 
the  firft  ward,  and  run  along  the  eafterly  bounds  thereof,  acrofs 
the  Eaft  river,  to  and  along  the  middle  of  Pine-ftreet,  to  the  mid- 
dle of  Naflau-ftreet ;  then  along  the  middle  of  Naflau-ftreet  to  a 
point  oppofite  the  middle  of  George-ftreet ;  then  along  the  middle

The  fixth  ward  (hall  begin  at  the  place  where  Murray-ftreet 
interfefts  Broadway  ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  Broadway  to  the 
middle  of  Grand-ftrect ;  then  along  the  middle  of  Grand-ftreet  to 
the  middle  of  the  Bowery  road  ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  Bow- 
ery road  to  the  middle  of  Chatham-ftreet  ^  then  along  the  middle 
of  Chatham-ftreet  to  a  place  oppofite  to  the  middle  of  Murray- 
ftreet  ;  then  along  the  middle  of  Murray-ftreet  to  the  place  of 
beginning.

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor k,  repre- 
ss sensed  in  Senate  and  Assembly*  That  th*  mayor,  recorder 
and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New-York,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  (hall  be  one,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  empowered,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  firft 
day  of  May  next,  to  order  the  railing  a  fum  not  exceeding  forty- 
five  ihoufand  dollars,  by  a  tax  on  the  eftates,  real  and  perfonal, 
of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  within  the  faid  city  and  county 
of  New -York,  to  be  applied  to  the  fupport  and  maintenance  o£ 
the  poor  of  the  faid  city  and  county,  the  fupport  and  repairs  of 
the  Bridewell,  the  fupport  and  maintenance  of  criminal  prifonera,- 
the  making,  repairing,  regulating  and  improving  the  public  roads 
and  llreets,  and  the  defraying  other  contingent  expenccs  arifing 
within,  and  properly  chargeable  to  the  faid  city  and  county  ;  and 
alfo  a  further  fum  not  exceeding  thirty  thoufand  dollars,  by  a. 
tax  on  the  eftates,  real  and  perfonal,  of  the  frecholdets  and  in- 
habitants within  the  faid  city,  to  the  fouthward  of  a  line  begin- 
ning at  the  outlet  of  the  meadow  of  Anthony  Lifpenard  into  Hud- 
fon  river,  thence  extending  to  and  along  ihe  north  fide  of  the 
dwelling-houfe  late  of  Nicholas  Bayaid,  deceafed  ;  thence  along 
the  middle  of  William-ftreet  to  and  acrofs  the  Bowery  lane,  to 
Bullock- ftreet,  to  the  Eaft  river,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
fo  many  watchmnn  as  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of 
the  faid  city,  in  common  council  convened,  (hall  from  time  to 
time  determine  to  be  neceflary  for  guarding  the  faid  city ;  to  the 
purchafe  of  oil,  providing  lamps,  and  repairing  and  attending 
thofe  which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  erc£lcd  in  the  faid  city  ; 
to  the  cleaning,  repairing  and  making  the  public  wells  and  pumps 
in  the  laid  city,  and  to  defray  the  other  contingent  expences 
arifing  in  and  properly  chargeable  to  that  pan  of  the  laid  city 
which  lies  to  the  fouthward  of  the  line  atorcfaid,  as  the  faid 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  in  common  council  convened, 
may  from  time  lo  time  direct,  and  for  fupplying  the  deficiences 
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of  former  taxes  upon  the  fame  part  of  the  faid  city,  owing  to  in- 
folvencies  and  fees  of  collection  not  heretofore  provided  for.

An  ACT  to  invest  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Commonalty  of  the  City 
of  New-Fork  with  adequate  Powers  in  Relation  to  certain  Objects 
of  Importance  to  the  Police  and  Health  of  the  said  City. 

Pa(Ted  April  2d,  1803. 

WHEREAS  the  general  welfare  of  the  (late  is  connected 
with  the  fafcty  and  health  of  the  city  of  New* York, 
which  has  been  vi filed  by  definitive  and  epidemic  difeafe,  the 
caufes  of  which,  as  far  as  human  wifdom  can  difcover,  ought  to 
be  removed,  and  fuch  meafures  adopted  as,  by  divine  favour,  may 
prevent  the  return  of  that  fatal  malady.  And  whereas  it  is  repre- 
sented to  the  legislature,  that  noxious  exhalations  from  funken 
and  damp  lots  of  ground,  deep  damp  cellars,  narrow  and  confined 
flreets,  foul  and  ill-conllt  u<5led  finks,  arid  privies  unfinillied,  water 
lots,  foul  flips,  putrid  or  unfound  provifions,  and  other  evils  of  a 
fimilar  nature,  together  with  the  practice  of  interring  the  dead  in 
the  heat  of  fummer  in  improper  places,  and  without  due  precau- 
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tions,  are  among  the  caufcs,  to  which  the  exiftence  or  malignity 
of  that  difeafe  may  be  in  a  great  meafure  attributed  :  Therefore, 
to  remedy  the  faid  evils, 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Kev-York,  represented 

1  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  (aid  city,  in  common  council  convened,  (hall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  make  and  pafs  fuch  bye-laws  and  ordi- 
nances as  they  (hall  from  time  to  time  deem  neceflary  and  proper 
for  the  filling  up,  draining  and  regulating  of  any  grounds,  yards 
or  cellars  within  the  faid  city,  that  may  be  funken,  damp,  or  un- 
wholefome,  or  which  they  may  deem  proper  to  fill  up,  drain,  raife, 
lower  or  regulate  ;  and  alfo,  for  caufing  all  fuch  lots  of  ground 
in  the  faid  city,  adjoining  to  Hudfon's  river  or  to  the  Eaft  river 
or  Sound,  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  think  proper,  to  be  fill- 
ed up  with  wholefome  earth,  or  other  folid  materials,  fo  far  into 
the  faid  rivers  refpec~\ively  as  they  (hall  from  time  to  time  deem 

2  expedient  for  promoting  the  health  of  the  faid  city  ;  and  for  com- 
pelling the  proprietors  of  fuch  lots  to  make  fuitable  bulk-heads

in  the  faid  city,  who  lhall  have  power  at  all  times  between  fun  14 
rife  and  fun  fet,  to  enter  into  any  cellar,  lot  of  ground  or  building 
of  any  kind,  and  to  examine  the  flate  thereof,  and  to  report  the 
fame  10  the  faid  common  council,  whenever  he  or  they  fhall 
judge  that  the  health  of  the  city  may  require  any  alterations  or 
regulations  therein. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cafes  where  the  faid  15 
bye-laws  or  ordinances  fhall  require  any  thing  to  be  done,  by  or 
with  refpect  to  the  property  of  feveral  perfons,  or  in  relation  to 
the  filling  up,  altering  or  amending  any  of  the  public  flips  in  the 
laid  city,  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty!  in  common 
council  convened,  (hall  caufe  the  expenfe  of  fuch  works  to  be  cf- 
timatcd  and  alTefled  in  the  fame  manner  as  is  by  law  directed,  with 
refpeel  to  the  paving,  altering  or  regulating  the  public  ftreets  in 
the  faid  city  ;  and  where  the  fame  fhall  relate  to  the  filling  up,  16 
altering  or  amending  the  public  flips  as  aforefaid,  one  third  of  the 
expence  attending  the  fame  fhall  be  borne  by  the  faid  mayor,  al- 
dermen and  commonalty,  and  the  refidue  by  the  perfons  in  the 
vicinity  who  may  be  benefiued  thereby,  and  in  other  cafes  fuch 
expenfes  fhall  be  borne  by  the  perfons  refpecYively  upon  whom 
the  fame  may  be  afTefled  as  aforefaid.  t 

V.  And  be  it  further  enactcdy>Th&t  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  17 
for  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  in  all  cafes  where 
they  may  deem  it  neceflary,  for  the  more  fyeedy  execution  of  the 
faid  bye-laws  and  ordinances,  or  any  of  them,  to  caufe  all  such 
works  as  may  be  necefTary  for  any  of  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  or 
any  part  thereof,  to  be  executed  and  done  at  their  own  expenfe, 
on  account  of  the  perfons  refpectively  upon  whom  the  fame  may 

be  alTefled,  and  fhall  have  full  power  and  are  hereby  authorized 
to  levy  the  fame,  with  lawful  intereft,  and  all  reafonable  coils  and 
expenfes  attending  fuch  proceedings  by  diflrefs  and  fale  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  proprietors  or  occupants  of  the  property 
upon  or  by  reafon  of  which  any  fuch  fum  fhall  have  been  afTefTetl, 
or  to  recover  the  amount  ofevery  fuch  expenfe,  by  aeVion  of  debt, 
in  any  court  of  record,  from  the  perfons  refpec\ively  on  whofe 
account  the  fame  fhall  have  been  incurred,  their  refpecYive  heirs, 
executors  or  adminiftralors,  in  all  which  actions  they  fhall  alfo 
recover  lawful  intereft  upon  the  faid  amount,  with  full  cofts  of 
fuit. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  amount  of  every  fuch  18 
expenfe  which  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  fhall'

Pafled  March  26th,  1803. 

WHEREAS  the  frequent  mttancesof  fire  in  populous  eitie  s 
renders  it  neceffary  to  ufe  every  poflible  precaution  again  R 
^gfuch  calamities  :  And  whereas  the  regulation  of  the  buildings  of 
^JPhe  faid  city  will  greatly  contribute  thereto  :  Therefore, 
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I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nev>-York,  represent. 

1  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  day  of 
Auguft  next  enfuing,  every  dwelling-houfe  or  other  building, 
which  fhall  be  erected  or  built  within  the  compact  part  of  the 
faid  city,  (as  lately  furveyed  by  Jonas  Smith)  fhall  be  made  or 
constructed  of  ftone  or  brick,  with  party  or  fire  walls  twelve  in- 

3  ches  above  the  roof ;  and  if  any  dwelling-house  or  other  building 
whatsoever,  fhall  be  erected  contrary  to  this  a6t,  the  proprietor 
or  proprietors  thereof  fhall  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay

thence  fouth  fifty-three  degrees  eaft  one  hundred  and  feventy- 
one  rods  and  twelve  links,  to  the  center  of  the  turnpike  road  id 
front  of  the  dwelling-houfc  of  the  late  reverend  James  Proutlfit  * 
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thence  north  fifty- one  degrees  eail  two  hundred  and  thtrty-Gx 
Tods,  to  a  ftone  marked  corporation  number  four  ;  thence  north 
twenty-two  decrees  weft  one  hundred  and  eighty  rods,  to  the 
place  of  beginning,  (hall  continue  to  be  known  and  diftinguiftied 
by  the  name  of  the  Village  of  Salem  ;  and  the  freeholders  and  2 
inhabitants  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  alTembly,  who  majr

An  ACT  to  vest  certain  Powers  in  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants  •/ 
the  Port  of  Sag-Harbour,  for  the  Purpose  of  extinguishing  Fires, 
and  for  other  Purposes. 

Paffed  March  26th,  1803* 

I.  TT1E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented 
1  JO  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  Port  of  Sag-Harbour, 
having  a  right  to  vote  at  town-meetings,  and  refiding  within  the 
following  limits,  vis.  Beginning  at  a  road  leading  from  Sag-Har- 
bour aforefaid,  to  North  Sea,  upon  the  old  Legonce  creek,  or 
brook  ;  thence  running  with  the  faid  creek  or  brook,  to  the  mid- 
dle line,  an  old  boundary  between  the  great  fouth  and  north  di- 
vifion  ;  from  thence  on  the  faid  middle  line,  until  it  (Irikes  the 
line  between  the  towns  of  East  and  Southampton  ;  from  thence  a 
due  courfe  to  a  corner  tree,  on  the  land  of  William  I.  Ryfam, 
near  a  brook,  known  by  the  name  of  RaUle-fnake  brook  ;  from 
thence  a  direct  courfe  to  David  RuffePs  bridge  over  Northweft 
creek  ;  thence  down  faid  creek  until  it  empties  into  the  harbour  ; 
thence  following  the  fhores  of  the  faid  harbour,  (including  all 
wharves  and  (lores  thereon)  round  a  peninfula  of  land  known  by 
the  name  of  Bru(hy-neck,  until  it  (Irikes  the  mouth  of  faid  old  Le- 
gonee  creek  or  brook  ;  thence  following  faid  creek  to  the  place 
of  beginning  ;  to  meet  together  at  fuch  place  in  the  faid  port  of 
Sag-Harbour,  as  the  truftees  hereafter  directed  to  be  chofen  (haU 
appoint,  (hall  on  the  firft  Monday  of  May  next,  and  on  the  Cuff :la  ^ 
Monday  of  January  annually  thereafter,  then  and  there  proceed  fj*r 
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choofe,  by  ballot,  not  lefs  than  three  nor  more  than  five  difcreet 
freeholders,  to  be  called  the  truftees  of  the  fire  company  of  the 
port  of  Sag- Harbour. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  truftees  to  be  chof-  2 
en  as  afore  faid,  or  a  major  part  of  them,  (hall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  nominate  and  appoint  a  fufficient  number  of  firemen, 
who  lhall  be  willing  to  accept  of  fuch  appointment,  not  exceeding 
twenty  to  the  engine  now  provided,  or  others  hereafter  to  be  pro- 
vided for  the  ufe  of  faid  port,  out  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabi-

An  ACT  to  amend  an  Act  concerning  the  Supreme  Caurt. 

Pafled  February  12th,  4805.

J3  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  John  D.  Dickenfon, 
Charles  Selden,  Gucrt  Van  Schoonhoven,  Samuel  Stewart,  John 
Woodworth,  Albert  Pawling  and  John  T.  Clofe,  and  their  prefent 
and  future  allbciatcs,  their  fucceflbrs  and  afligns,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and   politic,  by  the  name  of 
"The  prefident  and  directors  of  the  Union  Bridge  company,"  for 
the  purpofe  of  building  a  bridge  over  the  Hudfon's  river,  at  or

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Van  Vechten,  Walter  Van  Vechten,  George  Jack  ways,  Ephratm 
Crocker,  Hugh  Peebles,  Gerrit  Peebles,  Thomas  Carpenter  and 
Richard  Davis,  and  their  prefent  and  future  aflbciates,  their  fuc- 
ceflbrs  and  aftigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  by  the  name  of  The  prefident  and  directors  of 
the  Fort-Miller  Bridge  Company,  for  the  purpofe  of  building  a 
bridge  over  the  Hudfon  river,  at  the  mod  convenient  place  with-

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An  ACT  to  authorize  the  building  of  a  Toll-Bridge  over  New  town 
Creek,  in  Quetus  County,  and  the  hying  out  a  Road  from  Newtown , 
in  the  County  aforesaid,  across  the  said  Bridge  through  Bushwick, 
in  Kings  County^  to  the  East  River.

I.  TJE  it  enact  td  by  the  Pcopi*  of  the  StoU  of  New-Tork,  represented 
I        il  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  there  fhall  be  eftablifhed  a 
company  of  ftockholders,  for  the  purpofe  of  building  a  bridge 
over  Newtown  creek,  in  the  county  of  Queens,  and  of  laying  open 
and  making  a  good  and  fufficieul  road  from  the  town  of  Newtown 
aforefaid,  acrofs  the  creek  aforefaid,  and  through  the  town  of 
Bufhwick,  in  Kings  county,  to  fome  point  or  place  on  the  bank 
of  the  Eaft  river,  to  be  fixed  upon  as  herein  after  it*  provided,  who 
Ihall  be  and  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  corporation  and  body 
politic,  in  fa6t  and  in  name,  to  be  known  and  dillinguithed  by  the 
flame  of  the  "  Newtown  and  Bufhwick  Bridge  Company,"  and  by 
that  name  they  and  ir.eir  fucceflbrs  for  ever,  Ihall  and  may  have 
perpetual  fucceflion,  and  fhall  be  and  arc  hereby  made  capable  m 
law  of  fuing  and  being  fued,  impleading  and  being  impleaded, 
anfwering  and  of  being  anfwered  unto,  defending  and  of  being  de- 
fended, in  all  courts  and  places  whatfoever,  and  alfo  (hall  and  may

I.  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York*  represent- 

1  JD  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Abraham  Oothoudt,  Pe- 
ter W.Fox,  Peter  Waggoner,  junior,  George  Waggoner,  Philip 
Nellis,  Volkert  D.  Oothoudt,  Jonas  Oothoudt  and  Gerrit  Oothr 
oudt,  and  their  prefent  and  future  alfociates,  their  fucceffbrs 
and  afligns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 

2  politic  for  the  term  of  forty  years,  by  the  name  of  14  The  Prefi- 
dent  and  Directors  of  the  Montgomery  Bridge  Company,"  for 
the  purpofe  of  erecYing  add  building  a  bridge  over  each  branch 
of  the  Mohawk  river  between  the  towns  of  Minden  and  Palatine, 
in  the  county  Of  Montgomery,  near  the  (lore  of  Jonas  Oothoudt 
and  company,  and  at  a  place  where  a  certain  illand  lies  in  the 
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faid  river  nearly  oppofite  the  divifion  line  of  the  land  belong- 
ing to  Peter  Waggoner  and  Peter  W.  Fox,  on  the  faid  illand  f 
and  faid  bridges  lhall  be  fo  conflructed  as  not  to  hinder  or  im- 
pede the  prefent  or  future  navigation  of  faid  river,  and  they  are 
hereby  ordained,  conflituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic

I.  T3  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stcte  of  New-York,  represented 
1        j£j  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  lupervitors  ot  the  coun- 
ties of  Ontario  and  Genesee  Ihall  be,  and  they  hereby  are  author  i- 
aed  and  required,  at  their  next  annual  meeting  in  each  county 
refpectiYely,  to  direct  to  be  raited,  levied,  collected  and  paid,  as 
the  necefTary  and  contingent  expences  of  faid  counties  are  by  law 
directed  to  be  raifed,  levied  and  collected,  a  fum  net  exceeding 
two  thoufand  dollars  in  each  of  faid  counties,  for  the  purpofe 
3   of  building  a  bridge  acrofs  the  Genefce  river,  between  the  towns 
of  Hartford  and  Southampton,  in  the  moa  eligible  place  on  or

Paffed  March  22d,  1803. 
I.  T)  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 

1  J3  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Mathew  Carpenter.  James 
Sayre,  Benjamin  Barton,  Jofeph  Colt,  Caleb  Biker,  Phineas 
Catlin,  William  Jenkins,  Ifaac  Baldwin,  Guy  Maxwell,  Howes 
Goldsborough,  Elijah  H.  Gordon,  Walter  Grieve  and  Thomas 
Powell,  and  all  Tuch  others  as  (hall  aflbciate  for  the  purpofe  of 

2  making  a  good  and  fuffictent  road,  to  run  in  the  mod  direct  and 
convenient  route,  as  far  as  circumflances  will  admit,  from  the 
lioufe  now  occupied  by  William  Dunn,  in  the  village  of  New- 
town, in  the  county  of  Tioga,  to  the  head  of  the  Seneca  lake, 
their  fuccelTors  and  afligns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and 

3  1  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "  Prefi- 

dent,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Newtown  Turnpike  Road,*' 
and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  conflituted  and  declared  to  be  a 
body  Corporate  and  politic,  in  fac\  and  in  name,  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  fuccelTors  fhalt  and  may  have  continual 
fucceffion,  and  fhall  be  perfons  in  law  capable  of  filing  and  be- 
ing fued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  anfwering  and  being 
anfwered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places  whatfoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  fuits,  complaints,

I.  T)E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 

J3  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  John  Swift,  Abner  Barlow  anfl  | 
Mofes  Atwater,  of  the  county  of  Ontario,  and  William  Kerfey 
and  Henry  A.  Townfend,  of  the  county  of  Steuben,  and  all  fucji 
other  perfons  as  (hell  attocrate  for  the  ptjrpofe  of  making  a  goo£ 
and  fufficient  road  from  the  court-houfe  in  the  town  of  Bath,  in  & 
the  county  of  Steuben,  on  the  moft  direct  and  eligible  route  to 
intellect  the  Genefee  turnpike  in  the  town  of  Canandaigua,  their 
iiK.cc (Tors  and  afligne,  (hall  be  and  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  in  fa6\  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  The  3 
Freitdent,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Canandaigua  and  Bath 
Turnpike  Road,  and  by  that  name  (hall  be  capable  in  law  to  pur-  . 
chafe,  have,  hold,  enjoy  and  retain,  to  them  and  their  refpe£tive 
fucceflbra,  lands,  tenements,  hereditament*,  goods,  chattels  and 
effects  of  every  kind  whatfoevcr,  and  the  fame  or  any  part  there-  .

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  lhall  be  lawful  for  the  10 
perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  ftate,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  confent  of  the  council  of  appointment,  to  appoint 
three  or  more  commiflioners  to  open  and  improve  the  road,  as 
laid  out  by  Peter  Colt  and  Nathan  Sage,  from  Rome  to  Brown- 
ville,  on  the  Black  river ;  and  that  the  faid  commiflioners,  fo  ap-  1 1 
pointed,  (hall  extend  the  faid  road  from  Brownville  to  the  St. 
Lawrence  river,  fo  as  to  have  the  bed  ground  for  a  road,  and  the 
mod  convenient  ferry  acrofs  the  faid  water  to  KingCtown,  in  the 
province  of  Upper  Canada. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  12 
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perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  ftate,  by  and  witb 

13  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  council  of  appointment,  to  appoint 
three  or  more  commifrioners  to  lay  out  and  improve  a  road,  from 
within  two  miles  of  Prefton's  tavern,  in  the  town  of  Steuben  ; 
thence  to  within  three  miles  of  the  high  falls  of  Black  river  ; 
thence  through  the  towns  of  Turin,  Lowville,  Champion,  Kut. 
land,  Watertown  and  Brownville,  fo  as  to  interfeCt  the  aforefaid 
road,  between  the  Black  river  and  the  fouth  bounds  of  great  num- 
ber four  of  McComb's  purchafe. 

14  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the 
perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  ftale,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  confent  of  the  council  of  appointment,  to  appoint  one 

15  or  more,  not  exceeding  three  commiffioners,  to  lay  out  a  road 
from  within  two  miles  of  Prefton's  tavern,  in  the  town  of  Steuben

WHEREAS  an  aa  of  the  legiflature  of  this  Hate,  paffed  30th 
March,  1802,  authorized  the  appointment  of  com  mi  fli  on- 
ers to  examine  and  explore  the  country,  on  the  route  of  the  rOad 
leading  from  the  city  of  Albany  to  the  Orange  turnpike,  at  or 
near  the  houfe  of  Mofes  Cunningham,  whofe  duty  it  was  made 
(amongft  other  things)  by  the  faid  a£t,  after  they  had  examined 
and  explored  faid  route,  to  report  to  the  legiflature,  at  their  then 
next  meeting*  what  alteration  in  their  opinion  would  be  necefla- 
ry  in  the  road  aforefaid,  and  the  probable  expenfes  that  might 
be  confequent  on  fuch  alteration,  and  alfo  to  defignate  by  particu- 
lar marks  and  descriptions  where  the  faid  road  does  or  ought  to 
crofs  the  boundary  lines  of  the  refpecYive  towns  through  which  it 
might  paftt  ;  and  alfo  fuch  other  matters  and  things  as  they  might 
deem  neceffary  for  the  information  of  the  legiflature  in  the  premi- 
fes  :  And  whereas.

I.  l  lE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stale  of  Nctv-Tork,  represent- 
JLj  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  all  that  part  of  the  eaft  or 
main  branch  of  Chenango  river,  from  the  mills  of  Daniel  and 
XLlifha  Wheeler,  in  the  town  of  Hamilton,  to  its  junction  with  the 
Tioughnioga  river,  and  all  that  part  of  faid  eaft  branch  from  the 
fouth  line  of  Thomas.  Hart's  land  to  the  forks  of  faid  river  in  the 
town  of  Sherburn  ;  and  that  part  of  the  weft  branch  of  the  Chenan- 
go river,  from  the  forks  near  the  north  line  of  lot  number  forty- fe- 
Yen,  in  the  town  of  Fabius,  to  the  north  bounds  of  the  town  (hip  of 
Virgil  ;  and  that  part  of  the  Oefclie,  or  middle  branch  of  the 
Chenango  river,  fiom  the  bridge  on  lot  number  nineteen,  in  the 
townihip  of  Cincinnatus,  to  its  junction  with  the  weft  branch 
thereof,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  highways.

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and  hereby  are  cdnftituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic  in  facl 
and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  Preftdent,  Directors  and  Com* 
panyof  the  Genera  Water-Works* and  by  that  name  {hail  and  may

both  as  if  he  had  filed  the  fame  before  the  firft  day  of  October, 
1797,  any  thing  in  the  faid  act  to  the  contrary  thereof  notwith- 
(landing.

of  this  (late,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  before  any  court  of  oyer 
and  terminer  and  general  gaol  delivery,  or  the  fupreme  court  of 
this  (late,  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  be  difqualified  from  hold- 
ing any  6mce  of  honour,  profit  or  trull,  and  voting  at  any  election 
within  this  date,  for  the  term  of  twenty  years.

I.  TJE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
)        J3  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  treafurer  of  this  (late 
(hall,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  July  next,  pay  to  Simeon  De  Witt,  furveyor-general  of 
this  ftate,  the  fum  of  one  thoufand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars* 
for  his  fervrces  in  his  faid  office  from  the  firll  day  of  July  laft*  to 
the  firft  day  of  July  next. 
3      II*  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  fhall  pay,  on 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  fuch  of  the  clergy  as  (hall  have 
attended  the  legiflature  as  chaplains  during  the  prefeftt  fcflion, 
the  fum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  every  day  they  have  * 
fo  attended,  which  fum  (hall  be  certified  by  the  president  of  the 
fenate  or  the  f^eaker  of  the  aflembly.

elV|uire  ;  and  that  the  faid  Stephen  Ward,  efquire,  purchafed 
the  faid  mortgage  of  the  laid  John  Jay  and  Anguftus  Van  Cort- 
land, executors  of  the  faid  Anne  Chambers,  for  the  conudcra* 
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lion  or  fire  hundred  and  forty-four  pounds  nineteen  (hillings  and 
two  pence  ;  that  the  faid  executors  hare  fince  fatisfied  theml'elves*

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  'of  New-York,  represent' 
ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  Ihall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his 
excellency  the  governor,  on  the  application  of  the  faid  Oneida 
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nation  of  Indians,  from  time  to  time  and  as  often  as  he  (hall 
judge  it  neceflary,  to  take  fuch  meafures  as  he  may  deem  pro- 
per for  fupplying  the  faid  Indians  with  corn,  and  for  that  pur- 
pofe  may  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treafurer  for  a  fum  not  ex- 
ceeding one  thoufand  dollars,  to  be  charged  to  the  faid  Indians 
by  ihe  comptroller,  and  deducted  from  their  annuity  to  be  paid 
them  in  June  next.

An  ACT  for  the  Sale  of  the  unappropriated  Lands,  and  for  other 

Purposes, 

Palled  April  6th,  1803. 
I.  "D  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ncvt-York,  represent. 

Jl)  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  1 
commtflioners  of  the  land  office  (and  they  are  hereby  required) 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  they  (hall  judge  it  to  be  for 
the  intereft  of  the  ftate,  to  direa  the  Turveyor-general  to  caufe 
aaual  furveys  to  be  made  of  fuch  parts  of  the  unappropriated 
lands  of  this  Rate  into  lota  of  fuch  number  of  acres  as  they  fhaU 
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2  judge  proper  for  the  purpofe  hereafter  mentioned  :  Provided  «t* 
ways,  That  no  lot  fhall  exceed  in  quantity  two  hundred  acres. 

3  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the 
coniniifTioners  of  the  land-office,  from  time  to  time,  to  direct  the 
furveyor-general  to  fell  the  unappropriated  lands  belonging  to 
this  Hate,  and  not  otherwife  directed  to  be  difpofed  of,  at  public 
vendue,  in  such  parcels  as  they  fhall  deem  mod  for  the  inter  til 
of  the  (late,  and  tor  the  promotion-of  the  fettlement  thereof  z 

4  Provided,  That  not  more  than  twenty  thou  land  acres  fhall  be  fold 
at  one  vendue,  and  that  no  one  parcel  of  fuch  land}  exceeding 
two  hundred  acres,  fhall  be  feparately  txpofed  to  fale. 

5  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  lhall  be  the  duty  of  tee 
furveyors  who  fhall  furvey  any  unappropriated  lands  in  order  to 
a  fale  thereof,  purfuant  to  this  ac*\,  to  appraifc  the  value  of  each 
lot,  exclufive  of  the  improvements  thtreon,  (in  cafe  fuch  im- 
provements exceed  the  value  of  fixty  dollars)  which  appraifement 
they  fhall  deliver,  together  with  the  returns  of  fuch  lurveys  and 
maps  of  the  lots  fo  furveyed,  and  a  field  book  containing  an  ac- 
count of  the  foil,  timber  and  local  advantages  of  each  lot  to  the 

6  furveyor-general  ;  a  copy  whereof  lhall  be  filed  in  the  fecretary's 
otnee,  for  the  private  information  of  the  com  niifii  oners  of  the 
land-office. 

7  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  of  the 
land-office,  fhall  previous  to  every  fale,  furnifh  the  iurveyor-gen- 
eral  with  an  account  of  the  prices,  below  which  it  fhall  not  be  lav* 
ful  for  him  to  fell  any  of  the  laid  lots* 

g  V.  And  be  it  fur  titer  enacted,  That  the  furveyor-general  fhall 
make,  or  caufe  to  be  made,  a  map  of  each  of  the  faid  tracts  16  to 
be  furveyed  as  aforefaid,  diltinguifhing  on  fuch  maps  the  tottn 

9  and  county  in  which  fuch  lots  are  fituate  ;  which  maps  fhall  be 
fixed  up  in  the  faid  furveyor-general's  office,  and  one  copy,  to  be 
furnifhed  by  him,  fhall  alio  be  fixed  up  in  the  office  of  the  fee  re- 
tary  of  this  ftate,  to  be  infpected  by  any  per  Ton  whatfoever  every 
day,  Sundays  excepted,  during  the  itated  hours  of  doing  bufwefs 

10  in  the  faid  office  ;  and  the  faid  maps  fhall  after  the  fale  of  the 
land  defcribed  thereon,  be  filed  in  the  offices  of  the  faid  furvey- 
or-general and  fecretary  refpeClively. 

11  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  land  directed  to  be  Ibid 
as  aforefaid,  (hall  be  fold  by  the  furveyor-general,  to  the  higheft 

12  bidders  at  public  vendue  ;  of  the  time,  place  and  conditions  of 
which  fales,  eight  weeks  previous  notice  lhall  be  given  in  the 
newfpaper  publifhed  by  the  printer  of  the  ftate,  and  in  one  other 
newlpaper  publiihed  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  in  one  other  in 
the  city  of  New- York,  and  all  the  newfpapers  publifhed  in  the 
feveral  counties  where  the  lands  to  be  fold  are  fituate  ;  and  every 
fale  fo  to  be  made,  (hall  be  on  the  condition  that  in  forty -eight 
hours  thereafter  the  one  eighth  part  of  the  confederation  money 
be  paid  to  the  furveyor-general,  and  the  remainder  in  fix  equal 
payments,  in  each  fucccflive  year  i hereafter ,  with  interefl,  at  tbt

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claufe  contained,  (hall  be  conftrued  to  authorize  the  (ale  of  any 
of  the  faid  lands  under  the  appraifed  value  thereof  as  herein  be-

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  within  forty-eight  hours  14 
after  each  fale,  the  purchaser  of  each  tract  (hall  pay  to  the  fur- 
veyor-general the  faid  one  eighth  part  of  the  purchafe  money, 
and  execute  a  penal  obligation,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of 
the  rcfidue  to  the  people  of  the  ftate  of  New- York  in  manner 
aforefaid  ;  and  on  delivery  of  fuch  obligation  to  the  furveyor-gen-  15 
eral,  and  on  receipt  of  fuch  payment,  he  (hall  give  fuch  purchaf- 
cr  a  certificate  containing  the  name  of  the  purchafer,  a  description 
of  the  land  purchafed,  and  the  price  bid  for  the  fame  ;  and  when-  16 
ever  any  fuch  purchafer,  or  his  legal  representative,  or  amgns, 
(hall  produce  fuch  certificate  to  the  commimoners  of  the  land-of- 
fice* with  a  receipt  or  receipts  of  the  treafurer  indorfed  thereon, 
for  the  whole  of  the  purchafe  money,  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commimoners  of  the  land-office  to  cancel  fuch  obligation,  and  to 
caufe  letters  patent  to  itiue  for  the  lands  defcribed  in  fuch  certifi- 
cates i  and  if  any  purchafer  mall  refufc  or  neglect  to  make  fuch  17 
payment,  and  to  deliver  fuch  obligation  to  the  furveyor-general  as 
aforefaid,  he  fhall,  for  every  fuch  refufal  or  neglect,  forfeit  the 
fum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  each  lot  fo  by  him  purchafed,  to  be  re- 
covered with  colts  of  fuit  by  the  furveyor-general,  in  an  action 

of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  at  the  expenfe 
and  for  the  ufe  of  the  people  of  this  ltate. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  traa  of  land  to  be  18 
fold  as  aforefaid,  fhall  be  occupied  and  improved  at  the  time  of 
palTing  this  act,  to  tl^e  value  of  twenty -five  dollars,  the  occupant 
of  fuch  improvement  lhall  be  entitled  to  recover  from  the  pur-

er lhali,  on  the  application  of  the  other,  refufe  or  neglect  to  make 
fuch  nomination,  and  fuch  neglect  or  refufal  (hall  be  proven  to 
the  fatUfaction  of  the  furveyor-general,  the  furveyor-general, 
fhall  appoint  appraifers  to  afcertain  the  value  of  fuch  improve- 
ment, for  the  purpofc  aforefaid,  and  the  purchafer  and  occupant 
lhall  each  pay  one  half  of  the  expenfe  of  fuch  apprailement :  and  20 
the  commimoners  of  the  land-office  are  inhibited  fiom  caufing 
letters  patent  to  be  tflutd  for  any  fuch  tract  of  land,  until  fat  is  fac- 
tory proof  be  produced  that  the  purchafer  has  in  manner  afore- 
faid, or  otheiwife,  futisfied  the  occupant  of  fuch  tract  for  his  im- 
provements thereon,  according  to  the  true  intent  of  this  act. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  furveyor-general  fhall  21 
deliver  the  obligations  which  he  (hall  receive  as  aforefaid  to  the 
comptroller  ;  and  if  any  one  payment  ftipulated  in  any  fuch  obli-  22 
gation  lhall  remain  due  one  year  after  the  fame  ought  to  have 
been  made,  the  commimoners  of  the  land-office  (hall  either  direct 
the  comptroller  to  put  fuch  obligations  in  fuit,  or  the  furveyor- 
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general  to  fell  in  manner  aforefaid,  the  land  for  the  payment  of 

23  which  fuch  obligation  (hall  have  been  given  :  And  further.  That 
all  previous  payments  made  on  account  of  the  fame  land  fhall  be 
forfeited  to  the  people  of  this  flate. 

24  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  in  order  to  enable  the  fur- 
veyor-general to  make  the  furveys  and  fales  directed  by  this  act, 
the  commiffioners  of  the  land-office  fhall  from  time  to  time  certify- 
to  the  comptroller  the  fums  of  money  eflimaied  for  the  expenfes 
of  the  furveys  and  faies  to  be  made  as  aforefaid,  whereupon  the 
comptroller  (hall  iflue  his  warrant  on  the  treafurer  in  favour  of 

25  the  furveyor-general,  for  the  mones  fo  certified,  for  which  he  fhall 
account  with  the  comptroller. 

26  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  power  given  to  the  com- 
miffioners of  the  land-office  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  to  direct  the  fale 
of  unappropriated  lands,  fhall  be  and  hereby  is  extended  to  the  lots 
laid  out  in  the  village  of  Salina,  and  not  otherwife  directed  to  be 

27  difpofed  of  by  this  act  ;  to  the  lands  already  furveyed  in  the 
Oneida  refervation  ;  and  that  the  furveyor-generaPs  appraiferaent 
of  the  lands  lad  mentioned,  as  reported  to  the  legiflature,  fhall 
be  the  flandard  price,  below  which  the  fame  lands  fhall  not  be 

28  fold  :  And  further.  That  the  report  of  the  furveyor-general,  and 
the  papers  accompanying  the  fame,  made  to  the  legiflature  dur- 
ing the  prefent  feflion,  purfuant  to  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  re- 
lative to  the  unappropriated  lands  of  this  flate  ;  to  prevent  in- 
trufions,  and  for  other  purpofes,"  fhall  be  filed  and  remain  of  re- 
cord in  the  office  of  the  fecretary  of  this  flate. 

29  XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  dipulations  and  agree- 
ments on  the  behalf  of  this  flate  by  the  agents  thereof,  contained 
in  a  treaty  made  with  the  Oneida  nation  of  Indians  on  the  fourth 
day  of  June  laft  pad,  and  the  agreements  and  Aipulations  contain- 
ed in  the  treaty  made  by  his  excellency  the  governor,  on  the  be- 
half of  this  flate,  with  the  Seneca  nation  of  Indians,  on  the  twen- 
tieth day  of  Augufl  lad  pad,  and  filed  in  the  fecretary's  office  of 
this  date,  be  and  the  fame  are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

30  XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  his  excellency  the  govern- 
or be  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  agree  with  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons  as  fhall  be  authorized  by  the  United  States  for  that  pur- 
pofe,  for  the  fale  of  fuch  quantity  of  the  lands  adjoining  the  Fort- 
Niagara,  as  fhall  be  neceflary  for  the  accommodation  of  that  pod, 
and  to  cede  the  right  of  the  people  of  this  date  to  the  faid  lands 
to  the  United  States. 

SI  XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commiffioners  of  the 
land-office  fhall  iflue  letters  patent  to  Jafper  Parifh  and  Horatio 
Jones,  their  heirs  and  a  Signs  refpectively,  for  the  tracts  of  land 
which  are  ftipulated  by  the  faid  treaty  with  the  Seneca  nation  of 
Indians  to  be  granted  to  them. 

32  XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  Senecas  and  other  Indians  of  the  fix  nations,  to  pafe  and 
repafs  on  their  lawful  bufinefs,  on  any  turnpike  road  which  may 
hereafter  be  edablifhed  from  the  town  of  Canandaigua  to  Buflak  e

creek  or  its  vicinity,  and  over  any  toll-bridge  that  may  be  erec"U 
ed  between  thofc  places,  anil  alfo  at  the  ferry  acrofs  the  Niagara, 
river  at  or  near  Black  rock,  and  at  fucb  other  place  or  places  in 
the  vicinity  of  Black  rock,  where  any  ferry  (hall  hereafter  be  creel- 
ed, free  of  toll  and  ferriage,  at  all  feafonable  times  of  the  day,  and 
when  the  boats  at  fuch  ferries  are  eroding  with  other  paiTengers 
or  with  freight :  And  whereas.  Complaints  have  been  made  by  the 
Indians  of  the  fix  nations,  that  obilrucYions  are  created  in  the  Se- 
neca river,  whereby  falmon  are  prevented  from  going  up  the  faid 
river  :  Therefore, 

XVI.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  S3 
make  any  obftruclion  in  tint  faid  river,  whereby  the  falmon  may  be 
prevented  from  going  up  the  faid  river,  the  perfon  or  perfons  creat- 
ing fuch  obftrucYions  ihall  for  every  offence  forfeit  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  acTion  of  debt,  by  any  per- 
fon who  (hall  fue  for  the  fame  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof,  together  with  the  cofts  of  fuit  :  And  further ;  That  all  ob-  34 
ftrucVions  which  have  heretofore  been  made  in  the  faid  river, 
whereby  falmon  are  prevented  from  going  up  the  faid  river,  (hall 
be  removed  fo  as  to  leave  a  free  pailage  for  falmon  up  the  river, 
within  twelve  months  from  the  time  of  palling  this  a£l,  in  default 
whereof  the  perfon  or  perfons  who  have  made  fuch  obQruclions, 
(hall  forfeit  the  fum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  like 
manner  as  aforefaid. 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  craft  of  land  called  35 
Stidman's  farm,  lying^pn  the  Niagara  river,  (hall  be  fold  by  the 
furveyor-general  at  public  vendue  to  the  higheft  bidder,  for  a  term 
not  exceeding  eight  years  ;  and  that  the  furveyor-general  and  the 
purchafer  (ball  mutually  execute,  and  interchange  leafes  for  the 
fame,  with  fuch  covenants  and  provifos  as  the  commiffioners 
of  the  land-office  (haJl  dire6l :  And  further,  That  the  purchafer  36 
ihall  give  fudi  fecurity  to  the  people  of  this  (late  as  (hall  be  re- 
quired and  approved  of  by  the  furveyor-general*  for  the  fulfil- 
ment of  the  conditions  and  agreements  in  the  faid  leafe  :  And 
nvhereas,  Martenus  Rotikin,  Hanyost  Decanonfongothff  and  Ifaac 
Shore wafken,  Indians  of  the  Oneida  nation,  have  petitioned  the 
legiflature  that  certain  parcels  of  land  in  the  trac\  lad  ceded  to 
the  people  of  this  (late  by  the  Oneida  nation  of  Indians,  may  be 
granted  to  them  reipe&ively,  for  their  feparate  ufe  :  Therefore, 

XVI II.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  3T 
furveyor-general  to  convey  to  the  above  named  three  Indians, 
and  their  refpecTive  heirs,  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  the 
tract  of  land  I  ail  mentioned,  in  the  following  proportions,  that  is 

to  fay  :  To  the  faid  Martenus  one  hundred  and  fixty  acres,  to  the 
faid  Hanyoft  and  faid  Ifaac,  each  eighty  acres,  at  a  price  fifty  per 
cent  Jefs  than  the  valuation  of  the  faid  land  expreiTed  in  the  fur- 
veyor-general's  report  to  the  legiflature  :  Provided  nevertheless, 
That  the  faid  three  Indians  (hail  refpeclively,  at  or  before  the 
delivery  of  the  faid  conveyances,  pay  into  the  treafury  the  eighth 
part  of  the  purchafe  money,  and  execute  mortgages  to  the  people 
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or  this  (late,  to  fecure  the  payment'of  the  refiduef  in  three  equal 
yearly  inftalments,  with  intereft,  at  ^e  rate  of  fix  pel  -uBrit :  AncL 
provided  further,  that  the  fa  id  three  Indians,  (hail  be  and  hetetoy 
are  interdicted  from  alienating  the  faid  lands. 

38  XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,,  That  it  (hall  be  la*Ail  for  th« 
commimoners  of  the  land-office,  to  leafe  the  ferry  at  or  *ei 
Black  rock,  on  the  Niagara  river,  together  with  oneJiundred  acres 
of  land,  to  be  laid  out  north  of  and  adjoining  the-fcmds.*hich  may 
be  ceded  to  the  United  States  for  a  military  pod,  and  to  extefyL 
from  the  faid  river  to  the  Holland  purchafe,  for  fuch  a  term  i4f^ 
exceeding  eight  years,  and  upon  fcrth  conditions  as  they  mall* 
judtre  reafonable.  .  ^ 

39  XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  Ttjfjr  the  fale  of  ( the  feveraj.. 
farms  and  landing  and  carrying  places  on  the  Niagara  river, 
gether  with  fuch  quantities  of  lancLadjoining  the  fame  as  tfcrtf 
commimoners  of  the  land-office  (hair  deem  neceffary  for  the  acu^ 
commodation  of  ferries,  landing  artd  carrying  place«ris  hereby* 
inhibited. 

40  XXI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  5e  lawful  for 
the  commimoners  of  the  land-office  to  receive  ffropofals  in  writ- 
ing for  leafing  the  old  carrying  and  landing  places,  afra  the  ferry 
acrofs  the  Niagara  river,  oppolite  to  Qu^hltown,  at  the  Village 
laid  out  by  the  furveyor-genera!  on  the  Rid  Niagara  river  ;  to- 
gether with  fuch  traces  of  land  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  as  the  faid 
commimoners  (hall  deem  reafonable  ^•Pram^Ld  *hvayst  That  each 
tra6t  mail  contain  not  lefs  than  two  hund^fi  and  fifty  acres,  nor 
include  more  of  the  village  lots  than  may' be  neceffary  for  the 
crecYion  and  accommodation  of  jJU  wharf  and  ftoje,  houfes  herein 
after  mentioned.  •    £  . 

41  XXII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  ifr^tall  belawful  for  the 
faid  commimoners  to  leafe  the  faid  carrying  and  landing  places 
and  ferry,  to  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  as  wifrfor  th^  -jVnft  number 
of  years  contract,  and  give  approved  (peurity  tajmrc  faid  commif-

43  XXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  fo  many  of  the 
the  village  aforefaid  as  the  commimoners  ^f  the  fond-omcj^fiaU 
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deem  moil  advantageous  to  the  (late,  fhall  be  fold  by  the  furvey- 
or-general at  public  vendue,  upon  the  fame  terms  of  payment  as 
are  before  prefcribed  concerning  the  fale  of  the  other  unappropri- 
ated lands :  and  that  the  like  notice  lhall  be  given  of  the  faid  fales 
in  the  feveral  newfpapers  aforefaid,  as  is  herein  before  directed 
relative  to  other  public  fales. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  commiflioners  of  the  44

An  ACT  to  alter  and  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Glebe  Land,  in  the 
German  Patent ,  in  the  Village  of  Nero  burgh,  x 

Paffed  April  6th,  1803. 

WHEREAS  a  glebe  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land,  fituate  in 
ihe  town  of  Newburgh,  and  county  of  Orange,  was  grant- 
ed by  letters  patent  under  the  great  feal  of  the  then  province  of 
New- York,  on  the  twenty-lixth  day  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  to  Alexander  Colden  and  Richard  Albertfon, 
and  their  fucccttors,  as  truflees  of  the  parifh  of  Newburgh,  and  to 
the  inhabitants  then  living  on  the  German  patent,  for  the  fupportof 
a  mini  lie  r  of  the  church  of  England,  as  then  by  law  eflablilhed, 
and  a  fchool-mafler,  to  have  the  care  of  fouls  and  the  indrucVion 
of  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  lite  German  patent  :  And 
whereas,  There  now  is  not  nor  has  there  been  for  feveral  years 
lad  pall,  any  fuch  minifler  in  faid  village :  And  whereas,  Hugh 
Walfti  and  Levi  Dodge,  truflees  of  faid  parilh,  together  with  the 
inhabitants  of  faid  patent,  have  by  their  petition  prayed  that  the 
laid  charter  be  by  law  altered  and  amended,  fo  as  to  meet  their 
intereft  and  convenience  :  Therefore, 

I,  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  I 
inhabitants  rending  on  the  faid  German  patent,  who  mall  have  a 
right  to  vote  at  the  annual  town-meetings,  to  meet  together  in 
the  village  of  Newburgh,  on  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  May  next,  at 
fome  proper  place  to  be  appointed  by  any  judice  of  the  peace, 
within  the  faid  village,  and  notified  to  the  inhabitants  of  faid

the  fecond  part,  all  or  fome  of  them,  or  in  or  to  any  rents,  ifTucs 
or  profits  thereof,  and  whether,  (if  fuch  right  or  title  did  exift) 
the  fame  doth  continue  in  the  heirs  or  devifees  of  the  faid  John 
Van  Keflclacr,  deceafed,  or  in  the  heirs  and  devifees  of  fuch  of 
his  heirs  and  devifees  as  may  be  now  dead,  all  or  any  of  them, 
or  hath  been  barred  or  defeated  by  length  of  time  or  other  means 
whatlbevtr. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  commiflioners  3 
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(hall  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  firm m on  and  order  any  per- 
fon  or  perfons  within  this  (late  to  appear  before  the  faid  com- 
miflioners,  to  be  examined  and  give  evidence  touching  the  mat- 
ters  in  controverfy,  and  alio  to  bring  with  them  all  fuch  deeds, 
books,  papers,  records  or  other  written  evidence,  as  may  be  re- 
quired in  an  ordinary  courfe  of  law,  by  subpxna  duces  tecum. 

4  And  that  if  any%perfon  summoned  by  writing,  fubfcribed  by  the 
faid  commiflionera,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  to  appear  and  tefti- 
fy,  or  to  produce  any  written  evidence,  and  having  reafonable 
time  allowed  him  for  that  purpofe,  and  bein;  paid,  or  having 
tendered  to  him  a  reafonable  compensation  for  his  expenfes  of 
attendance  and  for  his  lofs  of  time,  mall  neglect,  krefufc  or  delay 
to  give  fuch  attendance,  or  to  bring  fuch  written  evidence  as 
aforefaid,  fuch  perfon  mall  forfeit  for  every  fuch  refufal,  neglect 
or  delay,  the  fumof  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recover- 
ed in  any  court  of  record  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  action  of 
debt,  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  perfon  at  whofe  in  fiance  he  was- 
fummoned. 

5  .  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fuid  commifTioners- 
Ihall  have  power  to  adminifler  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  wit- 
nefles  to  be  examined  before  them,  to  declare  the  truth,  touch- 

6  ing  the  matters  in  queftion.  And  if  any  perfon  fo  tabe  exam- 
ined (hall  knowingly  give  falfe  evidence  on  fuch  examination, 
and  (hall  thereof  be  convicted,  fuch  witnefs  (hall  for  fuch  of- 
fence fuffer  the  pains  and  penalties  inflicted  by  law  for  wilful 

7  and  corrupt  perjury  :  Provided)  That  no  perfon  mall  be  compell- 
ed to  give  any  evidence  other  than  fuch  as  he  would  be  bound 
to  give  upon  a  trial  at  common  law. 

8  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  the  faid  commiffioners 
fhall  determine  that  fuch  right  or  title  as  aforefaid  did  exift  in 
the  faid  John  Van  Renffelaer,  and  doth  continue  in  his  heirs  or 

;  devifees,  or  in  the  heirs  or  devifees  of  fuch  of  his  heirs  and  de- 
vifees as  may  be  now  dead,  all  or  any  of  them,  then  and  in  fuch 
cafe  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  com  miflioners,  or 
any  two  of  them,  to  eflimate  and  fix  the  value  or  different  values 
of  the  faid  land  or  parcels  of  land,  in  refpect  to  which  they  (hall 
have  fo  determined,  having  regard,  as  to  them  (hall  feem  meet 
and  juft,  to  all  relative  circum (lances,  and  eftimaiing  fuch  parts 
of  the  faid  land  as  may  have  been  at  any  time  holden  or  poffeff- 
ed  under  leafes  from  the  faid  John  Van  Renffelaer,  deceafed,  or 
from  his  heirs  or  devifees,  or  any  of  them,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  if  fuch  leafes  had  never  exifted. 

9  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  cafe  the  faid  commif- 
fioncrs  (hall  determine  and  award,  that  fuch  right  or  title  did  ex- 
id,  and  doth  continue  as  aforefaid,  in  or  to  all  or  any  of  the  faid 
lands  in  the  poffeffion  or  occupation  of  all  or  any  of  the  faid  par- 
ties of  the  fecond  part,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  they,  the  faid  par- 
ties of  the  firft  part  refpectively,  or  in  cafe  of  the  death  of  any  of 
them,  the  heirs  or  devifees  of  the  deceafed  (hall,  within  three  cal- 
endar months  after  the  date  of  fuch  award,  by  good  and  fuflicient 
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•deeds,  containing  general  warrantees,  bargain,  fell,  releafe  and 
confirm,  or  caufe  to  be  bargained,  fold,  releafed  and  confirmed, 
all  the  right,  title,  eftate,  intereft,  claim  and  demand  which  they 
may  refpecVively  have  in,  to  or  upon  fuch  lands,  unto  fuch  of  the 
faid  parties  of  the  fecond  part  refpecVively,  their  heirs  and  afligns, 
or  fome  of  them  in  whofe  poffemon  or  occupation  the  fame  may- 
be and  according  to  the  poifcffion  or  occupation  of  each  and  eve- 
ry of  them :  which  deeds  refpecVively,  and  the  eflfates  thereby  to  10 
be  conveyed  or  releafed,  (hall  be  upon  condition,  whether  therein 
exprelled  or  not,  to  be  and  become  void,  in  cafe  the  parties  ref- 
pecVively, to  or  for  whom  they  (hall  be  executed,  (hall  not,  within 
one  calendar  month  after  notice  of  the  execution  thereof  in  writing, 
either  delivered  to  the  parties  or  left  on  the  premifes,  make,  fcal 
and  deliver,  or  caufe  to  be  made,  fealed  and  delivered  to  the  afore- 
faid  James  Van  Rcnflelaer,  Philip  I.  Schuyler  and  Jacob  R.  Van 
Rcnflelaer,  as  joint  tenants,  or  to  the  furvivors  or  furvivor  of  them 
their  bonds  or  obligations  refpecVively,  with  condition  in  each 
cafe  for  the  payment  of- fuch  fum  as  the  quantity  of  land  in  the 
poflemon  or  occupation  of  the  obligor  or  obligors  mail  amount  to, 
according  to  the  prices  or  values  which  (hall  have  been  fo  as 
aforefaid  cftimated  and  fixed  by  the  laid  commiflioners,  in  fix 
equal  yearly  instalments,  with  lawful  intereft  on  the  whole  fum 
annually,  from  the  date  of  the  faid  award  or  determination,  togeth- 
er with  mortgages  in  fee  fimple,  on  the  lands  refpecVively,  for 
which,  fuch  bonds  or  obligations  (hall  be  given,  for  fecuring  the 
payment  thereof. 

VII.  Provided  nevertheless,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  11 
faid  parties  of  the  fecond  part  refpecVively,  (hall,  within  one  cal- 
endar month  after  notice  of  the  faid  execution  of  the  laid  deeds 
of  bargain,  fale  and  releafe,  make,  feal  and  deliver,  or  caufe  to 
be  made,  fealed  and  delivered  as  aforefaid,  the  bonds  or  obliga- 
tions and  mortgages  aforefaid  ;  and  in  default  thereof,  fuch  deeds 
of  bargain,  fale  and  releafe  (hall  be  and  become  abfolutely  null 
and  void,  and  the  parties  making  default  (hall  forthwith  furrendcr 
and  deliver  up  to  the  faid  parties  of  the  firft  part,  the  faid  lands 
in  their  poflemon,  or  occupation  refpecVively. 

VIU.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  commiflion-  12 
ers  (hall  award  and  determine,  that  the  faid  right  or  title  did  not 
cxift,  or  doth  not  continue  as  aforefaid,  as  to  all  or  any  part  or 
parts  of  the  lands  aforefaid,  then  they,  the  faid  parties  of  the  firft 
part,  (hall  refpec\ively,  and  within  the  aforefaid  term  of  three 
calendar  months,  Well  and  fumcientiy  releafe  to  fuch  of  the  laid 
parlies  of  the  fecond  part  refpecVively,  who  (hall  be  poffeflors  or 
occupants  of  the  lands  in  refpecV  whereof  it  lhall  have  been  fo 
determined  and  awarded,  all  right,  title,  eftate,  intereft,  claim 
and  demand,  in,  to  or  upon  fuch  lands. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  arbitrators  fhall  13 
determine  and  award,  that  fuch  right  or  title  did  exilt  and  doth 
continue  as  aforefaid,  in  refpecV  to  all  or  any  of  the  faid  lands  in 
the  poffemon  or  occupation  of  the  faid  parties  of  the  fecond  part, 
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all  or  any  of  them  ;  and  in  cafe  ihe  faid  parties  of  the  firft  part  re- 
spectively, whom  it  may  or  (hall  concern,  (hall,  within  the  faid 
term  of  three  calendar  months,  make  and  execute,  orcaufe  to  be 
made  and  executed  the  deeds  of  bat  gain,  fale  and  releafe  afore* 
faid,  in  refpect  to  fuch  lands  ;  and  in  cafe  the  faid  parties  of  the 
fecond  part,  or  any  of  them,  (hall  refufe  or  neglect  to  make  and  ex- 
ecute,  orcaufe  to  be  made  and  executed  fuch  bonds  and  mortgages 
as  aforefaid,  then,  and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  parties  of  the  firtt  part,  all  or  any  of  them,  to  fue  out 
original  writs  of  right  againft  fuch  of  the  faid  parties  of  the  fe- 
cond part  as  (hall  have  fo  refufed  or  neglected,  and  to  caufe  the 
lame  to  be  returned  as  ferved  and  executed,  though  the  fame 
may  not  have  been  fo  ferved  and  executed,  and  to  caufe  fuch  other 
proceedings  to  be  had  thereupon  as  arc  ulual  in  cafes  of  writs  of 
right,  and  accordingly  to  count  thereupon,  and  to  enter  or  caufe 
to  be  entered,  final  or  other  judgment  or  judgments  thereupon, 
by  default,  disclaimer,  con  fe  flion  or  other  wife,  and  thereupon  to 
fue  out  and  caufe  to  be  executed  writs  of  habere  facias  seismam  : 

14  And  for  facilitating  thefe  purpofes,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  faid  parties  of  ihe  firft  part,  all  or  any  of  them,  to  nominate 
an  attorney  or  attornies  of  the  fupreme  court  of  this  (late,  to  ap- 
pear on  behalf  of  the  tenant  or  tenants  named  in  fuch  writ  or 
writs  of  right,  and  to  do  and  fuffer  all  needful  acts,  proceedings, 
matters  and  things,  whereby  fuch  judgments  and  executions  may 
be  obtained,  had  and  perfected,  and  be  made  valid  and  effectual, 
and  to  releafe  all  errors  therein,  and  in  the  procefs  and  proceed- 
ings relating  thereto. 

15  X,  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  attorney  or  attornies,  fo 
to  be  nominated,  (hall  by  virtue  of  this  act,  be  ipso  facto  the  attor- 
ney or  attornies  of  fuch  of  the  faid  parties  of  the  fecond  part,  for 
whom  they  (hall  have  been  fo  nominated  as  aforefaid,  veiled  with 
and  poffcflmg  full  power  and  authority  to  do  and  fuffer  all  acts, 
matters  and  things  aforefaid,  for  the  pur  poles  lalt  aforefaid  men- 
tioned. 

16  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  cafe  the  faid  arbitrators 
(hall  determine,  that  fuch  right  or  title  did  not  exilt  and  doth  not 
continue  as  aforefaid,  in  refpect  to  all  or  any  of  the  faid  lands,  in 
the  pofleflion  or  occupation  of  all  or  any  of  the  faid  parties  of  the 
fecond  part ;  and  in  cafe  the  faid  parties  of  the  firft  part  refpec- 
lively  (hall  not  within  the  faid  term  of  three  calendar  months,  by 
good  and  fufficient  deed  or  deeds,  releafe  to  fuch  of  the  faid  par- 
ties of  the  fecond  part,  who  are  the  poileflbrs  or  ocupants  of  the 
faid  lands,  all  right,  title,  intereft,  claim  or  demand,  in,  to  or  upon 
the  fame,  then  and  in  every  fuch  cafe  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  them 
refpe6lively  to  levy  or  caufe  to  be  levied  a  fine  or  fines  of  the  faid 
lands  refpectively,  thereby  making  all  or  any  of  the  faid  parties 
of  the  firft  part  cognizors,  and  to  enter  or  caufe  to  be  entered 
their  appearances  in  their  proper  pcrions  refpectively,  whether 
they  fhall  fd  appear  or  not,  and  to  caufe  to  be  had  and  done  all  fuch

An  ACT  appointing  Commissioners  to  drain  the  Long  Meadow  in 

Goshen  and  Lands  adjoining* 

Paffed  February  26th,  1803, 

WHERE  AS  ifcappears  to  the  legidature  that  the  traa  of  land 
called  the- long  meadow  in  Goflien,  in  the  county  of 
Orange,  is  frequently  overflowed  with  water,  and  thereby  ren- . 
dered  of  little  value  ;  And  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  con- 
tiguous to  the  fa'|d  meadow  is  endangered  by  the  ftagnant  waters 
therein  ;  to  prevent  which,  and  to  render  the  faid  meadow  more  . 
productive  t 

I.  BE  it  enacte<rtfthe  People  of  the  State  of  tfc\o-Yorky  represented 

in  Senate  and  Assembljr  That  James  Carpenter,  John  Wood,  Jofeph  I 
Wood  and  Anthony  Dobbin,  or  any  two  of  them,  (hall  be  infpec- 
tors,  tin  ally  to  fettle  and  determine  the  number  of  acres  of  mea-  3 
dow  belonging  to  each  proprietor  or  occupant  in  and  adjoining 
the  faid  long  meadow,  which  may  in  their  opinion  be  benefitted 
by  draining  or  pitching  the  fame  ;  which  fettlemcqt  and  deter- 
mination (halt  be  delivered  in  writing  to-  iha  tr^afurer,  hereafter 
to  he  chofen  by  virtue  of  this  act- 

II.  And  be  it  furtlur  enacted*  Thai  for  the-  purpofe  of  draining  S 
the  faid  meadow,  a  fum  not  exceeding  four  hundred  dollars  ftjafi 
be  paid  by  the  proprietors  and  occupants  thereof  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  acres  they  (hall  refpedtively  own  and  poffefs,  an$ 
that  will  be  benefitted  thereby,  as  fettled  and  determined  by  the 
faid  infpectors ;  which  fum  (ball  be  paid  to  Stafes  fjetfteld,  Reu-  4 
ben  Hopkins  and  Thomas  Waters,  commimoners,  to  be  by  them  5 
applied  in  paying  all  neceffary  and  incidental  charges  that  (hall 
ante  in  or  about  the  butoefc  of  draining  the  faid  meadow  and 
lends  adjoining,  iu  fuch  manner  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them 
mar  think  proper,  by  clearing  out  the  main  ditch  and  the  outlet

WHEREAS  there  is  a  tra6\  of  fwamp  and  bog- meadow  in 
the  faid  county  of  Orange,  a  great  part  of  which  is  fre- 
quently overflowed  and  rendered  unfit  for  ufe  and  prejudicial  for 
agriculture,  by  the  obstructions  in  a  creek  called  McKnight 
creek,  falling  into  the  Walkill,  to  the  northward  of  the  iflands 
in  the  drowned  lands,  known  by  the  name  ofithc  great  and  little 
iflands  :  And  whereas,  The  proprietors  of  the  faid  fwamp  and  bog- 
meadow,  conceive  the  fame  may  be  rendered  fit  for  railing  hemp 
and  other  agricultural  purpofcs  by  clearing  out  and  enlarging 
fait!  creek  :  Therefore, 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Seth  Marvin,  Thaddeus  beely  I 
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and  John  Halbert,  or  anj  two  of  them,  or  the  furvivors  or  fur- 
vivor  of  them,  (halt  be  infpeclors  finally  to  fettle  and  determine 
the  number  of  acres  of  fwamp  and  meadow  belonging  to  each  pro- 
prietor in  faid  tract,  which  niay>  in  their  opinion,  be  benefitted

the  faid  infpectors,  pay  fuch  fum  annually,  not  exceeding  three 
cents,  if  a  majority  of  them  at  their  refpecTive  annual  meetings,

WHEREAS  the  faid  truftees,  by  the  approbation  and  direc- 
tion, and  for  the  benefit  of  the  faid  church  and  congrega- 
tion, by  their  petition  prefented  to  the  legiflature  have  prayed 
for  leave  to  fell  and  difpofe  of  a  certain  parcel  of  wood  land 
belonging  to  faid  church,  containing  about  thirty  acres,  fituate, 
lying  and  being  in  the  town  aforefaid,  which,  by  reafon  of  the 
diftance  from  faid  church,  and  the  frequent  wafle  committed 
thereon,  is  rendered  unprofitable  and  decreafing  in  value  :  There- 
fore, 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
1  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  lull  power,  good  right  and  lawful 
authority,  (hall  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  truftees  of  the 
faid  church  and  congregation,  to  fell  and  alien  in  fee  all  right 
and  title  belonging  to  the  faid  church  and  congregation,  or  veiled 
in  them  as  truftees,  of  and  in  all  or  any  part  of  the  faid  thirty 
acres  of  wood  land,  for  the  beft  price  they  can  obtain  for  the 
fame  ;  and  the  monies  arifing  from  the  fale  thereof  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  be  applied  in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  truftees  and  con- 
gregation (hall  think  rooft  beneficial  for  the  intercft  of  faid  church.

Oneida  and  Onondaga  Reservations* 

Paffed  March  28th,  1803- 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefented  to  the  Legillature,  by  the  pur- 
chafers  of  lands  in  the  Cayuga,  Oneida  and  Onondaga 
refervations,  that  the  immediate  payment  of  the  whole  amount 
of  the  intereft  due  to  the  ftate  for  their  purchafes,'  and  the  pay- 
ment of  fuch  part  of  the  principal  as  will  foon  become  due,  would 
greatly  embarrafs  them  in  their  pre  Pent  (kuation  :  Therefore, 
I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ntto-Tor k%  rtpre- 

1  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  there  be  allowed  to  the  (aid 
purchasers  nine  months  from  the  firft  day  of  May  next,  for  the 
payment  of  the  one  half  of  the  intereft  due,  and  to  grow  due 
on  the  laid  purchafes,  and  the  term  of  one  year  from  and  after 
the  expiration  of  the  faid  nine  months,  for  the  payment  of  the 
refidue  of  the  faid  intereft.

WHEREAS  Lodcwick  and  Shearman  Hewitt,  in  purftiance 
of  the  aft,  entitled  "  A"  a&  relative  to  lands  in  Brother- 
town,  purchafed  of  the  rommiflioners  therein  mentioned,  on  the 
twenty-fixth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  feven 
hundred  and  ninety-five,  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Brother- 
town,  defignated  on  the  map  No.  164,  which  belonged  to  the 
Brolhertown  Indians,  for  the  confide  ration  of  the  fum  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  pounds,  for  the  fecuring  of  which  fum  they 
gave  a  mortgage  to  the  people  of  this  ftale  of  the  fame  lands, 
the  intereft  of  which  is  by  law  appropriated  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid 
Brothertown  Indians. 

And  whereas,  On  fettlement  of  the  faid  land  it  appeared,  that 
by  fome  mi  (lake  of  the  furveyors  in  allotting  the  faid  trail 
called  Brothertown,  there  was  wanting  one  hundred  acres  in  the 
trail  fold  to  the  faid  Lode  wick  and  Shearman  Hewitt,  and  in- 
cluded in  the  lot  fold  by  the  fame  commiflioners  to  Nathaniel 
Craves,  No.  163  ;  and  by  a  fuit  in  law  the  faid  one  hundred  acres 
has  been  adjudged  to  belong  to  the  faid  Nathaniel  Graves,  with 
damages  and  cofts  of  fuit  :  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  comptroller  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  endorfe  on  the  mortgage  of  the  faid  Lodewick  and 
Shearman  Hewitt,  the  fum  of  one  hundred  and  fixty  dollars, 
with  the  intereft  of.  the  fame,  from  the  date  of  the  faid  mortgage, 
until  the  laft  payment  of  intereft  on  the  fame  ;  and  alfo,  the  fur- 
ther fum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  for  the  cofts  and 
damages  of  the  faid  Lodewick  and  Shearman  in  defending  the 
faid  fuit  ;  which  fums  fo  endorfed  being  deducted  from  the  fum 
of  the  faid  mortgage,  the  remainder  (hall  be  the  fum  on  which 
the  intereft  hereafter  (hall  be  paid,  and  the  deduction  of  inter- 
eft lhall  accordingly  be  made  from  the  fum  of  two  thoufand  one 
hundred  and  fixty  dollars  and  feventy-nine  cents,  directed  by 
law  to  be  annually  paid  to  the  faid  Brothertown  Indians.

I.  Tl  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent* 

J3  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  title  to  ali  lands  here-  f 
tofore  granted  by  letters  patent,  to  officers  and  foidiers  ferving 
in  the  line  of  this  (late,  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
!ate  war  with  Great-Britain,  and  who  died  previous  to  the  twen- 
ty-feventh  day  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
three,  (hall  be  and  hereby  is  declared  to  have  been  vefted  m  the 
faid  perfons  at  the  time  of  their  deaths  refpectively. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  air  cafes  where  any  per-  8 
fon  or  perfons,  (hall  have  actually  fettled  on  any  lands  granted  by 
the  faid  letters  patent,  under  colour  of  a  bona  fide  purchafc  by 
him  or  them  made,  and  in  any  action  to  be  inftituted  for  the  re-

X)  in  Senate  and  Assembly >  That  it  (hall  he  lawful  for  the  1 
com  mi  (Doners  of  the  land-office,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to 
grant  letters  patent  to  John  Pope,  late  a  foldier  in  colonel  Lee's 
legion  of  light-horfe,  ferving  in  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  has  been  granted  to  foldiers  ferving  in 
the  line  of  this  ftate,  for  four  hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  any  un- 
appropriated lands  fct  apart  for  the  ufe  of  the  line  of  this  ftate, 
to  hold  to  the  faid  John  Pope  dining  his  natural  life,  and  then  to 
his  heirs  and  their  affigns  for  ever.

JL#  sented  in  Senate  and  Asscm  bly,  That  all  that  part  of  the  1 
county  of  Cayuga  beginning  at  the  head  of  the  Seneca  lake,  and 
running  thence  eaft  on  the  fouth  bounds  of  the  faid  county,  to 
the  fou'.heail  corner  of  the  town  of  Ulyffes  ;  thence  north  to  the 
northeafl  corner  of  laid  town  ;  thence  well  to  the  middle  of  the 
C:*yuga  lake  ;  thence  down  the  middle  of  laid  lake  to  the  outlet 
thereof  ;  thence  down  the  outlet  of  faid  lake  to  the  weft  line  of 
*bc  towu  of  Urutus  ;  thence  north      'he  wc(l  lines  of  the  towns

1  JD  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the 
pafling  of  this  aft,  all  that  pan  of  the  town  of  Woodflock  lying 
call  of  a  line  beginning  at  the  northweft  corner  of  the  town  of 
Hurly,  at  the  place  called  Toomties  Hook,  and  running  due 
north  till  it  inter  feels  the  town  of  Windham,  fhall  be  and  hereby 

2  is  erected  into  a  fc  pa  rate  town  by  the  name  of  Woodflock  ;  and 
the  firft  town  meeting  in  the  faid  town  of  Woodflock  fhall  be 
held  at  the  dwelling  houfe  of  William  Eltinge  in  faid  town  :

the  town  of  Woodflock  previous  to  the  divifion  thereof,  agree- 
able to  the  laft  flate  tax  lift,  and  that  each  of  the  faid  towns  iball 
for  ever  thereafter  refpectively  fupport  their  own  poor.

I.  T>E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 

J3  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  firft  1 
Xuefday  of  February  next,  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  Batavia, 
beginning  in  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  (late  of  Pennfylvania 
where  the  meridian  line  between  the  third  and  fourth  ranges  of 
townfhips  of  Holland  company  lands  commences,  thence  north 
along  the  faid  meridian  line  to  the  boundary  line  in  lake  Ontario 
between  the  United  States  and  the  king  of  Great  Britain,  thence 
wefterly  along  faid  boundary  line  to  a  point  in  the  fame  meridian 
with  the  weftern  tranfit  meridian  line,  being  the  divifion  line  be- 
tween the  fixth  and  feventh  ranges  of  townfhips  of  the  Holland 
company  lands,  reprefented  by  the  map  aforefaid,  thence  fouth 
along  the  faid  weftern  tranfit  meridian  line  to  the  north  bounda- 
ry of  the  (late  of  Pennfylvania,  and  thence  ea(l  along  the  faid 
north  boundary  of  Pennfylvania  to  the  place  of  beginning,  (hall 
be  and  is  hereby  erected  into  a  feparate  town  by  the  name  of 
Willink;  and  that  the  firft  town  meeting  in  faid  town  of  Willink  2 
fhall  be  held  at  the  dwelling  houfe  of  Peter  Van  Deventer.

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jfn  ACT  to  vest  certain  Powers  fn  the  Freeholders  and  Inhabitants 
of  that  Part  of  the  Town  of  Waterxliet,  in  the  County  of  Albany, 
commonly  called  the  Colonic, 

PaflVd  April  9th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  it  has  been  represented  to  the  legiflature  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colonic,  that  the  laws  now 
in  force  are  inadequate  for  the  regulation  of  their  internal  police. 

I.  B*  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  that  part  of  the  town  of  * 
Watervliet  comprehended  in  the  following  bounds,  to  wit:  Begin- 
ning on  the  weft  bank  of  Hudfon's  river,  and  in  the  northeaft 
corner  of  the  bounds  of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  extending 
northerly  along  the  faid  river  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile,  to 
what  is  commonly  called  the  Mill  creek  j  thence  running  weft- 
erly  one  mile  up  along  the  faid  creek  ;  thence  Southerly,  with  a 
line  parallel  to  the  faid  river  till  it  ft r ikes  the  north  bounds  of 
the  faid  city  ;  thence  eafterly  along  the  faid  north  bounds  to 
the  place  of  beginning,  (hall  hereafter  be  known  and  diftinguifh- 
ed  by  the  name  of  the  Colonic  ;  and  the  freeholders  and  inha-  * 
bitants  who  are  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  who  may 
from  time  to  time  relide  within  the  aforefaid  limits,  may,  on  the 
firft  Monday  of  May  next,  meet  at  fome  proper  place,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  any  juftice  or  ju  ft  ices  of  the  peace  within  the  faid 
Colonic  or  county,  and  notified  to  the  inhabitants  thereof  at  leaft 
fix  days  previous  to  the  faid  firft  Monday  of  May  next,  and 
then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  five  difcrect  freeholders,  refi- 
dent  within  the  faid  Colonie,  to  be  truftees  thereof,  who,  when 
chofen,  fhall  poflefs  the  feveral  powers  and  difcharge  the  Seve- 
ral duties  hereinafter  fpecified  ;  and  fuch  juftice  or  juftices  fhall 
prefide  at  fuch  meeting,  and  (hall  declare  the  feveral  perfons 
having  the  greateft  number  of  votes  as  duly  chofen  truftees  ; 
and  on  every  firft  Monday  of  May  after  the  firft  election  of  the  3 
truftees,  there  (hall  in  like  manner  be  a  new  election  of  truftees 
for  the  faid  Colonie  ;  and  the  truftees  for  the  time  being  fhall 
perform  the  feveral  duties  required  from  the  faid  juftice  or  jufti- 
ces in  refpect  of  notifying  the  meetings  of  the  freeholders  and 
inhabitants  of  faid  Colonie,  and  proceeding  at  fuch  election. 

H.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  the  freeholders  and  in-  4 
habitants  refiding  within  the  limits  aforefaid,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  ordained,  conftituted  and  declared  to  be,  from  time  to 
time,  and  for  ever  hereafter,  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
feci  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  u  The  Truftees  of  the  Colo- 
nie," and  by  that  name  they  and  their  fucccffors  fhall  and  may- 
have  perpetual  fucceflion,  and  be  perfons  in  law  capable  of  fuing 
and  being  fued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  anlwering  and 
being  anfwered  unto,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatfoever,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  complaints  and 
caufes  whatfoever  ;  and  that  they  and  their  fucceflors  may  have 
a  common  feal,  and  may  change  and  alter  the  fame  at  pleafure. 
and  (hall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchafing,  holding  and  convey- 
ing any  eftate,  real  or  perfonal,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  corpo- 
ration, and  of  erecting  public  buildings,  fuch  as  a  fire  engine 
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houfe  or  houfes,  a  fchool  houfe,  or  raifing  monies  by  tax  for 
erecting  thofe  public  buildings,  or  making  any  other  neceffary 

5  repairs  or  improvements,  which  money  to  be  raifed  (hall  be  af- 
feffed  upon  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  Colonie 
according  to  law,  by  not  lefs  than  three  nor  more  than  five  judi- 
cious a  lie  (Tors,  who  (hall  be  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the 
faid  Colonie,  qualified  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  chofen  at  their 
annual  meetings,  and  collected  by  the  collectors  of  the  faid  cor- 

'  poration  in  like  manner  as  the  taxes  of  towns  and  counties  ate 
collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  him  directed  by  a  majority 
of  the  truftees  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  no  tax  (hall  be  le- 

8  vied,  or  monies  raifed,  affeffed  or  collected,  for  erecting  fuch 
public  buildings,  or  making  any  other  neceflary  repairs  or  im- 
provements, or  purchafe  or  fale  of  any  real  eftate,  and  no  pub- 
lic buildings  erected  or  difpofed  of  without  the  confent  of  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  and  legal  voters  of  the  faid  Colonie, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  fuch  meeting  duly  notified. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 

9  for  the  truftees  of  the  faid  corporation,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  by  this  act  to  be  chofen,  and  for  their  fucceflbrs  in  office 
for  ever,  from  and  after  the  Rrft.  Monday  in  May  next,  to  make, 
ordain,  conftitute  and  publifh  fuch  bye-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, as  they  from  time  to  time  fhall  deem  meet  and  proper, 
and  fuch  in  particular  as  are  relative  to  public  markets,  butcher 
flails  within  the  faid  Colonie  ;  relative  to  (laughter  houfes  and 
nuifances  generally  ;  relative  to  ftreets,  alleys  and  highways  in 
the  faid  Colonie,  and  draining,  filling  up,  paving,  gravelling, 
keeping  in  order  and  improving  the  fame  ;  relative  to  prevent* 
ing  perfons  from  driving  horfes  in  carriages  or  otherwise,  fader 
than  on  a  moderate  trot  within  the  limits  of  the  faid  Colonie  ; 
relative  to  the  number  of  inns  or  taverns,  and  retailers  of  fpirit- 
ous  liquors,  to  be  licenfed  in  the  faid  Colonie  ;  relative  to  the  rate 
or  price  of  bread  ;  and  to  the  inflection  of  weights  and  meafures 
in  the  faid  Colonie  ;  relative  to  the  cleaning  of  chimneys,  ftove- 
pipes,  afh  houfes,  and  guarding  againft  accidents  by  fire  general- 
ly ;  relative  to  reftraining  geele,  fwine  or  cattle  of  any  kind,  and 
for  any  (Irays  taken  up  within  the  faid  Colonie  ;  relative  to  com- 

.  pel  houfe  keepers  to  furniih  themfelves  with  a  fufficiem  number 
of  fire  buckets  within  the  faid  Colonie,  and  relative  to  any  thing 
whatfoever  that  may  concern  the  public  and  good  government 
of  the  faid  Colonie  :  Provided  always,  That  fuch  bye-laws  be  not 
contrary  to  or  inconfiftent  with  the  laws  and  ftatutes  of  this  Hate 
or  of  the  United  States. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  truftees,  or  the 

10  major  part  of  them,  as  often  as  they  fhall  make,  ordain  and  pub- 
lifh any  fuch  bye-law  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  may  make,  or- 
dain, limit  and  provide  fuch  reafonable  fines  againft  the  offenders, 
of  fuch  laws  as  they  may  think  proper,  the  fame  not  exceeding' 
twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one  offence,  to  he  profecuted  and  re- 
covered before  any  juftice  of  the  peace  or  court  having  cogniz- 
ance thereof,  with  colls  of  fuit, -by  and  in  the  name  of  the  truftees 
to  and  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  corporation. 
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V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  freeholders  and  inhabit-  H 
ants  of  the  faid  Colonic  qualified  to  vote  as  aforcfaid  at  their 
annual  meetings  hereafter  to  be  held  for  choofing  truftees,  or  at 
any  other  meeting  duly  notified  by  the  truftees,  {hall  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  to  choofc  not  lefs  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  freeholders  as  affeflbrs,  one  treafurer,  one  colle£lor,  be- 
ing alfo  freeholders,  and  as  many  fire  wardens  as  the  truftees  or 
the  major  part  of  them  may  order  and  direct  ;  and  that  at  every 
fuch  election  the  perfon  or  perfons  having  the  greateft  number  of 
votes  for  fuch  offices  refpe&ively,  fliall  be  deemed  to  be  duly 
chofen  ;  and  in  cafe  of  a  vacancy  happening  by  death  or  other-  IS 
wife,  of  any  of  the  afteffbrs,  the  treafurer,  coiteftor  or  fire  war- 
dens, it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  truftees  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  to  appoint  others  m  their  (lead, 
and  when  fo  appointed  to  be  veiled  with  the  fame  powers,  and 
fubjeatothe  fame  penalties  and  reftri&ions,  as  if  eleaed  by  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  faid  Colonic,  as  above  mentioned. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  treafurer,  collec- 
tor, afleflbrs  and  fire  wardens,  fliall,  within  ten  days  after  they  13 
are  eleaed,  and  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
refpeaively  take  and  fubferibe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before  anw 
juftice  of  the  peace  in  the  faid  Colonie,  or  county  aforcfaid,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  trufts  repofed  in  them,  as  the 
major  part  of  the  truftees  for  the  time'  being  (hall  deem  fuf- 
ficient. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  perfon  qualified  as 
aforefaid,  be  hereafter  eleaed  or  appointed  a  truftee,  or  to  the  of-  U 
fice  of  afleflbr  or  fire  warden,  and  having  notice  of  faid  eleaion 

or  appointment,  (hall  refufe,  deny,  delay  or  neg!ea  to  take  upon 
him  or  them  to  execute  fuch  truft  or  office,  to  which  he  or  they 
(hall  be  eleaed,  then,  and  as  often  as  it  (hall  happen,  it  (hall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  truftees  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  aftefs 
and  impofe  upon  every  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fo  negleaiug.  de- 
laying or  refuting,  fuch  reafonable  fine  or  fines  as  the  faid  truftees 
or  the  major  part  of  them  may  think  fit,  fo  as  fuch  fine  for  each 
offence,  refufal,  denial,  delay  or  neglect,  (hall  not  exceed  the 
fum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  laid  truftees  for  the 
time  being,  when  thereunto  required,  to  be  recovered  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  faid  truftees,  in  any  court  within 
this  ft  ate  having  cognizance  thereof. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  good  order  and 
government  of  the  faid  Colonie,  that  the  truftees,  within  twenty  IS 
days  after  their  being  eleaed,  in  every  year  hereafter,  or  a  ma- 
jor part  of  them,  (hall  meet  at  fome  convenient  place  in  the  faid 
Colonie,  and  choofe  and  appoint  one  of  their  body  as  prefident  of 
their  board  of  truftees,  whofc  duty  it  (hall  be  when  prefent  to 
prefide  at  the  meetings  of  truftees,  and  to  order  extraordina- 
ry meetings  whenever  he  may  find  it  for  the  intereft  of  the  faid 
Colonie  fo  to  do,  and  all  other  aas  and  things  that  may  be  thought 
proper  for  him  to  do  by  the  major  part  of  the  truftees  ;  and  in 
cafe  of  death  or  otherwife  of  the  prefident,  then  his  place  to  be 
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fupplied  in  the  manner  hereafter  to  be  provided  by  the  bye  laws 

16  of  the  faid  board  of  truftees  ;  and  the  faid  truftees  (hall  appoint 
a  clerk,  who  (hall  be  allowed  for  his  Cervices,  what  a  majority 
of  the  laid  truftees  may  judge  reafonable  and  right,  and  the  faid 
clerk  mall  be  fubject  to  the  fines  and  reftrictions  as  other  officers 
chofen  or  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act. 

17  IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  colleaor  mall  within 
fuch  time  as  fhall  be  provided  for  by  the  bye-laws  of  the  faid 
truftees,  next  after  the  receipt  of  his  warrant  for  collecting  any 
tax  that  may  have  been  ordered  to  be  raifed,  collect  and  pay 

18  the  fame  to  the  treafurer  ;  and  all  monies  which  may  at  any 
time  be  in  the  hands  of  the  treafurer,  fhall  be  liable  to  be  drawn 
out  by  warrant  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  the  truftees  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  and  applied  and  difpofed  of  as  fhall  have  been 
dirc6\ed  by  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  CoJonie* 

19  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  truftees  fhall  keep 
a  juft  account  of  their  neceflary  expenfes  and  dilburfements,  and 
on  producing  the  fame  to  the  treafurer  (hall  be  entitled  to  receive 

20  the  amount  thereof  out  of  any  monies  in  the  trcafury  ;  and  that 
the  treafurer,  collector  and  affeifors  (hall  be  paid  for  their  fervi- 
ces fuch  fum  as  the  truftees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  by  a  bye-law 
of  the  faid  truftees,  (hall  provide  :  Provided  always, 

2 1  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  monies  to  be  raifed  for

I  J  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  1 
the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty,  in  common  council 
convened,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  patting  this  act, 
to  order  the  raifing  a  fum  not  exceeding  five  thoufand  dollars,  by  a 
tax  on  the  eftates  real  and  perfonal  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabit- 
ants within  the  faid  city,  reiiding  within  half  a  mile  weft  ward 
of  Hudfon's  river,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  fo  many  2 
watchmen  as  the  faid  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  have 
employed  or  (hall  think  neceflary  to  employ  for  guarding  the 
faid  city,  for  defraying  the  expence  of  lighting  the  lamps  that

An  ACT  relative  to  the  Election  of  Charter  Officers  in  the  City  of 

New-York. 

Paffcd  April  5th,  1804. 

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
1  JQ  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  anniversary  elec- 
tion for  charter  officers  to  be  chofen  in  and  for  the  city  of  New- 
York,  ftiall  commence  on  the  third  Tuefday  of  November  in 
every  year  ;  and  that  all  fuch  elections  (hall  be  by  ballot,  and 
may  be  continued  by  adjournment  from  day  to  day,  for  two  days 
3  fucceffively,  including  the  firft  ;  and  that  all  officers  fo  chofen 
(hall  be  fworn  into  and  commence  the  duties  of  their  refpective 
offices  on  the  firft  Monday  of  December  thereafter. 

3  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
commonalty  of  the  faid  city,  (hall,  on  fuch  day  in  the  month  of 
November  in  every  year,  as  to  them  (hall  feem  meet,  at  leaft 
eight  clays  b«fore  the  annual  day  of  election  above  eftabliftied, 
fix  upon  a  proper  place  in  each  of  the  wards  of  the  faid  city, 

4  where  fuch  election  (hall  be  held,  and  (hall  nominate  and  appoint 
three  fit  and  difcreet  perfons  refidents  and  electors  thereof,  in- 

5  fpectors  of  the  faid  election  :  And  further,  that  in  cafe  any  one 
or  more  of  the  faid  infpectora  (hall  die,  remove  out  of  the  faid

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  infpectors  of  each  % 
ward}  whenever  an  election  is  to  be  held  therein)  (hall,  by  writ- 
ing under  their  hands,  to  be  fixed  np  in  at  lead  five  of  the  moft 
public  places  in  fuch  ward,  give  fix  days  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  when  and  where  the  faid  election  is  to  be  held  ;  and  at  7 
the  time  and  place  of  opening  fuch  election,  the  faid  infpectors 
fhall  publicly  adminifter  to  each  other,  and  feverally  take,  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation  :  "  I  do  folemnly  and  fin- 
cerely  declare  and  fvvear  (or  affirm)  in  the  prefence  of  Almigh- 
ty God,  that  I  will  in  all  things  honeltly,  faithfully  and  impar- 
tially, and  according  to  the  belt  of  my  knowledge  and  abilities, 
execute  the  office  of  infpector  of  this  election  ;  and  that  I  will 
faithfully  and  impartially  canvafs  and  eflimate  the  ballots  taken 

at  the  faid  election,  and  certify  a  true  and  jufl  (tatement  of  the 
fame,  according  to  my  bell  understanding  ;  and  if  I  (hall  difcover 
any  other  perfon  or  perfons,  who  (hall  attend  with  me  for  tho 
purpofe  aforefaid,  conduct  himfelf  or  thernfelves  partially,  un- 
duly or  corruptly  in  the  pre mifes,  that  I  will  divulge  or  difcover 
the  fame,  to  the  end,  that  the  perfons  fo  offending  may  be 
brought  to  juftice."  And  further,  that  in  each  ward  the  8 
infpectors  (hall  appoint  one  competent  clerk  of  fuch  election, 
who  fhall  keep  a  poll  lid  of  the  fame  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  infpectors,  and  Ihall  take  the  following  oath, 
to  be   adminiftered  by  the   faid  infpectors :    u  I  do  9 

folemnly  and  fincerely  declare  and  fwear,  that  I  will  faith- 
fully, truly,  honeftly  and  impartially  keep  the  poll  lift  at  this 
election,  and  in  all  things  according  to  the  beft  of  my  know- 
ledge and  abilities,  will  do  and  perform  my  duty  as  a  clerk 
thereof."  And  the  faid  clerk  fhall  be  allowed  for  his  fer-  10 
vices  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day,  and  the  faid  infpectors 
fhall  prefide  at  faid  election,  and  conduct  and  direct  the  fame 
according  to  the  regulations  of  this  act,  and  be  the  returning  of- 
ficers thereof,  in  manner  herein  after  directed ;  and  the  infpec-  1 1 
tors  and  clerk  being  fworn  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  infpectors  Ihall 
caufe  proclamation  to  be  made  three  times  as  follows,viz :  "Hear 
ye  I  hear  ye  1  hear  ye  !  the  poll  of  this  cleftion  is  opened,  and 
all  manner  of  perfons  attending  the  fame  are  ftrictly  charged 
and  commanded,  by  the  authority  and  in  the  name  ot  the  peo- 
ple of  this  ft  ate,  to  keep  the  peace  thereof  during  their  attend- 
ance at  this  election,  upon  pain  of  imprifonment  which  pro- 
clamation fhall  be  repeated  at  every  opening  of  the  poll,  after  an 
adjournment  thereof,  and  proclamation  of  every  fuch  adjourn- 
ment and  clofing  thereof,  fhall  alfo  in  like  manner  be  made  : 
Provided  always,  That  the  proclamation  by  which  the  fame  fhall

box  fo  as  to  cover  the  hole  in  the  lid  thereof,  and  the  by*  lhall

eleclion  as  a  majority  of  them  (hall  direcl,  who  fhall  carefully 
keep  the  fame,  and  fhall,  without  differing  the  fame  to  be  open- 
ed, or  the  faid  feal  broken  or  removed,  deliver  the  fame  box  in. 
at  the  eleclion  table  at  the  next  opening  of  the  poll,  in  the  pre-

qualified for  the  purpofe,  the  infpeclors  (hall  tender  and  adminif- 
ter  to  him  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  :  **  I  do  folemn- 
ly  and  fincerely  fwear,  or  affirm,  that  I  am  a  freeholder,  and 
that  I  hold  my  cdate  by  defcent  or  devife,  (if  fuch  (hall  be  the 
cafe,  and  if  he  (hall  not  fo  hold,  then)  and  that  I  have  been  fo 
for  one  month  next  preceding  this  eleclion,  and  poflelTed  in  my 
own  right,  or  in  my  wife's  right,  (as  the  cafe  may  be,)  of  a  free- 
hold in  the  city  of  New-York,  and  that  I  do  not  hold  the  fame  in 
trud  for  any  body  politic  or  corporate,  or  for  any  pious  or  reli- 
gious ufe  whatfoever,  and  that  I  have  not  procured  the  faid  free- 
hold under  any  obligation  or  promife  to  convey  the  fame  to  any 
other  perfon  after  this  eleclion,  or  (as  the  cafe  may  be)  that  I 
am  and  have  been  for  three  months  lad  pad,  a  freeman  of  the 
faid  city,  and  do  aclually  rcGde  in  the  faid  ward  in  which  I  now 
offer  to  vote,  or  (as  the  cafe  may  be)  that  I  have  for  fix  months 
next  and  immediately  preceding  this  eleclion,  rented  a  tenement 
of  the  yearly  value  of  twenty-five  dollars,  within  the  faid  city,  and 
have  been  rated  and  aclually  have  paid  taxes  within  the  fame,  and 
that  I  am  now  an  aclual  refident  in  the  ward  in  which  I  now  of- 
fer to  vole,  and  that  1  have  not  been  polled  before  at  this  elec- 
tion :"  And  in  cafe  any  eleclor  (hall  refufe  to  take  the  oath  fo 
tendered  to  him,  he  fnall  lofe  his  vote  at  fuch  eleclion  ;  and  if  18 
at  any  fuch  eleclion  an  infpeclor  fhall  receive  the  vote  of  any 
eleclor  who,  being  tendered  the  laid  oath,  (hall  refufe  to  take 
the  lime,  fuch  infpeclor  fhall,  for  each  offence,  forfeit  the  fum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  to  any  perfon  who  will  fue  for  the  fame,  to  be 
recovered  with  cods  :  And  further  the  faid  infpeclors  are  here-  19 
by  required  to  adminider  the  faid  oath  to  any  perfon  who  ihall 
voluntarily  offer  to  take  the  fame. 

IX.  And      it  further  enacted,  That  after  finally  clofing  the  20 
poll  of  any  fuch  eleclion  the  infpeclors  of  the  wards  in  which 
fuch  eleclion  (hall  be  held,  fliall  proceed  without  delay  publicly 

to  open  the  boxes  containing  the  faid  ballots,  and  (hall  fird  count 
the  faid  ballots  unopened,  and  if  the  number  of  the  ballots  in  the

22  X.  And  be  it.  further  enacted,  That  if  any  pcrfon  fhall  be  guil- 
ty of  any  diforderly  conduct  at  any  fuch  election,  or  during 
the  time  of  the  canvafs  and  eflimate  aforefaid,  the  major  part  of 
the  infpeclorsof  fuch  election  are  hereby  authorifed  and  requir-

An  ACT  for'  establishing  Courts  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  and 

for  ike  City  of  New-TorA. 

PaflTed  March  34th,  1804. 
I.  TYE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ntw-York,  repre* 

J3  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (nail  and  may  he  ^ 
lawful  for  the  perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  ftate 
for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  advice  and  confent  of  the  council 
of  appointment,  from  time  to  time  to  appoint  and  commiffion, 
not  exceeding  eight  juftices  of  the  peace  in  and  for  the  city  of 
New- York,  ami  that  the  laid  juftices  (hall  hold  the  faid  offices 
during  the  pleafure  of  the  faid  council,  and  that  the  faid  com* 
roifiions  fhall  be  ilTued  once  at  lead  in  every  three  years. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  juftices  (hall  joint-  n 
ly  *nd  feverally  have,  exercife  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  pri- 
vileges of  juftices  of  the  peace,  as  to  keeping  of  the  peace  ir.  the 
faid  city  and  county,  except  the  right  and  power  of  holding 
courts  of  femons  of  the  peace,  of  fitting  as  judges  in  any  court 
of  feffions  of  the  peace,  to  be  held  in  and  for  the  city  and  county 
of  New- York,  by  the  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  faid 
city,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  or  re- 
corder always  to  be  one  ;  and  each  of  the  faid  juftices  (hall  have  - 
the  like  power  to  commit  offenders,  and  to  take  recognizance 
for  their  appearance,  and  for  their  keeping  the  peace,  and  for 
their  Rood  behavior,  and  to  take  recognizance  for  the  appear- 
ance of  witneffes  againfl  offenders,  as  any  other  juftices  of  the 
peace  in  any  other  county  of  this  (late,  hath  by  law  ;  and  all  re-  4 
cognizances  taken  by  the  faid  juftices,  any  or  either  of  them,  for 
the  appearance  of  any  perfon  in  any  courts,  (hall,  together  with 
the  examinations  and  evidence  taken  before  fuch  juftice  or  jufti- 
ces, be  delivered  by  him  or  them  to  the  court  in  which  the  per- 
fon for  whofe  appearance  fuch  recognizance  is  taken,  is  to  ap- 
pear. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  each  of  the  faid  juftices,  5

the  rules  and  practice  of  the  faid  court,  which  fhall  have  the  fame 
force  and  effect  as  if  taken  before  any  judge  of  the  faid  court, 

or  any  commiflioner  empowered  by  law  to  take  fuch  affidavit, 
and  fhall  be  entitled  to  fuch  fees  therefor,  as  arc  allowed  by  law.

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  herein  contained  1 1 
fhall  be  condrued  to  give  the  faid  courts  power  to  proceed  in  any 
of  the  matters  aforefaid,  as  courts  of  admiralty  or  of  maritime  ju- 
rifdicYion;  nor  mail  the  authority  of  the  faid  courts  extend  to  any 
debt  or  demand  for  any  money  or  thing  won  at  or  by  means  of 
any  horfe  race,  cock  match,  or  any  kind  of  gaming,  pluy  or  wager, 
although  the  fame  (hall  not  exceed  the  value  of  fifty  dollars  ;  nor 
to  any  acYion  wherein  the  people  of  this  flate  fhu.ll  be  concerned, 
or  where  the  title  of  any  lands  (hall  or  may  in  any  wife  come  in 
<|ueftion,*or  to  any  action  of  (lander,  or  to  any  action  of  atfault 
and  battery  or  falfe  imprifonment,  other  than  thofe  committed 
on  the  high  feas  or  in  a  foreign  port,  as  herein  before  parties-  . 
larly  fpecified  ;  nor  to  matters  of  account  where  the  fum  total  of 
the  accounts  of  both  parties  exceeds  in  the  amount  or  value 
thereof  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  thofc  accounts  prov- 
ed to  the  fatisfaction  of  the  court.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  juftices  prefent  fhal!  at 
any  lime,  in  either  of  the  faid  courts,  be  equally  divided  upon  any 
queftion  before  them,  the  fenior  juftice  prefent,  that  is,  he  whole 
name  (lands  firft  in  the  commiflion,  (hall  have  the  cadin^  vote. 

18  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  faid  juftices,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  by  writing  un- 
der their  hands  and  feals,  from  time  to  time  as  occaiion  (hall  re- 
quire, to  appoint  a  clerk  for  each  of  the  faid  courts,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  remove  fuch  clerks  or  either  of  them,  and  to 
appoint  another  or  others  in  his  or  their  (lead,  and  to  which 
clerks  they  (hall  adminifter  an  oath  faithfully  and  honeftly  to

the  faid  charter  or  bye-law  of  the  faid  corporation,  that  then,  and 
in  either  of  fuch  cafes*  a  warrant  may  itrue  immediately. 

38  XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  firfl  procefs  in  all 
cafes  not  otherwife  provided  for,  may,  if  the  plaintiff  fhall  fo 
elect,  be  by  warrant,  which  fhall  be  in  the  following  form  s 
44  The  people  (as  in  cafe  of  a  fummons)  we  command  you  to 
take  A.  B.  if  he  fhall  be  found  in  the  faid  city,  and  bring  him 
forthwith  before  our  court,"  (as  in  cafe  of  a  fummons.) 

39  XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  procefs  fhall  be 
iflued  by  virtue  of  this  aft,  the  conftable,  or  other  proper  officer 
to  whom  fuch  procefs  fhall  be  directed  and  delivered,  fhall  pro- 
ceed agreeably  to  this  aft,  and  execute  fuch  procefs  in  his  own 

40  proper  perfon,  unlefs  the  court  fhalJ>  at  the  requeft  of  the  plain- 
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tiff,  judge  it  expedient  to  depute  (brae  other  proper  perfon  who 
will  voluntarily  undertake  to  execute  the  fame  without  fee  or 
reward,  but  no  perfon  Hi  all  be  fo  deputed  to  empannel  or  fura- 
raon  any  jury,  or  ferve  an  execution. 

XXI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  law-  41 
ful  when  any  defendant  is  taken  on  any  warrant  iflued  out  of 
cither  of  the  faid  courts,  and  the  court  out  of  which  fuch  war- 
rant iflued  fhall  not  be  then  fitting,  or  if  fitting,  unable  by  means 
of  other  bufioefs,  to  try  the  caufe  immediately,  for  the  conftable 
or  marfhal,  or  other  officer  having  fuch  warrant,  to  bring  the 
defendant  before  the  clerk  of  fuch  court,  who  fhall  thereupon 
take  fumcient  fecurity  for  the  appearance  of  fuch  defendant  at 
the  next  court  day,  and  in  cafe  fuch  defendant  (hall  negleft  or 
refufe  to  give  fuch  fecurity,  to  the  fatisfacTion  of  the  faid  clerk, 
that  then  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  conftable  or  marfhal 
having  fuch  warrant,  thereupon  to.take  fuch  defendant  to  the 
gaol  in  the  city  and  county  of  New-York,  and  there  to  deliver 
him  or  her  to  the  cuftody  of  the  keeper  of  the  faid  gaol,  who  is 
hereby  required  to  receive  fuch  defendant,  and  to  keep  him  or 
her  in  fafe  cuftody  in  the  faid  gaol  until  the  next  court  day, 
when  the  conftable  or  marfhal  having  fuch  warrant,  or  forne 
other  conftable  or  marfhal  who  may  be  directed  by  the  court  in 
writing,  fhall  bring  fuch  defendant  before  the  faid  court :  Pro- 
vided, That  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  keeper  to  keep  fuch 
defendant  in  his  cuftody  upon  fuch  warrant  for  a  longer  time 
than  forty-eight  hours. 

XXII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  upon  the  return  of  any  42

thereafter,  the  faid  court  fhall  proceed  to  hear  and  examine  the 
proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  fhall,  within  four  days 
thereafter,  give  their  judgment  thereon  in  fuch  manner  as  fhall 
appear  to  the  faid  court  to  be  agreeable  to  law  and  equity,  to- 
gether with  cofts  of  fuit. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  immediately  upon  43 
bringing  the  defendant  into  court  by  virtue  of  a  warrant,  other  than 

a  warrant  iflued  in  confequence  of  the  neglect  of  the  defendant 
to  appear  when  fummoned,  or  a  warrant  ilfued  by  a  non-refident, 
or  at  fuch  other  time  as  the  court  fhall  think  reafonable  to  ap- 
point, not  exceeding  fix  days,  the  court  fhall  proceed  to  hear  and 
examine  the  proofs  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  give  judg-

And  be  ft  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  when  a 
warrant  (hall  iffue,  it  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  mail  require  it 
longer  time  than  is  firfl  appointed  by  the  court  to  try  the  faid 
caufe,  and  will,  if  required,  give  fumcient  fecurity  to  appear  and 
(land  trial  on  fuch  other  day  as  fhall  be  appointed,  and  pay  the 
debt,  damages  and  cods  m  cafc  judgment  fhall  be  given  tgainfl 
hint)  her  or  them,  that  then  the  faid  court  ihall  adjourn  the  faid 
caufe  to  any  time  they  may  deem  proper  awl  convenient,  not 
exceeding  twelve  days  :  Provided  alv/aysy  That  where  a  warrant 
Shall  iffue  in  favor  of  a  non  reftdent,  and  who  fhall  have  given 
fecurity  as  herein  before  mentioned,  the  faid  court  fhall  not  ad- 
journ the  caufe  fot  more  than  four  days,  unlefs  the  parties  agree 
to  allow  a  longer  time. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  eaufes  to  be 
brought  in  purfuance  of  this  act,  the  defendant  or  defendants,  if 
he,  fhc  or  they  have  any  account  Or  demand  againfl  the  plaintifl" 
in  fuch  action,  (hall  and  may  plead  and  fet  off  the  fame  againrY 

47  the  debt  or  demand  of  the  plaintiff :  And  if  the  defendant  or  de- 
fendants in  fuch  fuit  or  action  (hall  neglect  or  refufe  to  plead  and 
give  in  evidence  his,  her  or  their  account  or  demand,  if  any  he, 
(he  or  they  have  againfl  fuch  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs,  then  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants  fb  neglecting  or  refufing  to  plead  and  give 
in  evidence  his,  her  or  their  accounts  or  demands  aforefaid, 
(hall  for  ever  thereafter  be  precluded  from  having  or  maintain- 
ing any  action  or  actions  againfl  fuch  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  for 
the  recovery  of  fuch  account  or  demand,  or  any  part  thereof  :

him  fuch  time  as  they  (hall  deem  reafonable  to  procure  the  fame ;

go  with  fuch  defendant  to  enable  him  or  her  to  obtain  fuch  fe- 
curity. 

XXIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  every  action  that  (hall  52 
hereafter  be  brought  by  virtue  of  this  act,  it  (hall  be  lawful  for 
either  of  the  parties  to  the  fuit,  or  the  attorney  of  either  of  them, 
after  iffue  joined,  and  before  the  court  (hall  proceed  to  enquire 
into  the  merits  of  the  caufe,  to  demand  of  the  court  that  fuch  ac- 
tion be  tried  by  a  jury :  And  where  the  damages  laid  in  the  de-  5* 
claration  (hall  not  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  the  number  of  per- 
fons  to  be  fummoned  as  jurors  (hall  confift  of  twelve,  but  no  more 
than  fix  of  the  faid  twelve  perfons  (hall  be  fwom  to  try  the  laid 
caufe;  and  in  all  other  cafes  where  a  jury  is  demanded,  twenty 
perfons  (halt  be  fummoned  as  jurors  to  try  the  laid  caufe,  but  no 
more  than  twelve  of  the  faid  twenty  perfons  (hall  be  fwom  to  try

54  the  fame ;  and  to  this  end  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  each  of  the  clerks 
of  the  faid  courts,  at  leaft  once  in  every  year  after  the  pa  fling" 
of  this  act,  to  procure  a  lift  of  the  names  of  fuch  perfons  who 
lhall  or  may  refidc  in  the  faid  city  (the  ninth  ward  excepted)  as 
are  qualified  to  ferve  on  juries  in  this  court ;  and  the  names  of 
the  perfons  fo  qualified,  who  fhall  or  may  refide  in  the  firft  ward 
of  the  faid  city,  (hall  be  written  on  feparate  flips  of  paper  by  the 
faid  clerk,  and  by  him  put  into  a  box  ;  and  upon  a  jury  being 
demanded  as  aforefaid,  the  faid  clerk  (hall  draw  from  the  faid 
box  the  names  of  twelve  or  twenty  perfons,  as  the  cafe  may  re- 
quire, neitiier  of  whom  (ball  be  of  kin  to  cither  party,  nor  inte- 
refttd  in  fuch  fuit  :  And  the  names  of  the  perfons  fo  drawn  as 
aforefaid,  with  their  places  of  abode  and  occupations,  fhall  be 
written  on  a  piece  of  paper  or  parchment,  and  annexed  to  the 
venire  to  be  HRied  in  the  faid  caufe,  which  venire  and  panel  {hull 
be  directed  and  delivered  to  the  proper  officer;  and  the  perfons 
named  in  the  faid  panel  fhall  be  by  him  fummoned  to  appear 
before  the  faid  court,  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the  faid 
venire  ;  and  on  the  return  thereof,  the  clerk  of  the  faid  court 
ihall  caufe  the  names  of  the  perfons  fo  empannclled  to  be  written 
on  feveral  and  diftincl  pieces  of  paper,  as  nearly  of  one  fize  as 
may  be,  and  rolled  up  feparately,  and  as  near  as  may  be  in  one 
and  the  fame  manner,  and  put  together  in  a  box,  or  fome  conve- 
nient thing,  and  delivered  to  the  faid  court  :  And  on  the  trial 
of  fuch  caufe,  the  faid  court,  or  fuch  indifferent  perfon  as  they 
lhall  appoint  for  thatpurpofe,  fhall  draw  out  fix  or  twelve  of  the 
faid  papers,  as  the  cafe  may  require,  one  after  another  ;  and  if 
any  of  the  perfons  whofe  names  fhall  be  fo  drawn  fhall  not  ap- 
pear, or  fhall  be  challenged  and  fet  afide,  then  fuch  further  num- 
ber thereof  (hall  be  drawn  as  ihall  make  up  the  faid  number  of 
fix  or  twelve,  as  the  cafe  may  require,  who  do  appear  (after  all 
legal  caufes  of  challenge  allowed)  who  fhall  be  the  jury  to  try 
the  caufe  :  And  after  all  the  names  of  the  perfons  refiding  in 
the  faid  firfl  ward  fliall  be  drawn  as  aforefaid,  out  of  the  box 
firft  above  mentioned,  then  the  names  of  the  perfons  qualified 
ttb  aforefaid,  and  who  fliall  or  may  refide  in  the  fecond  ward* 
fhall  in  like  manner  be  put  in  and  drawn  out  ;  and  then  thofe  of 
the  third  ward,  and  fo  on,  until  the  names  of  all  the  perfons 
mentioned  in  the  aforefaid  lift  ihall  be  drawn,  commencing 
again  with  the  firft  ward. 

IS  XXX.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  more  than  one  jury 
fhall  be  fummoned  to  attend  the  fame  court  on  any  one  day  ;  and 
if  there  fliall  be  more  than  one  caufe  to  be  tried  in  the  fame 
court  on  that  day,  the  fome  jurors  fhall  be  returned  in  each 
caufe  ;  and  every  perfon  qualified  to  fcrve  as  a  juror  upon  trials 
in  the  mayor's  court  of  the  city  of  New- York,  fhall  be  conlid- 
ered  as  duly  qualified  to  ferve  as  a  juror  upon  trials  in  the  faid 
courts,  before  the  faid  juftices. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  court  ihall  ad- 
minifter  to  each  of  the  jurors  who  fhall  try  the  caufe,  the  fol- 
lowing oath  :  k»  You  do  iwear  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  God, 
that  you  will  well  and  truly  try  the  matter  in  difference  between

cording to  evidence  and  after  the  faid  jury  have  taken  the  oath 
afore  fa  id,  they  (hall  fit  together  and  hear  the  fevcral  proofs  and 
allegations  of  the  parties,  which  (hall  be  delivered  in  public  in 
their  prefence  ;  and  to  each  of  the  witnefles  on  the  faid  trial  the 
faid  court  {hall  adminiAer  the  following  oath,  viz.  "  You  do  s7 
fwear,  in  the  pre  fen  re  of  Almighty  God,  that  the  evidence  you 
fh all  give  in  this  matter  of  difference  between  plaintiff  and 

defendant,  (hall  he  the  truths  the  whole  truth,  and  no- 
thing but  the  truth  :"  And  after  hearing  the  proofs  and  allega- 
tions, tlie  jury  fliall  be  kept  together  in  forae  convenient  place 
until  they  all  agree  upon  a  verdict  ;  and  for  which  purpofe  a 
conftable  or  marflial  (hall  be  fworn,  and  to  whom  the  court  (hall 
adroinifter  the  following  onth,  viz.    "  You  do  fwear,  in  the  pre-  5S 
fence  of  Almighty  God,  that  you  will,  to  the  utmoft  of  your 
ability,  keep  every  pcrfon  fworn  on  this  inqueft  together  in  * 
fomc  private  and  convenient  place,  without  meat  or  drink,  (water 
excepted  ;)  you  will  not  fuller  any  perfon  to  fpeak  to  them*  nor 
fpeak  to  them  yourfelf,  unlcfs  by  order  of  the  court,  unlefs  it 
be  to  alk  them  whether  they  have  agreed  on  their  verdict,  un- 
til they  have  agreed  on  their  verdict :"  And  when  the  jury  have  59 
agreed  on  their  verdict,  they  fliall  deliver  the  fame  to  the  court} 
which  is  hereby  required  to  give  judgment  thereupon,  and  to  60 
award  execution  :  Provided,  That  no  oath  of  either  party,  or  61 
ex-parte  affidavit  of  any  other  perfon,  fliall  be  allowed  to  be 
given  in  evidence  in  any  fuch  action,  unlefs  the  parties  agree 
thereto  ;  nor  (hall  the  faid  courts,  or  either  of  them,  have  the 
right  or  power  to  award  or  grant  a  new  trial  in  any  cafe  whatever. 

XXXII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  perfon  fummon-  62 
ed  and  drawn  as  a  juror  in  any  action  which  (hall  or  may  be 
brought  in  either  of  the  faid  courts,  who  (hall  not  appear,  or  ap- 
pearing fliall  refufe  to  ferve  in  any  fuch  action,  (ball  forfeit  and 
pay  for  every  fuch  default  or  refufal,  unlefs  fome  reafonable 
caufe  be  proved  on  oath,  to  the  fatisfaction  of  the  court,  fuch, 
fine  or  fines  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  as  the  faid  court  fliall 
think  reafonable  to  irapofc  ;  and  that  every  perfon  who  (hall  be  63 
fubpeenaed  as  a  wiinefs  in  any  action  brought  as  aforefaid,  and 
who  lhall  not  appear,  or  appearing  fliall  refufe  to  give  evidence 
in  fuch  action,  fliall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  fuch  default  or  re- 
fufal, unlcfs  fomc  reafonable  caufe  (hall  appear  as  aforefaid,  fuch 
fine  or  fines,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  as  the  faid  court  (hail 
think  reafonable  to  impole  j  and  the  faid  court  is  hereby  author-  64 
ized  and  required  to  iilue  a  warrant  to  any  proper  officer,  to  le- 
vy the  fame  on  the  good*  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  for 
the  want  thereof,  to  take  and  convey  him  or  her  to  the  gaol  of 
the  city  and  county  of  New-York,  there  to  remain  until  he  or 
(he  pay  fuch  fine,  together  with  the  cofts  attending  the  fame  ; 
and  the  keeper  of  fuch  gaol  is  hereby  commanded  to  keep  fuch 
offender  in  fafe  cullody  in  fuch  gaol  until  fuch  fine,  together 
with  the  cofts,  lhall  be  paid  :  Provided  always.  That  no  fuch  fine 
or  fines  fliall  be  impofed  unlcfs  oath  (hall  firft  have  been  made 
before  the  court  by  fome  credible  perfon,  that  fuch  juror  or  wit- 
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nefs  To  in  default  hath  been  lawfully  fummoned  orfubpeenaed  as 

65  aforelaid  ;  all  and  every  of  which  faid  fines  (hall  be  delivered 
by  the  faid  court  to  the  overfeers  of  the  poor  for  the  ufe  of  the 
poor  of  the  faid  city  of  New-York. 

06  XXXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  plaintiff, 
other  than  executors  and  adminidrators  in  any  action,  (hall  be 
non-fuited  or  difcontinue  or  withdraw  his,  her  or  their  acTion, 
without  the  confent  of  the  defendant,  then  judgment  (hall  be 
given  again  ft  fuch  plaintiff  for  the  cods  accrued,  and  execution 
may  thereupon  iflue  for  the  fame  immediately,  or  if  he  or  (he

any  penalty  incurred  under  any  ftatute  of  this  (late,  or  the  char- 
ter or  any  bye-law  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New- York. 

08  XXXV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  where 
judgment  (hall  be  given  by  virtue  of  this  a£t,  for  any  fum  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  exclufive  of  cods,  againd  any 
inhabitant  having  a  family  within  this  date,  and  no  freeholder 
therein  (except  cafes  where  judgment  (hall  be  given  for  any 
penalty  under  any  datute  of  this  date,  or  the  charter  or  any  bye- 
law  o(  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New- York)  execution  (hall 
be  againd  the  goods  and  chattels  of  fuch  perfon  only. 

§9  XXXVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  officer  to  whom 
fuch  execution  ihall  be  delivered  after  taking  fuch  goods  and 
chattels  into  his  cuftody  by  virtue  of  fuch  execution,  (hall  im- 
mediately give  public  notice,  by  an  advertisement  %ncd  by  him- 
felf  and  nut  up  at  three  public  places  in  the  (aid  city  of  New- 
York,  oi  the  time  and  place,  when  and  where  they  will  be  ex.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  judgment 
(hall  be  rendered  againd  any  perfon  not  an  inhabitant,  having 
a  family  and  having  no  freehold,  for  any  caufe  whatever,  or 
whenever  judgment  (hall  be  rendered  againd  any  perfon  what- 
ever, for  any  penalty  under  any  datute  of  this  date,  or  under  the 
charter  or  any  bye-law  of  the  faid  corporation,  or  whenever 
judgment  (hall  be  rendered  againd  any  perfon  whatever,  for  any 
fum  exceeding  twenty -five  dollars  exclufive  of  cods,  the  party 
obtaining  fuch  judgment  may,  at  his  election,  have  an  execution

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fhall,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  faid  execution,  take  the  body 
of  the  perfon  againft  whom  the  fame  lhall  be  granted,  and 
bring  him,  her  or  them,  before  the  court  out  of  which  the  fame 
i trued  :  And  if  any  perfon  fo  taken  and  brought  before  the  faid 
com  t,  or  brought  before  either  of  the  faid  courts  by  warrant,  and  a 
judgment  fhall  thereupon  be  given  againft  him,  her  or  them, 
fhall  there  allege  that  he,  (he  or  they  is  or  are  not  liable  to  be

by  any  m  after  or  commander  of  any  fhip  or.  velTel  in  the  mer-

XLII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  cafe  any  conflable,  or  75 
other  proper  officer,  to  whom  any  execution  againft  the  goods 
and  chattels  of  any  perfon  or  perfons,  fhall  be  delivered,  fhall 
not  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  fuch  execution,  levy  the

I.  T)E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tori,  reprr- 

1  ±J  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  regifter  and  af- 
fiftant  regifter  of  the  court  of  chancery  hereafter  to  be  appointed 
fli all  before  they  refpeflively  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  of- 
fices, together  with  two  fuffkient  fureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
chancellor,  execute  a  bond  to  the  people  of  this  (late  for  the  fura 
of  ten  ihoufand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  refpecYive  offices,  which  bonds  (hall  be  filed 

2  in  fuch  office  as  the  chancellor  lhall  order  :  That  the  prefent 
regifter  and  affiftant  regifter  lhall  refpeftively  give  a  like  bond 

3  within  three  months  alter  the  pafling  of  this  ac"l,  which  bonds 
(hall  in  cafe  of  a  breach  of  the  conditions  thereunder  written,  be 
fo  profci-uiecl,  and  the  product  thereof  fo  applied  as  the  chancel- 
lor (hall  in  his  difcretion  deem  proper,  for  the  indemnity  of  the 
perions  inj\  ;ed  by  any  fuch  breach.

T  X  THERE  AS  by  the  fifth  article  of  the  confutation  of  the 
V  V  United  States  of  America,  it  >■  provided,  that  the  con- 
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f^refs,  Whenever  two  thirds  of  both  houfes  {hall  deem  it  oeceffa- 
rf  y  (hall  propofe  amendments'  to  the  fa  id  conftitution,  which  (hall 
l>«  valid  to  all  intents  and  porpofes  as  pate  of  the  laid  coa&itu- 
iron  when-  rali^d  by  the  legiflatures  of  tbree  fourths,  of  the  fe- 
ver al  Rates,  or  by  conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the 
one  or  the  other  mode  may  be  propofed  by  csngrefe*. 

And  whereas,  in  the  firft  Geftion  of  the  eighth  congjrefa  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  begun  and  held  at  the  cUy  of  WaiU- 
ingtorr,  m  the  territory  of  Columbia,  on  Monday  the  feventeenth 
day  of  October,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  three,  it  was 
refolved  by  the  Senate  andhoufcof  repreXenlativea  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  coogrefs  attembled,  two  thirds  of  both 
houfes  concurring,  that  in  lieu  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the 
firft  fccTion  of  the  fecond  article  of  the  conftitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  following  be  propo&d  asao*  amendment. to  the.  con-, 
flitution  of  the  United  States,  which-,  when  vafified  by  threes 
fburths  of  the  legiflatures  of  the  fcveral  ftates,,  malt  be  vaiidt 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  part  of  the  faicr'  confH$uiu»n,  to 
wit:  The  electors  (hall  meet  in  their  refpecYive  ftates,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  preiident  and  vice-prefidentr  one  of  whom  af  teaffe 
(hall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  fame  ftate  with  rhemfclves: 
they  (hall  name  in  their  ballots  the  perfon  voted  for  as  prefident, 
and  in  tfiftin£t  ballots  the  perfon  voted  for  as  vice-prefident;  and 
they  (half  make  diftinc*  lifts  of  aU~  perfbns  voted  far-  as  prefictenC 
and  all  perfons  voted  for  as  vice-prelident,  and  of  the  number 
of  votes  for  each  ;  which  lifts  they  (hall  lign  and  certify,  and 
tranfmit,  fealed,  to  the  feat  of  the  government  o£  Che  United 
States,  directed  to  the  prefulent  of  the  fenate.    The  prefuteiu 
of  the  fenate  (hall  in  the  pretence  of  the  fen  ate  andhoufe  of  re- 
prefentatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the  votes,  (ball  then  be 
counted  :  the  perfon  having  the  great  eft  number  of  votes  lor 
preftdent  (hall  be  the  prefident,  if  fitch  number  be  a  majority  o£ 
the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed  ;  and  if  no  perfon  have? 
fuch  majority,  then  from  the  perfbns  having,  the  g  re  ate  it  num<~ 
bcr  not  exceeding  three,  en  the  lift  of  thofe  voted  for  as  preii- 
dent, the  houfe  of  representatives  fhali  choofe  immediately,  bf1 
ballot  the  prefident ;  but  in  c hoofing"  the  prefident,  the  votes  fliali 
be  taken  by  ftates,  the  representation  from  each  ftate  having  one 
vote  :  a  quorum  for  this  rwrpofe  flrall  confift  of  a  member  or 
members  from  two  thirds  of  the  ftates,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
ftates  (hall  be  neceflary  to  a  choice  ;  and  if  the  houfe  of  repre*- 
fentatives  (hall  not  choofe  a  prefident  whenever  the  right  of 
choice  fhaH  devolve  upon  them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March, «.

execute  the  act,  entitled  44  An  aft  to  provide  again  ft  infectious 
and  peftilential  difeafes,"  paffed  the  thirtieth  day  of  March,  one 
thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one,  as  it  relates  to  the  cities  of  Al- 
bany and  Hudfon  ;  and  the  phyfician  appointed  for  the  faid  cities 
refpectively  by  virtue  of  the  aforefaid  act,  is  hereby  authorized 
to  demand  and  receive,  whenever  the  mayor  or  recorder  as  afore- 
faid (hall  deem  it  requifite  to  put  in  operation  the  quarantine 
regulations  authorized  by  the  above  recited  law,  from  the  com- 
mander of  each  and  every  vefTel  coming  up  the  river  and  bound 
to  the  faid  cities,  or  who  may  come  and  put  on  fhore  any  psrfon 
or  perfons,  or  any  article  whatfoever,  in  the  faid  cities  refpective- 
Jy,  or  within  one  mile  above  or  below  the  fame,  the  fum  of  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  examining  and  infpecting  every  fuch 
veftel  conformable  to  and  for  the  purpofes  fet  forth  in  the  above 
recited  act  :  Provided  nevertheless.  That  fuch   Dim  fhall  not  be 
exacted  for  any  veffel  of  a  lefs  burden  than  twenty  tons  ;  and 
for  every  velTcl  of  a  lefs  burden  than  twenty  tuus,  the  fum  of 
ftventy-five  cents*

(late,  lor  the  lime  being,  (hall  ex-officio  be  the  ftate  fealer  of 

2  weights  and  meafures  :  and  that  there  fhall  be  one  afliftant  ftate 
fealer,  to  be  appointed  from  time  to  time,  as  occafion  may  re- 
quire by  the  perfon  adminifterins  the  government  of  this  flate, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  council  of  appointment, 

3  in  the  county  of  Oneida  ;  and  that  there  (hall  be  one  fealer  of 
weights  and  meafures  in  each  county,  in  the  weftern  diftrict 
of  this  date  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  fupervifors,  that  (hall 
think  proper  to  appoint  one,  at  their  annual  meeting  in  October ;

I.  TYE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ncw-TorA,  represented 
j  1  J  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  inftead  of  the  duty  to  which 
the  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  and  effects  herein  after  named, 
and  fold  at  auction  or  vendue  in  the  city  of  New- York,  are  fub- 
je&  in  and  by  the  firll  fecTion  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  re- 
gulate fales  by  public  auction  and  to  prevent  dock-jobbing,"  fuch 
duties  (hall  hereafter  and  during  the  continuance  of  this  a6t,  be 
as  follows,  that  is  to  fay  :  All  goods,  wares,  merchandizes  and 
efftcts  whatfoever,  of  the  growth  or  produce,  or  imported  from 
the  Eafl  Indies,  and  which  (hall  be  fold  in  packages,  bales,  trunks 
or  calks,  as  the  fame  were  imported,  lhall  be  fubjeft  to  a  duty 
of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  every  hundred  dollars  of  the 
value  at  which  the  fame  (hull  be  fold,  and  at  and  after  the  fame

rate  for  any  greater  or  lefsfum  :  And  all  goods,  wares,  merchan-  2 
dizes  and  effects  whatfoever,  imported  from  the  Weft-Indies,  be- 
ing the  growth  or  produce  thereof,  and  which  (hall  be  (bid  in  pack- 
ages, bales,  cafks  or  boxes,  as  the  fame  were  imported,  (hall  be 
fubject  to  a  duty  at  and  after  the  rate  of  two  dollars  for  every 
hundred  dollars  of  the  price  at  which  the  fame  (hall  be  fold, 
which  duties  fhall  be  paid  as  in  and  by  the  faid  act  is  directed  : 
And  alto,  all  wines  and  ardent  fpirits  from  whatever  place  the  3 
fame  may  be  imported,  if  fold  in  calks  or  veffels  as  the  fame 
were  imported. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  4 
auctioneers  or  vendue  matters  in  dating  their  accounts  of  falea 
and  duties,  to  diftinguifh  the  different  kinds  of  goods  fold,  as 
far  as  the  fame  are  affected  by  this  act,  with  the  amount  of  fales 
and  duties  on  each  head.

WHEREAS  it  appears  that  John  Lovett,  named  in  the  faid 
act,  hath  removed  to,  and  now  reftdes  in,  the  (late  of 
Vermont;  by  reafon  whereof  it  is  inexpedient  that  he  mould 
remain  a  manager  of  the  lotteries  directed  in  and  by  the  faid 
aft:  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  bj  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent- 
ed Jn  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Solomon  Southwick,  of  the  city  1 
of  Albany,  fhall  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a  manager  of  the 
laid  lotteries  in  the  place  and  (lead  of  the  faid  John  Lovett,  who 
lhall  from  henceforth  ceafe  to  be  a  manager  thereof;  and  that  2 
the  faid  Solomon  Southwick  lhall  in  all  things  have  the  like

WHEREAS  the  Stockbridge  Indians,  by  their  petition  pre- 
sented to  the  legiflature,  have  prayed,  that  one  thou  fa  net 
acres  of  their  lands  be  leafed  to  John  Gregg,  junior,  John  Gregg- » 
fenior,  and  James  Alexander,  in  fee,  for  the  purpofe  of  a  fchool 
or  fchools  for  the  education  of  Indian  children  in  New-Stock- 
bridge  aforefaid  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  repre- 
1  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  furveyor-general  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  required  to  leafe  unto  the  faid  John  Gregg,  junior, 
John  Gregg,  fenior,  and  James  Alexander,  and  to  their  refpect- 
ive  heirs  and  afligns  for  ever,  all  that  certain  tract  of  land  in 
New-Mockbridge  aforefaid,  beginning  at  the  foutheaft  cor- 
ner thereof,  and  from  thence  running  northwardly  on  the  eall 
line  of  New- Stockbridge  aforefaid,  one  hundred  and  feventy- 
feven  chains  and  feventy-eight  links  to  a  flake  ;  from  thence  at 
right  angles  weftwardly  fifty-fix  chains  and  twenty-five  links  to 
a  flake  ;  thence  at  right  angles  foutherly  one  hundred  and  fe-

Gregg,  junior,  John  Gregg,  fenior,  and  James  Alexander,  pay- 
ing therefor,  yearly  and  every  year  into  the  treafury  of  the  (late, 
at  and  after  the  rate  of  thirty  bufhels  of  good  merchantable 
winter  wheat,  at  the  market  price  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  eve- 
ry hundred  acres  fo  to  be  leafed  as  afore  faid,  on  the  firft  day  of 
February  in  every  year,  the  market  price  of  which  wheat  Qiall 
aonually  be  determined  by  the  treafurer. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  3 
for  the  treafurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  yearly  and 
every  year,  to  pay  from  the  rents  arifingjrom  the  faid  lands  fo 
to  be  leafed  as  aforefaid,  to  fuch  fchoolmader  or  fchoolmaders 
fuch  fum  or  fums  as  (hall  be  certified  by  the  peace  makers 
of  New-Stockbridge,  and  their  mifiionary,  if  any  they  (hall  have, 
to  be  due  to  fuch  fchoolmader  or  fchoolmafters  for  his  or  their 
fervices,  in  in ft.ru cling  Indian  children  in  New-Stockbridge 
aforefaid,  by  previous  agreement  made  with  fuch  fchoolmader 
or  fchoolmaders  by  the  faid  peace  makers. 

That  the  counterparts  of  the  4 
faid  leafes,  executed  by  the  leffees  (hall  be  lodged  by  the  furvey- 
or-general  in  the  comptroller's  office,  in  which  leafes  there  (hall  5 
be  a  covenant  to  recover  fuch  rents  as  are  fpecified  in  the  faid 
leafes  by  didrefs  and  fale,  and  of  re-entry  after  fixty  days  from 
the  time  fuch  rents  become  due  and  remain  unpaid.

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  rcpre- 

1  J3  sentcd  in  Seriate  and  Assembly,  That  it  {hall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  any  Indian  rending  in  Brothertown,  to  whom  any 
lands  have  been  affigned,  to  give  and  bequeath  by  will,  in  writ- 
ing, his  perfonal  eftute  ;  alfo  to  give  and  devife  any  right,  title 
or  intereft  which  he  may  acquire  to  any  lands,  except  the  lands 

2  fet  apart  for  the  Brothertown  Indians  ;  and  every  fuch  will  and 
devife  fhall  be  execute^  and  proved  as  is  directed  by  the  a£U  en- 
titled w  An  ac\  to  reduce  the  laws  concerning  wills  into  one  da- 
lute,"  paffed  the  20th  day  of  February,  one  thoufand  eight  hun- 
dred and  one,  and  be  of  the  fame  validity  as  if  made  by  any  white 
perfon. 

3  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any  order  or  decree 
is  made  by  the  keepers  of  the  peace,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  keepers  of  the  peace  to  caufe  the  amount  of  fuch  or- 
der or  decree  to  be  immediately  levied  by  dillrefs  and  fale  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  of  the  perfon  again  ft  whom  fuch  order  or

removed,  which  fummons  may  be  ferved  by  the  (herifi*,  or  any 
conftable  ol  li.e  county  of  Oneida  ;  and  if  ho  fatisfaClory  cauTe 
be  ihtwn  to  the  judge  on  the  return  of  the  fummons,  it  fhall  be 
the  duly  of  the  judge  to  order  fuch  perfon  to  be  removed,  with 
his  iamiiy  and  eilech,  if  fuch  perfon  has  a  family  ;  atul  he  lhail 
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further  order  and  adjudge  that  fuch  perfon  (hall  pay  fuch  fum  as 
he  may  deem  neceffary  to  defray  the  cofts  and  cxpenfes  of  the 
proceedings  under  this  a6\,  which  fum  (hall  be  levied  by  diftrefs 
and  fale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  perfon  attain  ft.  whom  fuch 
order  is  made,  and  paid  to  the  judge,  to  he  by  him  paid  to  the 
attorney  of  the  faid  Indians,  after  deducting  the  feus  hereafter 
mentioned,  and  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  faid  attorney  to  the

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-  J^rA,  repre- 
XJ  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  tenth  feclion  of 
the  ixi'\t  entitled  »*  An  a£t  concerning  (laves  and  fervants,"  paired 
the  eighth  day  of  April,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  one,  be 
and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  That  all  children 
born  of  Oaves  which  have  been  abandoned  conformably  to  the 
faid  feclion  of  the  act  aforefaid,  fhull  be  provided  for  at  the  cx- 
penfe of  this  ftate,  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not 
palled. 

II.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contain- 
ed, (hall  be  couiftrued  to  prevent  any  perfon.  entitled  to  the  fer- 
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vice of  any  child  born  of  a  flave,  after  the  fourth  day  of  July,  itk

Ofwego  river, 
Grafs  river,  Racket  river,  St.  Regis  river,  Wood  creek,  Fi(h 
creek,  and  the  different  branches  which  empty  into  the  faid 
dreams  ;  and  that  every  perfon  who  (hall  draw  any  feine,  fet  any 
net,  make  any  wire,  or  other  obdructions,  in  the  faid  waters,  or 
fhall  make  any  dams  fo  as  to  prevent  the  ufual  courfe  of  the  fal- 
mon  from  going  up  the  faid  dreams,  (hall  be  fubject  to  the  fame 
forfeitures  as  are  prescribed  in  and  by  the  act  above  recited.

them,  at  their  annual  meetings  in  the  faid  county,  to  caufe  to  be 
raifed  by  tax  in  the  fame  manner  as  money  to  defray  the  contin- 
gent charges*  of  the  counties  in  this  (late  are  by  law  directed  to 
be  levied  and  collected,  fuch  fum  as  they  (hall  judge  proper,  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year,  together  with 
the  legal  charges  for  collecting  and  paying  out  the  fame,  which 
fum  fhall  be  paid  into  the  treafury  of  the  faid  county,  on  or  be- 
fore the  firft  day  of  February  in  every  year  ;  and  the  treafurer  of 
the  faid  county  (hall  pay  fuch  fum  on  the  order  of  Henry  A. 
Townfend,  James  M'Burny  and  Benjamin  Patterfon,  who  are 
hereby  appointed  commimoners  to  receive  faid  money  and  ap- 
ply the  fame  to  the  improvement  of  the  navagable  ftreams  run- 
ning through  the  faid  county  of  Steuben.

An  ACT  granting  to  Henry  Fan  Garden  the  exclusive  Right  to 
Ferry  on  the  west  Side  oj  the  Hudson  River  at  the  Village  of 
Cat  l  skill. 

Paired  April  6th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  Henry  Van  Garden,  by  his  petition  prefented 
to  the  legiflature,  has  prayed  for  an  exclufive  right  to 
ferry  on  the  weft  fide  of  Hudfon's  river,  at  the  village  of  Cattf- 
kill,  and  for  two  miles  above  and  below  where  faid  Jerry  is  now 
kept  at  the  village  aforefaid,  on  the  condition  that  he  the  faid 
Henry  Van  Garden  fhould  erect  a  clock  for  the  purpofe  of  (hort- 
ening  faid  ferry,  and  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Cattfkill1 
creek,  and  it  appearing  that  the  erection  of  fuch  a  dock  will 
prove  of  great  public  utility  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it, enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-Tork,  represent- 

1  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  faid  Henry  Van  Garden,  his  heirs  or  affigns,  to  build  and 
erect  a  dock  from  high  water  mark,  at  or  near  where  the  Suf- 
quehannah  turnpike  road  ilrikes  the  weftcrn  Chore  of  the  Hud-

two  cents  ;  for  every  horfe,  mare  or  gelding,  nine  cents ;  for 
every  empty  pipe  or  hogfhead,  two  cents;  for  every  empty  bar- 
rel or  cafk,  one  cent ;  for  every  bulhel  of  wheat,  rye,  fait  or  any

Paffed  April  7th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  the  eroding  of  Hudfon's  river  from  the  city  of 
Hudfon  to  the  village  of  Athens,  in  the  county  of  Greene, 
with  terry-boats,  is  very  much  obftructed  at  low  water  by  reafon 
of  a  flat  in  faid  river  :  And  whereas  Timothy  Bunker,  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Athens,  has,  by  his  petition  prefented  to  the  legiflatureK 
prayed  for  an  exclufive  privilege  to  ferry  from  the  well  fi.de  ol 
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Hudfen's  river,  at  the  termination  of  Ferry-flreet,  in  the  faid 
Tillage  of  Athens,  for  five  years,  on  the  condition  that  he  the  faid 
Timothy  Bunker  {hall  open  a  canal  or  channel  through  the  faid 
fiat,  oppofite  the  faid  city  of  Hud  fori ;  and  it  appearing  that  the 
opening  of  fuch  canal  or  channel  will  prove  of  great  public  util- 
ity :  Therefore, 

I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Slate  of  New-Tork,  rcprf 

1  seated  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  Timothy  Bunker,  or  his  afligns,  to  cut  and  open  a 
canal  or  channel  through  the  flat  in  the  Hudfon's  river,  oppofite 
to  the  city  of  Uudfon,  from  the  channel  of  the  faid  river,  caft  of 
laid  flat  oppofite  to  the  village  of  Athens  in  the  county  of  Greene, 
and  oppofite  the  termination  of  the  fecond  or  Ferry-ftreet,  on 

3  the  weil  fide  of  the  faid  river,  which  faid  canal  or  channel  fhall 
not  be  lefs  than  twenty  feet  wide  nor  lefs  than  twenty  inches 
deep,  and  fhall  be  made  in  fuch  manner  fo  as  to  afford  a  f Defi- 
ciency of  water  that  ferry  boats  may  at  all  times  pafs  through 
the  faid  canal  or  channel  at  the  lowed  common  tides  in  faid  ri- 
ver, and  fhall  be  completed  within  two  years.

ranza  or  Lunenburgh,  in  the  county  of  Greene,  for  the  purpofe 
of  tran fportiiiK  any  perfon  or  perfons,  goods  or  chattels,  for  hire 
or  pay,  from  the  faid  village  of  Athens,  Efperanza  or  Lunen-

lawful  for  Thomas  Shankland  and  his  heirs,  to  build  and  main* 
tain  a  rolling  dam  acrofs  the  Sufquehannah  river,  at  the  head  of 
his  raceway,  where  he  turns  the  waters  of  the  Sufquehannah 
river  to  his  grift-mill,  near  Cooperftown,  not  exceeding  two  feet 
high  from  the  bottom  of  the  river,  the  lower  fide  from  the  ridge 
»ot  lets  than  twelve  feet  wide  :  And  further,  It  lhall  be  lawful 
for  the  faid  Shankland,  his  heirs  and  afiigns,  from  and  after  the 
fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  fet  a  plank  or  board  on  faid 
dam  not  more  than  one  foot  wide,  to  fave  water,  if  he  (hall  think 
itneceflary,  which  faid  plank  or  board  may  remain  fo  fet  up  until 
the  firfl  day  of  March  next  thereafter  in  each  year,  and  no  longer* 
II.  And  be  ii  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  Shankland  (hall 
make  and  keep  in  good  repair,  a  good,  fufficient  and  convenient 
lock  through  his  dam,  at  his  mills,  for  boats  to  pafs  up  his  raceway 
into  lake  Otfego :  faid  lock  to  be  made  at  fuch  time  and  in  fuch 
manner  as  (hall  be  ordered  and  directed  by  the  court  of  common 
pleas  of  the  county  of  Ocfego  ;  and  permit  boats  to  pafs  up  and 
down  faid  race  through  faid  lock  free  of  cod,  any  law,  ufage  or 
cuftom  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding.    Provided  always,  That 
this  a£t  (hall  be  and  remain  in  force  during  the  term  of  feven 
years,  and  no  longer. 


CHAP.  XLIII. 

An  ACT  to  authorize  John  Bleecker  and  Gerret  Peebles  to  erect  a 

Dam  on  the  Hudson  River. 

PalTed  April  3d,  1804. 

WHEREAS  it  is  reprefentcd  to  this  legiflature  by  the  pe- 
tition of  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of 
Wafhington  and  Saratoga,  who  (late  that  they  are  interefted  in 
the  lumber  and  rafting  bufinefs,  and  that  a  mill  dam  might  be 
erected  on  the  cad  fide  of  the  Hudfon  river,  at  Fort  Miller  falls, 
fo  contracted  as  to  render  rafting  over  faid  falls  lefs  difficult,  and 
be  of  public  utility,  and  have  prayed  that  the  creeling  fuch  dam 
may  be  authorized  by  law:  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ken-York,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
John  Bleecker  and  Gerret  Peebles,  their  refpecYive  heirs  and 
afligns,  to  ereft  a  dam  on  the  eaft  fide  of  the  Hudfon  river,  on 
Fort  Milkr  falls,  in  the  town  of  Argyle,  in  the  county  of  Wafli, 
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ington,  on  the  place  where  their  dam  lately  flood  :  Provided 
nevertheless,  That  it  (hall  not  be  lawful  for  the  faid  John  Ulecck- 
er  and  Gerret  Peebles,  their  refpeftive  heirs  or  afligns,  or  either 
of  them,  to  extend  fuch  dam  fo  far  into  faid  river  from  the  eaft 
bank  as  the  late  dam  extended,  by  thirty  feet.

And  whereas,  the  contending  parties  have,  in  their  joint  petition 
to  the  legiflature,  bearing  date  the  nineteenth  day  of  November, 
one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  three,  prayed  legiflative  provU 
fion  therein  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tork,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  and  (nay  be  lawful 
for  the  fupervifors  of  the  county  of  Queens,  at  their  next  anou* 
&l  meeting,  to  be  held  in  and  for  the  faid  county,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed,  to  caufe  to  be  raifed,  levied  and  colle6ted,  by 
tax,  on  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  town  of  Oyf- 
terbay,  in  the  fame  manner  that  money  is  raifcd,  levied  and  col- 
le&ed  for  the  fupport  of  the  poor,  the  fum  of  two  thoufand  fe- 
ven  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  Jacob  Van 
Wickler,  Stephen  Froft,  Abraham  Monfoort,  Nathaniel  Coles, 
junior,  Ifaac  Smith,  John  Fleet,  and  John  Cufhow,  junior,  or  a 
majority  ol  them,  on  or  before  the  fir  ft  Monday  in  January  next, 
by  them  to  be  applied  for  cxtinguilhing  the  faid  private  claims. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  conveyances  to  be  tak- 
en for  the  premifes  aforefaid,  in  purfuance  of  this  acl,  lhall  be 
taken  in  the  name  of  the  fupervifor  of  the  town  of  Oytterbay  and 
his  fucceflbrs  in  office,  and  lhall  be  held  in  truft  by  him  and  them 
for  tl.e  ufe  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  town.  .

WHEREAS  there  is  a  certain  traa  of  fwamp  and  bog  mea- 
dow  in  the  towns  of  Stanford  and  Northeaft,  in  the 
county  of  Dutchefs,  owned  by  Caleb  Hulled,  Ifrael  Lewis,  Dan- 
iel Lewis*  Ebenezer  Hufled,  Silas  Hufled,  Peter  Huded  and 
others,  inhabitants  of  the  faid  towns,  which  is  fo  far  overflowed 
with  water  as  lorender  the  fame  unfit  for  agricultural  purpofes  t 
And  whereas  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  fwamp  and  bog  meadow 
conceive  the  fame  may  be  made  fit  for  the  culture  of  hemp,  graft 
and  pa  flu  re  :  Therefore, 

J.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Jeffe  Thompfon,  Ifaac  Hunt-  t 
ing  and  Jeremiah  Sherril,  or  any  two  of  them,  or  the  furvivors 
or  furvivor  of  them,  (hall  be  infpeftors  finally  to  fettle  and  deter- 
mine the  number  of  acres  of  fwamp  and  bog  meadow,  belong- 
ing to  each  proprietor  or  occupant  in  faid  tract,  which  may  in 
their  opinion  be  benefitted  by  ditching  the  fame,  and  the  propor- 
tion each  proprietor  {hall  pay  of  the  fum  herein  after  mention- 
ed, and  for  the  purpofes  herein  after  mentioned  ;  which  fettle- 
ment  and  determination  fhall  be  delivered  in  writing  to  the  com* 
miffioners  to  be  chofen  as  herein  after  directed  and  prefcribed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  purpofe  of  draining  2 
the  laid  fwamp  and  bog  meadow  the  fum  of  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars fhall  be  paid  by  the  proprietors  and  occupants  thereof,  in 
the  proportion  they  (hall  be  refpecYively  aflefled  as  aforefaid  by 
the  faid  infpeclora,  within  three  months  after  fuch  afleffment 
as  aforefaid  fhall  have  been  made  and  completed,  to  three  com- 
mifhonerS)  who  fhall  be  chofen  by  the  proprietors  of  faid  fwamp 
or  bog  meadow  in  manner  following,  to  wit :  The  faid  proprie-  3 
tors  fhall  meet  on  the  firft  Tuefday  of  May  next,  at  the  dwelling 
houfcof  Ebenezer  Hufled.  in  the  faid  town  of  Stanford,  and  then 
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and  there  by  ballot  proceed  to  elect  three  perfons  for  commif- 
fioners,  thofe  who  (hall  have  the  greateft.  number  of  votes  to  be 
commiflioners  for  the  enfuing  year  :  That  on  the  firft  Tuefday 
of  May  in  every  year  thereafter,  the  faid  proprietors  (hall  meet 
at  the  place  aforefaid,  or  at  fuch  other  place  in  either  of  the  faid 
towns  of  Northeaft  or  Stanford,  as  the  majority  of  the  faid  pro- 
prietors for  the  time  being  (hall  have  previoufly  agreed  on  or  ad- 
journed to,  for  the  purpofe  of  making  fuch  election  of  commif- 
fioners  ;  that  each  perfon  holding  two  acres  of  faid  fwamp  land, 
(hall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  every  fuch  election  for  commiffion- 
ers,  and  for  every  two  acres  more  fo  held  by  any  fuch  proprietory 
he  (hall  have  one  vote,  provided  that  no  perfon  (hall  be  entitled 
to  a  greater  number  than  twenty-five  votes  at  fuch  elections  ; 
A   that  the  faid  monies,  fo  as  aforefaid  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  com  mi  f- 
fioners,  (hall  be  applied  by  them  towards  paying  all  incidental 
charges  that  (ball  arife  in  or  about  the  bufinefs  of  draining  faid 
fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  or  a  majority  of 
them  (hall  think  proper,  who  are  hereby  fully  authorized  and 
empowered  to  cut  or  caufe  to  be  cut  one  or  more  main  ditch  or 
ditches  through  the  faid  fwamp,  in  fuch  manner  and  in  fuch  di- 
rection as  to  the  faid  commiflioners  or  a  majority  of  them  (hall 
appear  bed  calculated  to  carry  the  intentions  of  this  act  into  ef- 
fea. 

5  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  cafe  any  perfon  affefTed 
as  aforefaid,  (hall  neglect  or  refufe  to  pay  the  monies  or  any  part  . 
thereof,  fo  as  aforefaid  made  payable  by  him  for  the  purpofe 
aforefaid,  to  the  commiflioners  or  either  of  them  to  be  elected 
as  aforefaid,  within  the  time  above  limited,  it  (hall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  commiflioners  or  the  furvivors  of  them,  to  fue 
for  and  recover  the  fame  with  intereft  and  cofts  of  fuit,  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt,  in  any  court  in  this  (late  having  cognizance  of  fuch 
amount. 

6  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  for  the  defraying  the  ex- 
penfe  of  clearing  and  fcouring  fuch  main  ditch  or  ditches  as 
(hall  be  made  by  the  direction  of  faid  commiflioners  for  draining 
faid  fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  from  time  to  time,  the  proprietors 
or  occupants  thereof  for  the  time  being  (hall  after  the  firft  day 
of  May,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  feven,  pay 
to  the  faid  commiflioners  on  or  before  the  firft  Monday  in  July, 
in  each  year,  fuch  annual  fum,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  acre 
of  faid  fwamp  or  meadow,  as  a  majority  of  faid  proprietors  or 
occupants  at  their  annual  meeting  on  the  firft  Tuefday  in  May, 

7  in  each  year,  (hall  think  proper  to  raife  ;  and  in  cafe  any  propri- 
etor or  occupant  (hall  neglect  to  pay  annually  on  the  firft  day 
of  July  fuch  fum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  acre  of  the  faid 
fwamp  or  meadow,  the  commiflioners  for  the  time  being  (hall 
be  and  hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  fue  for  and  re- 
cover the  fame,  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  juftice  of  the 
peace  in  the  faid  county,  with  intereft  and  cofts  of  fuit,  which 
faid  commiflioners  (hall  apply  the  money,  or  fuch  part  thereof 
as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  the  clearing  and  fcouring  laid  ditch 
or  ditches. 
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V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  and  hereby  is  8 
vnade  the  duty  of  the  refpective  commifli oners,  to  be  annually 
elected  as  aforefaid,  to  render  an  account  of  all  the  expenditures 
of  (aid  monies  to  the  faid  proprietors  or  occupants  at  their  an- 
nual meeting  on  the  firft  Tucfday  in  May,  and  they  fhall  then  9 
deliver  the  monies  (if  any)  and  their  accounts  and  papers  in  re- 
lation  to  their  truft  and  duty  to  the  commimoners  who  (ball 
have  been  elected  to  fucceed  them. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  any  proprietor  or  occu-  10 
pant  in  faid  fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  who  (hall  be  defirous  of  having 
one  or  more  line  ditch  or  ditches  made,  to  give  at  lead  thirty 
days  notice  of  his  or  her  faid  intention  to  the  perfon  or  perfons 
owning  or  poffemng  the  part  or  parts  adjoining  to  his  or  her 
Jands,  and  if  after  fuch  notice,  any  perfon  or  perfons  fo  notified, 
fhall  neglect  or  refufe  to  make  one  equal  half  part  of  fuch  line 
ditch  or  ditches,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  perfon  fo  giv- 
ing notice,  to  make  fuch  ditch  or  ditches,  and  to  fue  for  and  re-

county,  not  intereiled  in  the  premifes,  or  a  majority  of  them,  on 
application  made  to  them  by  the  faid  commifiioners  for  that 
purpofe,  (hall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  ap- 
point three  reputable  freeholders  in  faid  county,  not  interefted 
in  the  faid  lands,  to  appraife  and  afcertain  what  compenfation, 
if  any,  the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  lands  (hall  be  reafonably  en- 
titled to  for  the  privilege  of  ditching  or  draining  faid  fwamp  or 
bog  meadow  through  his  land  ;  and  if  the  faid  commifttoncrs,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  (hall  think  proper  to  pay  fuch  appraifement 
to  the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  land,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  them,  upon  paying  the  fame,  to  proceed  to  ditch,  or  direct 
the  cutting  fuch  ditch  or  ditches  as  they  may  deem  proper  and 
neceflary  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid)  any  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
with  (landing. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted}  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  law-  13 
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fill  for  the  faid  commiflioners  to  carry  the  faid  main  ditch  into, 
at  or  near  the  outlet  of  the  St i fink  pond,  lying  at  the  head  of 
faid  fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  and  to  erect  a  dam  at  the  outlet  of 
the  faid  pond  at  the  head  of  faid  ditch,  fo  as  to  raife  and  keep 
the  water  in  the  faid  pond  to  its  natural  heighth  in  floods  and 
frefhets  ;  and  it  ihall  and  may  be  lawful,  and  hereby  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  faid  commiflioners,  gradually  to  drain  the  water  out 
of  the  faid  pond  in  the  dry  feafons  of  the  year,  as  low  as  the  (aid 
ditch  will  drain  the  faid  pond,  and  again  to  (hut  the  (kid  dam  in 
times  of  floods  and  frefhets,  fo  as  to  raife  the  water  in  the  (aid 
pond  to  its  natural  elevation,  and  to  keep  the  faid  dam  in  per* 
petual  repair  for  the  purpofes  aforelaid. 

14  X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
(hall  break  down  or  deftroy  (aid  dam,  or  raife  the  flood  gate 
thereof  fo  as  to  let  out  the  waters  in  (aid  pond,  without  the  con* 
fent  of  the  commiflioners,  or  one  of  them,  he  (hall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  fum  of  two  hundred  dollars  to  the  commiflioners  for  the 
time  being,  which  they  (ball  be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  fue  for  and  recover,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  of  the  fame,  and  to  apply  the  one  half 
of  the  money  fo  recovered  for  the  purpofes  contemplated  in  this 
act,  and  the  other  half  to  the  fupport  of  the  poor  of  the  towns 
of  Northeaft  and  Stanford  in  equal  proportions. 

15  XL  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  where  any  part  of  the  faid 
fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  owned  by  any  perfon,  (hall  not  adjoin 
to  the  faid  main  ditch,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid 
commimoners,  upon  the  application  of  fuch  owner  or  proprie- 
tor, to  lay  out  and  cut  a  ditch  from  fuch  lands  in  the  molt  con- 
venient direction  to  the  main  ditch  fo  to  be  made  as  aforefaid, 
through  any  perfon's  land  in  faid  tract  of  fwamp  lands* 

16  XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  every  action  to  be 
brought  by  the  commiflioners  in  purfuance  of  this  act,  it  (hall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  them  to  commence  and  profecute  the 
fame  by  the  name  and  ftile  of  the  commiflioners  for  ditching  and 
draining  the  fwamp  and  bog  meadow  lyin^  in  the  towns  of  Stan- 
ford and  Northeaft,  in  the  county  of  Dutchcfs,  below  the  out- 
let of  a  lake  near  the  Slifink  mountain.

ERE  AS  there  is  a  certain  tract  of  fwamp  and  bog  mea- 
dow in  the  towns  of  Hempflead  and  Haverftraw,  in  the 
county  of  Rockland,  owned  by  Benjamin  Coe,  Ifaac  Conklin,  Ben- 
jamin Sccor,  Samuel  W.  Coe,  Jonah  Odell,  and  others,  proprie- 
tors of  faid  fwamp,  which  is  fo  far  overflowed  or  drowned  as  to

HERE  AS  there  are  large  tracts  of  fwamps  and  bog 
meadows  in  the  counties  of  Orange  and  Dutchefs,  own* 
ed  by  different  proprietors,  which  might  be  made  fit  for  the  cul- 
ture of  hemp,  meadow  and  pafturage,  which  in  their  natural 
(late  are  fubject  to  be  overflowed  with  water  and  rendered  unfit 
for  any  kind  of  agricultural  purpofes  :  That  the  neceffary  pro- 
vifions  for  draining  the  fame  may  be  more  eafily  made  than 
heretofore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nev>-Torhy  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly  ^  That  from  and  after  the  palling  | 
of  this  act  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  one  or  more  of  the 
owners  or  proprietors  of  any  fuch  fwamp  or  bog  meadow  in  ei- 
ther of  the  raid  counties,  who  may  be  inclined  to  have  the  fame 
ditched  and  drained  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid,  to  prefent  a  pe- 
tition to  the  judges  and  afMant  juftices  of  the  court  of  common

That  when  any  owner  or  owners 
of  any  fwamp  or  bog  meadow  in  either  of  the  faid  counties  fhall 
prefent  his  or  their  petition  as  aforefaid,  and  fhall  prove  to  the 
fatisfaclion  of  the  faid  court  that  notice  has  been  given  agreeable 
to  the  directions  of  this  act,  that  then  it  ftull  be  the  duty  of  the 
judges  and  affiftant  juftices  of  faid  court,  in  open  court,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  (unlefs  good  caufe  be  fhewu 
to  the  contrary)  to  appoint  not  exceeding  five  infpectors,  free- 
holders and  inhabitants  of  faid  county,  and  not  interelted  in  faid 

4  fwamp  or  bog  meadow,  a  majority  of  whom,  after  they  are  appoint- 
ed, or  their  fucceflbrs,  (ball  be  infpectors  finally  to  fettle  and  de- 
termine the  number  of  acres  which  belong  to  each  proprietor  or 
occupant  in  faid  tract  which  may,  in  their  opinion,  be  benefitted 
by  draining  and  ditching  the  fame*  and  declaring  the  fam  ne- 
ceffary  to  be  raifed  for  the  purpofes  aforefaid  :  And  further,  it 
fhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  infpectors  to  make  out  a  map  or 
chart  of  the  faid  tract,  with  the  general  courfe  of  the  main  and 
other  ditches  thereon,  which,  in  their  opinion,  are  necclfary  to  be 
cut  and  kept  open  for  the  effectual  draining  the  fame,  and  to 
certify  under  their  hands,  the  fum  or  proportion  to  be  paid  bjr 
each  of  the  proprietors  or  occupants,  and  that  the  fame,  after 
being  approved  of  by  the  court,  fhall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  the  faid  county,  for  the  benefit  of  the  perfons  interested  there- 

§  in  :  Provided  alvtays,  That  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  faid  infpect- 
ors, or  a  majority  of  them,  after  they  have  viewed  the  premifes, 
it  will  be  impracticable  or  unprofitable  for  the  owners  or  pro- 
prietors of  faid  fwamp  or  bog  meadow  to  drain  the  fame,  them 
it  (halt  be  their  duty  to  report  in  writing  to  the  faid  court  a  (late 
of  facts  refpecting  the  fame  ;  and  if  the  faid  court  agree  with 
the  faid  infpectors  in  fuch  report,  they  (hall  be  discharged  from

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,  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  the  faid  infpectors  9 
>or  their  fucceftbrs,  (hall  find  it  neceffary  to  continue  fuch  ditch  or 
ditches,  through  lands  adjoining  any  fuch  tracts  of  fwamp  or 
bog  meadow,  for  the  purpofes  of  draining  the  fame  more  effectu- 
ally, then  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  agree  and  fettle  with 
the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  lands  for  fuch  damage,  as  is  likely 
in  their  opinion  to  be  fuftained  by  fuch  owner  or  owners,  by  rea- 
fon  of  fuch  ditch  or  ditches,  and  to  pay  any  fuch  fum  or  fums  a/» 
(hall  be  agreed  on,  out  of  the  monies  to  be  raifed  by  virtue  of 
this  a£l  in  manner  afore  faid,  for  draining  and  ditching  fuch 
fwamp  or  bog  meadow  :  And  if  they  cannot  agree  as  aforefaid, 
on  application  by  the  faid  infpectors  or  their  fucceflbrs  for  that 
purpofe,  to  the  judges  and  amftant  jullices  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  faid  county,  or  a  majority  of  them  not  interefted  in 
the  premtfes,  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  appoint

17  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  proprietors,  owners  or  occupants  of  any  fuch  fwamp  or 
bog  meadow,  or  a  majority  of  them,  at  any  time  after  the  map 
or  chart  and  return  of  the  infpeclors  appointed  by  virtue  of  this 
act  is  allowed  of  by  the  faid  court  and  filed  in  the  clerk's  office 
as  aforefaid,  if  they  deem  it  proper  and  for  their  intcreft,  at 
their  firft  meeting  as  aforcfaid,  to  choole  any  number  of  com- 
mifliontrs  not  exceeding  three,  who  mall  for  one  year  there- 
after, or  until  others  are  chefen  in  their  place,  exercife  and  di£ 
charge  all  the  duties  required  of  the  faid  infpeclots  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  in  any  of  the  preceding  fecYions  of  this  a6t  :

told  for  the  paying  the  quit  rents  due  or  to  become  due  upon  the

other  Purposes. 

Patted  April  1 1th,  1804. 
I.  TJE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represent^ 

J3  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  whenever  the  furveyor  I 
general  fhall  have  expofed  to  fale  any  lots  of  the  unappropriated 
lands  of  this  ftate,  in  purfuance  of  the  act,  entitled  u  An  ac"l  for 
the  fale  of  the  unappropriated  lands,  and  for  other  purpofes," 
patted  the  fixth  day  of  April,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and 
three,  and  any  of  fuch  lots  fhall  remain  unfold,  it  mall  be  law- 
ful for  the  commiflioners  of  the  land  office  to  grant  letters  patent 
to  fuch  perfons  refpeclively,  as  fhall  thereafter  firft  make  applica- 
tion for  any  of  the  faid  lots,  and  paying  therefor  the  minimum 
price  affixed  to  them  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  act,  in  the  manner 
therein  prefcribed  :  Provided,  That  no  perfon  fhall  be  confidered 
as  an  applicant  unlefs  he  fhall  have  made  the  firft  payment  re- 
quired by  the  faid  act  :  And  provided  further,  That  no  one  appli- 
cant fhall  be  entitled  to  a  grant  of  more  than  two  lots.

Provided  always,  That  nothing  in  this  ac"l  contained  fhall  be  deem- 
ed to  prevent  any  of  the  citizens  of  this  ftate  from  ufing  the  faid 
carrying  place,  and  tranfporting  acrofs  the  fame  as  a  public  high- 
way from  the  ufual  place  of  taking  boats  out  of  the  river,  to  the 
ufual  plate  where  they  are  put  into  the  water  again,  fo  far  as 
the  land  belonging  to  the  people  of  the  ftate  extends.

(lances  and  fituation  fhall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  furveyor  general, 
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render  it  proper  to  lay  out  certain  lots  of  larger  or  fmaller  fize* 
than  two  hundred  acres,  it  (hall  he  lawful  for  him  fo  to  lay  out 
fuch  lots ;  and  further,  that  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  him  to  fell  all 
lots  heretofore  fo  laid  out  by  him,  any  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withdanding. 

6  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  furveyor  general,  in 
leafing  the  trac"l  of  land  called  Stedman's  farm,  on  Niagara  river* 
purfuant  to  the  directions  of  the  above  recited  act,  {hall  referve 
out  of  the  fame  fo  much  thereof  as  the  commiifioners  of  the 
land  office  (hall  deem  neceflary  and  direct  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  landing  place  ;  and  further,  that  it  (hall  be  lawful  for

And  whereas  it  is  reprefented  that  in  eftablifbing  the  right  of 
the  people  of  this  flate  to  lands  deemed  to  have  become  forfeit- 
ed, as  required  in  and  by  the  act,  entitled  "  An  a£l  to  facilitate 
the  difcovery  and  fale  of  the  eflates  of  attainted  perfons,"  in  or- 
der to  entitle  the  difcoverers  of  fuch  lands  to  the  benefits  intend- 
ed by  the  faid  a£t,  it  is  difficult  to  a  feet  tain  that  the  perfons  by 
whole  attainder  or  convidlton  fuch  lands  are  deemed  to  have  be-

Paffed  April  3d,  1804. 

WHEREAS  the  town  of  Clermont  is  bounded  for  a  confidcr- 
able  extent  on  the  fouth  fide  of  the  creek  commonly  called 
Roelif  Janfe's  Kill,  on  which  there  are  many  and  expenfive 
bridges,  and  at  prefent  mod  of  them  much  out  of  repair  :  And 
whereas  there  is  at  prefent  no  exifling  law  directing  in  what 
manner  fuch  bridges  (hall  be  put  and  kept  in  good  and  fufficient 
repair  where  the  town  of  Clermont  is  for  the  greater  part  bound- 
ed by  the  fouth  fide  of  faid  creek,  on  the  town  of  Livingfton  : 
jind  whereas  the  bridges  acrofs  faid  creek  arc  as  well  of  utility  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Germantown  as  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
towns  of  Livingfton  and  Clermont ;  Therefore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State' of  Ntv>-Tork,  represented 
in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  the  bridges  now  built  acrofs  the 
laid  creek,  commonly  called  Roelif  Janfe's  Kill,  from  where 
(aid  creek  empties  into  Hud  ton's  river  to  the  mills  of  Robert  R. 
Livingfton,  Efquire,  at  the  village  of  Pleafant  Vale,  including  a 
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bridge  creeled  on  a  branch  of  faid  creek,  near  the  dwelling  houfe 
of  Philip  Falter,  all  which  bridges  the  commiflioners  of  high- 
ways for  the  towns  of  Livingfton,  Clermont,  and  Gertnantown, 
for  the  time  being,  are  hereby  required  to  caufe  to  be  put  and 
kept  in  good  and  fufficitnt  repair,  at  the  expenfe  of  the  faid  towns 
oT  Livingfton,  Clermont  and  Germantown  ;  and  an  account  of 
the  ex  pen  Pes  attending  the  fame  ft)  all  be,  by  the'commiflioners 
of  highways  for  faid  towns,  or  by  either  of  them,  tranfmitted  to 
the  fupervifors  of  the  county  of  Columbia,  at  their  annual  meet- 
ing, who  are  hereby  required  and  directed  to  divide  the  whole 
amount  of  fuch  expenfes  between  the  faid  towns  of  Livingfton, 
Clermont  and  Germantown,  in  proportion  to  the  valuation  of 
taxable  property  in  the  faid  towns,  and  caufe  the  fame,  by  their 
warrant  or  warrants,  to  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  free- 
holders and  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  faid  towns  of  Livingfton, 
Clermont  and  Germantown,  and  direct  the  fame  to  be  paid  by 
the  refpecYive  collectors  to  the  commiflioners  of  highways  for 
laid  towns  refpecYively,  on  the  order  of  the  fupervifors  as  is 
ufual  in  other  cafes,  which  faid  fums  of  money,  when  fo  collect- 
ed and  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  commiffioners  of  highways  for 
faid  towns  refpeclively,  fhall  be  by  them  appropriated  for  the 
purpofes  aforefaid,  any  thing  herein  contained  to  the  contrary 
notwithftanding.

name  of  "  The  Prefident  and  Directors  of  the  Troy  Bridge 
Company,"  for  the  pucpofe  of  building  a  bridge  over  the  Hud- 
son river,  at  the  place  known  by  the  defcription  of  the  upper-ferry 
plaee,  at  the  weft  end  of  Ferry  ftreet,  in  the  village  of  Tray,  in

That  as  foon  as  the  faid  bridge  25 
(hall  be  completed,  and  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  county  of  Renffelaer,  or  any  three  of  them,  not  intereded 
therein,  lhall,  upon  infpection,  certify  under  their  hands*,  that 
the  faid  bridge  is  well  and  fufficiently  completed  and  built  con- 
formably to  this  a6t,  and  will  admit  the  paffage  of  teams  and 
loaded  carriages,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident 
and  directors  to  ereft  a  gate  at  the  end  of  faid  bridge,  and  de-

and  two  horfes,  eighteen  cents,  and  fix  cents  for  every  additional 
horfe  ;  every  fled  or  fleigh  drawn  by  two  horfes,  eighteen  cents, 
and  fix  cents  for  every  additional  horfe  ;  each  ox  waggon  or 
c%rt  drawn  by  two  oxen,  eighteen  cents,  and  each  additional 
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yoke  of  oxen,  nine  cents  ;  every  one  horfe  cart,  nine  cents  ; 
every  one  horfe  waggon,  fleigh  op  (led,  nine  cents  ;  every  roan 
and  horfe,  nine  cents  ;  every  foot  paffenger,  three  cents  ;  every 
horfe,  jack  or  mule,  four  cents;  every  cow  or  other  neat  cattle,

29  XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefulent  and  di-

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
ill  all  forcibly  pafs  the  gate  to  be  erected  at  faid  bridge  in  purfu- 
ance  of  this  acl,  or  ihull  caufe  his*,  her  or  their  horfe,  carriage, 
waggon,  (leigh,  Ged,  cattle  or  other  thing  or  things  to  pafs  the 
fame,  without  having  paid  the  legal  toll  for  pafling  faid  bridge, 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing ten  dollars,  nor  lefs  that  one  dollar,  to  be  recovered  by  the 
treafurer  of  the  faid  corporation,  to  their  ufe,  in  an  aclion  of  tref- 
paf»,  which  aclion  (hall  in  every  cafe  be  confidered  as  tranfitory 
in  its  nature.

fioners  to  explore  and  lay  out  a  public  road  of  at  lead  four  rods  2 
wide,  from  the  village  of  Salina,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga,  to 
the  northwefl  corner  of  the  townftiip  of  Galen,  and  from  thence 
through  the  towns  of  Palmyra  and  Northfield,  in  the  county  of 
Ontario,  to  or  near  the  mouth  of  the  Gene  fee  river,  in  faid 
county. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  the  faid  rood  fhall  be  S 
laid  out,  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  commiflioncrs  to  file  a 
map  and  precife  defcription  theicof,  with  their  names  thereun- 
to fubferibed,  in  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  the  counties  of  Onta- 
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rio,  Cayuga  and  Onondaga  refpecli  vely  ;  and  that  it  (hall  be 
lawful  from  thenceforth  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  faid  counties

An  ACT  to  open  and  lay  out  a  free  and  public  Road  from  the  Steel 
Works  in  the  Town  of  Amenta  to  the  Hibernia  Mills>  in  the  Town 
of  Clinton,  in  the  County  of  Dutchess. 

Paffed  April  3d,  1804. 

WHEREAS  David  Johnfton,  Benjamin  Delverge,  and  oth- 
ers, have  by  their  petition  prayed  for  leave  to  open  a 
public  and  fret  road,  leading  from  the  place  commonly  called  the 
old  fteel  works  in  the  town  of  Amenia  in  the  county  of  Dutchefs, 
to  pafs  in  a  weflern  direction  to  the  Hibernia  mills,  fuuated  in 
the  town  or*  Clinton  :  And  whereas  it  appears  that  a  large  Cum 
of  money  is  already  fubferibed  for  the  purpofe  of  opening  and 
improving  faid  road.  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Ncw-Tork,  rcpre* 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly^  That  Lemuel  Siflbn,  Willian  Gor- 
ton and  William  Sutherland,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
commiflioners,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  lay  out,  open  and 
improve  a  road  from  the  old  Heel  works  in  the  town  of  Amenia 
in  the  county  of  Dulchcfs,  on  the  mod  convenient  route  to  the 
Hibernia  mills  in  the  town  of  Clinton  in  the  faid  county  ;  which 
road  fhall  not  be  left  than  two  nor  more  than  four  rods  wide, 
and  the  lands,  and  damages  of  the  owners  or  occupants,  through 
which  the  faid  road  fo  to  be  laid,  fhall  be  appraifed  in  the  man- 
Tier  directed  in  and  by  the  acl,  entitled  "  An  a£l  to  regulate  high- 
ways," palled  the  eighth  day  of  April,  one  thoufand  eight  hun- 
dred and  one  ;  and  that  the  faid  commiflioners  fhall  not  open 
the  faid  road  until  the  owners  or  occupants  fhall  have  been  paid 
for  their  lands  and  damages  by  the  laid  commiflioners,  out  of 
the  money  fubferibed,  or  to  be  fubferibed,  for  the  faid  road. 

11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  commiflioners  fhall, 
before  they  perform  any  of  the  duties  contemplated  by  this  act, 
execute  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  faid  county  of  Dutchcfs,  a  bond  in  the  penal  fum  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  troft 
repofed  in  them,  and  fhall  keep  a  regular  account  of  all  the 
monies  they  fhall  receive,  and  of  4.Tie  expenfes  of  laying  out,

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Ill-  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  Lemuel  Siflbn,

•re  hereby  authorised  to  fue  for  and  recover  all  fuch  fums  of 
money  as  are  or  (hall  be  fubfcribed  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  road, 
and  to  lay  out  and  expend  the  fame  on  the  road  fo  to  be  laid  out 
by  virtue  of  this  a£t  ;  and  ^he  faid  road  when  completed,  is  de- 
clared to  be  a  public  highway,  and  to  be  worked  and  kept  in  re- 
pair  as  other  highways  ia  this  ftate  are  worked  and  kept  in  re- 
pair. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  each  of  the  faid  commif- 
fioners  may  retain  in  their  hands  out  of  the  monies  to  be  collect- 
ed by  them*  one  dollar  for  every  day  they  fhall  be  necelTarily  em- 
ployed in  difcharging  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  a£\, 
and  that  any  two  of  them  (hall  form  a  board  fufficient  to  do  the 
duties  required  of  them.

An  ACT  for  laying  out  and  regulating  Roads  in  the  Town  of  Shel-

Paused  April  3d,  1804. 

WHEREAS  it  is  represented  to  the  legiflature  by  the  in- 
habitants of  the  faid  town,  that  no  public  or  private 
roads  or  highways  have  ever  been  laid  out  on  the  faid  ifland, 
but  the  travelling  there  has  been  through  gates  and  bars  over 
inclofed  fields,  by  the  permifiion  of  the  owners  of  the  land  ;  and 
that  the  prefent  law  if  carried  into  execution,  would  be  very 
axpenfive  and  difadvantageous  to  the  inhabitants,  who  have 
prayed  that  a  law  fimilar  to  this  may  be  er>»C\ed  for  their  relief : 
Therefore, 
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I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
X    sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  a&  to  regulate  highways 
in  the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Kings,  Queens  and  Richmond,  (hall 
not  hereafter  be  deemed  or  conftrued  to  extend  to  the  faid  town 

2  of  Shelter-Ifland  ;  but  that  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  fame,  at  their  annual  town 
meetings,  to  choofe  three  of  their  inhabitants,  being  freeholders, 
to  be  commiflioners  for  laying  out,-  regulating  and  amending 
the  roads  on  the  faid  ifland.

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  any  road  has  been  11 
defignated  or  laid  out  through  any  perfon's  land,  and  it  mail  ap- 
pear to  the  commiffioners  or  the  major  part  of  them,  on  the  ap- 
plication of  the  perfon,  through  whole  land  the  road  may  run  or 
otherways,  that  another  road  may  be  laid  out  through'  the  fame

HowUnd,  Philip  Van  Cortlandt,  Pierre  Van  Cortlandt,  junior, 
William  Keynieefs,  William  Street,  Daniel  Delavan,  lfaac  Van 
AVyck,  Gilbert  Livingfton,  Daniel  C.  VerplanU,  and  Philip  Ver- 
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plank,  and  all  fucb  other  perfbns  as  (hall  aflbciate  for  the  pur* 

2  pofe  of  making  a  good  and  fufificient  road,  beginning  at  or  near 
the  houfe  of  Matthew  Gage  in  the  town  of  Mount- Pi  eafant,  in  the 
county  of  Weftchefter  ;  from  thence  to  and  acrofs  Croton  river, 
near  the  houfe  of  Philip  Van  Cortlandt  ;  and  from  thence  to 
and  through  the  village  of  Peekfltill  In  the  town  of  CortTindt,  in 
the  faid  county  ;  and  from  thence  by  the  neareft  and  mod  eligi- 
ble route,  and  as  near  the  prefent  poft-road  as  circtimflances  will

to  be  recovered  by  the  treafurer  of  the  corporation  to  their  ufe 
in  an  action  of  trefpafs  ;  and  if  any  perfon  fhall,  with  his  team, 
carriage  or  horfe,  or  driving  hogs,  iueep,  catUe,  mules,  or  any 
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•ther  article  liable  to  pay  toll  by  this  act,  turn  out  of  faid  road  to 
pafs  the  faid  gates  on  grounds  adjacent  thereto,  and  again  enter 
on  faid  road,  with  an  intent  to  avoid  the  toll  due  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  fuch  perfon  (ball  forfeit  and  pay  the  futn  of  five  dollars, 
to  be  recovered  by  the  faid  treafurer  in  an  aftion  of  debt  :  Pro-  38 
vidtd  nevertheless,  That  nothing  in  this  act  (hall  be  conllrued  fo 
as  to  enable  the  fuel  prefident  and  directors  to  receive  toll  of  or 
from  any  pet  Ion  pufling  to  or  from  his  or  her  common  hunnefs 
on  his  or  her  farm,  or  to  or  from  any  mill,  not  carrying  a  Id's 
quantity  than  half  a  bufhel  of  grain,  meal  or  flour,  for  the  ufe  of 
his  or  her  family,  to  or  from  any  funeral,  to  or  from  public  wor- 
Ihip  on  Sunday,  or  to  or  from  any  public  landing,  not  palling 
thereto  on  faid  road  more  than  two  milts,  or  to  or  from  a  black- 
fmith's  (hop  to  which  he  ufually  reforts,  or  from  any  perfon  or 
perfons  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  when  i^oing  to  or  returning 
from  town  meeting  or  election  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  a  vote, 
or  from  any  perfon  going  lor  or  returning  with  a  phyfician  or 
midwife,  or  from  any  juror  or  witnefs  going  to  or  returning  from 
court,  having  been  legally  fummoned  or  fub^oenacd,  or  from 
any  troops  in  the  iervice  of  this  (late  or  of  the  United  States,  or 
for  any  artillery  waggons,  and  other  carriages  or  ltores  of  any 
kind  in  the  fervice  of,  or  belonging  to  this  (late  or  the  United 
States,  or  from  any  perfon  or  perfons  going  to  or  returning  from 
any  training  where,  by  the  laws  of  thU  (late,*  they  are  required 
to  attend  ;  and  whenever  any  perfon  or  petfons  (ball  claim  to  be

15  may  find  expedient  and  direct  ;  and  they  fhall  have  the  power 
to  make  fuch  bye^laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
fiftent  with  the  con  (li  tut  ion  and  laws  of  this  ftate  or  of  the  U- 
niied  Slates,  as  they  fhall  deem  neceflary  for  the  well  ordering 

16  the  affairs  of  the  faid  corporation  :  That  in  cafe  of  vacancy  bjr 
death,  refignation  or  otherwife,  in  the  office  of  director,  the 
Oliver  directors  in  office  may  by  a  majority  of  votes  fupply  fuch 

17  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election  day  ;  that  whenever  tbe 
prefident  fhall  be  abfent  from  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  direc- 
tors, the  directors  prefent  may  by  plurality  of  votes  appoint 
another  of  their  number  prefident  for  the  meeting,  and  they  fhall 
and  may  proceed  and  tranfia  the  bufinefs  of  lhc£ud  corporation. 
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in  like  manner  as  if  the  prefident  was  prefent :  And  that  at  the  13 
ftrft  meeting  of  the  firft  directors,  to  be  chofen  as  aforefaid  by 
the  ftockholders,  the  faid  commiflioners  above  named  fhall  de- 
liver their  refpective  fubfeription  books,  and  pay  over  the  monies 
received  by  them  refpectively  on  fuch  fubferiptions,  to  the  pre- 
fident and  directors  of  the  faid  corporation  :  That  the  faid  prefi- 
dent and  directors  may  continue  to  receive  fubferiptions  to  the 
flock  of  the  faid  corporation,  until  there  ihall  have  been  twelve 
thoufand  (hares  fubferibed  ;  and  (hall  have  power  to  appoint  19 
fuch  officers,  agents,  clerks,  artifts,  workmen  and  others  under 
them,  as  (hall  be  neceflary  for  executing  the  bufincfs  of  the  faid 
corporation. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident  and  di-  20 
rectors  mail  at  all  times  during  the  continuance  of  this  incor- 
poration, maintain  and  fupport  good  and  fuflkient  bridges  of  at 
lead  twenty  feet  wide,  over  and  acrofs  the  feveral  boatable  bran- 
ches of  the  Chenango  river,  in  the  road  to  be  laid  out  by  virtue 
of  this  act,  free  of  all  expenfe  to  the  public,  which  fhall  be  fo 
built  and  conflructed  as  in  no  way  to  ohftruct  the  paflage  of 
boats,  arks  or  rafts  ;  and  that  every  bridge  to  be  erected  acrofs 
the  faid  road  (hall  not  be  of  a  lefs  width  than  twenty  feet. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  and  hereby  is  21 
made  the  duty  of  three  commiflioners,  not  interefted  in  the  turn- 
pike, who  (hall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  perfon  ad- 
»miniftering  the  government  of  this  (late,  or  any  two  of  them,  to 
lay  out  fuch  road  according  to  the  beft  of  their  judgment  and  un- 
derdanding,  without  favor  or  partiality,  in  fuch  manner  that  the 
object  of  thecojpo ration  and  the  general  intereft  of  the  public  (hail 
be  in  the  beft  manner  effected  :  And  it  fhall  be  the  duty  of  the 
faid  commiflioners  to  depofit  and  caufe  to  be  recorded  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  clerk  of  every  county  through  ^rhich  fuch  road  fhall 
pafs,  an  accurate  map  of  the  furvey  of  the  fame  in  fuch  county, 
defignating  the  feveral  particular  points  through  which  it  Ihall 
pafs  :  And  each  of  which  commiflioners,  for  their  fervices  afore-  22 
faid,  ill  all  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  a  day  for  every 
day  they  (hall  be  neceflarily  employed  in  the  fervices  aforefaid, 

to  be  paid,  together  with  the  expenfe  of  furveying  and  record- 
ing the  faid  map,  by  the  faid  corporation  :  And  the  prefident  and  23 
directors  may  contract  and  agree  with  the  owners  of  the  faid 
land  for  the  purchafe  of  fo  much  thereof  as  mall  be  neceflary  for 
the  purpofe  of  making  the  faid  road,  and  for  erecting  and  eftab- 
lilhing  gates,  toll  houfes,  and  all  other  works  to  the  lUid  road  be- 
longing :  And  in  cafe  of  disagreement  between  the  faid  parties  24 
with  refpect  to  the  value  of  the  land,  fo  as  aforefaid  to  be  laid  out, 
and  the  damages,  if  any,  to  be  done  to  the  faid  land,  or  if  the 
owner  or  owners  fhall  be  feme  covert,  infane,  under  age  or  out 
of  the  country,  then  and  in  either  fuch  cafe  it  fhall  and  nu  y  be 
lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  apply  to  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  and  for  the  county  in  which 
fuch  land  fhall  be  lituated,  not  interefted  in  the  faid  road,  who  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  nominate,  and  by  an  inftru- 
mcnt  figned  by  him,  to  appoint  three  appvaifers,  being  freehold- 
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ers  of  the  faid  county)  and  who  (hall  not  be  inhabitants  of  any  of 
the  towns  through  which  the  faid  road  (hall  pafs,  or  intertned 
in  the  faid  road,  or  the  land  to  be  appraifed  :  And  it  (hall  be  die 
duty  of  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  give  notice  to  the  faid 
appraifers  of  their  appointment,  who,  or  any  two  of  whom,  (hall 
thereupon  name  a  day  for  meeting  on  the  land  and  performing 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  a&,  which  day  (hall  not  be 
more  than  ten  nor  lefs  than  four  days  from  fuch  notice  of  their 
appointment  :  And  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  (hall  give  at 
leall  four  days  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  land,  of  the 
time  when  and  the  place  where  the  faid  appraifers  (ball  meet 
for  the  purpofe  of  viewing  the  land  and  alfemng  the  damages, 
except  in  cafe  the  owner  or  owners  (hall  labor  under  any  of  the 
difabilities  afortfaid,  or  be  abfent,  in  either  of  which  cafes  a 
copy  ol  fuch  notice  may  be  left  at  the  dwelling  houfe  of  any  of 
the  party,  or  other  notorious  place  on  the  land  through  which 
fuch  road  (hall  pafs  :  And  (urther,  each  of  the  faid  appraifers 
lhall,  before  he  proceeds  to  execute  the  truft  repofed  in  him  by 
this  act,  take  and  fubfcribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  writing, 
before  one  of  the  jufticcs  of  the  peace  of  the  faid  county  for 
which  he  (hall  be  fo  appointed,  that  he  will,  without  favor  or 
partiality,  eftimate  and  ailefs  the  damages  which  may  be  fuflained 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  or  improvements  which 
the  faid  corporation  may  deem  necelTary  to  take  and  appro- 
priate for  faid  road  ;  and  the  faid  appraifers  (hall  then  proceed 
to  view  the  premifes,  and  having  afcertained  and  determined  the 
damages,  (hall  make  an  inquifuion  under  their  hands  and  feals, 
or  under  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  two  of  the^  describing  the 
lands  and  ftating  the  amount  of  the  damages,  if  any,  which  each 
or  any  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  parcel  of  land  ufed  or  to  be 
ufed  for  fuch  road,  h^e  fuftained  or  will  fuftain,  which  inquifi- 
lion  lhall  be  acknowledged  by  the  appraifers  figning  the  fame  be- 
fore one  of  the  judges  a  fore  i  aid  and  then  by  them  filed,  together 
with  the  affidavit  alorefaid,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  coun- 
ty in  which  fuch  land  (hall  be  fnuated,  within  thirty  days  afier 
fuch  view  lhall  be  had  and  inquifuion  made  by  the  faid  appraif- 
ers ;  and  the  faid  clerk  lhall,  at  the  cxpenfe  and  cods  of  the  faid 
prefident,  directors  and  company,  enter  the  fame  of  record 
in  the  book  kept  by  him  for  recording  deeds  ;  and  the  prefident 
and  iVircaois  alorefaid,  upon  paying  the  laid  feveral" owners  of  the 
faid  land  the  feveral  fums  fo  affelled  and  awarded  by  the  faid  ap- 
praifers in  their  fetid  inquifuion,  lhall  and  may  have  and  hold,  to 
them  and  their  fuccefi'ois  and  affigns  forever,  the  lands  and  tene- 

25  ments  in  the  faid  inquifuion  defcribed  :  Provided)  That  nothing 
in  this  a£\  contained  lhall  be  conftrued  to  authorize  the  faid  pre- 
fident and  directors  to  enter  upon  fuch  land  lor  the  purpofe  of 
muting  fuch  road  thereon,  until  they  (hall  have  paid  fuch- dam- 
ages as  may  be  agreed  upon  or  appraifed,  according  to  the  provi- 
liun  oi  this  act,  if  the  tame  lhall  be  lawfully  demanded. 

26  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors (hall  pay  to  the  judge  who  ihall  appoint  the  appraifers 
to  allefs  the  damages  aforeiaid,  one  .dollar  and  .fifty  cents  for 
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his  fervices  ;  and  to  each  of  the  faid  appraisers  for  every  day 
neceffarily  attending  to  perform  the  dutits  required  by  this  act, 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  prefident,  di-  27 
rectors  and  company,  (hall  caufe  a  road  to  be  opened  and  kept 
open,  four  rods  wide,  which  fliall  be  thirty-three  feet  betweea 
the  ditches  on  each  fide  thereof,  twenty-five  feet  whereof  fliall, 
where  neceflary,  lje  bedded  with  Hone,  gravel,  found  wood,  or  other 
hard  fubflar.ee,  well  compacted  together,  and  of  fufficient  depth 
to  fecure  a  good  and  folid  foundation  for  the  fame  ;  and  the 
faid  road  fhall  be  faced  with  gravel  or  broken  (lone,  of  a  depth 
not  lefs  than  fix  inches,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  fecure  a  firm, 
and  as  near  as  the  materials  will  admit,  an  even  furface,  rifing 
to  the  middle  by  a  gradual  arch,  and  that  the  greatefl  afcent  in 
the  /aid  road  (hall  noi  exceed  fourteen  inches  in  any  one  rod  ; 
and  the  ditches  on  tbe  fides  of  the  faid  road  (hall,  where  it  may 
be  practicable,  be  of  a  proper  width,  and  fufneicntly  level  to 
form  a  good  road  for  deigns,  and  where  other  roads  fhall  in. 
terfect  faid  turnpike  road,  (hail  be  fo  formed  as  that  carriages 
may  conveniently  go  on  and  off  faid  turnpike  road  :  Provided 
nevertheless,  That  where,  on  account  of  the  Iteepnefs  of  fide- 
bills  or  rocks  which  render  it  unpracticable  in  any  point  or 
place  thereof,  to  make  and  finifh  the  faid  road  as  laid  out  by 
the  commiffioners  for  that  purpofe  to  be  appointed,  of  the  full 

width  as  above  defcribed,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  ^ 
faid  prefident  and  directors  to  caufe  the  fame  to  be  made  and 
finiflied  of  fuch  lefs  width  as  may  be  practicable  without  a  ditch 
on  the  lower  fiflg,  but  in  no  place  however  to  be  contracted  of 
a  lefs  width  tnan  twenty  feet :  Provided  the  lower  fide  of  fuch 
road  where  the  fame  (hall  not  be  of  its  full  width,  (hall  be  finifli- 
ed with  a  flrong  and  fufficient  fender  or  railing  of  the  heighth 
of  at  lead  three  feet  above  the  furface  of  the  road  along  w  liich 
the  fame  (hall  be  conflructed. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident  28 
and  directors  (hall  have  completed  the  faid  road  or  ten  miles 
thereof,  it  (hail  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors 

to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  perfon  adminittering  the  govern- 
ment of  this  (late,  for  the  time  being,  who  fliall  thereupon 
forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  difcreet  freeholders,  and 
not  interfiled  in  any  turnpike  road,  to  view  the  fame,  and  to  re* 
port  to  him  in  writing,  whether  fuch  part  of  the  faid  road  is  com- 
pleted in  a  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  if  the  report  (hall  be  in  the  affir- 
mative, then,  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  perfon  adm'miftering 
tne  government  of  this  dale,  and  he  is  hereby  required  by  li- 
cence under  his  hand  and  the  privy  feal  of  the  itale,  to  permit 
the  faid  pre&deat  and  directors  to  make  and  erect  fo  many 
gates  and  turnpikes  acrofs  and  upon  the  faid  road,  as  will  be 
neceffary  and  fufikient  to  collect  tbe  duties  and  tolls  herein  af- 
ter granted  to  the  laid  corporation,  from  all  perfbns  travelling 
or  uling  the  fame. 
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29  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  "whole  or 
any  part  of  the  faid  road  fhall  be  completed,  and  permiflion  fo 
as  aforefaid  granted  to  erect  a  gate  or  gates  and  turnpikes  upon 
and  acrofs  the  fame,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  pre- 
sident and  directors  to  appoint  toll-gatherers  to  collect  and  re- 
ceive of  and  from  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  ufing  the  laid 
road,  at  each  and  every  of  the  faid  gates  the  tolls  and  duties 

30  herein  after  mentioned  and  no  more,  that  is  to  fay:  Any  num- 
ber of  miles  not  lefs  than  ten  in  length  of  the  faid  road,  the  fol- 
lowing fums  of  money,  and  fo  in  proportion  for  any  greater  or 
lefs  d i fiance,  or  for  any  greater  or  lefs  number  of  fheep,  hogs, 
cattle,  horfes  or  mules,  as  follows :  For  every  fcore  of  (beep 
or  hogs,  eight  cents  ;  for  every  fcore  of  cattle,  horfes  or  mules, 
twenty  cents  ;  for  every  horfe,  rode,  led  or  driven,  fix  cents  ; 
for  every  chair,  fulkey  or  chaife  with  one  horfe,  twelve  and  an 
half  cents  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  one  horfe,  fix  cents ;  for 
every  chariot,  coach,  coachee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents;  for 
every  flage,  waggon,  or  other  four  wheel  carriage,  drawn  by  two 
horfts,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  three  cents 
for  every  additional  horfe,  mule  or  ox  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by 
two  oxen,  twelve  and  an  half  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every 
additional  horfe,  mule  or  ox  ;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled,  eight 
cents,  if  drawn  by  two  horfes,  mules  or  oxen  ;  and  in  like  pro- 
portion if  drawn  by  a  greater  or  lefs  number  of  horfes,  mules  or 

31  oxen  :  And  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  toll-gatherer  to 
flop  and  detain  any  perfon  riding,  leading  or  driving  any  horfe, 
cattle,  fheep  or  hogs,  fulkey,  chair,  phaeton,  chaife,  cart,  waggon, 
fleigh  or  other  carriage  of  burthen  or  plcafur*  from  paflmg 
through  any  of  the  faid  turnpike  gates,  until  they  fliall  have  re- 

32  fpectively  paid  the  toll  as  above  fpecified  :  Provided,  That  no- 
thing in  this  act  fhalljbe  conftrued  to  entitle  the  faid  corporation 
to  demand  or  receive  toll  at  any  gate,  of  or  from  any  perfon 
pafling  to  or  from  public  worfhip,  his  farm,  or  a  funeral,  or  to 
or  from  a  grift  mill  for  the  grinding  of  grain  for  his  family's  ufe, 
or  to  or  from  a  blackfmith's  (hop  to  which  he  ufually  reforts,  or 
from  any  perfon  reliding  within  four  miles  of  the  faid  gate,  or  from 
any  perfon  or  perfons  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  when  going  to 
or  returning  from  town  meeting  or  election,  for  the  purpole  of 
giving  a  vote,  or  from  any  perfon  going  for  or  returning  with  a 
phyficion  or  midwife,  or  from  any  juror  or  witnefs  going  to  or 
returning  from  court,  having  been  legally  fummoned  or  fubpee- 
naed%  or  from  any  troops  in  the  fervice  of  this  ftate,  or  of  the 
United  States,  or  for  any  artillery  waggons  and  other  carriages, 
or  ftorcs  of  any  kind  in  the  fervice  of,  or  belonging  to  this  flat*, 
or  the  United  States,  or  from  any  perfon  or  perfons  going  to  or 
returning  from  any  training,  where  by  the  laws  of  this  ftate  they 
arc  required  to  attend  :  And  whenever  any  perfon  or  perfons 
fhall  claim  to  be  exempt  from  paying  toll,  by  virtue  of  any  of  the 
exceptions  aforefaid,  he,  (he  or  they  (hall  produce  to  the  toll- 
gatherer  fufftcicni  tcllimony  that  they  are  reflectively  entitled 
to  be  exempted  as  aforefaid,  before  they  fhall  receive  the  bene- 

33  fit  of  any  fuch  exemptions ;  And  provided  a/**,  That  not  more 
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titan  one  half  of  the  above  toll  (hall  be  demanded  or  received  for 
any  waggon  or  other  carriage  parting  upon  the  faid  road,  the  tire 
or  track  of  the  wheel  whereof  is  more  than  fix  inches  wide,  nor 
more  than  one  fourth  of  the  above  toll  for  thofe  above  nine  inches 
wide,  and  that  all  carriages  the  tire  or  track  of  the  wheel  where- 
of is  twelve  inches  wide,  (ball  pafs  faid  road  free  without  paying 
any  toll  whatever :  And  that  the  prefident  and  directors  lhall  34 
caufe  to  be  affixed  and  kept  up  at  or  over  each  gate,  in  fome  con- 
fpicuous  place  where  it  may  conveniently  be  read,  a  printed  lid 
of  the  rates  of  toll  which  may  be  lawfully  demanded. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  corporation  (hall  35 
caufe  milc-ftones  or  pofls  to  be  erected  one  for  each  mile  of 
the  faid  road,  and  on  each  (lone  or  pod  (hall  be  fairly  and  legi- 
bly inferibed  or  marked,  the  didance  the  faid  (lone  or  pod  is 
from  Hudfon's  river  ;  and  if  any  perfon  (hall  break  or  throw  36 
down,  or  cut  down,  deface  or  injure  any  of  the  fiid  mile-ftones 
or  pods  fo  to  be  erected,  or  (hall  wilfully  break  or  throw  down 
any  of  the  faid  gates  or  turnpikes,  or  lhall  dig  up  or  fpoil  any 
part  of  faid  road,  or  any  thing  thereunto  belonging,  or  (hall  for- 
cibly pafs  either  of  the  faid  gates,  without  having  previoufly 
paid  the  legal  toll,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  (hall,  for  every  fuch 
offence  or  injury,  forfeit  and  pay  the  fura  of  twenty-five  dollars, 

to  be  recovered  by  the  faid  corporation,  to  their  ufe,  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance 
thereof;  and  if  any  perfon  or  perfons  (hall  with  his  team,  car-  3T 
riage  or  horfe,  turn  out  of  the  faid  road  to  pafs  either  of  the 
faid  gates  on  ground  adjacent  thereto,  and  again  enter  on  faid 
road,  - having  paiTed  the  faid  gate  or  gates  to  avoid  the  pay- 
ment of  the  toll  due  by  this  act,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  lhall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  like  manner  by  the  faid  corporation,  to  their  own  ufe,  with 
cods  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gatherers  (hall  38 
unreafonably  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  paflenger  at  either 
of  the  faid  gates,  or  (hall  demand  and  receive  more  toll  than  is 
by  this  act  edablilhcd,  he  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit 
and  pay  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  perfon  fo  unreafon- 
ably detained,  for  his  own  ufe,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  any  court 
having  cognizance  thereof. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  (hares  of  the  faid  39 
turnpike  road  (ha!!  be  deemed  and  confidered  to  be  perfonal  ef- 
tate,  and  be  transferable  in  fuch  manner  as  the  faid  prefident 
and  directors  may  direct  :  Pro-aided,  That  they  (hall  not  at  any  40 
time  be  held  by  any  perfon  not  a  citizen  of  this  date  or  of  the 
United  States. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  law-  41 
fiul  for  the  faid  prefident  and  dirtctors,  at  any  lime  after  the 
completion  of  faid  road;  to  lellcn  the  rate  of  toll  or  duties,  or  to 
take  away,  or  open,  or  caufe  to  be  kept  open,  one  or  more  of 
the  gates  and  turnpikes. 

XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  prefident  and  direc-  42 
tors  of  the  faid  corporation  (hull  keep  a  fair  and  juil  account 
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pf  all  monies  received  op  to  be  received  by  the  feveral  collectors, 
of  toll  on  faid  road,  and  fhall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of 
the  clear  profits  and  income  (all  contingent  coils  and  charges 
being  firft  deducted)  among  the  flockholders  of  the  faid  corpo- 
ration, on  the  fourth  Mondays  of  March  and  September  in  eve- 
ry year,  and  fhall  publifh  the  fame  among  the  (lockholders* 
and  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  the  fame  will  be  paid* 
and  fhall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  paid  accordingly. 

43  XIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  prefident  and  di- 
rectors (hall,  within  fix  months  after  the  faid  road  (hall  be  com- 
pleted, lodge  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  this  Hate  an 
account  of  the  expenfes  thereof ;  and  the  corporation  fhall  an- 
nually exhibit  to  the  comptroller  a  true  account  of  the  dividends 
ariftng  from  faid  toll,  with  the  annual  diiburfements. 

44  XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  fhall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  prefident  and  directors  to  demand  from  the  ftock- 
bolders  refpectively  all  fuch  fums  of  money  by  them  fubferib- 
ed,  or  to  be  fubferibed,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fuch  proportions 
as  they  fhall  fee  fit,  under  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  mares  and 
all  the  previous  payments  thereon  to  the  faid  prefident  and  dU 

45  rectors  ;  and  that  after  the  full  amount  of  the  twelve  thoufand 
fhares  (hall  have  been  appropriated  and  expended  by  the  faid 
prefident  and  directors  for  the  purpofe  of  making  a  good  and 
lumcient  road  between  the  places  aforefaid,  and  the  fum  fo  ap- 
propriated (ball  be  found  infufficient  to  effect  the  purpofes 
aforefaid,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and 
directors,  in  order  to  complete  the  faid  road  and  turnpike,  to 
increafe  or  raife  the  funds  of  the  faid  corporation  by  adding  a 
fiun,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  to  each  and  every  (hare  in  the 
whole  (lock,  which  fum  fo  to  be  added  (ball  be  in  an  equal  ratio 
upon  each  and  every  (haie,  tobe  collected  and  paid  in  man- 
ner aforefaid,  fubject  on  default  of  payment  to  the  pains  and 
forfeitures  aforefaid. 

}M>  XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  legiflature  may 
diflblve  the  faid  corporation  when  the  income  ariling  from  the 
(aid  toll  (hall  have  paid  and  compen fated  the  faid  corporation 
for  all  monies  they  may  have  expended  in  pure  ha  fin  g  and  mak- 
ing faid  road,  together  with  an  intereft  thereon  of  ten  per  cen- 
tum per  annum,  befides  the  expenfe  of  repairing  and  taking 
care  of  faid  road  and  ditches  ;  and  thereupon  the  right,  intereft 
and  property  of  the  faid  corporation  (hall  be  vetted  in  the  people 
of  this  (late,  and  be  and  remain  at  their  difpofalX  Provided^ 
That  if  the  laid  corporation  (hall  not  commence  their  opera- 
tions within  two  years,,  and  (hall  not  within  ten  years  thereafter 
complete  the  fame  according  to  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act,  then  and  in  either  cafe  this  act  (ball  ceafe  and  be  void  and 
of  no  effect. 

47  XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  whole  extent  of  the 
road  hereby  incorporated  (hall,  for  the  purpofe  of  being  infpect- 
ed,  be  divided  by  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  into  Lhrec  equal 
diflricts,  and  be  diftinguiftied.by  the  iirft,  fecond  and  third  infpec- 

48  tion  diAricts  of  the  Suf<juehannali  and  Bath  turnpike  road  f  to 
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each  of  which  diftricts  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  perfon  admin- 
idering  the  government  of  this  (late,  and  fubject  to  removal  by 
him  at  difcretion,  a  difcreet  freeholder  as  commiflioner,  who 
fliall  be  in  no  way  interefted  in  the  (aid  corporation,  whofe  duty 
it  fliall  be  on  accepting  the  faid  appointment,  from  time  to  time, 
and  efpecially  upon  complaint  made  to  him  in  writing,  fubfcrib- 
ed  by  the  complainant,  of  the  infumciency  of  the  faid  road  in 
any  part  thereof  within  his  diftrict ;  and  whenever  he  (hall  find 
the  fame  out  of  repair,  or  obftructed  by  fnow,  to  give  notice  there- 
of in  writing  to  the  keeper  of  the  neareft  toll  gate  on  fuch  road, 
or  to  the  prefident  or  any  of^ the  directors  of  faid  corporation  ;  49 
and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  faid  prefident  and  directors 
immediately  upon  fuch  notice,  to  caufe  fuch  road  to  be  well  and 
fufficiently  repaired  and  amended  or  opened,  as  the  cafe  may  re- 
quire, under  the  penalty  often  dollars  for  every  neglect  of  forty-  50 
eight  hours,  in  opening  or  repairing  fuch  road  as  aforefaid,  to  be 
fued  for  by  fuch  commiflioner  and  recovered  with  cofts  of  fuit  in 
an  action  of  debt,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  which 
penally  when  recovered,  (hall  without  delay  be  paid  over  to  the 
ovcrfeers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  in  which  fuch  forfeiture  (hall 
have  been  incurred,  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  of  faid  town  :  And  51 
the  faid  commiflioner  is  hereby  further  empowered,  whenever  in 
his  opinion  it  fliall  become  juft  and  neceflary,  on  account  of  the 
infumciency  of  the  faid  road  within  his  diftrict,  by  writing  to  be 
delivered  to  the  keeper  of  any  toll  gate,  to  order  all  or  any  of  the 
toll  gates  acrofs  the  fame  to  be  opened  and  kept  open  until  the 
faid  road  fhall  have  been  in  his  opinion  well  and  fufficiently  re- 
paired, which  the  (aid  keeper  (hall  be  and  hereby  is  required  to 
obey  under  the  like  penalty,  to  be  fued  for,  recovered  and  applied 
as  aforefaid  ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  fuch  commif- 
fioner  upon  notice  in  writing  received  from  the  prefident  or  any 
of  the  directors  of  the  faid  corporation  to  examine  and  determine 
whether  fuch  road  (hall  have  been  fufficiently  repaired  and  amend- 
ed or  opened,  and  to  direct  accordingly,  but  from  every  fuch  de- 
cifion  of  a  commiflioner,  there  thall  be  a  right  of  appeal  by  the 
faid  prefident  and  directors  to  the  commiflioners  of  the  other  in- 
fpection  diftri&s  of  faid  road,  whofe  deciiion  thereon  (hall  be  fi- 
lial ;  that  every  of  the  faid  commiflioners  fhall  be  entitled  to  and  52 
receive  as  a  compenfation  for  his  fervices  aforefaid,  at  the  rate 
of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  every  day  he  (hall  be  neceflari- 
ly  engaged  therein  :  But  no  one  commimoner  (hall  for  viewing 
and  infpecting  within  his  own  diftrict,  except  on  the  application 
of  the  prefident  or  any  of  the  directors,  be  entitled  to  a  compen- 
fation exceeding  two  days  wages  in  any  one  month  of  the  year  ; 
that  the  compenfation  hereby  authorized  to  any  fuch  commiflion- 
er, (hall  be  paid  to  him  quarter  yearly  if  required,  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  corporation,  and  that  fuch  accounts  for  fervices  fliall 
if  required  be  atiefted  to  by  fuch  commiflioner  before  the  fame 
fhall  be  payable  :  Provided  however.

trull  repofed  in  bim  by  this  act,  and  caufe  to  be  delivered  to  the 
prefident  or  any  of  the  directors  of  the  faid  corporation,  a  certifi- 
cate of  fuch  judge  or  juflice  of  his  having  taken  the  faid  oath, 
or  made  the  faid  affirmation. 

54  XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  Benjamin  S. 
Carpenter,  Jofeph  Julliand,  Elifha  Smith,  John  Johnfon,  Efick 
L.  Hartmomi,  Frederick  A.  DeZeng,  Jonathan  Parker,  and 
Piatt  Brufh,  and  all  fuch  others  as  (hall  aflbciate  for  the  purpofe 
of  erecting  a  bridge  over  the  Sufquchannah  river,  at  or  near  the 
place  where  the  Ulller  and  Delaware  turnpike  road  (hall  adjoin 
the  Sufquehannah  river,  their  fucceflbrs  and  afligns,  fliall  be  and 
hereby  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of 

55  the  prefident  and  diredtors  of  the  Jerico  bridge  company  ;  and 
they  are  hereby  ordained,  conftiuited  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  by  that  name  they 
and  their  fuccellbrs  fhall  and  may  have  continual  fucceflion,  and 
fliall  be  capable  in  law  of  fuing  and  being  fued,  pleading  and  be- 
ing impleaded,  anfweringand  being  anfwered  unto,  defending  and 
being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatfoevcr,  in  all  man- 
ner of  actions,  fuits,  complaints,  matters  and  caufes  whatfoever, 
and  they  and  their  fucceflbrs,  by  the  fame  name  and  ftyle,  fhall 
be  in  law  capable  of  purchafing,  holding,  and  conveying  any  eft  ale, 
real  and  perfonal,  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid  corporation  :  Provided, 
That  fuch  eftate,  as  well  real  as  perfonal,  fo  to  be  purchafed  and 
held,  (hall  be  neceflary  to  fulfil  the  end  and  intent  of  the  faid  cor- 
poration, and  to  no  other  purpofes  whatfoever. 

56  XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  Benjamin  S, 
Carpenter  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a  commiflioner  to  do 
and  perform  the  fcveral  duties  hereinafter  mentioned,  that  is  to 
fay  :  he  (hall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  next,  fur- 

57  nifli  himfelf  with  a  book,  in  which  (hall  be  written:  "We 
whofe  names  are  hereunto  fubferibed  do,  for  ourfelves  and  our 
legal  reprefentatives,  feverally  promife  to  pay  the  prefident  and 
directors  of  the  Jerico  bridge  company  the  fum  of  fifty  dollars, 
for  every  (hare  of  the  (lock  fet  oppofite  to  our  rtfpective  names, 
in  fuch  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  fuch  time  and  place  as 
(hall  be  determined  by  the  faid  prefident  and  direcWs  who 
fhall  open  the  fame  at  his  dwelling  houfe  in  the  town  of  Jerico 
on  the  faid  fifteenth  day  of  May,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  keep  the  fame  open  from  day  to  day  (except  Sunday*) 
hetween  the  hours  of  ten  in  the  forenoon  and  three  in  the  after- 
noon, for  the  purpofe  of  receiving  fubferiptions,  until  the  whole 

58  number  of  two  hundred  fhares  are  fubferibed  for  ;  that  every 
fubferiber  (ball,  at  the  time,  of  fubferibing,  pay  unto  the  faid 
commiflioner  the  fum  of  three  dollars  for  each  (hare  fo  by  him 
fubferibed,  and  that  each  (hare  of  the  faid  (lock  (hall  conlift  of 

59  fifty  dollars  :  That  as  foon  as  the  whole  number  of  (hares  fliall 
have  been  fubferibtd  for,  the  faid  commiflioner  (hall  caufe  an 
advertifement  to  be  inlcrted  in  one  of  the  public  newfpapers 
printed  in  Kingllon  in  UlfWi  county,  and  another  to  be  po/led 
upon  the  door  oi  the  Jerico  meeting  houfe,  giving  at  leaft  twen- 
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ty  days  previous  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
the  Taid  fubfcribers  (hall  meet  to  choofe  five  directors,  who  (hall 
be  (lockholders,  for  the  purpofe  of  managing  the  concerns  of 
the  company  until  the  firft  Monday  of  November  next  after  fuch 
election  ;  and  the  faid  directors  mall  be  chofen  by  ballot  by  the 
ftockholders  then  prefent,  at  which  faid  firft.  election  the  faid 
commimoner  mail  prefide,  and  the  faid  firft  Monday  of  Novem- 
ber (hall  for  ever  thereafter  be  the  anniverfary  day  for  choofing 
directors  ;  and  that  at  every  fubfequcnt  election  the  ftockhold- 
ers prefent  fhall,  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  eleel  three  of  their 
number  to  prefide  at  fuch  election  :  That  the  pcrfons  fo  prefix- 
ing mail  receive  the  ballots  at  fuch  election,  and  immediately 
after  the  election  (hall  be  clofed  fl^all  openly  eftimate  the 
votes,  and  thereupon  make  and  fubfenbe  a  certificate  of  the 
refult  of  fuch  election,  fpecifying  the  names  of  the  (lockholders 
fo  elected,  and  make  return  thereof  immediately  to  the  prefident 
and  directors  in  office,  whofe  duty  it  (hall  be  to  be  convened  on 
the  faid  election  day,  and  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the  per- 
fons  fo  chofen  directors  of  their  being  chofen,  and  to  appoint  the 
earlieft  and  mod  convenient  time  and  place  for  the  firft  meeting 
of  the  faid  new  directors,  to  whom  they  (hall  deliver  or  caufe  to 
be  delivered  over  all  the  records,  books,  accounts  and  property 
of  the  faid  company  :  That  at  every  fuch  election  for  directors,  60 
every  ftockholder  (hall,  either  in  perfon  or  by  proxy,  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  every  (hare  he  (hall  hold  in  the  (lock  of  the  faid 
company  :  That  if  fuch  election  fhall  not  be  held  on  any  day  of 
the  faid  annual  election  days,  it  (hall  be  lawful  to  make  fuch 
election  at  any  othtrr  day  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpofe  by  the 
faid  prefident  and  directors,  in  Itke  manner  and  with  like  effect 
as  if  the  fame  had  been  held  at  the  ufual  time,  and  the  directors 
in  office  (h  ill  in  that  cafe  be  incapacitated,  after  the  faid  anni- 
verfary election  day,  from  performing  any  act  as  directors  other 
than  fuch  as  may  be  neceffary  to  give  fuch  election  effect  :  That  61 
any  three  of  the  faid  directors  (hall  be  a  quorum,  and  capable  of 
tranfacting  the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation,  and  any  act  of 
the  majority  of  the  directors  fo  met  (hall  be  binding  on  the  faid 
corporation  ;  and  after  every  fuch  election  the  faid  directors  62 
elected  fhall  immediately  ,-after  having  met,  proceed  to  elect  by 
ballot  one  of  their  number  for  prefident;  and  the  faid  prefident 
and  directors  may  meet  from  time  to  time,  at  fuch  place  as  they 
may  find  expedient  and  direct ;  and  they  mail  have  the  power  63 
to  make  fuch  bye-laws,  rules,  orders  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
fiftent  with  the  conftitution  and  laws  of  this  (late  or  of  the  United 
States,  as  they  (hall  deem  neceffary  for  the  well  ordering  of  the 
affairs  of  the  faid  corporation  :  That  in  cafe  of  vacancy  by  death,  54

the  firft  meeting  of  the  firft  directors  to  be  chofen  as  aforefaid 
by  the  ftockholders,  the  faid  commifTioner  above  named  (hall  de- 
liver his  fubfeription  book,  and  pay  over  all  monies  received  by 
him  on  fuch  fubferiptions  to  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  : 

66  That  the  prefident  and  directors  of  the  faid  company  (hall  at  all 
times  have  power  to  appoint  fuch  officers,  agents,  clerks,  artifls, 
workmen,  and  others  under  them,  as  (hall  be  neceflary  for  exe- 
cuting the  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation. 

67  XX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  bridge  lhall  be 
built  of  good  ftrong  and  fufficient  materials  not  lefs  than  twenty 
feet  wide,  and  (hall  be  well  fecured  with  a  good  and  fufficient 
railing  on  each  fide  thereof,  and  not  lefs  than  four  feet  high  ; 

68  that  in  cafe  the  faid  bridge  (hall  not  be  erected,  built  and  com- 
pleted on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  December  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  then  and  in  fuch 
cafe  this  corporation  lhall  be  adjudged  and  confidered  as  dif- 
folved. 

69  XXI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as,  the  faid  bridge 
fhall  be  completed,  and  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
of  the  county  of  Chenango,  or  a  majority  of  them,  (hall  upon  in- 
fpe6lion  certify  under  their  hands,  that  the  faid  bridge  is  well 
and  fufficiently  conftrutted  and  built,  and  will  admit  of  the  paf- 
fage  of  loaded  teams  and  other  carriages,  it  (hall  and  may  be  law- 

'  ful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  erect  a  gate  at  either  end 
of  the  faid  bridge,  and  demand,  receive  and  take,  for  the  ufe  of 
the  faid  corporation,  a  toll  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  to 
wit :  Every  four  wheel  pleafure  carriage  drawn  by  two  horfes, 
twenty-five  cents,  if  drawn  by  four  horfes,  thirty-one  cents  ; 
every  two  wheel  pleafure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horfe,  twelve 
and  an  half  cents,  and  if  drawn  by  two  horfes,  fifteen  cents; 
every  waggon  and  two  horfes,  ninetcengcents,  and  if  drawn  by 
four  horfes,  twenty-five  cents  ;  each  fled  and  horfes,  nineteen 
cents  ;  each  ox  waggon  or  cart  and  two  oxen,  nineteen  cents  ; 
each  additional  yoke  of  oxen  thereto,  fix  cents  ;  every  one  horfe 
cart,  twelve  and  an  half  cents  ;  every  one  horfe  fled,  ten  cents  ; 
every  ox  fled  drawn  by  one  yoke  of  oxen,  nineteen  cents  ;  and 
every  additional  yoke,  fix  cents  ;  every  man  and  horfe,  fix  cents  ; 
every  foot  pafienger,  three  cents  ;  every  horfe,  jack  or  mule, 
four  cents  ;  every  cow  or  other  neat  cattle,  two  cents  ;  every 

70  Ihcep,  hog  or  calf,  one  cent  :  And  the  faid  corporation  fhall 
caule  to  be  affixed  to  each  toll-gate  a  lift  of  the  rates  of  toll  which 

71  may  be  hereby  lawfully  demanded  ;  and  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  for  the  prefident  and  directors  at  any  time  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  laid  bridge  to  lelTen  the  rale  of  toll  hereby  eflab- 
lifhed  :  Provided,  the  ftockholders  holding  three  fourths  of  the 
flock  of  the  faid  corporation  lhall  aflent  thereto. 

72  XXII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  bridge  after 
the  fame  fhall  be  completed,  fhall  be  impalpable  for  the  term  of 
thirty  days  for  want  of  repairs,  unlefs  carried  away  by  the  ice 
or  Ire  met  or  other  unavoidable  accident,  or  unlefs  thrown  down 

for  the  purpofe  of  rebuilding  the  fume,  and  if  the  fame  fhail  not 
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be  rebuilt  in  two  years,  that  the  faid  corporation  (hall  be  deem- 
ed to  be  forfeited  thereby. 

XXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  73 
lawful  for  the  faid  directors  to  call  on  and  demand  from  the 
itockholders  refpe£Mvely,  all  fuch  fums  of  money  by  them  fub- 
fcribed  or  to  be  fubfcribed,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fuch  proportions 

as  they  fhall  fee  fit,  under  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  lhares,  and 
of  all  previous  payments  thereon,  to  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  per-  74 
fons  fhall  wilfully  do  or  caufe  to  be  done,  any  act  whatfoever 
whereby  the  faid  bridge  or  any  toll-gate,  toll-houfe  or  any  thing 
appertaining  to  the  bridge  or  toll-gate,  (hall  be  impaired,  weak- 
ened or  injured,  the  perfon  or  perfons  fo  offending  mail  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  faid  company,  the  fum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered in  an  action  of  debt  with  cofts  of  fuit,  and  (hall  more- 
over be  liable  to  treble  the  amount  of  the  damages  fuftaineel  by 
faid  company  with  cofts  of  fuit,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of 
trefpafs,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  which  actions 
(hall  be  confidered  in  every  inftance  tranfitory  in  their  nature, 
and  fhall  and  may  be  brought  and  triable  in  any  county  in  this 
Hate. 

XXV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  prefident  and  7s 
directors  when  they  have  completed  and  finifhed  the  faid  bridge, 
fhall  at  all  times  thereafter,  as  well  by  night  as  by  day,  provide 
and  keep  a  fufficient  perfon  or  perfons  to  attend  the  toll-gate  on 
faid  bridge,  for  the  purpofe  of  permitting  all  perfons  applying 
with  their  property,  to  pafs  over  the  fame  on  receiving  the  toll 
hereby  authorized  to  be  exacted. 

XXVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  fhall  not  be  law-  7% 
ful  for  any  perfon  or  perfons  to  erect  any  bridge  or  eftah- 
lifh  any  ferry  acrofs  the  faid  Sufquehannah  river  within  two 
miles,  either  above  or  below  the  bridge  to  be  erected  and  main- 
tained in  purfuance  of  this  act,  except  between  the  times  the  faid 
bridge  fhall  be  removed  and  rebuilt,  or  during  the  time  the  faid 
bridge  fhall  not  be  paffable,  or  forcibly  to  pafs  the  faid  bridge 
without  having  previoufty  paid  to  the  toll-gatherer  for  the  ufe  of 
the  faid  corporation,  the  4oll  hereby  eftablifhed  for  crofting  the 
faid  bridge  ;  but  that  every  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall,  for 
every  fuch  laft  offence  or  injury,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  ufe  of  the 
faid  corporation  the  fum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the 
fuid  corporation,  to  their  ufe,  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  cofts  of 
fuit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof :  Provided  nevcrthe~ 
less,  That  nothing  herein  contained  fhall  be  conftrucd  to  pre- 
vent any  pel  fon  refiding  within  two  miles  of  the  faid  bridge  from 
crofting  the  faid  river,  to  or  from  his  or  her  houfe  or  land,  with 
his  or  her  own  boat  or  craft,  without  being  fubject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  toll. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever,  after  the  77 
full  amount  of  the  faid  flock  fhall  have  been  appropriated  and 
expended  by  the  faid  prefident  and  directors,  for  the  purpofe  of 
making  and  maintaining  a  bridge  according  to  the  true  intent 
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and  meaning  of  this  act,  and  the  faid  (lock  (hall  be  found  infu£- 
ficient  to  effect  the  purpofcs  of  erecting  and  maintaining  the  faid 
bridge  during  the  continuance  of  this  incorporation,  it  (hall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  preiident  and  directors  at  any  time  to  in- 
crcafe  or  raife  the  funds  of  the  faid  corporation,  by  adding  fuch 
fum  or  fums  as  may  be  neceffary  from  time  to  time,, to  each 
and  every  (hare  in  the  whole  flock  of  the  faid  company,  as  the 
exigency  fhall  in  their  opinion  demand  and  require,  which  fum 
or  fums,  fo  to  be  added  to  each  fhare,  (hall  be  in  an  equal  ratio 
upon  each  and  every  (hare,  to  be  collected  and  paid  in  the  fame 
manner  as  the  faid  original  amount  is  made  payable,  fubject  on 
default  of  payment  to  the  fame  pains  and  forfeitures  as  afore- 
faid. 

f  0  XXVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  mares  in  the  faid 
company  fhall  be  taken,  deemed  and  confidered  to  be  perfonal 
eflate,  and  fhall  and  may  be  transferable,  which  transfers  mall 
be  made  and  infertcd  in  the  books  of  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors. 

79  XXIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident  and 
directors  fhall,  from  the  commencement  of  their  organization, 
keep  a  regular  and  fair  account  of  all  bufincfs,  tranfactions  and 
expenditures  done  or  authorized  by  them,  as  alfo  an  account  of 
all  monies  received  for  toll  for  crofl\ng  the  faid  bridge,  which 
mall  at  all  realbnable  times  be  open  to  the  inflection  of  any 
flockholder  ;  and  they  (hall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the 
clear  profits  and  income  (all  contingent  cods  and  charges  being 
firfl  deducted)  amongft  the  flockholders  of  the  faid  corporation, 
and  (hall,  on  thejirft  Tuefda^  of  March  and  September  in  every 
year,  publilh  the  half  yearly  dividend  to  be  made  of  the  clear 
profits  among  the  ftockholders,  and  of  the  time  and  place  when 
and  where  the  fame  will  be  paid,  and  (hall  caufe  the  fame  to  be 
paid  accordingly. 

80  XXX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gatherer  fhall 
unreafonably  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  paffenger  at  either 
of  the  gates,  or  (hall  demand  or  receive  more  toll  than  is  by 
this  act  eflablifhed  for  crofling  the  faid  bridge,  he  mall,  for

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  full  term  of  one  hundred  years  from  the  pa  fling 
of  this  act,  the  faid  bridge,  with  the  appurtenances,  fhall  be- 
come the  property  of  and  be  veiled  in  the  people  of  this  Rate. 

82  XXX 1 1.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  act  fhall  be  and 
the  fame  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act. 

83  XXXIII.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  toll-gatherer 
fhall  be  convicted  of  either  of  the  offences  mentioned  in  this 
act,  and  it  fhall  appear  by  the  return  of  any  execution  to  be  if- 
fued  againft  him  on  fuch  conviction,  that  the  monies,  or  any 
part  thereof,  cannot  be  had  from  the  defendant,  the  corporation 
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/hall  be  held  liable  for  the  deficiency,  and  they  (hall  not,  until 
the  payment  thereof,  receive  any  toll  at  fuch  gate  at  which  the  x 
offence  was  committed.

Beeckman,  junior,  and  Sebaftian  Viffcher,  and  all  fuch  other 
perfons  as  (hall  affociate  for  the  purpofe  of  making  a  good  and 
fufficicnt  road,  from  the  corporation  line  of  the  city  of  Albany  1 
to  the  Norman's-kill  bridge,  including  the  fame,  thence  run- 
ning weftcrly  on  the  Bethlehem  road  to  the  haute  of  Jofhua 
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Babcock,  junior,  then  from  the  Norman's-kill  bridge,  fouther- 
ly,  to  a  fmall  bridge  fouth  of  James  Van  Renflelaer's,  including 

3  the  fame  ;  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  '<  the  prefident,  directors 
and  company  of  the  Albany  and  Bethlehem  turnpike  road,"  and 
they  are  hereby  ordained,  conflicted  and  declared  10  be  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  and  by  that  name

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  preiident  and  di-  27 
rectors  (hall  pay  to  the  judge  who  (hall  appoint  the  appraifers  to 
aflefs  the  damages  aforefaid,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  his  fer- 
yices  ;  and  to  each  of  the  faid  appraifers  for  every  day  neceffari- 

ly  attending  to  perforin  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  prefident,  direc-  28 
tors  and  company  (hall  caufe  a  road  to  be  opened  and  kept  open, 
.(bur  rods  wide,  and  which  (hall  be  thirty  feet  between  the  ditch- 
es on  each  fide  thereof,  twenty-eight  feet  whereof  (hall  be  fac- 
,ed  with  broken  (lone,  or  gravel  well  compacted  together,  of  a 
depth  not  lefs  than  twelve  inches,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  fecure 

a  firm,  and  as  near  as  the  materials  will  admit,  an  even  furface, 
fifing  to  the  middle  by  a  gradual  arch,  and  that  the  grealeft  af- 
cent  in  the  faid  road  (hall  not  exceed  fourteen  inches  in  any  one 
rod)  and  the  ditches  on  the  fides  of  the  faid  road  (hall,  where  it 
may  be  practicable,  be  of  a  proper  width,  and  fufrtciently  level  to 
form  a  good  road  for  fleighs,  and  where  other  roads  (hall  interfect 
faid  turnpike  road,  (hall  be  fo  formed  as  that  carriages  may  con- 
veniently go  on  and  off  faid  turnpike  road. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident,  29 
directors  and  company  (hall  have  completed  the  faid  road,  it  (hall 
be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  give  notice  thereof 

to  the  governor  of  this  ftate  for  the  time  being,  who  mall  there- 
upon forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  difcreel  freeholders,

for  every  horfe  and  rider  or  led  horfe,  three  cents;  for  every  ful- 
key,  chair  or  chaife  with  one  horfe,  eight  cents  ;  for  every  cart 
drawn  by  one  horfe,  three  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach, 
coachee,  phaeton,  drawn  by  two  horfes,  twelve  and  an  half  cents, 
and  two  cents  for  each  additional  horfe  ;  for  every  covered  ftage 
waggon  drawn  by  two  horfes,  eight  cents,  and  two  cents  for 
each  additional  horfe  ;  for  every  other  waggon  drawn  by  two 
horfes,  mules  or  oxen,  four  cents,  and  one  cent  for  each  addi- 
tional hoffe,  mule  or  ox  ;  for  every  cart  drawn  by  two  horfes,

lor  the  grinding  of  grain  for  his  family's  ufe,  or  Ko  or  from  a 
blackfmith's  Ihop  to  which  he  ufually  reforts,  or  from  any  perfon 
or  perfons  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  when  going  to  or  returning 
from  town  meeting  or  election,  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  a  vote, 
or  from  any  perfon  going  for  or  returning  with  a  phylician  or 
midwife,  or  from  any  juror  or  witnefs  goini*  to  or  returning  Irom 
court,  having  been  legally  iummoned  or  fubpeenaed,  or  from  any 
troops  in  the  fervice  of  this  ftate  or  of  the  United  Rates,  or  for 
any  artillery  waggons  and  other  carriages  or  (lores  of  any  ki»d 
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in  the  fcrvice  of  or  belonging  to  this  (late  or  the  United  States, 
or  from  any  perfon  or  per  fans  going  to  or  returning  from  any 
training)  where  by  the  laws  of  this  (late)  they  are  required  to 
attend,  or  from  any  perfon  or  perfons  going  to  the  city  of  Alba- 
ny with  wood  or  foffil  coal  ;  and  whenever  any  perfon  or  per- 
fons (hall  claim  to  be  exempt  from  paying  toll  by  virtue  of  any 
of  the  exceptions  afore  fa  id,  he,  (he  or  they  (hall  produce  to  the 
toll-gatherer  fuflicient  teftimony  that  they  are  refpeclivcly  enti- 
tled to  be  exempted  as  aforefaid  before  they  (hall  receive  the 
benefit  of  any  of  fuch  exemption  :  And  provided  also.  That  not  35

ceeding five  dollars  to  be  recovered  in  like  manner  by  the  laid

Herkimer,  James  Van  Home,  Gaylord  Grifwold,  Barnhard  Hud- 
fon,  and  Nicholas  Lawyer,  and  all  luch  perfons  as  (hall  alloc i ate 
for  the  purpofe  of  erecting  a  fubflantial  bridge  acrofs  the  Mo* 

2  hawk  river,  oppolUe  the  village  at  the  Little  Falls,  in  the  county 

3  of  Herkimer,  and  making  a  good  and  fufHcient  road  from  the 
houfe  of  Ira  Crane,  in  the  town  of  Mind  en,  Montgomery  county  ; 
from  thence  on  the  mofl  convenient  place,  to  the  Mohawk  liver, 
oppofite  to  a  fmall  (lore  houfe,  the  properly  of  James  Van  Home ;

22  and  the  pre fident  and  directors  may  contract  and  agree  with  the* 
owners  of  the  faid  land  for  the  purchafe  of  lb  much  thereof  a* 
(hall  be  necefiary  for  the  purpofe  of  making  the  faid  road,  and 
for  erecting  and  etlablilhing  gates,  toll-houfes,   and  all  other 

23  works  to  the  faid  road  belonging  ;  and  in  cafe  of  difagrccmeni 
between  the  faid  parties  with  refpect  to  the  value  of  the  lands  lo 
as  aforefaid  to  be  laid  out,  and  the  damages,  it  »nyt  to  be  done 
to  the  faid  land,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  (hall  be  feme  covert, 
infane  or  under  age,  or  out  of  the  country,  then,  and  in  either  fuch 
cafe,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  iYid  preftdent  and  dtrec- 

'  tors  to  apply  to  one  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  common  pleas 
in  and  for  the  county  of  Herkimer,  not  interetted  in  the  faid 
road,  who  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  nominate,  and 
by  an  inttrument  iignc-d  by  him,  to  appoint,  three  appraiftrs, 
being  freeholders  of  the  faid  county,  and  who  (hull  nut  be  in- 
habitants of  any  town  through  which  laid  mad  (hall  pafs,  or  ir- 
te  relied  in  faid  road  ;  and  it  lhall  ba  the  duty  ol  the  faid  picfi- 
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dent  and  directors  to  give  notice  to  the  faid  appraifers  of  their 
appointment,  who,  or  any  two  of  them,  fhall  thereupon  name  a 
day  for  meeting  on  the  land  and  performing  the  duties  required 
of  them  by  this  act,  which  (hall  not  be  more  than  ten  nor  lefs 
than  four  days  from  fuch  notice  of  their  appointment  ;  and 
the  faid  prefident  and  directors  (hall  at  lead  give  four  days  no- 
tice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  fuch  land,  of  the  time  when  and 
the  place  where  the  faid  appraifers  fhall  meet  for  the  purpofe  of 
viewing  the  land  and  affemngthe  damages,  except  in  cafe  the 
owner  or  owners  fliall  labor  under  any  of  the  di  labilities  aforefaid 
or  be  abfent,  in  either  of  which  cafes  a  copy  of  fuch  notice  may 
be  left  at  the  dwelling  houfc  of  any  of  the  parties,  or  other  noto- 
rious place  on  the  land  through  which  faid  road  fhall  pafs  ;  and 
further,  each  of  the  faid  appraifers  fliall,  before  he  proceeds  to 
execute  the  truft  repofed  in  him  by  this* act,  take  and  fubferibe 
an  oath  or  affirmation,  in  writing,  before  one  of  the  judices  of 
the  peace  of  the  faid  county  of  Herkimer,  that  he  will,  without 
favor  or  partiality,  elliinate  and  atTefs  the  damages  which  may  be 
fuftained  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  or  improvements 
which  the  faid  corporation  may  deem  neceffary  to  take  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  faid  road  ;  and  the  faid  appraifers  fliall  then 
proceed  to  view  the  premilVs,  and  having  afcertained  the  dam- 
ages, fhall  make  an  inquifition  under  their  hands  and  feait,  or 
under  the  hands  and  feals  of  any  two  of  them,  defcribing  the  land 
and  dating  the  amount  of  the  damages,  if  any,  which  each  or 
any  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  parcel  of  land  ufed  or  to  be 
Uied  for  fuch  road,  have  fuftained  or  will  fuftain,  which  inquifi- 
tion fhall  be  acknowledged  by  the  appraifers  figning  the  fame  be- 
fore one  of  the  judges  aforefaid,  and  then  by  them  filed,  togeth- 
er with  the  affidavit  aforefaid,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  of  Herkimer  aforefaid,  within  thirty  days  after  fuch  view 
fliall  be  had  and  inquifition  made  by  the  fdid  appraifen  ;  and  the 
faid  clerk  (hall,  at  the  cxpenfe  and  cofl  of  the  laid  prefident,  di- 
rectors and  company,  enter  the  fame  of  record  in  the  book  kept 
by  him  for  recording  deeds ;  and  the  prefident,  directors  and  com- 
pany aforefaid,  upon  paying  the  fcveral  owneis  of  the  faid  land 
the  feveral  fums  f<>  affefled  and  awarded  by  the  faid  appraifers  in 
their  faid  inquifition,  Ihall  and  may  have  and  hold  to  them,  their 
fucceflbrs  and  afiigns  for  ever,  the  lands  and  tenements  in  the 
faid  inquifition  defcribeel  :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
contained  ihall  be  confttued  to  authorize  the  faid  prefident  and 
directors  to  enter  upon  fuch  land  for  the  purpofe  of  making  fuch 
road  i hereon,  until  they  ihall  have  paid  fuch  damages  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  or  appraifed,  according  to  the  provifion  of  this  act, 
if  the  fame  fliall  be  lawfully  demanded. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  prefident  and  direc-  24 
tors  (hall  pay  to  the  judge  who  (hall  appoint  tne  appraifers  to 
aire  Is  the  damages  aforefaid,  cue  dollat'and  fifty  cents  for  his  fer- 
vices  ;  and  to  each  ol  the  faid  appraifers  for  every  day  necefla- 
rily  attending  to  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  act,  two  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents.

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25  VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  faid  prefident,  direc- 
rectors  and  company,  (hall  caufe  a  road  to  be  opened  and  kept 
open  four  rods  wide,  and  which  (hall  be  thirty-three  feet  between 
the  ditches,  except  where  rocks  (hall  prevent  the  fame  to  be  of 
fuch  width,  twenty  five  feet  whereof  (hall  be  bedded  with  flone 
or  fomc  oilier  hard  fubUancc,  fo  as  to  enfure  a  good  and  folid 
foundation,  and  fhall  be  faced  with  gravel  or  broken  ftone  or 
fume  other  hard  fubftance,  of  a  depth  not  lefs  than  fix  inches, 
in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  fecure  a  firm,  and  as  near  as  may  be  an 
even  furface,  rifing  to  the  middle  by  a  gradual  arch,  and  that 
ihe  greateft  afcenl  in  the  faid  road  fhall  not  exceed  fourteen  inches 
in  any  one  rod,  and  that  ihe  ditches  on  the  fides  of  the  faid  road 
lhall,  where  it  may  be  practicable,  be  of  a  proper  width  and  fufh- 
ciently  level  to  form  a  good  road  for  deigns,  and  where  other 
roads  fhall  inlerfect  faid  turnpike  road,  (hall  be  fo  formed  as 
that  carriages  may  conveniently  go  on  and  off  faid  turnpike  road. 

26  VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident, 
directors  and  company  (hall  have  completed  the  bridge  upon  and 
acrofs  the  Mohawk  river,  at  the  Little-falls  herein  after  mention- 
ed, and  the  faid  road,  it  (hall  he  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and 
directors  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  of  this  ftate  for 
the  time  being,  who  (hall  thereupon  forthwith  nominate  and  ap- 
point three  difcreel  freeholders  leiident  in  the  counties  of  Mont- 
gomery or  Herkimer,  and  not  interetlcd  in  any  turnpike  road,

Ami  be  it  further  enacted^  That  as  foon  as  the  faid  bridge 
and  road  lhall  be  completed,  and  permifiion  fo  as  aforefaid  grant- 
ed to  erect  a  gate  and  turnpike  upon  and  acrofs  the  fame,  it  (hall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  laid  prefident  and  directors  to  appoint 
toll-gatherers  to  collect  and  receive  of  and  from  all  and  every 
pci Ton  or  perfons  uling  the  laid  bridge  and  road,  at  faid  gates, 
the  tolls  and  duties  herein  after  mentioned,  and  no  more,  that 
it,  to  fay  :  For  every  fcoie  of  (beep  or  hogs,  eight  cents  ;  for 
every  (core  of  horfes,  cattle  or  mules,  eighteen  cents  ;  for  every 
horle,  rode,  led  or  driven,  tour  cents  ;  lor  every  chair,  fulkey  or 
cliaile,  with  one  boric,  fix  cents  ;  fo*r  every  cart,  drawn  by  one 
Jiorfe  or  mule,  lis  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coachee  or 
phiic.on,  twenty-hve  cents  ;  for  every  Uage,  waggon,  or  other 
lour  wheel  can iagc,  drawn  by  two  horfes,  mules  or  oxen,  twelve 
raid  an  half  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional  mule  or 
ox,  and  in  tike  proportion,  if  drawn  by  a  greater  or  lefs  number 
ot  hol  ies,  mules  or  oxen  ;  for  every  cart,  drawn  by  two  oxen, 

cents,  and  three  cent*  for  every  additional  ox  or  horfc  i  for 
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every  fleigh  or  fled,  fix  cents  if  drawn  by  two  horfes,  mules  or 
oxen,  and  in  like  proportion  iF  drawn  by  a  greater  or  lefs  num- 
ber of  horfes,  mules  or  oxen  ;  and  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  28

been  legally  fummoned  or  fubpoenaed,  or  from  any  troops  in  the 
fervice  of  this  ftate  or  of  the  United  States,  or  for  any  artillery 
waggons,  or  other  carriages  or  (lores  of  any  kind,  in  the  fervice 
of  or  belonging  to  this  (late  or  the  United  States,  and  whenever 
any  perfon  (hall  claim  to  be  exempted  from  paying  toll  by  vir- 
tue of  any  of  the  exceptions  aforefaid,  he,  (be  or  they  (hall  pro- 
duce to  the  toll-gatherer  fufficient  teftimony,  that  they  are  ref- 
pe6livcly  entitled  to  be  exempted  as  aforefaid,  before  they  (hall

That  if  any  toll-gatherer  fhall  36 
unreafonably  delay  or  hinder  any  traveller  or  paffenger  at  either 
of  the  faid  gates,  or  fhall  demand  and  receive  more  toll  than  is 
by  this  act  eftabliftied,  the  faid  prefident,  directors  and  company 
lhall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  by  any  perfon  fo  unreafonably  detained,  for  his  own 
ufe,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof. 

XV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  (hares  of  the  faid  37 
turnpike  road  and  bridge  company,  (hall  be  deemed  and  confider- 
ed  to  be  perfonal  eflate,  and  be  transferable  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
the  faid  prefident  and  directors  may  direct  :  Provided,  That  it 
fhall  not  at  any  time  be  held  by  any  perfon  not  a  citizen  of  this 
ftate  or  the  United  States. 

XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  prefident  and  di-  38 
rectors  of  the  faid  corporation,  (hull  keep  a  fair  and  jud  account 
of  all  monies  received  by  the  collector  of  toll  on  faid  road  and 
bridge,  and  (hall  make  and  declare  a  dividend  of  the  clear  pro- 
fits and  income,  all  contingent  cods  and  charges  being  fird  de- 
ducted, among  the  dockholders  of  the  faid  corporation,  on  the 
firft  day  of  June  in  every  year,  and  diall  publifh  the  fame 
among  the  dockholders,  and  the  time  and  place  when  and  where 
the  fame  will  be  paid,  and  (hall  caufe  the  fame  to  be  paid  ac- 
cordingly. 

XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  preGdent  and  di-  39 
rectors  (hall,  within  fix  months  after  the  faid  road  (hall  be  com- 
pleted, lodge  in  the  office  of  the  comptroller  of  this  date  an  ac- 
count of  the  expenfes  thereof,  and  the  corporation  (hall  annu- 
ally exhibit  to  the  comptroller  a  true  account  of  the  dividend 
arifing  from  faid  toll,  with  the  annual  di(butfements. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  and  may  be  40 
lawful  for  the  prefident  and  directors,  to  demand  from  the  dock- 
holders  refpectively,  all  fuch  fums  of  money  by  them  fubferib- 

ed  or  to  be  fubfciibed,  at  fuch  times  and  in  fuch  proportions  as 
they  (hall  fee  fit,  under  pain  of  forfeiture  of  their  (hares,  and 
all  the  previous  payments  thereon,  to  the  faid  prefident,  direc- 
tors and  company. 

XIX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lcgiflature  may  dif-  41 
folve  the  faid  corporation  when  the  income  arifing  from  the  faid 
toll  (hall  have  paid  and  compenfated  the  faid  corporation  for  all

I.  "O  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Turk,  represent- 

X)  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Peter  I.  Volburgh,  Bar-  I 
tholo.new  I.  Van  Volkenburgh,  John  Goes,  junior,  Medad  But- 
ler, John  Rogers,  Abraham  I.  Van  Vleck,  John  A.  Van  Bu- 
ren,  Lupion  Warner,  and  all  fuch  others  as  ihall  aflbciate  for 
the  purpofe  of  making  a  good  and  fufficient  road,  to  run  in  the  2 
moti  direct  and  convenient  route  as  iar  as  circum (lances  will 
admit,  from  the  eall  end  of  the  bridge  near  the  mill  of  James 
Brebner,  in  the  town  of  Chatham,  in  the  county  ol  Columbia, 
to  the  bridge  near  the  houfe  of  Job  Northrop  in  laid  town  \  thence 
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branching  in  two  wreclions,  the  one  to  interfe6t  the  Union  turn- 
pike road  near  the  dwelling  houfe  of  Atifon  Pratt,  and  the  other 
to  pafs  the  dwelling  houfe  of  the  aforefaid  Joh  Northrop,  until 
it  interfecls  the  line  of  the  town  of  Canaan,  near  the  dwelling 
houfe  of  Samuel  Foole,  their  fuccetfors  and  afligns,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  and  made  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 

3  by  the  name  of  "  the  prefident,  directors  and  company  of  the 
Chatham  turnpike  road,"  and  they  are  hereby  ordained,  con* 
ftituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  of  the  death,  ab-  16 
fence  or  inability  of  the  prefident,  a  quorum  of  the  directors  met 
may  choofe  or  appoint  a  prefident  pro  tempore,  and  fhall  and 
may  proceed  and  t ran  fact  bufinefs  of  the  faid  corporation,  in 
like  manner  as  if  the  prefident  were  prefent.

thorized and  required  to  nominate,  and  by  an  inftrument  in

freeholders  of  the  faid  county,  and  who  (hall  not  be  inhabitants 
of  the  faid  town  of  Chatham,  or  intertilled  in  the  faid  road  ;  and 
it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  prefidentand  directors  to  give  no- 
tice to  the  faid  commiffionera  of  their  appointment,  who,  or  any 
two  of  them,  (hall  thereupon  name  a  day  for  meeting  on  the 
4  land  and  performing  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act  ; 
which  days  (hall  not  be  more  than  ten  nor  lefs  than  four  days 
from  fuch  notice  of  their  appointment ;  and  the  faid  prefulent 
and  directors  (hall  give  at  lead  four  days  notice  to  the  owner 
or  owners  of  fuch  land,  of  the  time  when  and  place  where 
the  faid  commiffioners  (hall  meet  for  the  purpofe  of  viewing

tion (hall  be  acknowledged  by  the  faid  commiffioners,  figning

damages  as  may  be  agreed  upon  or  appruifed  according  to  the 
pro vi lions  of  this  act. 

?3  Vll.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  faid  prefident  and  di- 
rectors (hall  pay  to  the  judge  who  lhall  appoint  the  faid  lad  men- 
tioned coinruiffionen,  one  dollar  and  fitly  cents,  and  to  each  of 
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the  faid  lad  mentioned  commifiioners,  and  to  each  of  the  com- 
miflioners  appointed  by  this  act  to  lay  out  and  furvey  the  faid 
road,  for  every  day  necetrarily  attending  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  them  by  this  act,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  road  fo  to  he  2i 
laid  out  (hall  not  be  lefs  than  four  nor  more  than  fix  rods  wide, 
as  the  commifiioners  who  lay  out  the  fame  (ball  deem  neceffary, 
twenty-eight  feet  whereof  (hall  be  bedded  with  ftone  or  gravel, 
well  compacted  together,  and  of  a  fumcient  depth  to  fecure  a 
good  and  lblid  foundation  for  the  fame  ;  and  the  faid  road  mall 
be  faced  with  gravel  or  (lone,  in  furh  manner  as  to  fecure  a  firm 
and,  as  near  as  the  materials  will  admit,  an  even  furface,  rifmg 
towards  the  middle  by  a  gradual  arch  ;  and  there  (hall  be  ditch- 
es on  each  fide  of  the  laid  road  where  it  may  be  practicable,  of  a 
proper  width,  and  fumciently  level  to  forma  good  road  for  fleighs. 

IX   And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  prefident,  t's 
directors  and  company  (hall  have  completed  the  faid  road,  it  (hall 
be  lawful  for  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  give  notice  to  the 
perfon  adminiflering  the  government  of  this  (late,  who  (hall  there- 
upon forthwith  nominate  and  appoint  three  commifiioners,  not 
intereded  in  any  turnpike  road,  to  view  the  fame,  and  report  to 
him  in  writing,  whether  the  faid  road  is  completed  in  a  workman- 
like manner,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
act ;  and  if  the  report  (hall  be  in  the  affirmative,  then  it  (hall  be 
the  duty  of  the  governor  to  whom  they  report,  and  he  is  hereby 
required  by  licence  under  his  hand  and  the  privy  fcal  of  the  ftate, 
to  permit  the  faid  prefident  and  directors  to  erect  and  permanent- 
ly fix  one  toll-gate  upon  and  acrofs  faid  road,  near  the  houfe  of 
the  faid  Job  Northrop,  to  colled  the  dutie-3  and  tolls  herein  after 
granted  to  the  faid  corporation,  from  all  perfons  travelling  or 
ufing  the  fame. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  foon  as  the  faid  road  (hall  26 
be  completed  and  permiffion  granted  to  erect  a  gate  upon  and 
acrofs  the  fame,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  lor  the  faid  prefident 
and  directors  to  appoint  a  toll-gatherer  to  collect  and  receive  of 
and  from  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  ufing  the  faid  road  at 
the  faid  gate,  the  tolls  and  duties  herein  after  mentioned,  and 
no  more,  that  is  to  fay  :  For  every  fcore  of  flieep  or  hogs,  four  27 
cents,  and  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  kf*  number  ;  for  every 
fcore  of  cattle,  horfes  or  mules,  fourteen  cents,  and  in  proportion 
for  a  greater  or  lefs  number  ;  for  every  horfe,  rode,  led  or  driv- 
en, three  cents  ;  for  every  chair,  fulkey  or  chaife,  with  one  horfe, 
eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horfe,  two  cents  ;  for  every 
cart,  drawn  by  one  horfe,  fix  cents  ;  for  every  chariot,  coach, 
coach ee  or  phaeton,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  (lagc,  waggon, 
or  other  four  wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horfts,  nine  cents, 
and  two  cents  for  every  additional  horfe,  mule  or  ox;  for  every 
cart,  drawn  by  two  oxen,  nine  cents,  and  two  cents  for  every 
additional  ox;  for  every  fleigh  or  fled,  four  cents,  if  drawn  by 
two  horfes  or  oxen,  and  in  like  proportion  if  drawn  by  a 
greater  or  lefs  number  of  horfes  or  oxen ;  and  it  (hall  and  may  2t 
be  lawful  for  the  toll-gatherer  to  flop  and  detain  any  perfon  rid* 
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ing,  leading  or  driving  any  horfe,  cattle,  fheep  or  hogs,  futkey, 
chair,  chaifc,  phaeton,  cart,  waggon,  fleigh,  or  other  carriage  of 
burthen  or  pleafure,  from  pafling  through  the  faid  turnpike  gate 
until  they  fhail  refpecYively  have  paid  the  toll  as  above  fpecified  r 

29  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this. act  (hall  be  con  ft  rued  to  entitle 
,  the  faid  corporation  to  demand  or  receive  toll  of  or  from  any  per- 

fon,  pafling  to  or  from  public  worlbip,  a  funeral  or  to  or  from  a 
grift  mill,  for  the  grinding  of  grain  for  his  family's  ufe,  or  to  or 
from  a  blackfmith's  fhop  to  which*  he  ufually  reforts,  or  from  any 
perfon  refiding  within  ooe  mile  from  the  faid  gate,  or  from  any 
perfon  or  perfons  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  when  going  to  or  re-

JD  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  (hall  be  the  duty  i 
of  the  perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  this  Hate,  for  the 
lime  being,  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  not  lefs  than  three 
nor  more  than  five  commiffioners,  not  interefled  in  any  turn- 
pike road,  in  each  and  every  county  of  this  (late  in  which 
there  (hall  he  any  turnpike  road,  and  where  there  is  not  con- 
tained in  the  law  incorporating  the  comparty  for  the  purpofe  of 
making  fuch  road,  a  provifion  for  infpecling  the  faid  road  from 
time  to  time.

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Stockholders  of  the  Schenectady  Water 

Works  Company, 

Paffed  April  7th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  Abraham  Oothout  and  funclry  other  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  of  Schenectady,  in  conjunction  with  the 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  faid  city,  have  atTbciat- 
ed  to  fupply  the  faid  city  with  water,  and  by  their  petition  pre- 
fented  to  the  legiflature  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated,  to  ena- 
ble them  to  forward  the  purpofes  of  their  inftilution  conform- 
able to  certain  articles  of  affociation  accompanying  the  faid  pe- 
tition. 

I.  BE  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York, 
represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Abraham  Oothout,  Ste-  - 1 
phen  N.  Bayard,  Maus  Van  Vranken,  James  Murdoch  and  Jofepli 
C.  Yates,  and  their  prefent  and  future  alloc i ate s,  their  fucceifors 
and  aftigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "  truftees  of  the  Schenectady 
water  works,"  and  are  ^ercby  ordained,  conftituted  and  declar- 
ed to  be  for  ever  hereafter  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  facH 
and  in  name,  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  fuccetTbrs  fh  ill

town  of  Kingfton,"  and  by  that  name  (hall  be  capable  in  law  to 
fue  and  be  fucd,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended in  any  court  of  record,  but  fhall  not  be  capable  of  hold- 
ing any  real  eftate,  excepting  fuch  as  fhall  be  neceffary  for  fuch

Paffed  April  9th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  Dorrancc  Kirtland  and  divers  other  perfons 
have  aflbciated  with  intent  to  fupply  the  village  in  the 
faid  town  with  good  and  wholefome  water  :  Therefore, 
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I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  repre- 

1  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly  y  That  Dorrancc  Kirlland,  John 
Bartlett,  Philip  Conine,  junior,  Peter  C.  Adams,  Henry  Johnfon, 
Samuel  Field,  Archibald  M'Vickar,  Daniel  Farrey,  George  Wil- 
ibn,  Simeon  Fitch,  Ifaac  Miner,  junior,  Stephen  Warren,  John 
Robbins,  and  fuch  other  pcrfons  as  may  become  intcrefled  in 
the  aflbciation  formed  for  fupplying  the  faid  village  in  the  laid 
town  with  water  by  means  of  conduits  or  aqueducts,  fhall  be  and 
hereby  are  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and 
in  name,  by  the  name  of  •«  The  Union  Aqueduct  Affociation

PalTed  February  29th,  1801. 

WHEREAS  it  hath  been  reprefented  to  this  legiflaturc  by 
the  reverend  George  Henry  Loskicl,  the  reverend  Jacob 
Van  Vleck,  the  reverend  Andrew  Benade,  the  reverend  John 
Gebhard  Cunow,  the  reverend  John  Bardell,  Henry  Ten  Broeck, 
Abraham  Bininger,  Philip  Sykes,  Daniel  B  mvard,  Frederic  De- 
voue  and  Ifaac  Van  Vleck,  that  fince  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  forty,  when  the  faid  church  be^an 
to  make  fettlements  in  America,  the  principal  aim  of  their  mem- 
bers coming  over  from  Europe  was  to  carry  the  glorious  truth 
of  the  gofpel  to  the  Indians  here  ;  that  they  have,  without  in- 
termimon,  continued  therr  labors  among  the  Indians,  and  not- 
withftanding  the  increafc  of  expenfes  and  other  difficulties,  are 
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refolved  to  purfue  and  fupport  this  commendable  work  and  for 
thi3  purpofe  have  formed  a  fociety  for  propagating  the  gofptrl 
among  tl\e  heathen  ;  and  that  this  fociety  was  incorporated 
by  an  aft  of  the  legiflature  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennfylvania, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  ;  and  that  by  a  law  of  the  legiflature  of  the  (late  of  New- 
Jerfey,  they  were  incorporated  in  that  ftate  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-one  ;  and  that  they 
had  entered  into  certain  rules  of  aiVociation,  which  were  prefent- 
ed  to  this  legiflature  with  their  petition  praying  to  be  incorporat- 
ed in  this  Hate,  which  would  promote  the  original  defign  of  the 
faid  fociety. 

And  whereas  the  propagation  of  the  gofpel  among  the  Indians 
of  America  is  of  great  importance  to  the  citizens  of  this  ftate, 
as  well  as  to  the  citizens  ol  the  United  States,  and  may,  by  the 
f miles  of  Providence  on  their  inftitution,  be  conducive  of  the 
peace  and  fafety  of  the  inhabitants  and  fettlers  of  our  frontiers  ; 
and  by  living  examples  of  the  miflionaries  and  the  converts,  the 
favages  may  be  induced  to  turn  their  minds  to  the  cbriftinn  re- 
ligion, induftry  and  focial  life,  with  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States. 

And  whereas  this  legiflature  is  difpofed  to  exercifc  the  powers 
veiled  in  them  by  the  people  of  this  Uate  for  the  encouragement 
of  all  pious  and  charitable  purpofes  :  Therefore, 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nexo-York^  repre- 

j  sented  in  Senate  and  Jssembly,  That  the  reverend  George  Henry 
Lofkiel,  the  reverend  Jacob  Van  Vleck,  John  Gebhard  Cilnow, 
gentleman,  John-  Schropp,  gentleman,  the  reverend  John  An* 
drew  BulTe,  the  reverend  John  Hcrbft,  the  reverend  John  Me- 
<ler,  John  Lewis  Benzien,  gentleman,  the  reverend  Charles  G. 
Keichel,  the  reverend  Simon  Peter,  the  prefent  directors,  and 
the  reverend  Andrew  Benade,  the  reverend  John  F.  Schaaf,  and 
the  reverend  Bernard  Adam  Grube,  prefent  aflitlant  directors, 
and  their  fucccflurs,  and  all  other  members  of  laid  fociety  who 
have  and  hereafter  (hall  fubferibe  the  eftablifhed  rules  of  the 
laid  fociety,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  made,  declared  and  con-

ties, Iranchifes,  and  other  hereditaments,  by  the  gift,  grant, 
bargain,  fate,  alienation,  relcafu  or  confirmation,  of  any  per- 
ion  or  perfons,  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  capable  and  able 
to  make  the  fame  ;  and  further,  that  the  faid  corporation  and 
their  fucceflbrs  may  take  and  receive  any  fum  or  fums  of  mo-

An  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  indigent  IT 

men  and  Children, 

Pafled  March  24th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  a  number  of  ladies  in  the  city  of  Albany,  have 
aflociated  for  the  humane  purpofe  of  relieving  the  dtf« 
trefle.s  of  indigent  women  and  children,  and  by  their  petition 
prefented  to  the  legiflature,  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated. 
Therefore — 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Neut-  York,  represented 

1  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  fuch  perfons  of  the  female  fcx, 
as  now  are  or  hereafter  fhall  be  annual  fubferibers  to  the  faid  af- 
fociation,  fhall  be  and  hereby  are  conflituted  a  body  corporate . 
by  the  name  of**  The  Society  for  the  relief  of  indigent  women 
and  children,"  and  by  that  name,  (hall  have  perpetual  fucceflion 
and  be  in  law  capable  of  fuing  and  being  fued,  defending  and  be- 
ing defended  in  all  courts  and  places  whatfoever,  and  in  all 
manner  of  actions  and  caufes  whatfoever,  and  may  have  a 
common  feal,  and  change  the  fame  at  their  pleafure,  and  (hall 
alfo  by  that  name  be  capable  in  law,  of  purchasing,  holding,  and 
conveying  any  eflate  real  or  perfonal  for  the  ufe  of  the  faid 

2  corporation  :  Provided,  That  fuch  cftate  (hall  never  exceed  in 
value  twenty  thoufand  dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  pur- 
pofes  than  the  charitable  one  for  which  this  incorporation  is 
formed.

Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nen-Tcrk,  re- 

I  presented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  fuch  perfons  who  fhall, 
at  the  time  of  the  pa  fling  of  this  act,  be  members  of  the  fociety 
for  the  promotion  of  agriculture,  arts  and  manufactures,  and 
fuch  other  perfons  who  (hall  from  time  to  time  become  members 
of  the  fociety  hereby  intended  to  be  incorporated,  and  (hall  with- 
in ten  months  after  the  pairing  of  this  aft,  Ggnify  their  inten- 
tion in  writing,  fubferibed  by  them  refpectively,  to  Samuel  L. 
Mitchell  or  Benjamin  De  Witt,  the  prefent  fecretaries  of  the  fa  id

the  City  and  County  of  Albany* 

PalTed  April  10th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  d  ivers  perfons  have  formed  themfclves  into  a 
fociety,  by  the  name  and  ftyle  of  the  Columbian  Friendly 
Union  Society,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Albany,  in  order  to 
raife  a  fund  for  the  fupport  of  fuch  of  the  members  of  the  faid  fo- 
ciety,  who  may  by  means  of  ficknefs,  lamenefs,  age  or  other 
caufes,  be  unable  to  fupport  themfelveS,  and  the  faid  fociety 
have  by  their  petition  prcfented  to  the  legiflature,  prayed  to  be 
incorporated  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New~York>  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  all  fuch  perfons  as  now  are  1 
©r  hereafter  may  become  members  of  the  (aid  fociety,  (hall  be 
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and  hereby  are  ordained,  conftituted  and  appointed  a  body  polt- 
lic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
Columbian  Friendly  Union  Society,  in  the  city  and  county  of  Al- 
bany," and  that  by  that  name  they  and -their  fucceffors,  fhall  and 
may  for  ever  hereafter  have  continual  fucceffion,  and  lhall  be  in 
law  capable  of  faing  and  being  fued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places 
whatfoever,  in  all  manner  of  action  and  actions,  fuits,  matters, 
complaints  and  caufes  whatfoever,  and  that  they  and  their  fuc- 
ceffors may  have  and  ufe  a  common  feal,  and  may  change  and 
alter  the  fame  at  their  pleafure,  and  alfo  that  they  and  their  fuc- 
cettors,  by  the  name  of  the  Columbian  Friendly  Union  Society,

I.  T>E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor  k,  repre- 
1  ±y  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  Levi  Stephens  and 
Jafon  Parker,  their  executors,  adminiftrators  and  afligns,  (hall 
have,  poflefs  and  enjoy  fbr  the  term  of  feven  years,  from  the 
firftday  of  June  next,  the  fole  and  exckifive  right  of  creeling, 
running  and  driving  during  the  term  aforefaid,  fuch  and  fo  ma- 
ny Rage  waggons  from  and  to  the  village  of  Canandaigua,  and

4  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  NiW-York  ftate  bank 
fhall  be  the  place  of  depoGt  for  all  monies  which  may  at  any 
time  hereafter  be  in  the  treafury  of  this  ftate,  except  fuch  fums 
as  may  be  depoiUed  to  the  credit  of  the  trtafvirer  in  the  bank  6f 

5  New- York,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding  :  And  it 
(hull  be  the  duty  of  the  comptroller  to  procure  from  the  books 
of  the  faid  bank,  monthly  ftatemcntt  of  the  monies  which  (hull 
be  received  into  and  paid  out  of  the  fame  on  account  of  the  :rca« 
furcr  of  this  Hate. 
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Ill*  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  comptroller  be  and  6 
be  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  monies  of  any  of  the  banks 
of  thi*  (late  in  which  the  ftate  (hall  hold  flock,  whenever  the 
fituation  of  the  treafury  (hall  render  it  neceffary,  to  fatiify  legal 
demands  on  this  (late,  and  which  by  law  are  directed  to  be  paid  ; 
and  he  (hall  draw  his  warrant  on  the  treafurer  for  the  amount 
of  fuch  loans,  and  the  intereft  thereon,  to  he  paid  out  of  the  firft 
unappropriated  money  which  (hall  be  in  the  treafury. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  of  the  death  or  in-  t 
ability  of  any  treafurer  to  execute  his  offie  during  the  recefs  of 
the  lcgiflaturei  or  in  cafe  the  perfon  adminiftering  the  govern- 
ment of  this  ftate  (hall  declare  the  office  of  treafurer  vacant,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  fecond  feci  ion  of  the  aa  entitled  "  An  aa  to  appoint 

a  treafurer,  and  to  amend  the  aa,  entitled  "  An  acl  relative  to 
the  office  and  duties  of  the  treafurer  of  this  ftate,"  paired  6th 
February,  1803,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the 
prefidcnt,  directors  and  company  of  the  New- York  ftate  bank  to 
execute  the  office  of  treafurer  in  refpeCl  to  the  receiving  and  pay* 
ing  money,  in  the  fume  manner  as  the  treafurer  of  this  ftate  is 
or  lhall  be  authorized  and  dirtied  to  do  by  law,  until  other  pro- 
vifion  be  made ;  and  the  perfon  adminiftering  the  government  of  & 
this  (late  (ball, by  proclamation,  give  public  notice  of  fuch  death} 
inability  or  vacancy. 

V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  transfer  of  (lock  in  the  9 
New- York  ftate  bank,  hereafter  to  be  made,  (hall  be  valid  or  ef- 
feaual  until  fuch  transfer  (hall  be  entered  or  regiftered  in  a  book 

or  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpofe  by  tbe,dire6lors,  and  unlels 
the  perfons  making  the  fame  (hall  previoufly  difcharge  all  debts 
due  by  him  or  her  to  the  faid  corporation  which  exceed  in  amount 
the  re  fid  nary  (lock  of  fuch  perfon. 

VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  third  feaion,  and  fo  jq 
much  of  the  fifth  feaion  of  the  aa,  entitled  44  An  aa  relative 

to  the  office  and  dutiej  of  the  treafurer  of  this  date,"  patted  20th 
March,  1801,  as  relates  to  the  bank  of  Albany,  and  the  third 
fed  <  on  of  the  aa,  entitled  "  An  aa  to  appoint  a  treafurer,"  and 
to  amend  the  aa,  entitled  "  An  aa  relative  to  the  office  and  du- 
ties of  the  treafurer  of  this  (late,  and  for  deftroying  certain  bills 
of  credit,"  patted  8th  February,  1803,  and  fo  much  of  the  fecond 
feaion  of  the  faid  lad  mentioned  aa  as  refpeas  the  execution  of 
the  dmies  of  the  treafurer  by  the  prefident,  direaors  and  com- 
pany of  the  bank  of  Albany,  (hall  be  and  hereby  are  repeafed. 


CHAP.  CXVII. 

An  ACT  to  restrain  unincorporated  Banking  Associations* 

Palfcd  April  11th,  1804. 

I.  *DE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-York,  represen- 
JO  ted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  patt- 
ing ot  this  aa,  no  perfon  unauthorized  by  law  fhall  fubferibe  to 
or  become  a  member  of  any  affbeiation,  tnftitution  or  company, 
or  proprietor  of  any  bank  or  fund  for  the  purpofe  of  iituing  notes, 
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receiving  depofits,  making  difcounts,  or  tranfacYmg  any  other 
bulinefs  which  incorporated  banks  may  or  do  tranfacl.  by  virtue 
of  their  refpeclive  acls  of  incorporation  :  And  if  any  perfon  un- 
authorized by  law  as  aforefaid,  (hall  hereafter  fubferibe  or  be- 
come a  member  or  proprietor  as  aforefaid,  he  fhall  forfeit  and  pay, 
for  everv  fuch  offence,  the  fum  of  one  thoufand  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered by  any  perfon  who  fhall  fue  for  the  fame,  in  an  aclion  of 
debt,  one  half  thereof  to  his  own  ufe,  and  the  other  half  to  the 
life  of  the  people  of  this  flate  ;  and  all  notes  and  fecurities  for  the 
payment  of  money,  or  the  delivery  of  property  made  or  given  to 
any  fuch  affociation,  inflitution  or  company,  not  authorized  as 
aforefaid,  fhall  be  null  and  void  :  Provided  nevertheless,  That  no- 
thing herein  contained  fhall  be  held  in  any  way  to  extend  to  the 
affociation  in  the  city  of  Albany,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Mer- 
caniile  Company,  nor  the  alfociation  in  the  city  New-York, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Merchants*  Bank,  until  the  firft  Tucf- 
day  in  May,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  unincorporated  affocia- 
tons,  inflitutions  or  proprieties,  formed  for  any  of  the  purpofes 
aforefaid,  that  now  exift  in  this  ftate,  fhall  after  the  firft  Tuefday 
of  May,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  five,  ceafc  to  iflue  notes 
and  to  loan  money  ;  and  any  perfon  concerned  or  interefted  tit 
the  iffuing  any  fuch  notes  or  loaning  any  fuch  money  as  afore- 
faid, after  the  firft  Tuefday  of  May,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred 
and  five,  mail  forfeit  and  pay,  for  every  fuch  offence,  the  fum  of 
one  thoufand  dollars  to  be  recovered  and  difpofed  of  in  the  man- 
ner prefcribed  in  the  firft  feclion  of  this  aft. 


CHAP.  LIT. 

An  ACT  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Reformed  High  Dutch 
Church,  styled  Sanctity  Church,  in  the  Town  of  Germantown,  in 
the  County  cf  Columbia,  to  sell  a  certain  stone  Dwelling  House  and 
Barn  with  one  Acre  of  Ground  on  which  the  House  and  Barn  stand. 

Pafled  April  4th,  1604. 

WHEREAS  the  truftees  of  the  reformedlligh  Dutch  church 
flyled  Sanclity  church,  at  Germantown  in  the  county  of 
Columbia,  have  by  their  petition  to  the  legiflature  prayed  for 
leave  to  fell  for  the  benefit  of  the  faid  church,  a  certain  ftone 
dwelling  houfe  and  barn,  with  one  acre  of  ground  on  which  faid 
houfe  and  barn  ftand,  belonging  to  the  faid  church  in  German- 
town  aforefaid  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  /*  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tori,  repre. 
sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  Th^t  full  power,  good  right  and  law- 
ful authority,  fhall  be  and  hereby  is  granted  to  the  truftees  of 
laid  church,  to  fell  and  alien  in  fee,  all  right  and  title  belonging 
to  the  faid  church,  or  veiled  in  them  as  its  truftees,  of  and  in  a 
certain  flone  dwelling  houfe  and  a  frame  barn,  with  an  acre  of 
ground,  fituate  in  faid  town  of  Germantown  aforefaid,  bounded 
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on  the  fouth  by  the  highway,  and  to  the  eaft,  north  and  weft,  by 
lands  belonging  to  Gerrit  Cock  and  Abraham  Cock. 
•  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  fatd  truftecs  fhall  fell  the 
faid  land  for  the  belt  price  which  can  he  obtained  for  the  fame, 
and  put  out  the  monies  ariiing  from  the  faid  fale  at  intereft  on 
good  real  fecurity  for  the  life  of  the  faid  church. 


CHAP.  LX. 

An  ACT  to  enable  the  Trustees  of  the  first  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Goshen,  to  sell  a  Pat  t  of  their  Parsonage  Lands,  for  the  Purposes 
.  therein  mentioned. 

Patted  April  5th,  1804. 

HEKEAS  the  truftees  of  the  firft  Presbyterian  church 
in  Goflien  are  feifed  and  poflefled  of  three  certain  lots 
of  land,  fituate  in  the  village  of  Gofhen,  adjacent  to  the  court 
houfe  and  academy  in  faid  village,  containing  together  about 
one  hundred  and  feventy  acres  :  And  whereas  the  faid  truftees 
have  reprefented  to  the  legiflature,  that  it  would  have  a  ten- 
dency greatly  to  increafe  the  funds  of  the  faid  corporation,  for 
the  fupport  of  the  gofpel  in  faid  church,  as  well  as  to  improve 
the  faid  village,  if  they  Ihould  be  authorized  and  empowered  by 
law  to  fell  in  fee  fimple,  a  part  of  the  faid  three  lots  of  land  in 
fmall  building  lots.  The  legiflature  being  willing  to  comply 
with  their  wifhes  in  the  prcroifes  :  Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  NeioTork,  re- 
presented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  truftees  of  the  firft 
Prefbyterian  church  in  Gofhtn,  and  their  fucceiTors,  fhall  be 
and  hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  fell  and  convey  in 
fee  fimple,  any  part  of  faid  three  lots  of  land  belonging  to  laid 
church,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  twenty  acres,  to  be  laid  out 
in  fmall  building  lots,  the  largeft  of  which  (ball  not  exceed  one 
acre  :  Provided  alxoays,  That  the  faid  fales  or  any  of  them  fhall 
in  no  wife  encroach  upon  the  dwelling  houfe,  out  IiQufes,  barns, 
yards,  gardens  and  orchard,  o"n  the  moft  eafterly  of  faid  three 
lots  of  land. 

II.  And  be'  it  further  enacted,  That  the  money  arifing  from 
the  fale  or  fales  of  the  faid  fmall  lots  of  land,  or  of  any  of  them, 
fhall  be,  by  the  faid  truftees  and  their  fucceiTors,  put  out  and 
kept  out  at  intereft  on  approved  landed  fecurity,  of  at  leaft 
double  the  value  thereof,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  fame  (ball 
be  received  by  the  faid  truftees  or  their  fucceiTors,  and  the  in- 
tereft arifing  from  the  monies  fo  to  be  put  out  and  kept  out  at 
intereft,  fhall  be  by  the  faid  truftees  and  their  fucceiTors,  appro- 
priated to  the  ufe  of  the  minifter  for  the  time  being  in  faid 
church,  and  for  the  fupport  of  the  gofpel  therein,  or  to  be  ad- 
ded to  their  principal  money,  and  put  out  at  intereft  as  a  fore - 
faid,  and  upon  like  fecurhy  as  to  the  faid  truftees,  lhall  appear 
moft  likely  to  carry  into  effect  the  pious  and  benevolent  inten- 
tions of  the  original  donors  of  the  faid  three  lots  of  land. 
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I  If.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  the  faid  truftees,  or  their 
fuccelTors,  or  fo  many  of  them  as  (hail  be  prefent  and  do  con* 
lent  to  difpofe  or  make  ufe  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  prin- 
cipal roomy  or  permanent  funds  anting  from  the  (ale  or  fairs 
of  the  faid  fro  all  lots  of  land,  or  any  of  them,  contrary  to  the 
directions  of  this  a 61,  (hall  be  jointly  and  feve  rally  liable  to  pay 
the  fame  to  the  ufe  of  the  faid  church,  with  cods  of  fuit,  in  an, 
action  of  debt*  to  be  brought  againft  them,  or  any  one  of  them, 
in  any  court  of  record  having  cognizance  thereof,  by  the  clerk 
of  the  faid  board  of  truftees,  or  their  fucceflbrs,  whofe  duty  it 
lhall  be  to  commence  faid  a6\ion  in  his  own  name,  at  the  re  que  ft 
of  any  two  members  of  faid  congregation  ;  and  when  the  faid 
money  (hall  be  recovered,  after  all  neceflary  expenfes  are  de-> 
ducted,  it  (hall  be  paid  to  the  trealurer  of  the  faid  corporation* 
and  become  a  part  of  the  permanent  funds  of  the  faid  church.

An  ACT  to  authorize  the  Payment  of  the  Art  ear  s  of  the  Direct 
Tax  of  the  United  States  within  this  State, 

Pafled  April  3d,  1804. 

WHEREAS  it  is  apprehended  that  certain  practices  which 
have  obtained  in  this  Hate  relating  to  the  falesof  land  for 
the  direct  tax,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  will 
produce  many  and  extenfive  evils  ;  for  remedy  whereof, 

1.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stale  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  comptroller  (hall  as 
foon  as  may  be  after  the  pafiing  of  this  act,  afcertaio  the  amount 
of  the  taxes  aflefled  and  iropofed  on  the  houfes  and  lands  in 
each  of  the  collection  diftricts  into  which  this  (late  was  divided, 
purfuant  to  the  directions  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  lay 
and  collect  a  direct  tax  within  the  United  States,"  which  re- 
mains due  and  unpaid  ;  and  alfo  the  amount  of  the  taxes,  char* 
ges  and  coils  which  nifty  be  payable  for  the  redemption  of  lands. 
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or  houfes  which  hare  been  Told  under  the  authority  of  the  be- 
fore recited  aft  ;  and  having  ascertained  the  fame,  he  fh all  2 
draw  a  warrant  on  the  treafurer  for  the  am  >unt,  and  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  paid  to  fuch  officer  of  the  United  States  as  is  or  (hall 
by  law  be  authorised  to  receive  the  fame. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the  I 
comptroller  to  procure  from  the  proper  officer,  at  the  expenfe 
of  this  ftate,  correct  tranfcripts  of  the  lifts  of  all  the  t rafts  of 
land,  or  lots  and  houfes  which  have  been  fold,  either  in  whole 
or  in  part,  for  non-payment  of  the  faid  tax. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  tax  paid  in  purfu-  4 
ance  of  this  aft,  and  the  i  ate  re  ft  and  charges  refpeftively,  to- 
gether with  an  i  me  re  ft  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  annum,  to  com- 
mence from  the  period  of  the  payment  thereof  by  the  treafurer 
of  this  ftate,  fhall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  eftate  fo  difincumber- 
ed  from  the  tax,  intereft  and  charges  impofed  thereon  by  virtue 
of  the  before  recited  aft  of  the  congrefs  of  the  United  Slates, 
until  the  fame  tax,  intereft  and  charges  thereon  refpeftively, 
together  with  the  faid  intereft  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  annum, 
upon  the  whole  amount  thereof,  (hall  be  paid  or  received,  not* 
withftanding  any  alienation  or  divifion  in  the  whole  or  in  part 
which  has  or  fhall  take  place,  and  fuch  lien  (hall  be  confidered 

a  mortgage  :  And  the  comptroller  fhall,  as  foon  as  conveniently  5 
may  be  after  procuring  tranfcripts  of  the  lifts  of  lands  which 
have  been  fold  for  the  non-payment  of  the  faid  tax,  caufe  no- 
tice to  be  given,  for  the  fpace  of  three  months,  in  the  newfpa- 
per  printed  by  the  printer  to  this  ftate,  and  in  two  of  the  newf- 
papers  printed  in  the  city  of  New- York,  and  one  in  the  county 
of  Oneida,  that  unlefs  the  owners  or  other  perfons  in  their  be- 
half, (hall,  within  three  years  after  the  date  of  fuch  notice,  pay 
to  the  treafurer  of  this  ftate  the  amount  of  tax,  charges,  cofts 
and  intereft  thereon,  and  expenfe  of  publication,  which  may  be 
refpeftively  due,  fo  much  of  the  faid  lands  will  be  fold  at  public 
vendue,  at  the  city-hall  of  the  city  of  Albany,  to  the  higheft 
bidder,  as  (hall  be  neceftary  to  pay  the  fame,  together  with  the 
charges  of  fuch  fale  :  And  the  comptroller  (hall  caufe  fuch  fale  6 
to  be  made  accordingly,  giving  three  months  previous  notice 
thereof  in  the  manner  before  prefcribed,  after  the  time  hereby 
limited  for  the  payment  of  fuch  tax,  charges  and  cofts,  and  in- 
tereft thereon,  and  expenfe  of  publication  :  And  the  comptrol-  7 
ler  fhall,  on  every  fuch  fale,  give  to  the  purchafer  a  certificate 
thereof  ;  and  if  any  pcTon,  claiming  title  to  the  lands  defcribed 
in  fuch  certificate,  (half  not,  within  three  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  pay  to  the  comptroller,  for  the  ufe  of  the  purchafer, 
his  heirs  or  afTigns,  the  amount  for  which  fuch  land  (hall  be 
fold,  together  with  an  intereft  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  the  faid  certificate,  the  comptroller  fhall,  at 
the  expiration  of  the  faid  three  years,  execute  to  the  purchafer 
his  heirs  or  afligns,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  ftate,  a 
releafe  for  the  lands  fo  fold. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted*  That  the  comptroller  (ball  from  8 
rime  to  time,  give  to  any  per  fan  requiring  the  fame,  a  certifi. 
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cate  ofthe  amount  of  any  fuch  tax,  charges  and  coils,  and  in- 
tcrcft  thereon,  and  expenfe  of  publication  ;  and  it  fhall  be  law- 
ful for  the  treafurer  to  receive  and  give  a  receipt  for  the  fame, 
upon  fuch  certificate,  which  (hall  be  counicriigncd  by  the 
comptroller,  and  the  payment  thereof  entered  in  the  books  in 
his  office,  and  thereupon  the  lien  on  the  faid  land  fhall  be  dif- 
charged. 

9  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  a  fum  in  grofs  is  charg- 
ed upon  any  lot  or  tract  of  land  owned  by  feveral  proprietors, 
each  proprietor  may  pay  any  part  of  fuch  charge  proportionate; 
to  the  number  of  acres  owned  by  him,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  charge  (hall  be  a  lien  upon  the  reiidue  of  the  land  only. 

10  VI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  mall  be  lawful  for  the 
comptroller  to  draw  a  warrant  on  the  treafurer  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenfe  of  procuring  tranferipts  of  the  lifts  of  all  the 
traces  of  land  fold  as  afore  faid,  and  for  defraying  the  expenfe  of 
publifhing  the  notices  required  by  this  act,  which  (hall  be  paid 
out  of  any  monies  in  the  treafury. 

11  VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fum  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  notice,  (hall  be  paid  by  each  perfon  liable  to  the 
payment  of  any  tax  within  the  purview  of  this  acl,  towards  de- 

12  fraying  the  expenfe  of  advertifing  the  fame  :  And  that  for  the 
fervices  prefcribed  by  this  aft,  the  fame  fees  (hall  be  allowed 
and  paid  by  the  parties  refpeftively  to  the  comptroller  and 
treafurer,  to  be  equally  divided  between  them,  as  are  allowed  to 
the  fupervifor  and  marlhal  in  and  by  the  acl  of  the  cougrefs 
of  the  United  States,  entitled  "  An  aft  further  to  amend  the 
ac\,  entitled  "  An  acl  to  lay  and  collect  a  direft  tax  within  the 
United  States."

An  ACT  authorizing  the  Collection  of  the  Arrears  of  Taxes  in  the 
Towns  of  Ooid  and  Aurelius,  in  tlie  County  of  Cayuga. 

PalTed  April  7th,  1804. 

T  XT  HERE  AS  Ifaac  Goodrich,  colleftor  of  the  town  of  Au- 
VV  relius,  and  John  Simplun,  junior,  collector  of  the  town  of 
Ovid,  have  not  fettled  with  the  treafurer  of  the  county  of  Cay- 
uga :  And  whereas  the  faid  treafurer  hath  ilTued  his  warrants 
againft  the  faid  Ifaac  Goochich  and  John  Simpfon,  junior,  agree- 
able to  the  aft,  entitled  "  An  a6l  for  the  aflclTmenl  and  collec- 
tion of  taxes,"  patted  the  eighth  day  of  April,  one  thoufand 
eight  hundred  and  one  ;  and  on  the  return  of  the  faid  warrants  it 
appears  that  there  remains  a  deficiency  in  the  town,  county  und 
Hate  taxes,  and  it  being  uncertain  what  fums  the  faid  collec- 
tors have  received  from  particular  perfons  and  the  amount 
thereof  :  Therefore, 

1.  HE  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Tropic  of  the  State  of  New-York^ 
represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  treafurer  of  the 
county  of  Cayuga  be  and  he  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed 
to  receive  the  tax  liUs  from  the,  faid  Ifuac  Goodrich,  colleaor

of  the  town  of  Aurelius,  and  from  the  faid  John  Simpfon,  jun- 
ior, collector  of  the  town  of  Ovid,  and  return  the  fame  with  the 
deficiencies  to  the  comptroller,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  might 
have  done,  had  the  faid  collectors  made  their  refpective  returns 
agreeable  to  law. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  comptroller  be  and  he 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  the  faid  returns, 
and  collect  all  arrearages  which  he  fhall  find  due  on  the  lands 
of  non-relidents,  and  make  return  to  the  treafurer  of  the  faid 
county  of  Cayuga  the  deficiencies  which  (hall  appear  to  be  due 
of  taxes  laid  on  thofe  who  were  inhabitants  in  the  faid  towns, 
and  the  fui.d  arrears  due  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  refpective 
towns  mull  be  re-aflTefled,  collected  and  paid  by  the  faid  inhab- 
itants, in  the  fame  manner  as  other  taxes  are  levied,  collected 
and  paid* 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  cafe  the  faid  Ifaac 
Goodrich  and  John  Simpfon,  junior,  or  either  of  them,  ih all  re- 
fufe  to  deliver  the  faid  lax  lifts  in  their  potleflio:.,  with  an  ac- 
count ot  the  monies  received  by  them  refpectively  for  taxes,  on 
or  before  the  .fii-Il  day  of  June  next,  they  or  either  of  them  fo 
refuting  lhall  be  fubject  to  pay  the  deficiencies  of  the  fums  col- 
lected by  him  in  an  action  of  debt,  to  be  brought  by  the  trea- 
furer of  the  faid  county  in  his  own  name,  with  colts  of  fuit, 
which  turn  when  received  (hall be  for  the  ufe  of  the  town  where 
fuch  deficiency  was  made  by  the  collector*

An  ACT  supplementary  to  the  Act  for  the  Assessment  and  CoUtc- 

tion  of  Taxes, 

Paffed  April  9th,  1804. 

L  "D  K  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor  k,  rcpre* 

XJ  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  in  cafe  it  (hall  be  made  \ 
to  appear  satisfactorily  to  the  comptroller,  that  any  tract  of  land 
has  been  or  (hall  hereafter  be  a  Helled  in  a  wrong  town,  he  lhall 
in  the  martin  of  the  atTeffmxnt  roll  or  in  the  return  of  unpaid 
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taxes,  made  by  the  colle&or  of  the  town  in  which  fucb  erroneous 
alTelTment  has  been  made,  make  an  entry  of  fuch  error,  and  on 
application  to  him  for  a  certificate  of  the  tax  due  on  any  fuch 
tract  of  land,  he  fhall  defignate  the  town  in  which  the  fame  land 
is  included,  and  on  payment  of  the  fum  due,  the  lien  on  the  fame 
fhall  be  discharged. 

2  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  comptroller,  in  all  no- 
tices to  be  given  by  him  for  the  fale  of  lands  lor  taxes,  fhall  in- 
fert  the  defcription  of  fuch  lands  as  contained  in  the  affcffment 
roll,  if  there  be  any  fuch  defcription  ;  in  cafe  there  is  no  fuch 
defcription,  then  he  fhall  infert  therein  the  valuation  contain- 
ed in  fuch  roll. 

3  III.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  comptroller  in  fettling 
the  accounts  of  the  county  treafurers,  in  relation  to  taxes,  (ball 

4  credit  the  amount  of  deficiencies  on  real  eflates  only  ;  and  that 
fuch  tre:  furers  mall  .furnifh  the  fupervifors  of  their  refpe&ive 
counties  with  an  account  of  the  deficiencies  of  taxes  on  perfonal 

5  eflate,  and  of  the  delinquencies  of  collectors  if  any  ;  and  that  it 
(hall  be  the  duty  of  fuch  fupervifors  to  caufe  the  amount  of«fuch 
deficiencies  and  delinquencies  to  be  raifed  in  the  next  tax,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  is  directed  in  and  by  the  feventeenth  fectton  of 
the  act  for  the  alTeflment  and  collection  of  taxes. 

6  IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  comptroller  (hall  at 
the  expenie  of  the  (late,  procure  blank  forms  of  afleflroent  rolls, 
and  of  returns  of  unpaid  taxes,  and  fhall  tranfmit  fuch  number 
of  the  faid  forms  as  he  may  deem  proper,  together  with  fuch  in- 
flructions  as  he  (hall  think  neceflary  or  advifable  for  the  purpofe 
of  obtaining  an  uniform  and  proper  execution  of  the  act  hereby 
amended,  to  the  clerks  of  the  feveral  counties  of  this  ftate,  who 
fhall  diftribute  the  fame  among  the  town  clerks  to  be  delivered 
to  the  afleilbrs,  whofe  duty  it  fhall  be  to  complete  the  afleflments 
in  their  feveral  towns  in  the  manner  required  by  fuch  inflruclions. 

7  V.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  it  (hall  hereafter  appear 
that  any  fpecific  tract  of  land  returned  under  the  head  of  unknown 
owners,  or  if  any  tract  of  land  charged  in  the  name  of  the  reput- 
ed owner  or  poirefTor,  has  been  or  fhall  be  taxed  for  a  greater 
quantity  of  acres  than  is  contained  In  fuch  tract,  the  comptroller 
mail  credit  the  excefs  of  taxes  charged  thereon  in  proportion  to 
the  excefs  of  land  fpecified  in  the  affeflmcnt  roil,  and  fhall  tranf- 
mit an  account  thereof  to  the  fupervifors  of  the  county  to  be  re- 
afiefTed  the  next  tax. 

8  VI.  And  be  it  further  enact al,  That  in  cafe  of  the  abfence 
from  the  county  of  the  county  treafurer,  his  death  or  inability 
to  adminifter  the  oath  required  by  the  twelfth  feet  ion  of  the  act 
hereby  amended,  it  fhall  be  luwiu!  for  the  collectors  to  make 
oath  to  their  returns  of  unpaid  taxes  btfore  any  juflice  of  the 
peace  refuting  in  the  fame  town,  and  the  juaice  who  fhall  ad- 
minifter  fuch  oath,  mall  make  an  indorfement  on  fuch  return  of 
the  caufe  which  prevented  fuch  collector  from  making  his  re- 
turn, and  fwearing  to  the  fame  in  the  manner  prefcribed  by  the 
faid  tweltth  icction,  and  fuch  returns  as  have  already  been  made 
to  the  comptroller,  and  are  fworo  to  before  a  julUcc  of  the  peace, 
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fhall  be  valid  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  the  oath  had  been  ad- 
mini  fie  red  by  the  county  treafurer. 

VII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  in  which  it  9 
lhall  be  made  to  appear  lo  the  comptroller,  that  any  tax  return- 
ed as  unpaid  was  previoufly  to  fuch  return  being  made  paid  to 
the  collector,  the  comptroller  (hall  be  and  is  hvreby  authorized 

to  cancel  fuch  tax  on  the  books  in  his  office,  and  in  caf.-s  of  pay- 
ment into  the  treafury  of  fuch  tax,  he  lhall  draw  a  warrant  on 
the  treafurer  for  the  amount,  and  (ball  tranfmit  an  account 
thereof  to  the  fupervifors  of  the  county,  who  (hall  caufe  the 
fame  to  be  collected  of  the  collector  who  committed  fuch  midake. 

VIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  it  (hall  appear  to  the  10 
comptroller,  that  any  tax  has  by  midake  been  paid  into  the  trea- 
fury of  this  (late  more  than  once,  the  comptroller  fhall  be  and 

is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  a  warrant  on  the  treafurcr  for 
the  reimburfement  of  the  fum  fo  erroncoufly  paid. 

IX.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  affefftnent  rolls  and  1 1 
warrants  directed  to  be  made  out  and  delivered  to  the  collec- 
tors of  the  fever* I  wards  and  towns  in  this  (late,  by  the  fifth  fee- 
tion  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  (hall  be  delivered  to  them  re- 
fpectively  on  or  before  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  November  in  eve- 
ry year. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  there  is  no  date  tax  12 
to  be  raifed,  the  fupervifors  of  the  feveral  counties  (hall  not  be 
required  to  tranfmit  copies  of  the  affeffment  rolls  to  the  comp- 
troller, as  required  by  the  fifth  fection  of  the  act  hereby  amend- 
ed, but  in  lieu  thereof  (hail  caufe  their  clerk  to  a  fee  r  tain  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  the  valuation  of  real  and  perfonal  edate  in 
the  feveral  towns  or  wards  in  the  fame  county,  and  tranfmit  a 
certificate  of  the  fame  to  the  comptroller  on  or  before  the  fird 
day  of  February  in  every  year. 

XI.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  (fcc  duty  of  the  15 
feveral'  county  trcafurers  carefully  to  compare  the  returns  of 
unpaid  taxes,  made  by  the  feveral  collectors,  with  the  original 
entries  of  the  fame  taxes  in  the  afleffment  rolls  ;  and  the  (aid 
returns  (hall  fpecify  the  owners'  names  of  real  edate  where  the 
fame  are  infer  ted  in  the  affciTaient  roll,  the  quantity  of  land,  de- 
fcription  and  valuation  of  tbe  fame,  as  well  as  the  tax  remain- 
ing due  and  unpaid  ;  and  the  county  treafurer  (hall  endorfe  on 
the  fame  returns  a  certificate  of  fuch  examination,  and  that  tbe 
entries  therein  contained  are  an  exact  transfcript  from  the  affeff- 
rocnt  rolls. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  no  date  tax  is  to  be  H 
raifed  the  feveral  boards  of  fupervifors  in  the  feveral  counties  in 
the  fout hern  diftrict  of  this  date,  at  their  annual  meeting  (hall 
after  having  afcertained  the  fum  to  be  raifed  on  each*  town,  pro- 
ceed to  make  out  and  fign  the  warrants  to  the  collectors  of  the 
feveral  towns  as  the  law  directs,  and  deliver  the  fame,  with  the 
affeffment  roll,  to  tbe  fupervifors  of  each  town  ;  and  the  faid 
fupervifors  (hill  afccrtam  and  fet  down  oppofiie  to  each  perfon's 
name,  the  fum  to  be  paid  as  a  tax  thereon,  or  caufe  the  fame  to 

be  done  as  the  law  directs,  and  nuke  one  fair  copy  thereof, 
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and  fign  his  own  name  thereto,  and  deliver  the  faid  affelrment 
roll,  together  with  the  warrant,  to  the  collector  of  faid  town,  on 
or  before  the  fecond  Tuefday  of  November  in  each  and  every 
year,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithftanding. 
15  XIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provifo  in  the  eigh- 
teenth fccVion  of  the  acl,  entitled"  An  ac~l  for  the  afleflment and 
colle6\ion  of  taxes,"  (hall  be  and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAP.  LXX. 

An  ACT  for  the  Partition  of  certain  Lots  of  Land  in  the  Toivn 

of  Southampton^  County  of  Suffolk* 

Paffed  April  7th,  1804. 

WHEREAS  the  common  lands  belonging  to  the  town  of 
Southampton,  in  Suffolk  county,  have  been  divided  a- 
mong  the  proprietors  of  the  faid  town,  and  the  greatefl  part  of 
the  lands  fo  divided  are  now  owned  by  a  number  of  perfons  as 
tenants  in  common  :  And  whereas  it  is  necelTary  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  the  wood  growing  on  the  faid  lots  fo  owned  in  com- 
mon, that  fome  mode  of  divifion  lefs  expenfive  to  the  own- 
ers than  the  prefent  mode  prescribed  by  law  be  adopted  : 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  on  application  of  any  owner 
in  fuch  lot  or  lots,  to  the  trudees  of  the  faid  town,  for  a  parti- 
tion of  fwch  lot  or  lots  among  the  owners  of  the  fame,  other 
than  the  faid  trudees,  or  either  of  them,  it  (hall  and  may  be  law- 
ful for  the  faid  trudees,  on  the  faid  applicant  making  oath  be- 
fore the  faid  tftdecs,  which  oath  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
adminider,  that  he  has  given  ten  days  notice  to  the  other  own- 
ers of  the  faid  lot  or  lots  redding  in  the  fame  county,  of  his  in- 

.  tcntion  to  make  fuch  application  for  the  partition  of  the  fame, 
to  appoint\commiflioners  to  make  partition  of  fuch  lot  or  lots  a- 
xnong  the  owners  thereof ;  and  the  faid  commiffioners,  after 
making  fuch  partition,  (ball  make  a  return  thereof  under  their 
hands  and  feals,  and  acknowledged  before  a  juftice  of  the  peace, 
to  the  trudees,  within  twenty  days  from  their  being  appointed, 
for  the  approbation  of  the  faid  trudees,  And  if  they  fhall  ap- 
prove of  the  partition  made  as  aforefaid,  they  fhall  certify  the 
fame  on  the  return  of  the  partition,  and  fhall  caufe  the  fame  to 
be  entered  on  record  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  them  for  that 
purpofe  ;  and  alio  of  entering  the  petition,  affidavit,  and  all  the 
neceffary  proceedings  relative  to  fuch  partition,  but  if  they 
fhall  not  approve  of  fuch  partition,  they  may  order  another  par- 
tition to  be  made  of  the  fame  lot  or  lots. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  accounts  of  the  com* 
miflioncrs  to  be  appointed  as  aforefaid,  for  making  fuch  parti- 
tion, fhall  be  audited  by  the  faid  trudees,  and  fhall  be  allowed 
not  to  exceed  two  dollars  per  day  for  their  fervices* 
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III.  An :l  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  owner  of  the  lot  of 
land  which  fhall  be  fo  divided,  fliall  neglect  or  refufe  to  pay  his 
proportion  of  the  expenfe  of  fuch  partition,  which  expenfe  ft) all 
be  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  allotted  to  fuch  owner, 
it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  £aid  truftees  to  fell  at  public 
▼endue,  fo  much  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  perfon  fo  neglect- 
ing or  refvifing  as  will  be  fufficicnt  to  pay  his  proportion  of  the 
expenfe  aforefaid,  and  of  the  fale  and  advertifmg  the  fame,  at 
leail  ten  days  by  an  advertifemcnt  to  be  fet  up  at  the  ufual  place 
of  fetting  up  advenifemeuts  in  the  faid  town  of  Southampton* 
which  expenfe  of  fale,  advertifement  and  giving  a  deed  by  the 
truftees,  !h;ill  not  exceed  the  fum  of  two  dollars. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  partition  of  lots  fl"> 
to  be  made  as  afore  Hud,  fliall  be  good  and  valid,  any  law,  ufage 
or  cuftom  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwithftanding.

WHEREAS  it  frequently  happens  that  tenants  in  common, 
of  lends,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  are  unable  to  dif- 
cover  who  arc  their  co-tenants,  or  to  fet  forth  the  rights  and 
titles  of  the  rcfpecYive  parties  intercfted  in  the  premifes : 
Therefore, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-fork,  represent- 
ed in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  in  every  cafe  where  any  one  1 
or  more  or  the  parties  interefted  in  common  as  aforefaid,  (hall 
prerent  a  petition  to  either  or  the  courts  of  common  pleas  within 
this  ftate,  for  the  partition  of  any  real  eftate,  lying  in  the  coun- 
ty where  the  faid  courts  (hall  refpecYively  be  held,  or  to  the  fu- 
preme  court  for  the  partition  of  any  real  eftate  within  this 
ftate,  describing  the  fame  real  eftate,  and  his,  her  or  their  in- 
tereft  therein,  and  fhah  have  complied  with  the  directions  of 
the  a 5k  for  the  partition  of  lands,  in  refpect  to  all  the  pcrfons 
known  to  be  interefted  as  tenants  in  common  in  the  fame,  and 
ftiall  :n  the  faid  petition  fugged,  and  alfo  make  an  affidavit,  that 
he,  (he  i>r  they,  is  or  are  ignorant  of  the  other  perfons  intereft- 
ed as  renar.ts  in  common,  in  the  faid  lands,  tenements  or  here- 
ditaments, or  fomc  of  them,  the  court  lhall  direct  a  copy  of  the 
faid  petit:. m,  and  a  notice  to  the  parlies  concerned  in  the  faid 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  and  unknown  as  aforefaid, 
in  fuch  form  as  may  be  thought  proper,  to  be  publifhed  in  one 
of  the  public  newfpapers  printed  in  each  of  the  cities  of  New- 
York  and  Albany,  for  the  fpacc  of  at  lcaft  three  months ;  and 
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fuch  publication  fhall  be  deemed  fufficient  notice  to  the  parties 
fo  interefted,  tliough  their  names  fhall  not  be  mentioned  there- 
in ;  and  upon  due  proof  by  affidavits  fuch  publication,  the 
court  may  proceed  to  make  rules  for  the  perfons  interefted  in 
the  fa'id  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  unknown  as 
aforefaid,  to  appear  and  (hew  title  to  the  proportions  which  they 
may  claim  of  the  fame,  and  to  anfwer  the  faid  petition,  and  if 
fuch  perfons  (hall  appear  and  (hew  title  as  aforefaid,  the  pro- 
ceedings fhall  in  all  refpe&s  thereafter  be  conformable  to  the 
laid  act,  as  if  the  faid  parties  had  been  originally  named  in  the 
faid  petition  ;  but  if  the  faid  parties  (hall  not  appear  and  (hew 
title  as  aforefaid,  then  the  court  (hall  neverthelefs  proceed  to 
appoint  commiflioners,  and  partition  (hall  be  made  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  faid  act,  and  the  parties  unknown  (hall 
thereupon  be  entitled  in  feveralty  to  the  proportions  of  the  (aid 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  which  (hall  he  fet  apart  for 
them  refpectively,  or  of  the  money  arifing  from  the  fale  thereof, 
as  the  cafe  may  be  ;  and  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  faid  court  to 
direct  fuch  money  to  be  placed  at  intereft  and  fecured  for  the 
benefit  of  fuch  parties  until  claimed,  after  deducting  their  juft 
proportions  of  the  expenfes  of  fuch  proceedings,  or  in  cafe  no 
fuch  fale  has  been  made,  then  to  direct  an  execution  for  levying 
the  faid  proportions  out  of  the  (hares  of  the  faid  parties  un- 
known, which  may  fall  to  them  refpectively  upon  fuch  parti- 
tion :  Provided  always.  That  fuch  partition  (hall  not  be  deemed 
in  any  manner  to  conclude  perfons  not  named  in  fuch  proceed- 
ings, and  having  or  claiming  any  right  or  title  of  and  in  fuch 
property,  from  controverting  the  title  and  intereft  of  the  par- 
ties who  may  apply  for  or  obtain  fuch  partition  :  And  provided 
oho.  That  fuch  petitioners  (hall  not  be  entitled  to  take  out  of 
court  any  of  the  money  arifing  from  any  fuch  fale,  until  tbey 
fhall  give  fecority  to  the  fat  is  faction  of  the  court  to  relund  the 
fame  with  intereft,  in  cafe  they  (hall  appear  at  any  time  there- 
after not  to  have  been  entitled  thereto  :  And  provided  further, 
That  nothing  in  this  act  contained,  (hall  be  conftrucd  in  any 
manner  to  authorize  the  revival  or  profecution  of  any  claim  to 
lands,  which  might  otherwife  be  barred  by  the  (latute  of  limita- 
tion, or  the  acquiefcence  of  any  party  having  fuch  claim*  or  to 
aid  the  profecution  of  any  claim  that  may  not  be  fo  barred,  but 
every  fuch  claim  (hall  be  and  remain  in  the  fame  fituaiion  as  if 
this  act  had  not  patted* 

3  II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  fupreme  court  may* 
in  all  cafes,  appoint  fuch  three  reputable  freeholders  as  tbey 
may  think  proper,  to  be  commiflioners  to  make  partition  ;  and 
in  cafe  the  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  to  be  divided 
(hall  be  in  more  counties  than  one,  may  appoint  different  com- 

3  mi  Aione  rs  for  the  feveral  counties,  or  any  of  the  in.  Whereas  it  is 
reprefentcd  to  the  tegiflature  by  the  petition  of  Jonathan  Law- 
rence and  others,  that  the  petitioners  were  feifed  in  fee  limple* 
as  tenants  in  common  with  Anthony  Rutgers,  ricceafed*  of  and 
in  all  that  certain  tract  of  land  fit u ate  in  the  county  of  Clinton, 
within  this  Rate,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of  Dean's  pa* 
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.tent :  That  in  order  to  fave  expenfe  to  the  parties  interefted  in 
«he  faid  tract  of  land,  they  have,  by  mutual  confent,  made  a  juft 
and  equitable  partition  thereof  among  the  proprietors  :  That 
the  faid  Anthony  Rutgers  \ras  feifedof  only  one  undivided  thir- 
tieth part  of  the  faid  tract  of  land,  and  that  he  bath  left  a  wi- 
dow and  four  children,  to  wit,  Cornelia  Rutgers,  Eliza  Ann 
Rutgers,  Gertrude  Rutgers,  and  Mary  Governcur  Rutgers, 
who  are  infants  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  :  That  all 
the  faid  proprietors,  except  the  faid  infants,  have  executed  mu-

Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  laid  in- 
fants refpectively  to  execute  releafes  for  completing  the  faid 
partition  on  their  part,  and  that  upon  the  execution  and  delive- 
ry thereof  the  fame  (hall  be  good  and  effectual  in  law  to  all  in- 
tents and  purpofes  as  if  executed  by  perfons  of  full  age.

military  (tores  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
diftribute  the  damaged  powder  belonging  to  the  people  of  this 
(late,  among  the  different  companies  of  artillery,  in  equal  pro- 
portions, and  to  deliver  the  fame  to  the  commanding  .officers  of 
fuch  companies,  or  their  order. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  (hall  be  the  duty  of  the 
commilTary  of  military  (lores,  as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be, 
to  depoftt  in  the  arfenal,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  fuch  proportion 
of  the  powder  as  will  belong  to  the  different  companies  of  artil- 
lery in  the  eaftern  and  weftern  diftricts,  except  the  fame  is  al- 
ready depolited  in  one  of  the  faid  d'tOricts.

Jfn  ACT  for  the  better  Extinguishing  of  Fires  in  the  Village  of 
Sing-Sing,  in  the  Town  of  Mount- Pleasant,  in  the  County  of 
Westchester* 

Paffed  April  9th,  1804. 

I.  T>  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor k,  repre- 
O  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  lhall  and  may  be 
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lawful  Tor  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the  faid  village,  hav- 
ing a  right  to  vote  at  town  meetings,  and  rcfiding  within  the  fol- 
lowing  limits,  to  wit  :  Beginning  at  the  Hudfon's  river,  where  a 
run  of  water  between  Daniel  Delavnn  and  AiUit  Orfcr,  empties 
into  the  fa  id  Hiulfon's.  river  north  of  Sing-Sing,  from  thence 
eaftwardly  on  a  ftraight  line  to  the  houfe  of  Solomon  Sherwood, 
efquire,  including  the  faid  Solomon  Sherwood  ;  thence  fouther- 
ly  and  fouthwellcrly  along  the  country  road  to  the  port- road  ; 
thence  foutherly  along  the  faid  poll-road  to  the  landing  of  \Vil» 
liam  Kemyes  on  the  faid  tfudfon's  river  ;  thence  northerly  a- 
longihe  faid  Hud  Ton's  river  to  the  place  of  beginning,  including 
all  houfes  within  the  faid  boutds  ;  and  alfo  all  ti  e  hocks  on 
each  f.de  of  the  before  mentioned  rouds,  to  affemble  together  on 
the  third  Monday  in  May  next,  at  the  houfe  Nathaniel  Holmes, 
innkeeper  in  faid  village,  and  on  the  fir II  Monday  in  May  in 
every  year  thereafter,  at  fuch  place  as  fhall  be  agretd  on  by  a 
majority  of  votes  at  their  lad  meeting,  and  then  and  there  by 
a  majority  of  the  votes  of  thofe  fo  met,  and  having  a  right  to 
vote,  choofe  fo  many  able  bodied  men,  rcfiding  within  the  lim- 
its aforefaid,  as  a  majority  of  thofe  fo  met  (hall  think  proper, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  men  to  each  engine,  to  have  the  cuflodr, 
care  and  management  of  each,  and  every  fire  engine  or  engines 
that  may  be  procured  by  the  inhabitants  of  faid  village,  and 
all  other  tools  and  inftruments  for  extinguishing;  fires  within  the 
faid  limits,  and  all  or  any  of  the  perfons  fo  by  them  to  be 
chofen  from  time  to  time  at  any  fuch  meeting  to  remove  ordif- 
place,  and  any  other  perfon  or  perfons  in  his'  or  their  place  and 
(lead  to  choofe  as  aforefaid,  and  that  the  perfons  fo  chofen,  (hall 
be  called  the  firemen  of  the  village  of  Sing-Sing,  and  mall  be 
ready  at  all  times  as  weilby  night  as  by  day,  to  manage,  work 
and  exercife  the  faid  fire  engine  or  engines,  and  the  other  tools 
and  inilrumcnts  aforefaid,  and  lhall  be  fubjccTt  to  fuch  rules,  or- 
ders and  regulations  as  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  rcfiding 
in  the  faid  village  within  the  faid  di.lrici,  and  having  aright  to 
vote  as  aforefaid,  (hall  at  fuch  meeting  from  lime  to  time  make 
andeftablith  for  the  belter  government  of  the  faid  firemen,  and 
likewife  at  every  fuch  meeting,  to  choofe  in  manner  aforefaid, 
one  or  more  proper  perfons  rcfiding  within  faid  diflticl,  to  be 
their  clerk,  whole  duty  it  (hall  be  to  enter  all  the  names  of  fuch 
perfons  fo  chofen  firemen  as  aforefaid,  in  a  book  to  be  by  bim 
provided  «nd  kept  for  that  purpofe,  and  to  make  an  entry  of  all 
the  proceeding*  in  the  faid  book  at  every  fuch  meeting,  an4 
likewife  that  a  majority  of  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  at 
their  meetings  as  aforefaid,  are  hereby  empowered  to  dirccl  and 
require  the  inhabitants  and  owners  cf  houfes,  to  provide  thcir- 
felves  with  fuch  and  fo  many  fire-buckets  to  be  ready  in  their 
refpeclive  houfes  (or  the  purpefes  of  extinguifliing  fires  which 
may  happen  in  the  faid  d ift.net,  and  to  impofe  fuch  reafonable 
fines  ami  penalties  for  every  default  or  dilbbedience  of  fuch  rules 
and  regulations,  or  deficiency  of  buckets,  as  a  majority  of  the 
faid  freeholders  at  their  faid  meetings-  as  aforefaid,  (hall  think 
proper,  which  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  (hall  be  recovered 
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before  any  juftice  of  ihe  peace  in  and  for  the  (aid  county,  by  the 
faid  clerk,  in  an  action  of  debt,  with  cods,  in  his  own  name, 
and  when  recovered  (hall  be  applied  towards  keeping  in  repair 
the  faid  fire  engines  and  tools  thereunto  belonging. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  fuch  pcrfon  fo  to  be 
chofen  a  fireman  as  afore  fa  id,  (hall  be  and  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  during  bis  continuance  as  a  fireman,  and  no  longer,  ex- 
empted and  privileged  from  being  impanelled  on  any  jury  or  in- 
queft,  except  jurors  in  judices' courts,  and  coroner's  inquefts,  and 
a  certificate  from  the  clerk  aforefaid,  (hall  be  a  lumcient  evi- 
dence of  fuch  privilege  and  exemption.

I.  T>  E  x'f  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  Stale  of  Nev>-Ysrky  rrpre- 

1  X-l  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  lhall  and  may  be 
lawtul  for  the  perfon  adminiflering  the  government  of  this  (late, 
for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the 
council  of  appointment,  before  the  firft  <Uiy  of  July  next,  to 
appoint  not  more  than  ten  repackers  and  infpe&ors  of  beef  and 
pork  for  the  city  and  county  of  New- York,  and  one  or  more 
for  each  other  county  in  the  (late,  as  (hall  from  time  to  time  be 
neceflary  ;  alfo  one  infpeclor  in  the  city  of  New- York,  to  in- 
fpecVand  put  up  beef  killed  agreeably  to  the  riles  and  cuftoms 
of  the  people  called  Jews.

this  ftate  relative  to  the  fame,  and  that  I  will  not  directly  or  in- 
directly brand,  or  fuffer  to  be  branded,  any  barrels  of  beef  or 
pork,  unlefs  the  fame  fhall  be  of  the  qualities,  and  repacked  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  this  ftate." 

Xt.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  either  of  the  infpectors  33 
appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act  fhall  be  guilty  of  any  neglect  or 
fraud  in  infpecting  any  beef  or  pork  or  of  offering  any  fee  or  reward 
to  owners  of  provifions  or  their  agents,  or  any  other  pcrfon,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  profits  of  infpecting  or  repacking  the  fame,  on 
any  pretence  whatever,  or  fhall  brand  any  cask  containing  beef 
or  pork,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act,  or 
which  has  not  been  actually  infpected  agreeable  to  the  laws  of 
this  ftate,  he  or  they  fhallj  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay 
the  fum  of  ten  dollars. 

XII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  fhall  inter-  33 
mix,  take  out,  or  fhift  any  beef  or  pork  of  any  barrel  or  cask  in- 
fpected and  branded  ns  by  this  a6l  is  required,  or  put  into  any 
barrel  infpected  and  branded,  any  other  beef  or  pork  for  fa!e  or 
exportation,  of  alter  the  face,  or  change  the  brand  or  mark  of 
any  tnfpector,  contrary  to  the  intention  of  this  act,  the  perfon  fo 
offending  fhall,  for  each  and  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay 
the  fum  of  twenty-five  dollars.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  beef  and  pork  that 
fhall  be  brought  into  this  (late  from  any  other  of  the  United 
States,  and  (hall  be  packed  and  branded  agreeable  10  the  laws  of 
the  Hate  it  comes  from,  (hall  not  be  fubject  to  re-infpec~lion  in 
this  (late. 

37  XVI.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  infpe6lor  of  each 
cit'-  and  county*  in  the  month  of  June  in  every  year,  (hall  make 
a  return  to  the  perfon  adminillcring  the  government  of  this  (late* 
of  the  whole  number  of  barrels  and  half  barrels  of  beef  and  pork, 
infpeeled  according  to  the  directions  of  this  act  by  him  the  year 
preceding,  defignating  the  different  forts  and  qualities  of  beef 
and  pork,  and  the  cities  and  counties  in  which  the  fame  was 
packed  and  infpected. 

38  XVII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  infpector  or  repack- 
er  of  beef  or  pork  (hall  hereafter  buy  or  fell  any  beef  or  pork, 
excepting  remnants  which  may  be  occafioaed  by  the  barrels  over 
running  or  falling  (hort  of  the  weight  required  by  law,  except 
what  fuch  infpefclor  may  want  for  his  own  lamily  confumption.

I.  E  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Nev.'-  York,  represent* 
I  A3  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  alter  the  firft 
day  of  July  next,  there  ihall  be  paid  annually  into  the  treaiury  of 
tins  ftate,  by  every  hawker,  pedler  and  petty  chapman,  or  a»y 
other  trading  pcrfon  or  perfons  going  from  place  to  place,  and 
uavtiling  either  on,  foot,  or  with  a  horfe  or  horfes  or  otherwif* 
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Within  this  (late,  (except  as  is  herein  excepted)  and  carrying  to 
fell,  or  expofing  to  fale,  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandize,  of 
the  growth,  produce  or  manufacture  of  any  foreign  country, 
without  the  limits  and  jurifdicYion  of  the  United  States,  the  fol- 
lowing duties,  to  wit :  For  every  per  foil  fo  travelling  on  foot,  the 
fum  of  fifty  dollars  ;  for  every  perfon  fo  travelling  with  a  fingle 
horfe,  or  other  bead  bearing  or  drawing  a  burthen,  the  fum  of 
eighty  dollars  ;  and  for  every  perfon  fo  travelling  with  a  wag- 
gon, cart,  fled  or  other  carriage  drawn  by  more  than  one  horfe 
or  beaft,  the  fum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ;  and  for  every  perfon 
conveying  goods,  wares  or  merchandizes  as  aforefaid,  for  the 
purpofe  aforefaid,  in  any  boat  or  boats,  navigating  any  of  the 
waters  within  the  bounds  of  this  (late,  the  fum  of  eighty  dollars. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  hawker,  pcdler  or  3 
petty  chapman,  fo  travelling  as  aforefaid  within  this  date,  (hall 
take  a  licence  from  the  fecrctary  of  this  (late,  and  in  order  there- 
to, (hall  deliver  unto  the  faid  fecrctary  a  note  in  writing  under 
his  or  her  hand,  or  under  the  hand  of  fome  perfon  by  him  or 
her  authorized  in  that  behalf,  how  and  in  what  manner,  he  or  (he 
will  travel  and  trade,  whether  on  foot  or  with  one  or  more 
horfe  or  horfes,  or  other  beads  bearing  or  drawing  burthens,  or 
with  any  fort  of  carriage  or  boat  as  aforefaid,  and  according  to 
fuch  notification  he  or  (he  (hall  pay  to  the  treafurer  of  this  date, 
the  fum  or  fums  above  mentioned,  and  upon  producing  a  re- 
ceipt from  the  treafurer,  counterfigned  by  the  comptroller  for 
fuch  fum  or  fums,  the  faid  fecretary  (hall  iflue  fuch  licence  to 
be  figned  as  aforefaid,  to  the  perfon  or  pcrfons  making  fuch. 
payment,  permitting  him  or  her  to  travel  with  his  or  her  wares 
and  merchandizes  for  fale,  for  the  term  of  one  year  according  to 
fuch  notification,  and  (hall  renew  the  fame  yearly  in  like  man- 
ner if  applied  for  :  And  for  which  licence  the  perfon  or  perfons  2 
to  whom  the  fame  (hall  be  granted,  (hall  pay  to  the  faid  fecre- 
tary for  his  Cervices  the  fum  of  two  dollars  and  no  more,  over 
and  above  the  duties  aforefaid,  and  which  licence  fo  obtained 
and  granted  (hall  be  good  and  effectual  :  And  the  faid  treafurer  4 
{hall  keep  a  didinct  account  of  the  duties  received  by  virtue  of 
this  aa. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  when  and  as  often  as  any  5 
hawker,  pedler  or  petty  chapman,  from  and  after  the  faid  fird 
day  of  July  next,  (hail  be  found  trading  or  difpoling  of  goods  as 
aforefaid,  without  or  contrary  to  fuch  licence,  fuch  perfon  (hall,  & 
for  every  fuch  ofTence,  forfeit  and  pay  the  fum  of  twenty-five 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  on  the  complaint  of  any  one  who  will 
fue  for  the  fame,  before  any  judice  of  the  peace  within  this  date 
in  a  fummary  way,  with  cods  of  fuit,  one  moiety  whereof,  when 
recovered,  lhall  be  paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  moiety  to 
the  overfeers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  fuch  offender  (hall 
be  profecuted,  for  the  ufe  of  the  poor  thereof:  And  if  any  offend-  7 
er  who  (hall  be  fo  trading,  on  demand  made  by  any  judice  of 
the  peace,  IherifT,  condable,  or  any  other  perfon  within  this  date, 
fliall  refuie  to  produce  or  (hew  his  or  her  licence  therefor,  he 
•i  (he  lhall  forfeit  tbe  fum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  over- 
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feers  of  the  poor,  where  fuch  demand  fhall  be  made  for  the 
ufe  of  the  poor  of  the  town  ;  and  on  negleft  or  refufai  to  pay 
the  fame,  the  juftice  before  whom  fuch  offender  fliall  be  convic- 
ted, (hall  by  warrant  under  his  hand  and  feal  commit  fuch  offend- 
er to  the  gaol  of  the  county  where  the  offence  ftiail  be  commit- 
ted for  the  term  of  one  month. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
fliall  forge  or  counterfeit  any  fuch  licence,  or  "travel  with  any 
forged  or  counterfeited  licence  for  the  purpofe  aforefaid,  fuch 
perfon  fliall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forgery,  and  being  convicted 
thereof,  (ball  be  punifhed  accordingly. 

V-  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  perfon  or  perfons 
ftiall  be  fued,  molefted  or  troubled  for  putting  in  execution  this 
aa,  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  purfuant  thereto,  fuch  perfon 
or  perfons  ftiall  and  may  plead  the  general  iffue,  and  give  the 
fpeciai  matter  in  evidence  ;  and  if  the  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  ftiall 
become  nonfuit,  or  difcontinue  his,  her,  or  their  action,  or  if  a 
verdict  pafs  againft  him,  her  or  them,  the  defendant  ftiall  reco- 
ver treble  cods,  for  which  execution  fliall  iffue  as  in  other  cafes 
where  cofts  are  recovered  by  defendants. 

VI.  And,  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  (hall  be  lawful  for  any 
perfon  to  apprehend  and  detain  any  fuch  hawker,  pedler,  or 
petty  chapman,  or  other  trading  perfon  as  aforefaid,  who  ftiall 
be  found  trading  without  licence,  contrary  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  aa,  and  him  or  her  fo  apprehended  to  car- 
ry before  any  juftice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  or  town  where 
fuch  offender  ftiall  be,  which  juftice  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  either  upon  the  confeflion  of  the  party  offending,  or 
due  proof  of  one  or  more  credible  witnefs  or  witneffes  upon 
oath,  that  the  perfon  fo  brought  before  him  had  fo  traded  as 
aforefaid,  and  if  no  fuch  licence  ftiall  be  produced  by  ftich  of- 
fender, fuch  juftice  (hall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  by  warrant 
under  his  hand  and  feal,  directed  to  any  conftable  of  the  town 
wherein  fuch  conviction  ftiall  be  had,  caufe  the  fum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars,  with  cofts,  to  be  forthwith  levied  by  diftrefs  and 
fale,  at  public  venduce,  of  the  offender's  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandizes, which  cofts,  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  fliall  be  af- 
certained  and  allowed  by  fuch  juftice. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  any  unneceffary  trouble  to  any  perfon 
or  perfons  who  ihall  fufpeft  any  fuch  hawker,  pedier,  petty

pay  to  the  perfon  demanding  the  fame,  the  fum  of  five  dollars,, 
to  be  levied  and  collected,  with  cofts,  in  manner  aforefaid  :

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  cafes  of  profecution  U 
for  any  of  the  offences  herein  before  mentioned,  and  wherein 
the  defendant  (hall  refufe  to  fhevr  his  licence  or  to  make  known 
his  name  to  fuch  perfon  as  will  profecute,  previous  to  the  com- 
mencement of  fuch  action,  the  plaintiff  (hall  not  be  liable  to 
pay  to  fuch  defendant  any  cofts  for  the  mifnaming  of  fuch  de-

CHAP.  C. 
An  ACT  to  enable  William  Firby  to  practice  Physic  and  Surgery. 

PafTed  April  9lh,  1804. 

WHEREAS  a  number  of  refpectable  inhabitants  of  Brook- 
haven,  and  other  towns  in  Suffolk  county,  have  prayed 
that  William  Firby,  of  Brookbaven  aforefuid,  be  authorized  to 
practice  phytic  any  furgery,  he  having  performed  a  number  of  ex- 
traordinary cures  in  the  faid  county,  principally  of  the  fcorbutic 
kind,  but  by  his  fituation  is  not  able  to  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions neceffary  to  obtain  a  certificate  as  the  law  directs  :  There- 
fore, 

BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  New-Tor i,  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  it  fhall  be  lawful  for  the  firft 
judge  of  the  county  of  Suffolk,  in  cafe  it  fhall  appear  to  his  fat- 
isfaction,  by  three  reputable  phyticians  practifing  in  the  faid 
county,  that  the  faid  William  Firby  is  capable  and  qualified  to 
practife  phytic  and  furgery,  or  either  of  them,  to  give  him  a  cer- 
tificate thereof,  which  certificate  being  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  of  Suffolk,  (ball  authorize  the  faid  William 
Firby  to  practice  phytic  or  furgery,  or  both,  as  the  cafe  may  be* 
in  this  ftate,  any  law.  to  the  contrary  notwith  Handing.

and  it  lhall  be  the  duty  of  the  faid  gaugers,  upon  application  made 
to  them  or  either  of  them,  to  gauge  all  cafks  containing  molafles, 
and  all  cafks  containing  any  fpiritous  liquor  diftilled  in  the  coun- 
ty in  which  they  refide,  and  to  mark  the  number  of  gallons  con- 
tained in  fach  cifks,  and  the  name  of  the  county  where  the  fame 
has  been  diftilled,  together  with  his  name  on  one  of  the  heads  of 
each  calk  fo  gauged,  and  for  which  fervices  the  faid  gaugers 
(hall  be  paid  fix  cents  for  every  cafk  fo  by  him  gauged  and  marked. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  faid  gaugers  appointed 
as  afore  faid,  fhall,  before  they  or  either  of  them  enter  upon  the  du- 
ties of  his  or  their  office,  refpecYively  take  and  fubferibe  an  oath 
before  one  or  the  juflicesof  the  peace  of  the  county  where  he  (hall 
refide,  well  and  faithfully  to  perform  the  duties  required  of  him 
by  this  act  without  favor  or  partiality,  and  depofit  the  fame  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  he  refides.

TX7HEREAS  great  lofs  is  fuflained  by  thofe  engaged  in  the 
VV   rafting  bufinefs,  by  evil  difpofed  perfons,  in  (topping, 
taking  up  and  dedroying  timber  afloat  in  rafts  and  othcrwife  : 
For  remedy  whereof, 

I.  BE  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  NevJ-TorA,  repre- 

1  sented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  from  and  after  the  twentieth 
day  of  April  inftant,  if  any  ptrfon  or  perfons  (hall  (top,  take 
up,  draw  to  or  lodge  on  the  fhore  of  Hudfon's  river,  any  limber, 
either  round,  hewed,  fawed  or  riven,  without  the  previous  con- 
tent of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  every  perfon  offending  in 
the  premifes  lhall,  for  every  fuch  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  the 

2  fum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having  cog- 
nizance thereof,  by  any  perfon  who  (hall  profecute  lor  the 
fame  ;  the  one  half  of  which  penalty,  when  recovered,  to  be  paid 
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to  the  ovcrfecrs  of  the  poor  of  the  city  or  town  where  fuch  re- 
covery (hall  be  had,  for  the  ufc  of  the  poor  thereof,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  perfon  filing  or  profecuting  for  the  fame  to  effect  ; 
and  all  perfons  fo  offending  fhall  alfo  be  liable  to  profecution  by  3 
the  owner  of  fuch  timber  for  his  or  her  damages.

II  ted  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  That  the  trcaiurer  of  this  fiate 
(ball,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  on  or  before  the  firft 
day  of  July  next,  pay  to  Simeon  De  Witt,  Furveyor  general  of 
this  ftate,  the  fum  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  his 
iervices  in  his  faid  office  from  the  firft  day  of  July  laft,  to  the 
firft  day  of  July  next. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  (hall  pay,  on  2 
the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  fach  of  the  clergy  as  (hall  have 
attended  the  legiflature  as  chaplains,  during  the  prefent  feflion, 
the  fum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for  every  day  thev  have

XXIII.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  treafurer  on  the  23

of  the  faid  printer  to  deliver  one  copy  of  faid  publication  to  each 
of  the  present  members  of  the  legiflature,  and  the  remainder  to 
the  faid  fociety  for  the  promotion  of  ufeful  arts.

13  ed  in  Senate  and  Assembly ,  That  from  and  after  the  firfl  day 
of  May  next  it  fhall  not  be  lawful  for  any  greater  proportion  of 
the  convicts  who  (hall  thereafter  be  committed  to  the  (late-prifon, 
than  the  proportion  of  one  eighth  part,  to  be  employed  at  the 
bufinefs  of  fhoemaking  :  Provided  always,  That  when  any  per- 
fon  fhall  be  committed  to  faidprifon,  who  hath  before  fuch  com- 
mitment learned  faid  trade,  he  may  be  employed  thereat,  and 
fhall  not  be  eflimated  by  the  infpe&ors  in  fixing  the  proportion 
hereby  directed  :  And  provided  further.  That  nothing  herein  (hall 
be  fo  conftrued  as  to  prevent  the  infpeclors  from  employing 
fuch  and  fo  many  female  convi6ls  as  to  them  from  time  to  time 
fhall  feem  proper,  at  the  bufinefs  of  (hoe  binding  or  lining. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  a6l  (hall  be  and  con- 
tinue in  force  for  the  fpace  of  four  years  and  no  longer.

that  tract  and  parcel  of  land,  which  by  conveyance  bearing  date 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  were  conveyed  bjr 
Philip  Livingfton  of  the  city  of  New- York,  efquire,  and  Corne- 
lia his  wife,  and  Thomas  Cooper  a  matter  in  chancery  for  this 
ftate,  to  the  faid  John  Brown,  purfuant  to  a  decree  of  the  court 
of  chancery  of  this  ftate,  fhall  not  be  queftioned,  impeached,  de- 
feated, avoided  or  in  any  manner  affe6ted  by  reafon  or  pretext  of 
the  alienifm  of  any  perfon  to  whom  the  faid  lands  may  have  been 
conveyed,  by  any  conveyance  prior  to  the  faid  conveyance  above 
mentioned  to  the  faid  John  Brown.

sented in  Senate  and* Assembly  That  it  fliaU  and  may  be  lawful 
to  and  for  the  commiflioners  of  the  land-office,  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  grant  letters  patent  for  the  faid  two  hundred 
acres  of  land,  in  the  tract  fet  apart  for  the  ufe  of  the  line  of  the 
army  of  this  ftate,  to  Jofeph  C.  Yatea  and  Peter  R.  Ludlow,  and* 
their  heirs  and  afligns  for  ever,  in  truft,  neverthelefs,  to  fell  and 
difpofe  of,  and  convey  all  the  faid  two  hundred  acres  of  land, 
fo  to  be  granted  to  them  as  afore  faid,  to  the  befl  purchafer  of 
purchafers  that  can  be  found  for  the  fame,  at  private  or  public
